INTRODUCTION. 


This  constitutes  the  first  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries, 
and  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  include  in  it  a  portrait  of  Governor  Pardee, 
who  by  his  friendly  attitude  toward  the  State  Library  has  made  possi- 
ble much  of  the  work  which  is  now  being  carried  on.  He  has  supported 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  their  endeavor  to  extend  the  scope  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  Library,  and  his  attitude  has  been  influential  in  promoting 
library  interests  throughout  the  State.  The  proposed  alterations  in  the 
Capitol  will  give  the  Library  approximately  5000  square  feet  of  addi- 
tional space,  most  of  it  being  on  the  top  floor.  The  books  from  the 
attic,  principally  government  documents,  old  session  laws,  appendices* 
etc.,  have  been  stored  outside  the  Capitol,  and  a  part  of  the  main  collec- 
tion must  also  be  moved  out  as  soon  as  the  work  of  reconstruction  is 
fairly  under  way.  A  hall  has  been  rented  where  the  work  of  the  staff 
will  be  carried  on  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  leave  our  present 
quarters.  /  , 

The  State  Library  suffered  practically  no  loss  on  account  of  the  earth- 
quake and  fire,  but  the  records  presented  elsewhere  in  this  issue  show 
how  complete  was  the  destruction  of  the  San  Francisco  libraries.'    It  is 
most  fortunate  that  the  Bancroft  Library  escaped  unharmed,   for  its 
'  value  to  the  State  can  hardly  be  estimated.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  California  State  Library  express 
its  sympathy  with  such  libraries,  and 
that  it  hereby  instructs  and  empowers 
the  State  Librarian  to  make  such  dis- 
abled libraries  loans  of  books  that,  in 
his  discretion,  can  be  spared  without  in- 
jury to  the  service  of  the  Library,  for 
such  time  and  under  such  regulations  as 
he  may  deem  best  for  the  library  in- 
terests of  the  State. 

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias, and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac-' 
corded  the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu 
reau,  aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested.  It  keeps  an  index  of  organi- 
zations and  societies  dealing  with  mat- 
ters of  public  interest,  containing  names 
and  addresses  of  officers.  It  also  has  a 
fairly  large  set  of  blue  books  and  similar 
publications,  containing  names  of  public 
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officials.  Inquiries  concerning  addresses 
will  be  gladly  answered  as  ar  as  possible. 

The  Department  has  now  a  very  full 
collection  of  printed  material  relating  to 
the  fires  in  Chicago,  Boston,  and  Balti- 
more. In  addition  to  the  documents 
already  on  hand,  a  large  number  was 
received  from  the  authorities  and  libra- 
ries at  these  cities  and  the  State  Library 
at  Springfield,  111.,  in  response  to  a  re- 
quest. Some  of  these  documents  we're 
sent  as  a  gift,  others,  which  have  become 
rare,  merely  as  a  loan.  This  material 
will  be  of  much  assistance  in  framing 
measures  for  the  rebuilding  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Officers  of  municipalities  throughout 
California  are  invited  to  write  to  the 
Sociological  Department  for  information 
and  books  relating  to  their  duties.  Our 
collection  of  printed  matter  on  munici- 
pal engineering,  sanitation,  and  admin- 
istration is  large  and  growing.  Special 
attention  is  paid  to  the  gathering  of  city 
charters  and  ordinances  from  all  over 
the  country. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  t}ie 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  superior  judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells- Fargo 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 


During  April  the  total  number  of  vol- 
umes in  circulation  out  of  town  was  117; 
total  number  of  borrowers  out  of  town, 
16;  total  number  of  volumes  loaned,  60, 
as  follows:  14  through  study  club  divi- 
sion, 24  through  public  libraries,  7 
through  superior  judges,  9  through  edu- 
cational institutions,  6  through  traveling 
library  division.  Total  number  of 
books  loaned  in  town,  450;  total  number 
of  registered  cardholders  in  town,  250. 
Total  number  of  requests  for  reference 
material  during  month,  17. 

This  Department  has  loaned  to  the 
Mechanics'  Institute  Library,  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  large  number  of  books  on  archi- 
tecture, building  construction  and  en- 
gineering, to  assist  in  supplying  the 
demand  for  works  of  this  nature. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  April  550  volumes  were  cata- 
loged, and  for  these  volumes  3259  cards 
were  made.  The  work  was  fairly  divided 
between  the  new  and  old  books,  with 
however  a  considerable  preponderance 
of  the  old.  Many  valuable  art  books  in 
portfolio  form,  long  in  the  library,  were 
cataloged  and  will  now  be  bound  and 
made  accessible. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the  State, 
as  well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.     These 
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are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.  Pull  names  and  biographical 
sketches  of  California  authors  are  being 
secured.  The  Department  also  contains 
over  3000  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 
At  present  a  special  effort  is  being 
made  to  secure  original  records,  such  as 
account  books,  diaries,  letters,  public 
documents,  and  manuscript  narratives. 
A  file  of  an  early  Southern  California 
newspaper,  and  of  the  Alta  California  for 
Jan.-June,  1856,  are  very  much  desired 
by  the  Department,  and  if  any  reader  of 
the  News  Notes  knows  where  there  are 
such  files,  it  will  be  considered  a  favor  if 
he  will  communicate  with  the  Library. 


Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission.    The    Department  was    estab- 
lished    in     1903    and    began    work    in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out  i 
traveling      libraries      to      communities 
without  library  facilities.     The  Depart-  ' 
ment   now  has  four   separate  divisions:  \ 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club  | 
Libraries;  (3)  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books  | 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling    libraries   are    made   up   of| 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries    and    the    transportation   both 
wa\s  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.     A  ; 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and  [ 
by  special   permission    may  be  retained 
an    additional   three   months.     Circular 
and     application     blank     are    sent    on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  275 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State   traveling 


libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

During  April  six  new  applications' 
were  received  for  libraries:  Irvington, 
Alameda  co.;  Washington  Colony, 
Fresno  co.;  Janesville,  Lassen  co.;  El 
Monte,.  Los  Angeles  co. ;  Lagunita  Dis- 
trict, Monterey  co.;  Lomo  Pilon  District, 
San  Luis  Obispo  co. 

During  April,  Library  41  was  made  up. 
The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  the  month  was 
2149  and  the  circulation  5800,  as  follows : 
2953  fiction;  1423  juvenile;  1424  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  (or  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service. 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

There  are  now  seven  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  different  periods 
of  general   history,    California   history, 
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Shakespeare,  Florence,  Italy,  and  Russia 
and  Japan. 

During  April  one  new  club  applied  for 
a  library :  Alpha  Literary  and  Improve-  J 
ment  Club  of  Lompoc,  Santa  Barbara  co.  ; 

Public  Libraries  Division.  ' 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc.  i 

During  April  23  visits  were  made  to  19 
towns.  One  library  was  established  at 
Porter ville,  Tulare  co.,  the  ordinance 
having  been  passed  April  9,  1906.  This 
makes  the  total  number  of  libraries  es- 
tablished since  November,  1905,  12. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this  divi- 
sion. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  libiaryon  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Litoary  trustees  applica- 
tion blank,  will  be  sent  on  request.  1 

The  first    book  was   loaned  June  13, 
1905.     There  are  now  132  blind  borrow-  | 
ers,  scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county    to    San    Diego.     During    April  i 
there  were  60  new  accessions,    making  I 
total  accessions  482,   as   follows:    New- 
York  point  books,  212;  New  York  point  i 
music,    40;     Braille  books,   45;     Braille 
music,  45;  Moon  books,  174;  Boston  line 
letter  books,  18;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3 
During  the  month  71  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  43;  Braille,  1 


2;  Moon,  25;  Boston  line  letter,  1.  The 
books  loaned  were  divided  by  class  as 
follows:  fiction,  34;  literature,  4>t ravel, 
history,  and  biography,  9;  primers,  2; 
ethics  and  religion,  9;  science,  5;  music, 
6;  periodicals,  2. 

Since  the  department  began  loaning 
books,  11  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  the  New  York 
point,  or  both  of  these.  Besides  these, 
there  are  15  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly,  and  will  be  sent  to  those  re- 
questing it,  in  the  order  requests  are 
received. 

A  new  Circular  and  Finding  List  will 
be  issued  during  May.

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JOSBPH  CUMMINGS   ROWELL. 

This  number  of  the  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  is  devoted 
especially  to  the  California  Library  Association,  and  it  is  peculiarly 
fitting  that  it  should  contain  some  account  of  the  life  and  work  of  Mr 
Joseph  Cummings  Rowell,  as  he  was  the  first  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  has  been  responsible  for  a  great  deal  of  the  progress  in  library 
affairs  in  this  State. 

Joseph  Cummings  Rowell,  first  president  of  the  California  Library 
Association,  was  born  at  Panama  of  New  England  parents,  June  29, 
1853.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  San  Francisco,  and 
was  graduated  at  the  University  of  California  in  1874,  receiving  his 
m.  a.  degree  in  1903.  The  year  after  his  graduation  he  was  appointed 
librarian  of  the  University  of  California,  which  position  he  still  holds. 
Mr  Rowell  was  trustee  of  the  Alden  School  District,  1882-6  ;  member  of 
the  Oakland  Board  of  Education,  189 1-2  ;  secretary  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Alumni  Association,  1885-93;  vice-president  American  Library 
Association,  1891 ;  president  Library  Association  of  Central  California, 
1895-7.  Oi  Mr  Rowell's  writings  the  following  may  be  mentioned: 
Lyric  poetry  ;  an  essay,  in  Overland  Monthly,  April,  1887;  The  son- 
net in  America,  an  essay,  with  reference  list  of  800  sonnets  by 
American  authors,  in  The  Berkeleyan,  1887  ;  Impressions  of  Philobib, 
pilgrim,  in  University  of  California  Magazine,  v.  7,  1901  ;  A  peep 
into  the  Vatican   library,  in  Impressions,  v.  1,  1901.     His  bibliograph-

1890;  University  of  California  Library  Bulletins,  nos.  1-7,  9,  12,  14, 
the  most  important  being,  Cooperative  list  of  periodical  literature 
in  the  libraries  of  central  California,  3d  ed.,  1902.

Mr  Rowell  is  a  member  of  the  American  Library  Association  Coun- 
cil, of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation, and  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  California  Library 
Association.

Mr  Rowell  is  the  head,  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  University  of  California  Library  in 
Berkeley.

History  of  the  California  Library 
Association. 

An  outline  of  the  history  of  the  Association  up 
to  1904  was  kindly  furnished  by  Mr  Joy  Lichten- 
stein. 

The  California  Library  Association 
owes  its  inception  to  a  call  issued  early 
in  1895  by  G.  T.  Clark,  J.  C.  Rowell  and 
A.   M.  Jellison,  inviting  the  librarians 


about  the  bay  to  meet  and  decide  whether 
an  association  was  needed.  There  re- 
sulted a  meeting  held  February  22,  1895, 
at  which  an  affirmative  decision  was 
reached  and  a  committee  appointed  to 
draft  a  constitution.  The  following  were 
present  at  this  initial  meeting:  J.  C.  Row- 
ell, E.  H.  Woodruff,  H.  F.  Peterson,  J. 
W.  Harbourne,  Andrew  Cleary,  L.  B. 
Wetherbee,  G.  T.  Clark,  A.  M.  "jellison, 
F.  J.  Teggart,  and  Joy  Iyichtenstein.  On 
March  8th  the  organization  was  com- 
pleted by  the  adoption  of  a  constitution 
and  election  of  officers  for  the  first  year. 
The  name  adopted,  "  Library  Associa- 
tion of  Central  California,"  indicates  the 
scope  sought  to  be  covered. 

The  first  president  was  J.  C.  Rowell, 
who  filled  the  chair  so  ably  and  presided 
so  charmingly  that  he  was  not  released 
until  he  had  served  three  terms.  Among 
the  many  interesting  subjects  discussed 
at  the  early  meetings  were  Access  to 
shelves,  Fiction  in  libraries,  Early  Cali- 
fornia books,  State  aid  to  libraries,  etc. 
The  meetings  were,  held  principally  in 
San  Francisco,  but  a  notable  exception 
was  that  held  at  Stockton,  a  most  pleas- 
ant two-day  trip  up  the  river  and  return 
with  a  day  in  Stockton. 

Mr  George  T.  Clark  was  president  dur- 
ing 1898.  The  two  principal  meetings 
of  his  administration  were  at  Stanford 
University,  February  2 2d,  and  a  two-day 
meeting  in  Sacramento,  at  which  some 
important  measures  of  library  policy 
were  proposed  and  threshed  out.  In 
March,  1898,  the  name  was  changed  to 
Library  Association  of  California.  The 
question  of  a  copyright  depository  for 
the  Pacific  Coast  was  much  discussed 
during  the  year. 

Mr  F.  J.  Teggart  was  at  the  helm  for 
1899  and  many  interesting  meetings  were 
held.  In  March,  1899,  "Public  Libra- 
ries ' '  published  a  California  number  con- 
taining several  valuable  articles  on  Cal- 
ifornia libraries,  compiled  by  Mr  Teggart 
and  written  principally  by  members  of 
the  Association.

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Following  Mr  Teggart  the  president 
during  1900  was  Herbert  C.  Nash.  Up 
to  this  time  eight  meetings  had  been 
held  each  year,  monthly,  except  during 
the  summer  months.  Now,  feeling  that 
this  was  too  frequent,  the  number  was 
reduced  to  four  and  so  continued  for 
three  years.  All  of  the  meetings  of  the 
year  were  held  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr  Charles  S.  Greene,  the  next  presi- 
dent, held  the  office  for  two  terms,  1901 
and  1902.  Meetings  were  held  at  San 
Francisco,  Berkeley  and  Oakland.  At 
the  meeting  for  August  1,  1902,  the  stu- 
dents of  the  Library  course  of  the  sum 
mer  school  at  Berkeley  attended  in  a 
body.  During  Mr  Greene's  administra- 
tion efforts  were  made  to  secure  the 
passage  of  a  bill  to  establish  a  free  public 
library  commission,  efforts  which  failed 
at  the  time,  but  bore  fruit  later  in  the 
formation  of  the  extension  department 
of  the  State  Library. 

Mr  F.  B.  Graves  was  in  charge  during 
1903,  the  most  notable  meeting  of  the 
year  being  that  held  at  Alameda  in  Octo- 
ber at  the  dedication  of  the  new  public 
library  building.  It  was  decided  in  Feb- 
ruary that  meetings  should  again  be  held 
monthly  with  the  exception  of  June, 
July,  and  August. 

During  1904  and  1905  the  association 
was  under  the  able  and  enthusiastic  lead- 
ership of  Mr  Joy  Lichtenstein.  These 
were  years  of  steady  growth  and  broaden 
ing  activities.  Many  new  members  were 
added,  especially  from  the  outlying  libra- 
ries. In  1904  meetings  were  held  in  San 
Francisco,  Oakland,  Santa  Rosa,  Santa 
Cruz  and  Sacramento.  Notable  meetings 
of  1905  were  those  held  at  Stanford 
University,  Bakersfield,  and  at  Berkeley 
in  connection  with  the  California  Teach- 
ers' Association.  But  the  great  feature 
of  the  year  was  the  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association  at  Portland. 
As  a  result  of  a  circular  sent  by  the  Asso- 
ciation to  library  trustees  throughout  the 
State,  many  librarians,  over  a  dozen  being 
from  the  smaller  libraries,  were  enabled 


to  attend  this  meeting  at  the  expense 
of  their  libraries.  The  attendance  of 
forty -two  from  this  State  shows  how 
widespread  an  interest  was  taken  and 
how  eagerly  the  opportunity  was  em- 
braced of  meeting  with  the  parent  society. 
In  June  the  members  of  the  Association 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Dr.  Herbert 
Putnam,  then  in  San  Francisco  on  his 
way  to  the  Portland  meeting.  July  25th 
a  very  successful  dinner  was  given  to  a 
party  of  visiting  librarians  who  were  in 
the  city  on  their  return  from  the  Alaska 
trip.  At  this  dinner  some  notable 
speeches  were  made,  including  those  by 
Dr.  E.  C.  Richardson,  A.  H.  Hopkins 
and  Dr.  Melvil  Dewey. 

There  has  not  yet  been  time  to  prove 
the  success  of  the  new  experiment  of 
dividing  the  State  into  districts,  a  plan 
introduced  when  Mr  Gill  is  became  Pres- 
ident in  1906,  but  all  signs  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  it  is  a  happy  solution  of  the 
problem  of  providing  for  the  whole  of  a 
vast  territory. 

The  Association  has  furthered  many 
measures  of  importance  during  the  eleven 
years  of  its  existence  and  has  taken  a 
forward  position  in  matters  of  advanced 
library  policy.  It  was  active  in  securing 
the  revision  of  the  library  law,  a  most 
important  result  of  which  has  been  the 
enlarged  activities  of  the  State  Library. 
It  early  advocated  inter-library  loans ;  a 
copyright  depository  on  the  Pacific 
Coast;  cooperation  with  the  public 
schools,  etc. 

The  money  of  the  Association  has  been 
well  spent  for  publications.  These,  aside 
from  their  content,  have  been  issued  in 
most  creditable  form,  such  as  to  have 
called  forth  the  special  praise  of  **  Public 
Libraries."  A  list  of  the  publications  is 
given  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

During  the  year  the  treasurer  has  with 
great  faithfulness  and  regularity  fur- 
nished the  President  a  weekly  report  of 
the  finances  of  the  Association.  The 
report  ending  May  26,  1906,  showed  a 
balance  in  the  treasury  of  $58.21.

Constitution  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association. 

Section  i.  This  organization  "shall 
be  called  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  libraries,  and  bring  them 
into  closer  relations  with  the  public. 

Sec.  3.  Any  trustee,  librarian  or 
other  person  engaged  in  library  admin- 
istration, may  become  a  member  of  the 
Association  by  paying  the  annual  fee. 
Other  persons  interested  in  library  or 
allied  educational  work  may  in  the  same 
manner  become  members,  on  receiving 
the  affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of 
the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Persons 
who  have  rendered  important  services  to 
library  interests,  or  to  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation in  general,  may,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Committee, 
be  elected  to  honorary  membership  in 
the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  Annual  dues  shall  be  one  dollar 
for  individuals  and  five  dollars  for  libra- 
ries and  other  institutions,  payable  in 
advance  in  January.  Numbers  shall  be 
assigned  to  members  in  the  order  of 
their  joining.  Any  member  owing  more 
than  two  years'  dues  shall,  after  thirty 
days'  written  notice  from  the  Treasurer, 
be  dropped  from  the  rolls.  Any  indi- 
vidual member  may  become  a  life  mem- 
ber, exempt  from  dues,  upon  payment  of 
twenty  dollars.  All  funds  received  from 
life  memberships  shall  be  placed  at  inter- 
est and  the  interest  only  expended. 
Library  membership  shall  entitle  the 
trustees  thereof  to  all  privileges  of  mem- 
bership in  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
District  Presidents  (as  appointed  by  the 
President),  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  office  except 
that  of  President  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee may  designate  some  person  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  same  pro  tem- 
pore. 

Sec.  6.  The  above  officers,  excepting 
District  Presidents,  shall  be  elected  by 
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ballot  at  the  last  regular  session  of  the 
annual  meeting,  to  hold  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
Past  Presidents  of  the  Association  shall 
constitute  a  Nominating  Committee.  At 
the  call  of  the  President  they  shall  meet 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  annual 
meeting  and  make  nominations  for  all 
elective  offices.  One  nomination  shall 
be  made  for  each  office,  but  upon  peti- 
tion of  five  members  for  each  name  so 
placed,  additional  names  of  candidates 
must  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot, 
which  shall  be  publicly  posted.  Three 
members  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  7.  The  President  shall  preside  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  and  at  such 
other  special  meetings  as  may  be  called. 
He  shall  perform  the  duties  generally 
pertaining  to  his  office.  He  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting,  make  an  annual  report 
on  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  shall  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  The  Vice-President  shall  act 
as  President  during  absence  or  incapacity 
of  the  latter. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  general  meetings  and  of 
those  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  business  trans- 
acted; shall  give  due  notice  of  any  elec- 
tion, appointment,  meeting,  or  other 
business  requiring  the  personal  attention 
of  any  member,  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  books,  papers  and  correspondence. 

Sec.  10.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a 
full  and  accurate  record  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements,  with  date,  purpose,  and 
amount;  shall  collect  dues  and  pay  bills 
authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  shall  make  statement  of  his  accounts 
annually  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
Association  may  require.  He  shall  assign 
a  serial  number  to  each  member,  shall 
enter  same  upon  receipts  for  dues,  and 
shall  notify  members  of  delinquencies. 

Sec.  11.  The  following  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  soon  after  the  annual  meeting  as 
possible:  An  Executive  Committee,  con- 


sisting of  the  President,  Vice  President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and  five  other 
members,  which  shall  be  a  general 
advisory  committee  to  the  President  and 
the  Association,  and  shall  also  authorize 
expenditures;  a  committee  of  three  on 
Publications;  a  committee  of  three  on 
Resolutions,  to  which  all  resolutions  shall 
be  referred;  a  committee  of  two  on 
Audit,  which  shall  examine  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  report  thereon  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  President  may 
appoint  such  other  special  committees  as 
he  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

SEC.  12.  District  Presidents  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  annual  meeting. 
These  shall  be  selected  with  fe  view  to 
covering  the  whole  of  the  State,  and  the 
President  shall  indicate  for  each  a  dis- 
trict which  he  shall  be  expected  to  rep- 
resent. The  District  Presidents  shall 
arrange  for  and  hold  quarterly  meetings 
in  their  respective  districts,  and  shall 
endeavor  to  enlist  the  interest  and  the 
membership  in  the  Association  of  all 
the  library  workers  in  their  respective 
districts.  They  shall  render  annual  re- 
ports to  the  President  and  shall  appoint 
Secretaries  to  make  reports  of  their 
meetings. 

Sec.  13.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  shall  take  place  at  such  place 
and  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
President  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec  14.  Fifteen  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Sec.  15.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  President,  on  request  of 
ten  or  more  members;  provided,  that  five 
days'  previous  notice  be  duly  given,  and 
that  only  business  specified  in  the  call 
shall  be  transacted.  The  President  and 
the  Executive  Committee  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Association  at  such  times 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  16.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, notice  of  the  proposed  amendment 
having  been  given  in  writing  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting.  A  majority  vote  of  those 
present  shall  be  required. 
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List  of  Members. 

Addresses  and  positions  are  those  given  when 
last  fee  was  paid,  except  whcu  the  Secretary  has 
been  notified  of  changes.  The  number  follow- 
ing each  address  is  the  membership  registration 
number  in  the  order  of  joining.  The  Roman 
number  at  the  end  indicates  the  district  to  which 
the  member  belongs.  The  names  of  new  mem- 
bers will  be  given  from  time  to  time  in  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries.  The  Secretary 
would  be  glad  to  receive  notice  of  any  errors  in  the 
list.    The  total  number  of  members  is  now  186.

Reports  of  Meetings. 

California  Library  Association  Meeting. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Association 
was  held  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library,  March  23,  1906,  President 
James  L.  Gillis  presiding.  About  twenty- 
five  members  were  present,  the  inclem- 
ent weather  preventing  many  from 
attending. 

The  proposed  revised  constitution  was 
taken  up  item  by  item,  and  after  free 
discussion  was  adopted  unanimously  in 
the  form  in  which  it  now  appears  as 
published  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of 
News  Noles  oj  California  Libraries. 
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The  most  important  of  the  changes  is 
that  which  provides  for  the  division  of 
the  State  into  districts.  It  is  hoped  that 
by  means  of  these  district  organizations 
all  parts  of  the  State  may  come  under 
the  direct  influence  of  the  Association. 
After  the  relative  advantages  of  a  few 
large  districts  and  many  small  ones  had 
been  discussed,  the  scheme  submitted  by 
Mr  Gillis,  providing  for  four  districts, 
was  approved.  As  the  number  of  dis- 
tricts is  not  fixed  by  the  constitution, 
changes  can  be  made  to  suit  varying 
conditions  whenever  it  is  deemed  advis- 
able. 

The  president  announced  the  names  of 
L.  W.  Ripley  and  J.  D.  Layman  as  presi- 
dents of  the  first  and  second  districts, 
the  appointments  for  the  third  and 
fourth  districts  being  made  later. 

On  suggestion  of  Mr  Greene,  the  Asso- 
ciation passed  a  resolution  to  cooperate 
with  the  National  Educational  Associa- 
tion in  arranging  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Library  Section  at  the  convention  in  San 
Francisco  next  July. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr  Rowell,  Mr 
Layman  made  an  announcement  of  the 
School  of  Library  Methods  to  be  held  iu 
connection  with  the  Summer  School  of 
the  University  of  California.  Miss  Mary 
L-  Jones,  formerly  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library,  is  to  be  director 
of  the  school. 

William  R.  Watson,  Assistant  Libra- 
rian, State  Library,  then  read  a  paper  on 
the  work  of  the  State  Library,  after  which 
the  meeting  adjourned. 

Third  District  Meeting. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Third  District 
of  the  California  Library  Association 
was  held  in  Fresno,  May  31,  1906.  The 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Public  Library, 
affording  a  fine  opportunity  to  see  the 
beautiful  library  building. 

The  attendance  was  good,  and  the 
meeting  was  a  successful  one,  thoroughly 
characterized  by  the  active  interest  and 
enthusiasm  of  every  one  present.

This  prac- 
tical illustration  of  book-sewing,  so  ably 
given,  opens  up  possibilities  which  will 
doubtless  be  developed  in  many  of  the 
smaller  libraries. 

Much  valuable  information  was  given 
by  Miss  Dold  on  the  subject  of  '•  Govern- 
ment documents  in  the  small  library." 
A  list  was  given  of  those  valuable  to 
small  libraries,  and  inform.,  cion  as  to 
how  they  can  be  made  useful  to  the 
public.  Documents  form  one  of  the  most 
important  sections  of  the  reference  de- 
partment. 
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Miss  Strother  had  charge  of  the  Ques- 
tion-box, and  many  interesting  and  help- 
ful questions  were  discussed. 

The  meeting  demonstrated  the  growing 
and  widening  interest  in  all  that  concerns 
library  affairs.  Altogether  it  was  very 
successful.  Miss  Baird  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  delightful  way  she 
entertained  the  Association. 

The  date  of  the  next  meeting  had  not 
been  decided,  but  will  be  held  in  Hanford.

This  national  body  was  organized  in 
Philadelphia,  October  6,  1876,  as  the  im- 
mediate result  of  a  three  days'  library 
conference  held  in  connection  with  the 
Centennial  exhibition. 

Its  purposes  are  the  promotion  of 
library  interests,  the  interchange  of  ex- 
perience and  opinion,  the  obtaining  of 
larger  results  from  library  labor  and  ex- 
penditure, and  the  advancement  of  the 
profession  of  librarianship. 

In  addition  to  advancing  library  inter- 
ests generally,  the  American  Library 
Association  aims: 

1.  By  organization  and  force  of  num- 
bers to  effect  needed  reforms  and  im- 
provements, most  of  which  could  not  be 
brought  about  by  individual  effort. 

2.  By  cooperation,  to  lessen  labor  and 
expense  of  library  administration. 

3.  By  discussion  and  comparison,  to 
utilize  the  combined  experiments  and 
experience  of  the  profession  in  perfect- 
ing plans  and  methods,  and  in  solving 
difficulties. 

4.  By  meetings  and  correspondence  to 
promote  acquaintance  and  esprit  de  corps. 
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.  .  .  The  Association  has  steadily  grown 
in  numbers,  its  present  membership  being 
nearly  fifteen  hundred.  Since  1876,  with 
but  three  exceptions,  it  has  held  annual 
meetings;  the  place  of  meeting  is  pur- 
posely varied  so  as  to  reach  different 
sections  of  the  country.  In  addition  to 
benefits  derived  from  the  formal  pro- 
ceedings and  the  papers  presented  at  the 
various  sessions  of  each  general  meeting, 
those  in  attendance  find  a  direct  practi- 
cal value  in  the  informal  discussions  and 
individual  conferences  made  possible  by 
the  intervals  between  sessions.  Similar 
opportunities  are  given  by  the  necessity 
for  traveling  together  to  and  from  the 
places  of  meetings,  and  at  the  various 
social  occasions  connected  with  the  con- 
ferences.

In  1905  the  annual  meeting  was  held 
at  Portland  during  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
Exposition.  The  attendance  from  the 
Pacific  Coast  was  large,  California  send- 
ing over  forty  members,  this  being  the 
largest  delegation  from  any  state,  with 
the  exception  of  that  from  Oregon.

The  program  pro- 
vides for  sessions  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  State  Libraries,  the  League  of 
Library  Commissions,  and  the  Biblio- 
graphical Society  of  America,  as  well  as 
the  regular  sections,  the  Catalog  section, 
the  Children's  Librarians'  section,  the 
Trustees'  section,  etc.

At  the  March  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
State  Library  Trustees  a  resolution  was 
adopted  directing  the  State  Librarian  to 
attend  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association  and  Na- 
tional Association  of  State  Libraries  at 
Narragansett  Pier  in  July,  but  at  the  June 
meeting  Mr  Gillis  decided  that,  on  ac- 
count of  the  alterations  being  made  in 
the  State  Capitol  affecting  the  State 
Library,  it  was  not  advisable  for  him  to 
leave.  The  Board  therefore  appointed 
Mr  Chas.  S.  Greene,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  State  Library  Trustees,  to  go  in 
his  place  as  representative  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Library. 

At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
State  Library  Trustees,  James  L.  Gillis 
was  re-elected  State  Librarian  for  a  term 
of  four  years  from  June  30,  1906. 

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
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reau,  aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

Among  the  special  collections  made  by 
the  Sociological  Department  is  one  of 
all  public  bills  introduced  in  Congress, 
referring  to  or  specially  interesting  to 
California.  Another  set  contains  other 
bills  of  general  interest.  It  is  imprac- 
ticable to  gather  a  complete  set  of 
Congressional  bills  on  account  of  their 
great  number.  Those  introduced  in  the 
House,  during  the  present  session, 
already  run  up  to  nearly  20,000,  while 
the  Senate  has  contented  itself  with  not 
quite  7,000.  Most  of  these  are  private 
bills,  and  of  little  or  no  interest  to  the 
public,  and  the  expense  of  their  binding 
and  preservation  seems  hardly  justified. 
Of  the  bills  introduced  in  the  successive 
legislatures  of  California,  the  State  Li- 
brary has  for  years  kept  complete  files, 
duly  bound  and  indexed.  The  aim  of 
the  Department  is  also  to  collect  bills 
from  other  states,  and  many  have  already 
been  received,  although  this  part  of  the 
work  will  be  decidedly  difficult  until 
more  states  have  followed  the  example 
of  New  York,  Wisconsin  and  California 
in  establishing  Legislative  Reference  De- 
partments. The  uses  of  such  collections 
are  manifold.  They  may  serve  the  Leg- 
islature as  a  basis  in  drafting  bills ;  the 
student  of  comparative  legislation  finds 
in  them  valuable  material ;  and  to  the 
historian  they  form  an  important  source 
of  information.  Many  of  these  bills  be- 
come laws,  in  more  or  less  amended 
form,  and  are  found  again  in  the  pub- 
lished statutes.  Many,  on  the  other 
hand,  fail  of  passage,  yet  the  ideas  em- 
bodied in  them  may  find  greater  favor 
before  the  Legislature  of  another  state. 

An  index  to  the  publications  of  the 
State  of  California  and  the  California 
matters  contained  in  United  States  gov- 
ernment publications  is  in  course  of 
preparation.  It  will  of  necessity  take  a 
long  time  before  it  is  completed,  but  it 
has  already  proved  useful    even  in  its 


present  incipient  stage.  As  an  ideal  of 
the  future,  there  looms  up  an  index  to 
all  the  Californiana  of  the  State  Library. 
The  following  are  a  few  of  the  prob- 
lems on  which  information  has  been 
requested  and  supplied  recently,  by  the 
Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  to  public 
officials  and  others:  Ordinances  relating 
to  the  sale  of  undrawn  poultry;  Regula- 
tion of  telephone  companies  by  cities; 
History  of  the  federal  laws  granting  to 
states  five  per  cent  of  the  sales  of  public 
lands;  Laws  regulating  the  appointment 
of  teachers  in  Germany;  Statistics  re- 
garding irrigation  in  Egypt  and  India; 
History  of  legislation  relating  to  claims 
growing  out  of  Indian  depredations; 
Usury  laws  in  various  states  and  coun- 
tries; Agricultural  education  in  common 
schools;  Child-labor  laws.  All  requests 
for  information  and  reading  material 
on  subjects  connected  with  public  affairs 
will  be  attended  to  as  promptly  and 
thoroughly  as  possible,  without  other 
expense  than  expressage  for  books  sent. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  superior  judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
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Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
town  but  throughout  the  State,  and 
special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly,  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

The  removal  to  temporary  quarters 
during  the  remodeling  of  the  Capitol 
has  interfered  seriously  with  the  work 
for  the  month,  but  it  has  given  the 
Catalog  Department   an   opportunity  to 


plan  and  prepare  for  a  quantity  of  very 
necessary  recataloging. 

At  present  the  catalog  is  in  four  parts: 
two  printed  volumes,  bringing  it  up  to 
1898;  a  handwritten  card  catalog,  extend- 
ing it  five  years  to  the  end  of  1903;  and 
the  new  catalog,  begun  in  1904  and  de- 
signed to  absorb  in  time  the  other  three. 
The  first  point  of  attack  is  of  course  the 
old  handwritten  card  catalog,  and  hun- 
dreds of  volumes  represented  in  it  were 
boxed  and  brought  away  for  recataloging. 

It  is  planned  also  to  complete  the  cata- 
loging of  the  collection  of  Californiana, 
and  the  Library  of  Congress  cards  for 
English  history  have  been  ordered.  The 
summer  lull  in  the  influx  of  new  books 
will  enable  the  Department  to  accomplish 
much  that  is  needed  to  make  the  stores 
of  the  library  available. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the  State, 
as  well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.  These 
are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.  Full  names  and  biographical 
sketches  of  California  authors  are  being 
secured.  The  Department  also  contains 
over  3000  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Since  the  last  issue  of  News  Notes  of 
California  Libraries  the  Department  has 
received  a  very  valuable  donation  from 
Major  Edwin  A.  Sherman  of  Oakland, 
consisting  of  ten  original  manuscripts, 
together  with  printed  matter  of  interest. 

The  most  curious  manuscript  in  the 
collection  is  a  sermon  written  by  Father 
Vincente  Sarria  in  his  native  Basque, 
bearing  the  date  1797.  Father  Sarria 
had  entire  supervision  of  the  California 
missions  for  many  years  and  Bancroft,  in 
his  biographical  sketch  of  this  most  de- 
vout Father,  speaks  of  these  sermons 
written  by  him  in  his  native  tongue. 
(History  of  California,  vol.  in,  689.) 
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Some  old  marriage  papers  dated  San 
Carlos  Mission,  1790,  and  signed  by 
Father  Jose"  Senan  are  of  great  interest. 
The  remaining  manuscripts  are  dispen- 
sations, letters,  baptismal  records,  etc., 
bearing  the  signatures  of  some  of  the 
most  revered  and  noted  of  the  missionary 
fathers. 

A  semi-official  document  having  the 
Mexican  seal,  states  that  Dr.  Stokes,  a 
native  of  London,  England,  renounces 
the  protestant  faith  and  becomes  a  Ro- 
man catholic.  The  paper  is  elaborately 
signed  by  witnesses,  official  and  other- 
wise. 

The  printed  material  is  also  of  value. 
It  consists  of  an  invitation  to  a  ball 
given  in  honor  of  D.  Antonio  Lopez  de 
Santa- Anna,  a  Mexican  passport,  an  old 
poll-tax  receipt,  and  two  Ordos  printed 
in  the  City  of  Mexico,  181 1  and  181 2. 

The  collection  also  contains  some  old 
"French  newspapers,  printed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  the  reign  of  the  Vigilance 
Committee.  These  are  of  unusual  value, 
as  two  of  them  contain  woodcuts  of  the 
hanging  of  Cora  and  Casey,  illustrations 
in  daily  papers  being  very  rare  at  that 
time. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  know  that  this 
collection  was  found  in  the  old  custom 
house  at  Monterey.  It  was  gathered  and 
preserved  by  Capt.  John  Ruurds,  a 
pioneer  of  the  territorial  days,  who 
arrived  in  1841  in  his  own  ship.  He  is 
portrayed  as  John  Foord  in  Gertrude 
Atherton's  novel,  Patience  Sparhawk. 

We  are  anxious  to  arouse  an  interest 
in  the  collection  of  local  historical  ma- 
terial by  our  public  librarians.  To  this 
end  we  will  reprint  a  circular  published 
by  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Wis- 
consin. It  will  appear  in  News  Notes  of 
California  Libraries  at  an  early  date. 

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 


traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3)  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 


Traveling:  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  282 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided

Study  Club  Division. 

•  Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service. 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

During  May  one  new  club  applied  for  a 
library:  Wednesday  Literary  Club  of 
Selma,  Fresno  co. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this  divi- 
sion. 

During  May  28  visits  were  made  to  27 
towns.     One  library  was  established  at 


Suisun,  Solano  county,  the  ordinance 
having  been  passed  May  8,  1906.  This 
makes  the  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  13. 

Circular  no.  I,  Why  a  town  should  in- 
corporate, has  just  been  issued  by  this 
Division. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees  applica- 
tion blank,  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  139  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  May  7 
borrowers  were  added.  Total  accessions 
are  543,  as  follows:  New  York  point 
books,  212;  New  York  point  music,  40; 
Braille  books,  47;  Braille  music,  45; 
Moon  books,  175;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  18;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  month  96  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  51;  Braille, 
9;  Moon,  35;  Boston  line  letter,  1.  The 
books  loaned  were  divided  by  class  as 
follows:  ethics  and  religion,  4;  science,  7; 
useful  arts,  1;  literature,  14;  fiction,  41; 
travel,  history,  and  biography,  16;  prim- 
ers, 3;  music,  5;  periodicals,  5. 

Since  the  department  began  loaning 
books,  n  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  the  New  York 
point,  or  both  of  these.  Besides  these, 
there  are  15  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types.

Publications. 

On  March  20  a  circular  was  issued  by 
the  President  to  be  sent  to  the  members 
of  the  Library  Association  and  to  library 
people  generally  in  the  State.  The  stock 
being  exhausted,  it  has  been  reprinted 
with  an  added  paragraph  concerning 
library  trustees.  The  circular  as  it  now 
stands  is  as  follows : 

To  all  California  Libraries,  their  Trus- 
tees, Library  Workers  and  Friends: 
Every  one  interested  in  the  library 
work  of  our  State  is  urged  to  become  a 
member  of  the  California  Library  As- 
sociation. 


Organized  effort  is  an  essential  condi- 
tion of  library  progress.  Through  the 
efforts  of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion, seconded  by  the  various  State  and 
local  organizations,  the  conditions  of 
library  service  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved ;  salaries  have  been  increased, 
hours  of  work  shortened,  the  standard 
of  efficiency  has  been  raised,  and  the 
work  of  the  librarian  is  being  advanced 
to  its  proper  place.  No  library  worker 
can  afford  to  rely  solely  upon  his  indi- 
vidual efforts  and  to  ignore  the  aid  de- . 
rived  from  concerted  action.  The  con- 
ditions in  this  State,  with  its  vast  ter- 
ritory and  widely  scattered  libraries, 
render  cooperation  especially  necessary. 

The  California  Library  Association, 
formed  in  1895,  has  been  an  active  and 
steadily  increasing  force  in  the  library 
work  of  the  State.  It  starts  upon  the 
second  decade  of  its  history  under  a  new 
plan,  which  divides  the  State  into  four 
working  districts,  while  the  central 
organization  is  maintained.  It  is  hoped 
that  under  this  plan  the  work  may  be 
broadened  until  there  is  not  a  library  or 
library  worker  in  the  State  that  will  not 
share  in  its  influence,  and  that  the  en- 
thusiasm aroused  by  the  meetings  of 
1905  may  be  maintained. 

To  accomplish  this  we  want  your  active 
support. 

It  is  especially  desired  that  library 
trustees  should  become  members  of  the 
Association.  A  library  can  attain  its 
highest  efficiency  only  when  librarian 
and  trustees  work  together  for  the  same 
goal,  and  we  urge  all  trustees  not  only  to 
join  the  Association,  but  to  attend  our 
meetings  and  give  us  their  active  sup- 
port. At  a  meeting  of  the  Fourth  Dis- 
trict, held  in  Santa  Ana,  June  8, 1906,  the 
trustees  present  formed  a  trustees'  sec- 
tion of  the  Association,  and  in  addition 
to  attending  the  regular  sessions,  held  a 
separate  business  meeting  of  their  own. 
It  is  hoped  that  their  example  will  be 
followed  by  trustees  throughout  the 
State. 

The  annual  fee  for  membership  is  $1.00 
for  individuals  and  $5.00  for  libraries, 
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the  library  fee  admitting  all  trustees  to 
membership  privileges.  You  are  urged 
to  fill  out  the  enclosed  blank  and  for- 
ward it  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Associa- 
tion with  express  or  money  order.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  district  president.  Dr  Ball,  of  the 
Santa  Ana  Board  of  Library  Trustees, 
gave  an  address  of  welcome,  which  was 
both  wise  and  witty.  After  a  response 
by  the  district  president,  Miss  M.  E. 
Prentiss  outlined  the  extension  work  of 
the  State  Library,  speaking  of  its  four 
divisions,  the  traveling  libraries,  the 
study  club,  the  books  for  the  blind,  and 
the  public  libraries  divisions.  She  ex- 
hibited the  sample  set  of  library  forms 
recommended  by  the  State  Library  to 
the  public  libraries  of  the  State. 

Mr  K.  H.  Field,  of  Redlands,  spoke 
of  the  traits  desirable  in  the  librarian  of 
a    small  town.     These  are  all  around 
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ability  in  professional  lines,  infinite 
courtesy,  unlimited  patience  and  tact, 
a  ready  knowledge  of  the  books  on  the 
library  shelves,  an  understanding  of  the 
book  market,  the  desire  and  ability  to 
make  the  library  popular,  if  only  for  the 
very  practical  reason  of  increasing  the 
appropriation,  and  last,  a  purpose  to 
excel  in  the  profession.  To  the  high 
ideal  set  forth  in  Mr  Field's  talk,  Mr 
Harris  of  Whittier  added  another  feature, 
that  the  librarian  should  teach  the  board 
how  to  become  more  active,  that  the 
work  might  be  done  by  all,  not  one 
alone. 

Miss  M.  L.  Jones  spoke  briefly  of  the 
Library  Summer  School  to  be  held  in 
Berkeley,  for  a  term  of  six  weeks,  open- 
ing June  25,  1906.  The  first  training 
class  of  the  sort  west  of  Iowa  was  also 
held  at  Berkeley,  in  the  year  1902.  Ad- 
journed for  luncheon.  The  association 
was  entertained  by  the  Santa  Ana  Li- 
brary Board  at  luncheon.  Then  a  visit 
to  the  library  was  made.  It  was  hard  to 
leave  in  time  for  the  afternoon  session, 
for  we  had  not  half  time  enough  to  note 
all  the  clever  devices  we  caught  glimpses 
of,  or  to  admire  the  really  beautiful 
little  building. 

At  1:50  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order  for  a  brief  business  session,  the 
trustees  present  holding  their  meeting  at 
the  same  time  in  an  adjoining  room.  On 
motion  of  Miss  Russ,  it  was  voted  that 
the  next  meeting  be  held  the  last  of 
September.  Miss  Monroe,  of  Ontario, 
was  elected  to  serve  with  the  president 
and  the  secretary  as  a  program  com- 
mittee. The  roll  of  libraries  of  the  dis- 
trict was  called.  The  chair  was  directed 
by  a  vote  to  return  thanks  to  the  Santa 
Ana  people  for  their  charming  hos- 
pitality. The  secretary  was  instructed 
to  send  the  thanks  of  the  association 
to  Mrs  Oakley,  of  Santa  Ana,  who  had 
decorated  the  room  with  flowers  in  the 
name  of  Miss  Minnie  M.  Oakley,  secre- 
tary of  the  National  Association  of  State 
Libraries. 

Business  being  over,  Miss  Mamie  Ben- 
nett, of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library, 


read  a  paper  on  "Public  documents  for 
a  small  library."  She  enumerated  the 
principal  checklists  and  catalogs  of  Gov- 
ernment documents,  explained  the  best 
way  to  obtain  the  documents  desired, 
and  said  that  for  a  small  library  those 
most  essentia]  were  such  as  bear  on  local 
matters,  and  the  Congressional  records. 
She  also  spoke  briefly  of  the  document 
shelflist  used  in  Los  Angeles.  It  ar- 
ranges the  publications  by  the  office 
issuing  them.  The  question  of  classi- 
fication of  public  documents  was  dis- 
cussed with  interest,  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  being  divided  as  to  the  wisest 
method. 

Miss  Jane  L.  Shepard,  of  the  A.  K. 
Smiley  Library,  Redlands,  set  forth 
briefly  and  clearly  some  ways  of  helping 
the  library  patrons  to  help  themselves. 
Let  the  books  be  arranged  conveniently, 
the  most  used  classes  in  the  most  acces- 
sible place;  let  the  scheme  of  classifica- 
tion be  posted,  or  printed  in  a  folder  for 
free  distribution;  have  labels  on  the 
shelves,  a  card  catalog,  with  simple 
and  clear  directions  for  its  use  posted 
near  by,  and  best  of  all,  ample  and 
patient  verbal  directions.  Several  mem- 
bers spoke  of  methods  found  good  in 
their  own  experience,  but  before  half 
was  said  closing  time  came. 

After  adjournment,  the  association  was 
treated  to  an  automobile  ride.  We  left, 
feeling  only  one  regret,  that  we  could 
not  hope  to  come  up  to  Santa  Ana  when 
it  came  our  turn  to  entertain  the  asso- 
ciation.

The 
terms  are  four  years,  Mr  Greene's  and 
Mr  Van  Fleet's  expiring  February  28, 
1908,  and  Mr  Lemmon 's,  Mr  Lee's  and 
Mr  Steffens's  February  28,  1910. 

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.   Books  may 
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be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

A  very  useful  collection  brought  to- 
gether by  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau is  a  shelf-full  of  the  Blue  books  or 
Legislative  Manuals  of  the  various  states. 
By  means  of  them  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  public  officials  in  other  states, 
with  a  multitude  of  other  data  inacces- 
sible elsewhere,  can  be  readily  obtained. 
Inquiries  in  this  regard  will  be  answered 
by  return  mail.  By  means  of  a  card 
catalog  the  changes  taking  place  in  the 
various  states  are  recorded,  as  far  as  the 
requisite  information  can  be  obtained, 
until  a  new  edition  of  each  blue  book  is 
received. 

The  department  keeps  a  file  of  news- 
paper clippings,  principally  of  matters 
relating  to  the  discussion  of  state  and 
municipal  affairs  throughout  the  country. 
The  number  of  clippings  accumulated  on 
each  subject  ought  to  be  a  pretty  good 
indication  of  what  is  agitating  the  public 
mind.  No  package  of  clippings  has 
increased  more  rapidly  of  late  than  that 
relating  to  life  insurance.  The  various 
popular  magazines  also  abound  in  arti- 
cles on  this  subject,  as  will  appear  from 
the  Cumulative  Index.  Among  the  pam- 
phlets on  life  insurance  matters,  recently 
received,  are  the  following  : 

Report  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  Inquiry,  New  York  (the  famous  Arm- 
strong committee). 

Report  of  proceedings  of  Insurance 
Convention  in  Chicago,  February,  1906. 

House  Bill  No.  12062,  to  provide  for 
federal  regulation  of  insurance,  intro- 
duced in  Congress  by  Mr  Ames,  January 
16,  1906. 


House  Bill  No.  18804,  to  regulate  the 
business  of  insurance  within  the  District 
of  Columbia,  introduced  in  Congress  by 
Mr  Ames,  April  30,  1906. 

The  State  Library  contains,  of  course, 
a  large  number  of  books,  popular,  tech- 
nical and  legal,  on  life  insurance.  All 
the  printed  matter  here  mentioned  will 
be  sent  to  students  in  any  part  of  the 
State  upon  application  to  their  local 
public  library. 

The  Sociological  Department  has  be- 
gun to  gather  reports,  advertising  pam- 
phlets and  other  printed  matter  issued  by 
the  various  life  insurance  companies.  If 
a  large  collection  of  this  kind  could  be 
got  together,  it  would  be  of  value  for 
the  comparative  study  of  life  insurance 
methods.  All  gifts  of  such  material, 
pamphlets,  loose  sheets,  blank  forms, 
etc.,  no  matter  how  trivial  it  may  ap- 
pear to  be,  will  be  gratefully  received.

Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  superior  judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  .the  identity  of  the-  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have   necessitated  the  packing 
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and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
town  but  throughout  the  State,  and 
special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  -go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  re- 
turned to  its  customary  routine,  after  the 
interruption  of  moving.  During  the 
month  of  June  395  volumes  were  put 
through,  adding  3324  cards  to  the  cata- 
log.    Much  of  this  was  old  material  re- 


cataloged,     one    section     being    county 
histories  of  early  dates. 

The  catalog  has  very  nearly  reached 
the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the  .present 
case,  and  by  the  time  we  return  to  the 
Capitol  it  will  be  ready  to  overflow  into 
a  second. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the  State, 
as  well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.  These 
are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.  Pull  names  and  biographical 
sketches  of  California  authors  are  being 
secured.  The  Department  also  contains 
over  3000  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

During  the  past  month  many  unique 
and  interesting  donations  have  been 
made  to  the  Department.  Mr  S.  P.  Smith 
of  Sacramento  has  added  an  exceedingly 
valuable  collection  of  old  California  bal- 
lots for  the  political  section.  The  Pioneer 
Society  of  Sacramento  has  given  a  num- 
ber of  its  treasures,  such  as  scrap  books, 
original  letters  of  Junipero  Serra,  Sutter 
and  others;  also  a  book  containing  manu- 
script autobiographies  of  the  members  of 
the  first  Legislature.  Mrs  Abbie  Banvard 
of  Alta  has  sent  two  bound  volumes  of 
old  Placer  County  newspapers.  Many 
authors  have  sent  their  books,  and 
ephemeral  publications  from  numerous 
sources  have  come  in. 

We  trust  that  public  librarians  will  in- 
terest themselves  in  the  collection  of  their 
own  local  material.  Complete  newspaper 
files  of  home  newspapers  should  be  pre- 
served, published  reports  of  town  and 
county  officials,  club  and  society  pro- 
grams and  yearbooks,  church  publica- 
tions, school  catalogs,  political  cards, 
dodgers,  pamphlets,  and  all  local  ser- 
mons and  addresses,  etc.  All  these  things 
go  to  make  up  a  record  of  the  life  of  the 
community  and  are  of  value  to  the  stu- 
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dent  of  local  history.  Duplicates  of  the 
above  should  be  sent  to  the  California 
Historical  Department  of  the  State  Li- 
brary for  the  use  of  the  general  writer 
and  student. 

Several  hundred  biographical  cards 
have  been  sent  out  to  California  authors. 
So  far  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  have 
been  filled  out  and  returned.  The  next 
number  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  will  contain  a  more  detailed 
account  of  this  branch  of  the  work. 
Similar  cards  are  being  sent  to  pioneers 
and  early  settlers.  When  returned  they 
give  very  comprehensive  and  full  bio- 
graphical data,  with  many  additional 
facts  of  interest. 

The  newspaper  index  and  the  Califor- 
nia catalog  are  progressing,  and  much 
is  being  planned  that  will  be  of  assist- 
ance to  the  public,  when  the  department 
is  again  installed  in  the  Capitol  and  is 
accessible. 

Mrs  Mary  Roberts  Smith,  formerly  As- 
sociate Professor  of  Sociology  of  Stanford 
University  and  now  Research  Assistant 
to  the  Carnegie  Institution,  Washington, 
D.  C,  is  spending  the  month  of  July  in 
Sacramento  for  the  purpose  of  using  the 
files  of  old  newspapers  in  the  Depart- 
ment. The  newspaper  index  is  of 
value  to  her  in  the  work  of  writing  a 
history  of  the  Chinese  in  the  United 
States. 

Although  most  of  the  books  are  at 
present  inaccessible,  the  Department  is 
willing  to  assist  students  and  writers  to 
the  best  of  its  ability  under  existing 
circumstances. 


Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 


Libraries;  (3)  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  291 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

During  June  nine  new  applications 
were  received  for  libraries:  El  Dorado, 
El  Dorado  co.;  Quicksilver,  Lake  co.; 
Mound  City,  Plumas  co.;  Carlsbad,  San 
Diego  co.;  La  Panza,  San  Luis  Obispo 
co.;  Soquel,  Santa  Cruz  co.;  Horn  brook, 
Siskiyou  co.;  Camp  Meeker  and  Occi- 
dental, Sonoma  co. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  the  month  was 
1816  and  the  circulation  6279,  as  follows: 
3019  fiction;  1668  juvenile;  1592  mis- 
cellaneous. 
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Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$[.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service. 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

Publie  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

During  June  20  visits  were  made  to  18 
towns.  One  library  was  established  at 
Auburn,  Placer  county,  the  ordinance 
having  been  passed  June  3,  1906.  This 
makes  the  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  14. 

Books  fop  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 


fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees  applica- 
tion blank,  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
19/55.  There  are  now  169  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  June  30 
borrowers  were  added.  Total  accessions 
are  550,  as  follows:  New  York  point 
books,  214;  New  York  point  music,  43; 
Braille  books,  47;  Braille  music,  45'. 
Moon  books,  176;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  19;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  month  185  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  82;  Braille, 
48;  Moon,  52;  Boston  line  letter,  1;  appli- 
ances, 1;  maps,  1.  The  books  loaned 
were  divided  by  class  as  follows:  ethics 
and  religion,  10;  science,  17;  useful  arts, 
4;  literature,  17;  fiction,  69;  travel,  his- 
tory, and  biography,  17;  primers,  11; 
music,  20;  periodicals,  20. 

During  June  five  borrowers  have 
learned  to  read:  two  have  learned  to  read 
Moon;  two  New  York  point;  one  Braille. 
Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  16  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, . 
there  are  15  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

Three  pieces  of  music  in  New  York 
point  have  been  donated  by  Mrs  Laura 
Russell  of  Santa  Monica,  formerly  of 
Sacramento.  One  book,  the  Vicar  of 
Wakefield,  in  Boston  line  letter,  has 
been  donated  by  Miss  Malvina  Schleiden 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly,  and  will  be  sent  to  those  re- 
questing it,  in  the  order  requests  are 
received. 

A  new  Circular  and  Finding  List  was 
issued  during  May. 
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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 


The  California  Historical  Department,  of  the  State  Library,  is  given 
a  prominent  place  in  this  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 
This  being  the  case  it  is  our  desire  to  honor  our  pioneers  who  through 
their  indomitable  courage  and  able  administration  of  public  affairs  have 
made  a  Historical  Department  possible.  As  representatives  of  the  few 
now  living  who  were  closely  identified  with  the  early  history  of  the 
State,  are  Mrs  Sarah  Ann  Murphy  Foster  and  General  John  Baptist 
Frisbie.     Portraits  and  sketches  of  these  two  follow. 

A  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Historical  Department  will  be  found 
under  California  State  library. 


Mrs  Sarah  Ann  Foster. 

Mrs  Sarah  Ann  Foster  is  the  eldest  survivor  of  the  ill-fated  Donner 
party.  She  is  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  Burn*  Murphy  and  was 
born  in  North  Carolina,  November  4th,  1826.  At  the  age  of  six- 
teen she  was  married  to  William  M.  Foster,  and  in  March  1846  started 
with  her  family  across  the  plains.  Her  father  being  dead  she  was  also 
accompanied  by  her  mother,  brothers  and  sisters.  The  family  numbered 
thirteen  and  became  a  part  of  the  Donner  party. 

The  story  of  the  terrible  trip  across  the  Colorado  desert,  the  loss  of 
cattle,  the  heavy  fall  of  snow  and  the  frightful  privations  endured  by 
the  company  at  Donner  Lake,  are  matters  of  history.  Her  brother, 
William  [Green  Murphy,  then  a  boy  of  ten,  starved,  frost-bitten  and 
naked,  walked  over  the  deep  snow  to  Mule  Spring,  where  the  first  relief 
was  obtained.  Mrs  Foster's  mother  and  five  other  members  of- the 
family  were  lost  in  this  historical  disaster.  The  subject  of  this  sketch 
is  at  present  a  resident  of  San  Francisco  and  can  relate  many  interest- 
ing reminiscences  of  the  early  days. 


General  John  Baptist  Frisbie. 

General  John  Baptist  Frisbie,  a  native  of  Albany,  New  York,  was 
born  May  20th,  1823.  Upon  reaching  his  majority  he  was  admitted  to 
practice  in  the  courts  of  New  York  and  immediately  became  prominent 
in  State  politics.  He  was  captain  of  the  Van  Rensselaer  Guards  and 
when  war  was  declared  with  Mexico  he  recruited  a  full  company,  in 
Albany,  and  attached  it  to  Colonel  Jonathan  D.  Stevenson's  regiment. 
The  regiment  sailed  for  California,  reaching  San  Francisco  in  March 
1847.  After  the  war,  General  Frisbie  engaged  in  business  with  General 
Mariana  Guadalupe  Vallejo,  managing  his  extensive  estate  and  inau- 
gurating many  schemes  for  public  improvements.  In  1850  he  married 
Epifania  de  Guadalupe  Vallejo,  a  daughter  of  the  General.  Mare 
Island  was  purchased  by  General  Frisbie  from  Victor  Castro,  and 
through  his  personal  influence  the  United  States  Naval  Station  was 
located  there.  He  also  inaugurated  and  carried  through  the  building  of 
the  California  Pacific  Railroad.  The  road  when  completed  connected 
Sacramento  and  Marysville  with  Vallejo.  He  was  preeminently  a 
public-spirited  man,  serving  in  the  legislature  during  the  session  of 
1867-8,  and  when  relations  with  Mexico  became  strained  he  was  called 
to  Washington  to  confer  with  the  authorities,  and  was  sent  by  the  Pres- 
ident and  Secretary  of  State  to  the  City  of  Mexico.  As  a  result  of  his 
mission  friendly  relations  were  again  established.  General  Frisbie  is  a 
man  of  great  energy,  unbounded  hospitality,  and  has  ably  served  the 
State  and  the  Nation.  He  is  still  active  in  business  affairs,  being  Presi- 
dent of  the  Citizens'  Bank  at  Vallejo,  where  he  has  large  interests.  At 
the  present  time  he  is  in  Mexico  looking  after  his  extensive  mining 
properties.

The  McCreery  branch  was  badly  shut- 
tered, and  had  to  be  closed  for  repairs. 
As  soon  as  Mr  McCreery  ascertained  the 
exact  extent  of  the  damage  he  ordered 
workmen,  painters  and  decorators  to 
repair  the  building  and  restore  it  to  its 
former  condition  as  speedily  as  possible 
and  send  the  bills  to  him.  Thus  far  the 
repairs  will  involve  an  outlay  of  about 
$2000. 

The  Mission  branch  had  to  be  closed 
because  the  owners  of  the  property  in- 
creased the  rent  from  $35  to  $135  a 
month,  renting  the  premises  to  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  a  branch  postoffice. 
New  quarters  have  since  been  secured  for 
that  branch  on  Twenty-third  street,  near 
Mission,  which  is  to  be  opened  to  the 
public  about  July  23. 
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Two  weeks  after  the  great  fire  business 
was  resumed  in  two  branches,  and  books 
were  issued  from  them  to  patrons,  so  far 
as  the  supply  reached.  A  good  supply  of 
new  books  is  on  the  way,  and  will  soon 
reach  this  city,  while  many  other  vol- 
umes have  recently  been  ordered,  which 
will  aid  in  upbuilding  the  Public  Library 
as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  trustees  will  probably  bestir  them- 
selves in  securing  a  new  building  for  the 
main  library.  Of  the  bonds  authorized 
for  that  purpose,  amounting  to  $1,647,- 
000,  thus  far  $739,800  have  been  sold. 
The  site  secured  is  block  no.  73  bounded 
by  Van  Ness  avenue,  Hayes,  Franklin, 
and  Fell  streets.  The  trustees  have  pur- 
chased all  the  lands  in  the  block  except 
one  parcel  on  Fell  street,  22:6  x  120,  be- 
longing to  Mrs  Emma  M.  Goff,  for  which 
condemnation  proceedings  are  pending. 
About  $620,000  was  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  land,  and  the  remaining  bonds 
will  be  disposed  of  when  the  trustees 
shall  be  ready  to  construct  the  new 
building.

Report  of  Seeond  District  Meeting-. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Second  Dis- 
trict of  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  Berkeley,  July  13,  1906. 
The  members  and  students  of  the  Li- 
brary Course  of  the  Summer  School 
assembled  in  the  Art  Gallery  of  the  Uni- 
versity Library,  the  room  which  the 
library  students  use  as  their  laboratory. 
There  were  about  fifty  persons  present. 

The  subject  of  the  meeting  was 
"Effects  of  the  recent  earthquake  on  the 
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plans  of  the  librarians  and  library 
boards."  Letters  were  read  from  those 
absent,  while  many  of  the  librarians 
were  there  to  speak  for  themselves. 
There  are  seventeen  counties  and 
seventy-two  libraries  in  the  Second  Dis- 
trict; nine  counties  and  twenty-one  li- 
braries were  heard  from  directly  or  by 
letter. 

Mr  Layman  called  upon  the  librarians 
or  representatives  present  to  speak  in  be- 
half of  their  libraries.  Mr  Moore,  Berke- 
ley; Mr  Smith,  University  of  California; 
Mr  Stoddard,  President  Martinez  Li- 
brary Association;  Mr  Bam  ford,  Oak- 
land; Mr  Kirkbride,  San  Mateo;  Mr 
Clark,  San  Francisco;  Mr  Michaels, 
B'nai  B'rith  Library;  Miss  Barmby,  San 
Jose",  and  Miss  Provines,  Healdsburg, 
spoke  of  the  damage  ami  losses  of  their 
libraries. 

Letters  were  read  from  Mr  Graves, 
Alameda;  Mrs  Harp,  Li  verm  ore;  Miss 
Henri  A.  Rankin,  Los  Gatos;  Mrs  Hale, 
Martinez;  Mrs  Jacobs,  Napa;  Mrs  Cole- 
grove,  Pacific  Grove;  Miss  Hadden,  Palo 
Alto;  Miss  Cassiday,  Petal u ma;  Miss 
Huntington,  San  Francisco  Normal;  Miss 
Brown,  San  Leandro;  Miss  Royce,  San 
Jose"  Normal;  Miss  Doyle,  Vallejo,  and 
Mr  Dodge,  Stanford  University. 

In  all  the  places  in  which  the  earth- 
quake was  felt  the  usual  experience  of 
finding  all  the  books  piled  up  on  the 
floor  was  spoken  of.  This  was  especially 
unfortunate  in  the  case  of  the  Univer- 
sity Library  in  Berkeley,  as  the  shelves 
had  just  been  put  in  order  previous  to 
shelf-reading,  and  in  some  few  cases  in- 
jury to  the  books  was  noted.  Another 
inconvenience  common  to  all  the  libraries 
that  had  been  injured  was  the  generous 
shower  of  plaster  and  lime  dust.  Many 
libraries  were  obliged  to  cover  shelves 
during  repairs,  and  even  then  the  lime 
dust  sifted  in  unpleasantly.  The  waiting 
for  building  inspectors,  estimating  re- 
pairs, and  finally  getting  to  work  seemed 
to  be  the  general  complaint. 

Mr  Stoddard  of  Martinez  related  the 
conditions  that  their  little  subscription 
library  is  laboring  under  and  expressed 


1  the  hope  that  the  great  shake-up  they 
had  had  both  to  building  and  finances 
would  be  the  means  of  eventually  making 
it  a  public  library. 

Mr  Kirkbride  of  San  Mateo  spoke  of 
the  damage  to  their  two-story  brick 
building  and  of  the  changes  in  their 
building  plans  for  their  new  Carnegie 
building  which  was  to  have  been  of 
pressed  brick.  They  will  now  build  of 
reinforced  concrete. 

The  University  losses  were  largely  in 
books  that  were  at  the  bindery,  many  of 
them  very  valuable.  The  repairs  of  the 
Public  Library,  Berkeley,  were  quite 
extensive  and  caused  great  inconven- 
ience to  schools  and  teachers,  as  the 
books  had  to  be  covered  during  the 
whole  time  of  replastering  and  tinting. 
The  staff  were  kept  busy  on  cataloging 
and  re-labeling  books,  and  so  did  not 
suffer  loss  of  time  or  vacations. 

Repairs  will  be  made  to  the  old  library 
building  at  Stanford  University  and  they 
feel  that  they  will  be  comfortable  there 
for  a  number  of  years.  The  new  build- 
ing was  entirely  destroyed,  and  only  the 
site  will  be.  left  after  the  walls  are  pulled 
down. 

Mr  Michaels  told  of  the  great  loss  to 
Jewish  literature  in  the  burning  of  their 
library,  but  expressed  the  hope  and 
belief  that  B'nai  B'rith  Order  would  re- 
build and  start  another  collection. 

The  losses  of  the  San  Francisco  libra- 
ries are  too  well  known  to  be  again 
repeated.  Mr  Clark  announced  that  he 
was  preparing  a  list  of  60,000  volumes 
which  will  form  the  nucleus  of  the  new 
library.  The  classification  and  notation 
will  be  brought  up  to  date;  a  new  book- 
plate has  been  designed  bearing  the 
words,  "Life  without  literature  is 
death." 

The  greatly  increased  patronage  of 
the  libraries  around  the  bay  was  noted. 
The  University  offered  the  use  of  its  law 
library  to  the  professional  men;  maps 
and  plans  to  the  engineers  and  architects. 

Oakland  especially  felt  the  increased 
patronage  by  the  crowded  condition  of 
its  reading  and  reference  rooms. 
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Mr  Gillis  of  Sacramento  was  present 
and  spoke  of  the  purpose  of  the  Library 
Association  and  the  necessity  of  coopera- 
tion of  librarians  all  over  the  State  in 
order  to  make  the  association  serve  the 
needs  of  the  greatest  number  and  be  a 
power  in  the  library  world  of  the  Pacific 
Coast.

Uniform  Accounting. 

The  desirability  of  having  uniformity 
in  the  manner  in  which  the  books  of 
administrative  departments,  public  insti- 
tutions, municipalities,  and  public  agen- 
cies generally  should  be  kept,  has  long 
been  recognized.

applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pavs 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
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much  work  will  be  done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number.  ' 

During  the  month  of  July  350  volumes 
were  cataloged,  adding  3054  cards  to  the 
catalog. 

California  Historical  Department. 

Every  library,  no  matter  how  small, 
should  have  its  local  historical  depart- 
ment, pervaded  by  a  home  atmosphere 
and  fostered  by  an  abundance  of  family 
pride.  It  should  be  a  place  where  the 
family  records,  portraits,  and  household 
gods  can  be  collected  and  preserved  for 
the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  family 
circle  and  the  delectation  of  the  inter- 
ested stranger. 

The  California  Historical  Department, 
of  the  State  Library,  is  trying  to  do  for 
the  State  what  each  local  library  should 
do  for  its  own  locality.  A  brief  account 
will  follow  of  what  is  being  done  in  all 
branches  of  the  work. 


Callfornlana. 

The  books  belonging  to  the  Depart- 
ment being  stored  and  the  catalog  not 
yet  completed,  it  is  impossible  to  give 
the  exact  number  of  titles  embraced  in 
the  collection.  It  is  well,  however,  to 
give  an  idea  of  the  character  of  the 
material  obtained.  It  is  our  endeavor 
to  secure  all  books  historical  and  descrip- 
tive of  California,  also  books  by  Califor- 
nia authors  in  all  branches  of  literature, 
State,  county  and  municipal  reports,  pub- 
lic documents  of  all  kinds,  pamphlets, 
monographs,  publications  of  educational 
institutions,  scientific,  commercial  and 
political  organizations,  ephemeral  pub- 
lications of  every  description.  In  fact, 
any  and  everything  that  will  give  a 
day  by  day  picture  of  the  life  of  the 
State.  Nothing  is  commonplace  after 
the  lapse  of  a  few  years. 

Letters,  diaries,  account  books,  orig- 
inal documents  of  all  kinds,  are  consid- 
ered by  students  the  first  source  of 
information  and  are  an  important  feature 
of  the  collection.  They  are  exceedingly 
difficult  to  secure,  as  they  are  in  the 
hands  of  private  individuals  and  are  not 
easily  located.  The  Department  is  mak- 
ing a  special  effort,  at  the  present  time, 
to  gather  in  this  material.  Circular 
letters  are  being  sent  out  and  personal 
interviews  had  whenever  possible.  As  a 
result  many  valuable  additions  have 
been  made  in  the  last  few  months. 
Some  of  the  most  important  of  these 
have  been  mentioned  in  previous  issues 
of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 
During  the  last  month  the  most  valuable 
donation  received  is  the  correspondence 
between  principals  and  seconds  in  the 
duel  fought  by  Col  W.  J.  Gate  wood  and 
Dr  P.  Goodwyn,  in  which  Dr  Goodwyn 
was  killed.  As  the  affair  grew  out  of  a 
political  dispute,  and  one  of  the  seconds 
was  a  state  senator,  the  correspondence 
is  interesting  and  valuable.  The  letters 
were  the  gift  of  Mr  A.  Henry  Stevens,  a 
pioneer  of  1849.  The  package  was  re- 
ceived just  as  it  had  been  given  to  Mr 
Stevens,  by  "his  friend  Dr  Goodwyn, 
before  the  duel.      A  diary  kept  by  Mr 
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Stevens  during  his  trip  to  California 
accompanied  the  above  gift.  Mr  Winfield 
J.  Davis  has  added  some  rare  specimens 
to  the  collection  of  ballots,  also  other 
political  material  of  value.  In  addition, 
numerous  donations  of  books,  pamphlets 
and  early  newspapers  have  been  received. 

Newspapers  and  Periodicals. 

The  Department  receives  regularly 
one  hundred  aud  nine  State  papers 
■'every  county  is  represented  with  the 
exception  of  Alpine,  which  hasno  paper), 
and  forty-seven  periodicals  These  are 
bound  for  preservation.  There  are  now 
in  the  collection  over  three  thousand 
volumes  of  newspapers  covering  a  period 
from  1846  to  date.  In  the  collection  are 
found  the  Californian,  the  first  paper 
published  in  the  State,  the  California 
Star,  the  first  San  Francisco  paper, 
the  Placer  Times,  the  first  Sacramento 
paper,  and  many  others  that  go  back  to 
the  beginnings  of  newspaper  history. 
The  early  newspapers  have  been  the 
great  preservers  of  history.  In  many 
instances  they  contain  the  only  records 
we  have  of  important  events. 

The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large  and  contains  files  of  the 
Pioneer,  Mulchings'  Illustrated  Cali- 
fornia Magazine,  Californian,  Hespe- 
rian, and  many  others  that  are  full  of  the 
richest  and  best  of  our  early  literature. 

Newspaper  Index. 

The  indexing  of  newspapers,  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  State,  is 
one  of  the  most  valuable  branches  of  the 
work.  This  index  now  covers  a  period 
of  about  forty  years  and  contains  one 
hundred  thousand  cards.  It  was  started 
with  the  first  paper  ever  published  in  the 
State,  the  old  Calif  or nian  (1846),  and 
when  completed  will  cover  the  entire 
period  of  newspaper  history.  As  each 
article,  that  is  of  historical  value,  is 
classified,  it  greatly  facilitates  newspaper 
research,  and  is  of  great  assistance  to 
students  who  are  working  along  special 
lines.  Each  card  contains  not  only  the 
subject  and  title  of  the  article  indexed, 


but  also  name  of  paper,  date,  page,  and 
column. 

Catalog. 

A  comprehensive  dictionary  catalog  is 
in  course  of  construction.  It  now  con- 
tains something  over  six  thousand  cards, 
and  when  completed  will  make  every- 
thing in  the  California  section  available 
including  State  reports,  legislative  docu- 
ments, municipal  publications,  pam- 
phlets, etc. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Our  pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  re- 
ceiving special  attention  at  the  present 
time.  It  has  been  but  a  few  weeks  since 
the  first  biographical  cards  were  sent  out, 
and  the  results  have  been  more  than 
gratifying.  There  has  been  some  diffi- 
culty in  securing  names  and  addresses, 
but  through  the  kindness  of  the  officers 
of  pioneer  societies,  the  daily  press,  and 
interested  friends,  many  names  are  being 
sent  in  and  many  valuable  letters  re- 
ceived. The  card  when  filled  out  gives 
full  biographical  data,  including  date  of 
arrival  in  California,  means  of  transpor- 
tation, part  taken  in  public  affairs,  etc. 
Only  three  hundred  and  twenty-five 
cards  have  been  mailed  so  far;  seventy- 
five  have  been  returned  with  desired  in- 
formation. The  work  of  compiling  lists 
is  now  being  carried  on,  and  soon  names 
and  addresses  of  hundreds  of  those  who 
laid  the  foundation  of  our  State's  pros- 
perity will  be  in  our  possession,  and  cards 
will  be  sent  to  them  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble. An  historical  department  can  not 
give  too  prominent  a  place  to  its  hon- 
ored pioneers,  the  makers  of  history.  A 
request  is  sent  with  each  card  asking  for 
donations  of  historical  matter,  and  we 
hope  much  for  the  future  from  this 
source. 

California  Authors. 

Who  is  to  be  included  in  a  list  of  Cali- 
fornia authors?  This  is  a  mooted  question 
and  one  upon  which  there  is  a  wide  dif- 
ference of  opinion.  Each  individual  has 
his  own  yardstick,  and  measures  accord- 
ing to  his  own  standard.     The  California 
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Historical  Department  is  most  inclusive. 
It  of  course  takes  in  all  native-born  au- 
thors, but  California  is  too  new  to  have 
many  such,  although  the  number  in  the 
subjoined  list  is  very  creditable.  In  addi- 
tion all  those  who  have  been  prominently 
identified  with  the  educational,  literary, 
political  or  social  life  of  the  State,  those 
who  have  spent  many  years  here,  and 
those  who  have  written  books  distinct- 
ively Californian,  either  historical,  de- 
scriptive or  scientific,  are  included.     If 

"  an  author  spends  only  a  short  time  in 
the  State  but  writes  a  book  during  his 
stay,  that  one  book  is  placed  in  the  col- 
lection.   A  book  can  not  be  written  in  a 

'  California  environment  without  being 
colored  thereby. 

Author  Cards. 

As  work  on  the  new  catalog  ad- 
vanced, the  difficulty  of  securing  full 
names  and  dates  for  the  author  cards 
was  met  with.  Consequently,  the  idea 
of  sending  out  cards  to  California  au- 
thors asking  information  was  conceived. 
These  cards  when  filled  out  and  returned 
are  of  untold  value  for  reference  pur- 
poses. They  give  names  in  full,  bio- 
graphical facts,  a  complete  bibliography 
of  author's  works,  number  of  years  spent 
in  California,  and,  under  "miscellaneous 
notes",  many  interesting  facts  that  bring 
one  into  close  and  friendly  relations  with 
the  writer  of  books.  Very  frequently  a 
card  is  accompanied  by  an  autograph 
letter,  which  is  also  filed.  In  the  case 
of  deceased  authors  the  card,  a  little 
different  in  form,  is  sent  to  a  relative  or 
close  friend.  The  same  information  is 
given  with  the  addition  of  place  and 
date  of  death.  The  name  of  the  person 
filling  out  the  card  is  placed  in  the  "sig- 
nature" blank  as  authority.  The  first 
cards  were  dispatched  the  latter  part  of 
May.  Up  to  the  present  time  seven  hun- 
dred have  been  sent  out  and  about  three 
hundred  have  been  returned.  Many 
more  will  be  sent  as  soon  as  addresses 
can  be  obtained.  A  list  of  the  authors 
who  have  responded  and  whose  cards 


are  now  on  file  will  be  found  below. 
Additions  will  be  made  from  time  to 
time.

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 

?aid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service, 
his  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 


During  July  9  visits  were  made  to  8 
towns.  One  library  was  established  at  . 
Elsinore,  Riverside  county,  the  ordi- 
nance having  been  passed  July  6,  1906. 
This  makes  the  total  number  of  libraries 
established  since  November,  1905,  15. 

During  a  part  of  July  one  of  the  library 
organizers  was  in  Berkeley  as  a  lecturer 
at  the  Summer  School  of  Library 
Method.

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13,

borrowers  were  added.  Total  accessions 
are  555,  as  follows:  New  York  point  , 
books,  214;  New  York  point  music,  45;

Mr  Yale  sent  the  following  data: 
This  new  library  of  technical  books 
relating  to  mining,  metallurgy,  etc.,  is 
now  being  assembled  in  San  Francisco, 
the  work  of  selecting  and  purchasing 
the  books  having  been  commenced  since 
the  great  fire.  Thus  far  there  are  only  a 
few  hundred  volumes  on  the  shelves, 
but  additions  are  made  monthly.  This 
library  was  made  possible  through  the 
generosity  of  John  Hays  Hammond,  the 
distinguished  mining  engineer,  formerly 
and  for  many  years  a  resident  of  San 
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Francisco,  but  now  of  New  York.  Dur- 
ing the  St.  Louis  fair  a  conversation  on 
the  subject  occurred  between  Mr  Ham- 
mond and  Charles  G.  Yale  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  soon  afterwards  Mr  Hammond 
came  to  the  Coast  and  gave  Mr  Yale  a 
check  for  five  thousand  dollars  ($5000) 
with  which  to  commence  the  collection 
of  a  library.  It  is  Mr  Hammond's  in- 
tention to  establish  such  a  library  of 
technical  works  as  will  be  useful  to  the 
professional  mining  engineer,  metal- 
lurgist, superintendent,  the  ordinary 
miner,  and  all  persons  interested  in  the 
mining  industry.  Therefore,  element- 
ary, advanced  and  historical  books  re- 
lating to  the  subject  are  being  purchased. 
It  is  understood  that  if  the  sum  given  is 
not  sufficient,  Mr  Hammond  will  eventu- 
ally make  the  library  the  best  of  its  kind 
in  the  United  States.  All  matters  relat- 
ing to  this  library  are  left  by  Mr  Ham- 
mond in  the  hands  of  three  trustees. 
One  of  these  trustees  is  Mr  Louis  Janin, 
the  eminent  mining  engineer,  now  a 
resident  of  Gaviota,  Santa  Barbara 
County;  another,  Mr  Charles  Gregory 
Yale,  of  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  of  San  Francisco;  and  the  third 
is  ex  officio  the  State  Mineralogist,  the 
incumbent  being  Lewis  E.  Aubury.  The 
matter  of  selection  of  books  for  the 
library  is  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
these  gentlemen.  These  trustees  may 
buy  books  and  bookcases,  bind  or  rebind 
volumes,  prepare  and  print  a  catalog, 
and  do  whatever  else  they  may  consider 
necessary  to  maintain  the  library  suita- 
bly. The  books  are  to  be  for  reference 
only  and  are  not  to  be  loaned. 

In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of 
any  one  of  the  trustees,  the  others  are 
empowered  to  fill  the  vacancy,  unless 
Mr  Hammond  himself  should  choose 
some  one.  It  was  Mr  Hammond's 
preference  tliat  the  library  be  placed  in 
the  State  Mining  Bureau,  and  the  trus- 
tees of  that  institution  have  given 
permission  to.  use  the  Mining  Bureau  as 
a  depository;  but  in  case  there  is  at  any 
time  a  lack  of  room,  or  for  any  other 
reason,  a  majority  of  the  three  trustees 


of  this  fund  are  empowered  to  remove 
the  library,  cases,  etc.,  to  any  other 
suitable  place  in  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, where  the  public  may  have  access 
without  cost.  In  other  words,  it  is  in- 
tended that  the  books  be  kept  for  use  in 
San  Francisco,  and  not  elsewhere  under 
any  circumstances.  If  it  becomes  desir- 
able or  necessary  •  for  any  reason,  the 
trustees  may  present  the  entire  collec- 
tion of  books,  etc.,  to  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library. 

It  is  provided,  however,  that  this 
library  of  mining  books  be  kept  as  a 
separate  unit,  wherever  it  may  be  placed, 
and  always  open  to  the  public.  The 
trustees  of  course  perform  their  services 
gratuitously,  and  it  is  not  expected  that 
any  special  employees  will  have  to  be 
maintained,  since  although  it  will  be  a 
separate  unit  from  the  Mining  Bureau 
Library,  it  will  form  practically  a  part 
thereof. 

For  the  present  and  while  repairs  are 
being  made  to  the  Ferry  Building,  where 
the  Mining  Bureau  has  its  offices,  the 
books  are  kept  at  the  offices  of  Mr  Yale, 
U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  room  81  Ap- 
praisers' Building,  where  the  books  may 
be  consulted  by  the  public  between  the 
hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  4  p.  m.  daily. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  public 
libraries  of  San  Francisco  were  all 
practically  destroyed  by  the  fire,  the 
Hammond  Library  trustees  took  into 
consideration  the  exigencies  of  the  occa- 
sion and  somewhat  extended  the  sphere 
of  this  library;  that  is  to  say,  such  works 
as  will  be  necessary  for  professional  men 
having  in  charge  the  rebuilding  and  re- 
habilitation of  the  burned  city  they  saw 
would  be  necessary  at  once,  and  these 
have  been  purchased.  These  books 
consist  of  works  on  materials  of  engi- 
neering; materials  of  construction; 
foundations;  steel  buildings;  modern 
building  construction;  strength  of  mate- 
rials; architectural  engineering;  rein- 
forced concrete;  cement  and  plaster; 
applied  mechanics;  surveying;  strength 
of  girders;  pocket  reference  books  of 
Haswell,    Trautwine,    Gillette,   Kidder, 
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Foster,  Kent  and  others.  All  of  these 
are  up-to-date  works  and  of  the  latest 
edition,  and  there  is  a  number  of  them, 
comprising  the  principal  authorities  on 
these  subjects.  The  books  were  selected 
after  consultation  with  engineers  and 
architects  distinguished  in  their  pro- 
fessions. 

Among  the  mining  and  metallurgical 
works  are  those  on  analytical  chemistry; 
industrial  chemistry;  applied  chemistry; 
physical  chemistry;  electro  chemistry; 
engineering  chemistry;  chemical  analy- 
sis; chemical  technology;  qualitative 
analysis;  metallurgical  analysis;  assay- 
ing; ore  dressing;  mineralogy;  blowpipe 
analysis;  ore  deposits;  cyaniding;  metal- 
lurgy; the  various  branches  of  geology; 
smelting;  mine  surveying;  gold  milling; 
gold  ores;  hydraulic  mining;  quarrying 
of  building  stones;  mining  history;  silver 
mining;  and  others  of  a  miscellaneous 
character.  In  all  these  and  other  kindred 
subjects  the  selection  has  not  been  con- 
fined to  one  or  two  books,  but  all  those 
considered  authority  have  been  pur- 
chased. The  works  are  the  latest  edi- 
tions and  in  the  best  of  binding;  such  as 
come  in  inferior  binding  are  rebound  in 
a  uniform  and  permanent  manner.  Such 
books  as  may  be  mere  compilations  are 
ignored  in  the  selections  made  by  the 
trustees,  as  it  is  their  intention  to  get 
mainly  those  of  an  original  character 
and  of  the  very  best.  In  fact,  through 
the  liberality  of  Mr  Hammond  the  trus- 
tees will  be  able  to  have  a  very  select 
library  of  technical  works,  as  well  as  a 
very  complete  one. 

in  the  same  rooms  where  this  library 
is  housed  is  the  rather  extensive  one 
consisting  of  all  the  publications,  reports, 
maps,  etc.,  of  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey  (see  forward,  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  Library),  so 
that  the  mining  and  engineering  people 
of  San  Francisco  have  an  opportunity  to 
consult  reference  books  notwithstanding 
the  loss  of  so  many  public  and  private 
libraries  in  that  city.

Among  the  few  public  libraries  unin- 
jured by  the  great  fire  in  San  Francisco 
is  the  technical  one  of  the  U.  S.  Geologi- 
cal Survey,  which  is  in  the  Appraisers' 
Building,  where  it  is  in  charge  of  Mr 
Charles  Gregory  Yale,  of  the  Division  of 
Mining  and  Mineral  Resources.  This 
library  is  open  for  reference  daily  be- 
tween the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  4  P.  m  , 
and  is  now  quite  freely  used,  these  par- 
ticular publications  being  in  demand  by 
certain  classes  of  people.  One  large 
room  is  provided  for  these  books. 
They  consist  entirely  of  publications 
of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey, 
which  has  many  different  divisions. 
There  are  complete  sets  of  all  the  annual 
reports,  monographs,  bulletins,  profes- 
sional papers,  mineral  resources  reports, 
water  supply  papers,  publications  on 
Alaska,  with  topographical  maps,  geo- 
logic folios,  topographical  maps  and 
folios  by  states,  general  and  combined  spe- 
cial and  forestry  maps,  and  sheets  formed 
by  combination  atlas  sheets.  The  bulle- 
tins, professional  papers  and  water  sup- 
ply papers  treat  of  a  variety  of  subjects, 
and  may  be  classified  as  follows,  econom  ic 
geology;  descriptive  geology;  systematic 
geology  and  paleontology;  chemistry 
and  physics;  mineral  resources;  geogra- 
phy; petrography  and  mineralogy;  for- 
estry; irrigation;  water  storage;  pumping 
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water;  quality  of  water;  general  hydro- 
graphic  investigation;  water  power; 
underground  waters;  stream  measure- 
ments; etc.  The  Division  of  Mining  and 
Mineral  Resources  publishes  not  only  an 
annual  volume,  but  also  bulletins  or 
pamphlets  on  all  subjects  connected 
with  the  mining  industry  in  the  United 
States,  giving  statistics,  technology, 
progress,  etc.  This  Division  makes  a 
complete  canvass  of  the  various  economic 
subjects  among  all  the  producers  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  reports  embrace, 
aside  from  statements  of  production  and 
value,  a  brief  account  of  the  technical 
developments.

Held  at  Berkeley,  June  25  to  August  4,  1906.

Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler, 

President,  University  of  California, 
Berkeley,  California, 

Dear  Sir:  In  transmitting  the  en- 
closed report  of  the  Director  of  the 
Summer  School  of  Library  Methods,  I 
am  glad  to  call  attention  to  the  high 
excellence  of  the  work  performed  by 
Miss  Jones  and  the  corps  of  instructors, 
and  to  the  corresponding  diligence  and 
enthusiasm  manifested  by  the  students, 
many  of  whom  spent  long  evening  hours 
in  the  prosecution  of  tasks  set  them. 

The  number  of  students  was  less  than 
would  have  attended  had  the  disaster  of 
April  not  occurred.  The  temporary  un 
certainty  at  that  particular  time  as  to 
the  holding  of  a  summer  session  this 
year  at  Berkeley  prevented  the  insertion 
of  an  announcement  of  the  course  in 
the  library  journals  for  May.  Such 
announcement  would  probably  have 
secured  other  students  from  the  Pacific 
states. 

I  regret  that  the  financial  statement 
shows  a  larger  deficit  than  estimated  in 
my  letter  of  March  28  to  Dean  E.  C. 
Moore.  The  cost  of  supplies  (aside  from 
such  as  were  contributed  from  the  library 
equipment)  is  balanced  by  sales  and  by 
stock  on  hand.  Nine  more  tuition  'fees 
would  have  reduced  the  deficit  to  my 
original  estimate. 

In  view  of  the  marked  success  of  our 
schools  of  1902  and  1906,  a  summer 
course  in  library  methods  at  Berkeley 
can  no  longer  be  regarded  in  the  light 
of  an  experiment.  It  is  my  conviction 
that  the  course  should  be  given  as  often 
as  sufficient  demand  arises;  even  at  a 
financial  loss.  In  this  connection  it  may 
be  questioned,  since  the  State  Library 
(by  its  efficient  work  in  organizing  new 


libraries  throughout  California)  creates 
largely  the  demand  for  such  a  school  of 
instruction,  whether  it  might  not  also 
justly  be  expected  to  share  in  the 
expense.

Report  of  the  Director,  Miss  Mary 
L.  Jones.

Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  present  a  report 
of  the  Summer  School  of  Library  Methods 
for  1906,  it  being  the  second  course  of  the 
kind  conducted  by  this  University. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  lectures  delivered  before 
the  school,  together  with  a  list  of  lec- 
turers and  instructors.  Chiefly  owing  to 
the  circumstances  incident  to  the  earth- 
quake", several  of  those  announced  to 
speak  were  unable  to  meet  their  engage- 
ments. We  were  fortunate,  however,  in 
securing  others  to  take  their  places,  and 
while  the  subjects  varied  somewhat  from 
those  anticipated,  the  work  given  meas- 
ured quite  favorably  with  that  announced. 

In  the  brief  period  of  the  summer  ses- 
sion, the  course  must  of  necessity  be 
somewhat  circumscribed.  It  was,  there- 
fore, confined  to  simple  methods,  special 
attention  being  given  to  those  accepted 
by  librarians  of  experience,  as  best  fitted 
to  public  libraries  of  moderate  size.  To 
a  limited  extent  comparisons  were  drawn 
between  methods  employed  with  equal 
success  in  such  libraries,  the  peculiar 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  each 
being  pointed  out. 

The  students  were  given  a  glimpse  of 
the  broader  work  of  the  library  in  the 
courses  in  bibliography  and  reference 
work  given  by  Mr  Smith  and  Mr  Mead 
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of  the  regular  library  staff.  The  lectures 
given  by  Mr  Bruncken,  Miss  Smith,  Miss 
Prentiss  and  others  brought  the  students 
into  touch  with  experts  in  other  lines  of 
library  work,  thereby  greatly  enriching 
the  course. 

The  lectures  given  by  Miss  Prentiss 
on  library  buildings  were  particularly 
timely,  as  many  libraries  throughout  the 
State  are  contemplating  building. 

The  course  in  cataloging,  given  by 
Miss  Sheldon,  was  eminently  practical, 
possible  economies  being  constantly 
pointed  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  smaller 
library,  and  equally  possible  elaborations 
indicated  to  the  student  preparing  for 
work  in  the  larger  libraries. 

The  course  in  classification,  given  by 
the  director,  varied  from  that  usually 
given  in  library  schools,  in  that  it  com- 
bined with  the  teaching  of  the  Decimal 
classification,  the  principles  underlying 
the  assignment  of  subject  headings  in  a 
dictionary  catalog,  the  same  set  of  books 
being  used  to  illustrate  both  the  classifi- 
cation and  subject  headings. 

Mrs  Whitbeck's  course  in  children's 
work  proved  most  successful.  The  lec- 
tures were  given  in  the  very  attractive 
children's  room  of  the  Berkeley  public 
Library,  in  the  midst  of  all  the  books 
and  appliances  necessary  to  the  work. 
In  addition,  the  students  availed  them- 
selves of  the  invitation  of  Mrs  Whitbeck, 
seconded  most  cordially  by  Mr  Moore, 
the  librarian,  and  paid  frequent  visits  to 
the  library  during  its  working  hours. 

The  lecture  on  public  documents,  given 
by  the  legislative  librarian  of  the  State 
Library,  aided  in  solving  this  somewhat 
perplexing  problem.  By  a  fortunate 
circumstance,  Mr  Bruncken' s  carefully 
prepared  lecture  on  the  subject  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  practical  talk  by  Miss  Bennett, 
who  has  charge  of  the  public  documents 
in  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 

Work  with  the  schools  was  discussed 
by  Miss  Smith  of  the  Chico  Normal  School 
in  two  lectures,  and  many  valuable  sug- 
gestions were  made. 

Professor  Stephens  gave  two  lectures  on 
the  Bancroft  collection,  the  second  being 


given  in  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  col- 
lection. The  privilege  of  viewing  this 
remarkable  collection  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  the  students,  and  many  practical 
hints  toward  local  collections  were  gath- 
ered. 

In  a  lecture  on  University  extension, 
Professor  Stephens  outlined  the  work  of 
this  department,  and  indicated  the 
methods  by  which  librarians  can  and  do 
cooperate  with  the  extension  lectures. 

Professor  Fortier,  in  a  charming  talk 
on  Folk-lore,  opened  up  one  of  the  most 
delightful  by-roads  to  the  librarian. 

Other  lectures  were  given  of  an  in- 
spirational as  well  as  of  a  technical 
character,  occupying  the  entire  time  of 
the  students  for  the  six  weeks  covered 
by  the  course. 

There  were  twenty-one  active  students 
in  the  class,  all  showing  the  keenest 
interest  in  the  work.  Of  this  number, 
one  was  a  librarian  of  a  normal  school, 
four  were  librarians  of  small  libraries, 
seven  were  assistants  in  libraries,  one  an 
assistant  in  a  state  library,  one  had 
charge  of  a  branch  library,  one  was  an 
assistant  in  a  corporation  library,  two 
were  substitutes.  Two  of  the  students 
were  not  connected  with  a  library  upon 
entering  the  class;  one  of  these  has  the 
assurance  of  a  position  in  an  Eastern 
college  as  soon  as  she  finishes  her 
course,  while  the  other  secured  a  posi- 
tion before  the  term  was  completed. 
Three  members  of  the  class  are  still 
students — one  in  a  normal  school,  and 
two  in  the  University  of  California.  It 
1  will  be  an  interesting  study  to  observe 
the  effect  a  course  in  methods  will  have 
'  on  the  future  work  of  these  undergrade 
i  uate  students. 

Two  of  the  class  came  from  other 
states — one  from  Montana  and  the  other 
from  Arizona;  two  came  from  Southern 
California;  while  the  remainder  repre- 
sented the  central  portion  of  the  State. 

Various  calls  were  made  upon  the 
school  by  librarians  and  teachers  inter- 
ested in  the  work,  and  it  was  the  privi- 
lege of  the  members  of  the  teaching 
staff  to  talk  over  personal  problems  with 
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them,  thereby  extending  the  scope  of 
influence  of  the  school. 

The  school  visited  the  public  libraries 
of  Berkeley,  Alameda  and  Oakland, 
gaining  many  valuable  hints  from  their 
practical  work. 

The  dean  of  the  summer  school  has 
asked  that  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions for  future  work  be  given.  The 
University  Library  is  admirably  equipped 
for  scholarly  work — its  collection  of 
catalogs,  bibliographies  and  other  refer- 
ence works  can  be  equaled  by  but  few 
libraries  in  the  country;  but  for  illus- 
trating the  work  of  the  smaller  library 
it  is  qot  so  practical.  Owing  to  the  fire 
in  San  Francisco,  resources  formerly  at 
command  were  cut  off.  To  meet  this 
defect  I  would  earnestly  suggest  that  a 
museum  of  library  appliances  be  col- 
lected. Methods  passing  out  of  date 
have  their  value  in  comparative  work, 
and  a  collection  of  appliances,  blanks 
and  forms  would  be  most  valuable. 
Dealers  in  library  supplies  are  usually 
more  than  willing  to  have  their  wares 
represented  in  such  a  museum,  hence 
the  collection  of  such  a  museum  would 
be  little  if  any  expense. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  if  possible 
a  card  catalog  of  the  books  listed  in  the 
recent  "A.  L.  A.  Catalog"  be  secured 
from  the  Library  of  Congress  to  illustrate 
the  practical  work  in  classification  and 
dictionary  cataloging  for  the  small  li- 
brary. It  is  quite  possible  that  such  a 
catalog  could  be  secured  on  deposit  at 
no  expense,  in  which  case  it  is  more 
than  probable  that  one  of  the  firms  deal- 
ing in  library  supplies  would  loan  a 
cabinet  to  contain  it 

After  all,  however,  the  success  of  work 
of  this  nature  is  largely  dependent  upon 
the  personality  of  its  promoters,  and  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  the  school,  I  feel 
deeply  indebted  to  the  lecturers  who  so 
heartily  responded  to  our  requests  for 
help,  and  to  the  instructors  who  were 
with  us  during  the  course,  giving  far 
more  than  the  time  allotted  to  their 
work,  supplementing  the  formal  instruc- 
tion by  personal  help  to  such  of  the  stu- 
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dents  as  cared  to   avail  themselves  of 
their  services. 

The  hearty  cooperation  shown  by  the 
librarian  and  staff  of  the  University 
Library  did  much  toward  the  success  of 
the  course,  and  the  appreciation  and 
thanks  of  those  responsible  for  the  un- 
dertaking is  due  to  them.  No  pains 
were  spared  to  make  the  students  com- 
fortable, and  the  faculty  were  seconded 
in  all  their  efforts  by  the  able  assistance 
6f  the  staff  of  the  University  Library. 

That  the  students  appreciated  the 
opportunity  offered  them  was  readily 
seen  by  their  cordial  and  enthusiastic 
response  to  every  effort  made  in  their 
behalf. 

Speaking  alike  for  students  and  faculty, 
I  thank  you  for  the  cordial  support  and 
ready  assistance  which  made  possible 
the  success  of  the  Summer  School  of  Li- 
brary Methods.

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 


free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  .others 
interested. 

Among  pamphlets  relating  to  schools 
and  education,  which  have  recently  come 
to  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  one 
of  the  most  interesting  is  a  little  circular 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  at 
Bluffton,  Indiana.  In  that  little  town 
they  have  invented  an  ingenious  scheme, 
by  which  the  schools  are  kept  in  session 
twelve  months  in  the  year,  and  yet 
teachers  and  children  may  get  such 
vacations  as  they  need.  Address  W.  A.

The  report  of  the  .Massachusetts  com- 
mission on  industrial  and  technical  edu- 
cation, submitted  to  the  legislative  body 
last  spring,  is  an  exceedingly  valuable 
piece  of  work,  as  one  is  accustomed  to 
expect  from  such  documents  in  that 
state.  Every  library  ought  to  have  a 
copy,  especially  as  thisquestion  will  be  to 
the  fore  at  the  next  session  of  the  Cali- 
fornia legislature.  Apply  to  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Boston,  Mass.,  for  Senate  Docu- 
ment 349,  1906. 

The  monthly  or  daily  Consular  and 
Trade  Reports  from  time  to  time  contain 
valuable  accounts  on  the  various  tech- 
nical and  trade  schools  of  foreign  coun- 
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tries.  Thus  the  number  for  August  has 
a  report  on  the  establishment  of  milling 
schools  in  Russia,  after  the  model  of 
those  in  Germany.  It  also  has  an  ac- 
count of  the  growing  opposition  to  the 
free  admission  of  foreigners  to  the  tech- 
nical schools  of  Germany.  The  Consu- 
lar and  Trade  Reports  are  indispensable 
to  every  public  library.  They  may  be 
had  on  application  to  the  Bureau  of  Man- 
ufactures, Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  two  volumes  of  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation for  1904  can  now  be  had.     They 
are  as  usual  a  year  behind,  but  very  valu- 
able nevertheless.     Address  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Among  "Current Topics'*  treated  in  the 
report  are  such  matters  as  teachers'  pen-

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 


The  Reference  and   Loan  Department ; 
aims  to    give  the   people  of  the  State ' 


access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 


in  the  State  Library.  Information  on  j 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 
The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
111  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 


to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  wajr  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  the  month  of  August  233  vol- 
umes were  cataloged,  adding  i486  cards 
to  the  catalog. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 
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California  Authors. 

A  list  of  the  pseudonyms  of  California 
authors  will  be  printed  in  the  near  future. 
When  the  work  of  collecting  biographical 
sketches  is  further  advanced,  the  De- 
partment will  issue  a  bulletin  giving 
authors'  names  in  full,  pseudonyms  and 
cross  references.  During  the  month  a 
number  of  author  cards  have  been 
received.

The  Western  Association  of  California 
Pioneers,  George  W.  Hotchkiss,  secre- 
tary, holds  its  sixteenth  annual  picnic 
on  September  8  in  Chicago.  The  notice 
of  the  meeting  contains  the  following 
paragraph  referring  to  the  work  of  this 
Department: 

"The  recent  disaster  at  San  Francisco 
destroyed  the  vast  accumulation  of  his- 
tory which  was  stored  in  the  ill-fated 
Pioneer  Hall.  The  California  Historical 
Department  connected  with  the  State 
Library  at  Sacramento  makes  appeal  to 
all  surviving  Pioneers  for  historical 
sketches  and  for  photographs  of  Pio- 
neers. We  propose  to  send  them  the 
accumulated  records,  letters  and  ad- 
dresses which  have  been  gathered  by  us 
since  our  organization.  Brother  Pioneer, 
you  have  records  which  would  be  highly 
valued.  Sit  down  and  write  an  account 
of  your  trip,  with  incidents  connected 
with  it,  and  your  experiences  in  the 
mines  or  the  city.  Do  it  just  as  you 
would  write  a  letter  to  your  wife  or 
friend.  Never  mind  the  style  or  the 
grammar,  the  editor  will  take  care  of 
that  as  long  as  he  knows  the  facts.  Can 
you  bring  your  photograph,  marked  on 
the  back  with  your  name,  date  and  place 


of  birth,  date  of  reaching  California,  the 
route  you  took  and  what  part  of  the 
State  you  settled  in?  Bring  ox  send 
manuscript  and  photograph  to  your  sec- 
retary and  he  will  forward  them  to  the 
historian.  .  A  few  more  years  and  the 
information  you  can  give  now  will  be 
hidden  in  the  vaults  of  eternity.  Do 
not  let  this  opportunity  pass  by  ucjglBCted , 
to  contribute  something  which  only  you 
can  relate." 

The  above  extract  shows  what  a  deep 
interest  the  Pioneers  are  taking  in  the 
collecting  and  preserving  of  this  material . 

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3Y  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling;  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  302 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al- 
pine i, -Amador  2,  Butte  6,  Calaveras  6, 
Colusa  2,  Contra  Costa  6,  Del  Norte  4, 
Bl  Dorado  11,  Fresno  5,  Glenn  4,  Hum- 
boldt 1,  Inyo  5,  Kern  6,  Kings  2.

During  August  four  new  applications 
were  received  for  libraries:  Park,  El 
Dorado  co.;  Cambria,  San  Luis  Obispo 
co. ;  Lomita  Park,  San  Mateo  co. ;  Mc- 
Cloud,  Siskiyou  co. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  the  month  was 
1602  and  the  circulation  3817,  as  follows: 
2092  fiction;  946  juvenile;  779  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  clublibrary  the  fee  of 
$  1. 50  for  each  25  (or  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service . 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- ' 
nient  (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

Publfe  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 


The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is.  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

No  visits  were  made  during  August. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  18,  as 
follows:  Auburn,  Benicia,  Biggs,  Boulder 
Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore,  Gilroy,  Lincoln, 
Monterey,  Placerville,  Porterville,  Rock- 
lin,  Salinas,  Sausalito,  Suisun,  Ukiah, 
Willi  ts  and  Willows.  During  August 
one  library  was  established  at  Boulder 
Creek,  Santa  Cruz  co.,  the  ordinance 
having  been  passed  August  15,  1906. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees  applica- 
tion blank,  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  181  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  August 
4  borrowers  were  added.  Total  accessions 
•re  557,  as  follows:  New  York  point 
books,  214;  New  York  point  music,  43; 
Braille  books,  47;  Braille  music,  45; 
Moon  books,  183;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  19;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  month  222  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  87;  Braille, 
50,  Moon,  82;  Boston  line  letter,  3;  appli- 
ances, o;  maps,  o.  The  books  loaned 
were  divided  by  class  as  follows:  ethics 
and  religion,  17;  science,  11;  useful  arts, 
4;  literature,  19;  fiction,  103;  travel,  his- 
tory, and  biography,  32;  primers,  3; 
music,  15;  periodicals,  18. 

During  August  two  borrowers  learned 
to  read  another  type,  one  who  knew  New 
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York  point  learned  Braille,  and  one  who 
knew  Braille  learned  New  York  point. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  17  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  17  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  sent  to  those  re- 
questing it,  in  the  order  requests  are 
received. 

A  new  Circular  and  Finding  List  was 
issued  during  May.

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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 


This  number  of  the  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  is  devoted 
especially  to  books  for  the  blind,  and  it  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  it 
should  contain  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  the  oldest  known  reader  of 
embossed  books  in  California,  Mrs  Charlotte  Hunt  White,  an  account 
of  the  different  types  most  in  use  in  the  State,  and  of  the  occupa- 
tions and  accomplishments  of  some  of  the  blind  of  California. 


MRS  CIIARLOTTK  IIl'NT  WIUTl

A.    O.   White   of  Sacramento, 


Mrs  Charlotte  Hunt  White,  daughter  of  Lyman  Hunt,  was  born  in 
Blanford,  Mass.,  January  9,  1816,  and  was  the  oldest  of  a  large  family. 
Her  father  moved  to  Ohio  when  she  was  10  years  of  age.  At  the  age 
of  18  she  was  married  to  John  D.  White,  formerly  of  Vermont,  but  then 
a  resident  of  Ohio.     They  remained  there  twelve  years  clearing  and 
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improving  a  home  near  the  town  of  Garrettsville,  in  a  neighborhood 
known  as  the  Western  Reserve.  That  locality  also  contained  the  homes 
of  James  A.  Garfield  and  Lucretia  Rudolph  (afterwards  Mrs  Garfield), 
whom  Mrs  White  knew  in  their  younger  days  before  their  marriage. 

In  1846  Mr  and  Mrs  White  moved  to  Andrew  County,  Missouri,  with 
their  family.  Mr  White  was  a  miller  by  trade  and  established  a  store 
and  a  flour  mill  at  a  place  since  known  as  Whitesville.  As  was  the 
custom  at  that  time,  the  farmers  brought  their  grain  to  the  mill  to  be 
ground,  and  gave  a  portion  of  the  grist,  known  as  toll,  in  payment  for 
the  grinding. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1857  a  party  consisting  of  four  families  was 
organized  to  immigrate  to  California,  and  early  in  the  month  of  May  a 
start  was  made.  When  they  reached  the  Missouri  river  near  St.  Joseph 
three  families  turned  back,  but  Mr  White's  family,  with  all  their 
possessions  loaded  in  a  wagoa,  with  two  yoke  of  oxen  and  two  milch 
cows,  continued  on  the  way.  After  a  long,  weary  trip  across  the  plains, 
during  which  they  saw  evidence  of  many  depredations  by  the  Indians, 
who  were  then  in  an  ugly  mood,  but  by  whom  they  were  not  molested, 
they  arrived  at  the  sink  of  the  Humboldt.  There  they  were  very 
unfortunate  in  losing  two  of  the  oxen  from  drinking  alkali  water.  The 
milch  cows  were  then  put  in  under  the  yoke  to  make  up  the  team,  and 
they  arrived  at  Washoe,  Nevada,  then  a  flourishing  Mormon  settlement, 
in  October,  six  months  after  leaving  Missouri. 

As  the  crossing  of  the  snow-capped  Sierras  at  that  season  of  the  year 
was  fraught  with  much  danger,  they  remained  in  Washoe  until  the 
following  summer,  when  they  crossed  the  mountains  into  California 
and  located  near  San  Jose\ 

Mrs  White  is  the  mother  of  eight  children,  five  of  whom  are  still 
living.  Her  husband  died  at  San  Jose*  in  1888,  at  75  years  of  age.  She 
is  now  nearly  91  years  old.  Her  eyesight  had  been  gradually  failing 
for  several  years,  caused  by  a  cataract  on  each  eye,  and  she  became 
totally  blind  in  1904.  She  had  always  been  a  great  reader,  and  when 
the  Blind  Department  of  the  State  Library  was  established,  she  became 
very  much  interested,  and  the  first  book  issued  was  taken  out  for  her 
June  13,  1905. 

With  some  assistance  in  learning  the  characters,  she  soon  became 
familiar  with  the  Moon  type,  and  reads  without  assistance.  In  the 
fifteen  months  from  the  time  the  first  book  was  taken  from  the  library 
she  read  47  books.  She  reads  in  the  position  shown,  using  the  fore- 
finger of  the  right  hand  to  distinguish  the  letters,  keeping  the  other 
fingers  of  the  same  hand  on  the  line  above,  and  following  with  the  left 
hand  on  a  lower  line,  to  prevent  losing  her  place,  which  was  the  only 
difficulty  she  experienced  in  learning  to  read. 
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EMBOSSED  TYPES  FOR  THE  BLIND. 


The  first  successful  attempt  to  emboss 
books  was  made  in  Paris  in  1784.  The 
year  before,  Valentin  Haiiy,  a  young 
Frenchman,  had  seen  a  band  of  blind 
musicians  performing  on  the  streets,  all 
wearing  spectacles  and  standing  in  front 
of  music  stands,  pretending  to  read  the 
music.  This  excited  the  pity  of  Haiiy, 
who  immediately  set  about  finding  some 
method  by  which  the  blind  could  feel 
words  and  music  for  themselves.  He 
first  produced  movable  letters  in  relief 
grouped  into  words.  His  first  pupil,  a 
blind  beggar  boy,  Lesuer,  found  one  day 
a  piece  of  paper  on  which  the  letter  "oM 
had  been  accidentally  embossed.  He 
recognized  the  letter  and  ran  with  it  to 
Haiiy,  who  then  conceived  the  idea  of 
printing  embossed  letters.  He  produced 
metal  types,  consisting  of  large  and 
small  italics,  from  which  he  printed 
pages  of  embossed  reading.  He  was 
greatly  encouraged  by  his  success  with 
his  first  pupil,  and  in  1785,  with  private 
and  municipal  assistance,  he  was  able  to 
procure  for  the  blind  a  house,  which  may 
be  considered  the  pioneer  institution  in 
the  world  for  the  instruction  of  the 
blind. 

The  Haiiy  system  was  introduced  into 
England  by  Lady  Elizabeth  Lowther, 
who,  while  stopping  in  Paris,  purchased 
some  of  Haiiy 's  embossed  type  for  her 
blind  son  Charles,  who  set  up  a  printing 
pres9  for  himself  at  Wilton  Castle,  county 
of  York,  England,  and  prepared  a  large 
number  of  books  for  his  own  use. 

In  1827  Mr  Gall  of  Edinburgh  com- 
menced the  preparation  of  embossed 
books  in  an  angular  type.  Ten  years 
later  Mr  Alston  of  Glasgow  began  to 
emboss  works  in  the  Roman  letters. 
Mr  Lucas  of  Bristol  and  Mr  Frere  of 
Blackheath  sought  to  introduce  simpler 
methods,  the  one  in  stenographic  form, 
the  other  in  phonetic. 


Moon.

The  types  introduced  by  Gall  and 
his  successors,  however,  were  too  com- 
plicated for  the  majority  of  the  blind.  In 
1840  Dr  William  Moon,  whose  sight  had 
long  been  failing,  became  totally  blind  as 
he  entered  into  manhood  and  was  prepar- 
ing to  study  for  the  ministry.  He  im- 
mediately learned  the  systems  then  in 
use  and  began  teaching  them  to  other 
blind  people.  Finding  difficulties  in 
teaching  his  pupils,  he  devised  a  new 
type — now  known  as  the  Moon  type. 
The  characters  are  composed  principally 
of  the  Roman  letters  in  their  original  or 
slightly  modified  forms.  This  type  is 
especially  good  for  the  adult  blind, 
whose  fingers  are  not  sensitive  enough 
to  distinguish  the  raised  points  or  dots. 
It  is,  according  to  Mr  E.  E.  Allen,  the 
type  most  readily  learned,  and  is  there- 
fore growing  in  use  and  is  destined  to 
survive. 

Dr  Moon  adapted  his  embossed  alpha- 
bet to  400  languages  and  dialects,  and 
the  books  have  spread  to  every  con- 
tinent. In  the  English  and  American 
lists  for  1906  there  are  363  different  titles, 
and  in  the  foreign  list  there  are  about 
200  titles,  mostly  parts  of  the  Bible. 
The  total  number  of  volumes  embossed 
in  this  type  from  1847  when  it  began 
to  be  printed  to  1905  is  247,000. 

In  1856  Dr  Moon  and  a  lady  friend 
started  in  London  the  first  organized 
Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind. 

Moon  books  are  embossed  by  the 
Moon  Society,  Brighton,  England,  which, 
since  the  death  of  Dr  Moon  in  1894,  is 
superintended  by  his  daughter,  Miss 
Adelaide  Moon.  Many  books  have  been 
prepared  at  the  expense  of  private  indi- 
viduals. If  one  half  the  cost  is  sub- 
scribed for  any  book,  the  Moon  Society 
meets  the  other  half.     Thus  John  Hay

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personally  paid  for  stereotyping  his 
eulogium  of  William  McKinley,  and 
John  T.  Morris,  a  friend  of  Dr  Robert 
Moon,  paid  for  embossing  "The  call  of 
the  wild,"  and  "Mrs  Wiggs  of  the  cab- 
bage patch."  It  is  now  announced  that 
J.  M.  Pereles  of  the  Wisconsin  Library 
Commission  has  arranged  for  the  publi- 
cation of  Helen  Keller's  "Optimism," 
and  has  also  offered  to  make  his  sub- 
scription an  annual  contribution  toward 
the  publication  of  new  books  in  the 
Moon  type.  The  half  cost  is  75  cents  for 
each  page  of  900  words. 

Braille. 

(See  photograph  of  book  in  Braille.) 
The  point  system  was  invented  in  1829 
by  Louis  Braille,  a  young  blind  French- 
man. His  main  idea  of  an  alphabet  of 
dots  or  points  was  taken  from  the  inven- 
tion of  another  Frenchman,  Charles 
Barbier,  who,  about  1819,  devised  a  plan 
of  representing  sounds  of  the  French 
language  by  means  of  twelve  points  in 
two  vertical  rows.  .  This  had  the  disad- 
vantages of  being  phonetic  and  of  occu- 
pying too  much  space.  The  Braille 
consists  of  6  dots  arranged  in  3  rows  ver- 
tically and  2  rows  laterally.  These  are 
arranged  in  a  cell  which  allots  a  fixed 
and  unvarying  space  to  all  signs  alike, 
whether  they  have  many  points  or  few. 
Of  this  original  Braille  there  are  the  two 
adaptations,  the  English  Braille  and  the 
American  Braille,  the  latter  a  modified 
form,  first  used  at  the  Boston  school. 
The  American  Braille  makes  use  of  con- 
tractions, which  were  not  used  in  the 
original  Braille.  The  Braille  is  preferred 
by  some  on  account  of  its  many  abbre- 
viations which  give  great  rapidity  in 
reading. 

New  Tork  Point. 

(See  photograph  of  book  in  New  York  point.) 
The  New  York  point  system  is  a  modi- 
fication of  the  Braille.  It  is  arranged  by 
turning  over  the  Braille  characters, 
making  3  dots  laterally  and  2  vertically. 
William  B.  Wait,  superintendent  of  New 
York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  decided 
that  the  vertical  cell  of  the  Braille  type 


was  not  so  easily  tangible  as  a  horizontal 
cell  would  be,  and  also  that  it  occupied 
too  much  space.  He  therefore  placed 
points  to  be  read  horizontally,  and  did 
away  with  the  fixed  cell,  the  result 
being  that  a  letter  made  up  of  2  points 
occupied  one  third  as  much  space  as  one 
of  6  points,  the  same  space  remaining 
between  the  letters.  This  arrangement 
is  the  basis  of  the  New  York  point  sys- 
tem. After  thoroughly  testing  it,  Mr 
Wait  published  the  system  in  1868. 

Boston  Line  Letter. 

(See  photograph  of  book  in  Boston  line  letter.) 
Gall's  system  of  angular  type  was 
adopted  in  Boston  by  Dr  Howe,  first 
principal  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
for  the  Blind,  and  became  the  basis  of 
Boston"  line  letter.  This  system  was 
given  the  supremacy  over  the  Roman 
letter  adopted  by  the  Philadelphia  school 
by  the  printing  of  the  whole  Bible  in 
Boston  line  and  distributing  it  free  of 
cost  in  1842  by  the  American  Bible 
Society.  Dr  Allen  says  that  "those  who 
learn  to  read  the  line  type  well  when 
young  generally  prefer  it  to  any  other. 
This  is  because  it  is  pleasant  to  the 
touch  and  is  unvarying  in  spelling ;  but 
it  is  unquestionably  the  least  tangible  of 
the  systems,  and  for  this  reason  will 
probably  not  endure." 

Embossed  Books  In  United  States. 

The  first  book  of  the  Bible  published 
for  the  blind  was  made  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Institution  for  the  Blind  as  early 
as  1833.  It  was  the  gospel  of  St.  Mark, 
and  the  type,  which  resembles  Hatty's, 
was  designed  by  Jacob  Snyder,  Record- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Institution. 

The  following  figures  show  the  num- 
ber of  different  titles  published  in  the 
United  States  at  the  present  time  : 

The  American  Printing  House  for  the 
Blind,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  according 
to  the  1906  catalog,  publishes  about  400 
Braille  books,  about  380  New  York  point 
books,  260  titles  of  music  in  New  York 
point,  and  about  125  Boston  line  letter 
books. 

The  Illinois  School  for  the  Blind  at 
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Jacksonville  shows  in  its  1905  catalog 
1348  titles  of  music  and  68  different 
books  in  Braille.  The  1906  supplement, 
no.  i,  has  about  80  new  titles  of  music, 
all  in  Braille. 

The  Perkins  Institute  and  Massachu- 
setts School  for  the  Blind  has  about  150 
book  titles  and  436  music  titles,  all  in 
Boston  line  letter. 

The  Xavier  Free  Publication  Society 
for  the  Blind  publishes  38  different  books 
in  New  York  point.

real  estate  dealer. 

From  the  Alumni  edition — blind  de- 
partment—  of  the  California  News, 
February  10,  1906,  we  notice  that  the 
following  additional  occupations  have 
been  successfully  followed:  Clarence 
Allen  Henderson,  El  Paso,  Texas,  rail- 
road mechanic;  Henry  M.  Nagle,  San 
Francisco,  brush  and  broom  merchant; 
Mr  Noblock,  San  Francisco,  hardware 
business;  William  T.  Young,  San  Fran- 
cisco, salesman;  Dr  Morrison,  formerly 
of  San  Francisco,  now  of  Echo,  Long 
Island,  a  successful  osteopath. 

From  other  sources  we  note  the  fol- 
lowing occupations:  Keeping  of  peanut 
stand  and  of  confectionery  wagon,  mat- 
tress making,  carpet  weaving,  basket 
making  and  cane  seating. 

From  the  above  statistics  it  may  be 
noted  that  of  those  who  learned  to  read 
without  an  instructor  there  are  8,  who 
knew  no  type  before  and  whose  ages 
range  from  9  to  64,  who  learned  to  read 
a  point  system;  34  others,  who  knew 
some  type  before  and  whose  ages  range 
from  10  to  67,  learned  to  read  a  point 
system ;  4,  who  knew  no  type  before,  and 
whose  ages  range  from  7  to  18,  learned 
to  read  Boston  line  letter;  2  others,  ages 

28  and  36,  who  knew  some  type  before, 
learned  to  read  line;  16,  who  knew  no 
type  before,  and  whose  ages  range  from 

29  to  89,  learned  to  read  Moon;  22  others, 
who  knew  some  type  before,  and  whose 
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ages  range  from  12  to  61,  learned  to  read 
Moon.  All  these  are  cases  of  persons 
who  learned  without  instruction. 

It  is  reported  indirectly  that  Frank  P. 
Ward  is  paralyzed  besides  being  blind, 
and  is  so  helpless  that  he  has  to  be  lifted 
from -place  to  place,  so  that  his  learning 
to  read,  and,  too,  learning  without  in- 
struction, is  certainly  something  to 
encourage  those  who  lack  confidence. 


Friends  of  Miss  Grace  Sperow  have 
reported  that  she  is  also  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  still  she  has  learned  to  read  both 
New  York  point  and  Braille,  so  that 
Miss  Sperow  promises  to  be  the  Helen 
Keller  of  California.

History  on  the  lines  of  the  British  Mu. 
seum,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Re- 
gents and  with  the  Bancroft  collection  as 
a  nucleus.    The  new  academy  will  event- 


ually be  installed  in  the  new  University 
Library,  for  which  the  late  Charles  F. 
Doe  left  $750,000.  The  expenses  of  its 
maintenance  are  estimated  at  $10,000  a 
year,  which  will  be  met  by  the  formation 
of  a  council  to  consist  of  persons  willing 
to  subscribe  $500  a  year  each  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  three  years.  It  will  be 
under  the  immediate  care  of  a  curator 
and  staff  of  assistants.  The  council  will 
maintain  and  increase  the  collection  and 
report  annually  to  the  Regents.  Aid  is 
expected  from  the  Bureau  of  Historical 
Research  at  Washington  and  the  Car- 
negie Institution.  Concerning  the  Ban- 
croft Library,  the  report  says:  "The 
Bancroft  Library  is  a  great  deal  more 
than  a  department  of  the  library  of  the 
University  of  California,  it  is  a  great 
deal  more  than  a  historical  laboratory  of 
the  history  department  of  the  University, 
it  is  the  indispensable  nucleus  of  a  great 
research  library,  upon  which  must  be 
built  the  one  great  collection  of  material 
for  the  ethnology,  geography  and  the 
political,  commercial  and  industrial  his- 
tory of  the  whole  Pacific  Coast.  Just  as 
the  scope  of  Mr  Bancroft's  activities  as 
a  collector  extended  beyond  the  bounda- 
ries of  California,  so  a  body  should  be 
brought  into  existence  which  should  rec- 
ognize the  larger  functions  of  the  Ban- 
croft Library."  Pending  the  formation 
of  the  council,  the  present  commission, 
consisting  of  Rudolph  Taussig,  J.  C.

The  opening  session  was  called  to  order 
by  Miss  Baird,  the  district  president,  at 
11  o'clock.  A  most  cordial  address  of 
welcome  and  greeting  was  given  the  vis- 
iting librarians  by  F.  A.  Dodge,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hanford  Library  Board,  to 
which  a  response  was  made  by  Miss 
Baird  in  a  few  well-chosen  words.  Then 
followed  informal  talks  by  the  delegates 
in  which  were  given  facts  illustrating  the 
conditions  in  the  several  libraries  repre- 
sented. Letters  conveying  regrets  at 
their  inability  to  attend  the  meeting  were 
received  from  Mrs  McEwen,  acting  libra- 
rian of  the  Visalia  Public  Library,  and 
Miss  Garibaldi  of  Merced.  The  latter 
stated  that  the  Merced  Library  Board  is 
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awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Superior 
Court  concerning  the  $25,000  which  is  in 
Htigatiou  and  which  is  to  be  used  for  a 
library  building. 

Miss  Bertha  Uhl,  who  was  to  have 
given  a  paper  on  "Furnishing  of  a  chil- 
dren's room,"  was  unavoidably  absent, 
and  the  time  allotted  to  the  reading  was 
spent  in  general  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject. When  one  has  a  room  set  apart  for 
the  children,  and  a  few  dollars  in  the 
treasury,  the  furnishing  is  comparatively 
an  easy  problem.  In  the  small  library, 
however,  there  is  generally  one  or  the 
other  wanting,  but  if  we  are  fortunate  to 
have  even  a  "corner"  it  should  be  beau- 
tified with  everything  that  is  attractive. 
If  we  can  not  have  the  originals  in  art  we 
can  at  least  have  excellent  reproductions. 
Children  are  more  easily  reached  through 
pictures  than  any  other  way. 

After  luncheon  a  very  practical  and  in- 
teresting paper  was  read  by  Miss  Strother 
on  the  topic,  "Selection  of  children's 
books."  She  brought  out  the  point  that 
there  is  no  work  in  the  library  more 
difficult  or  more  interesting  than  the 
study  of  the  child's  mind  and  his  litera- 
ture, and  spoke  of  the  possibility  of 
interesting  him  in  a  higher  class  of 
reading.  The  most  emphatic  suggestion 
made  was  the  need  on  the  part  of  the 
librarian  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
both  books  and  child.  A  most  interest- 
ing discussion  was  then  participated  in 
as  to  the  best  way  of  helping  the  teach- 
ers. Suggestions  were  made  as  to  graded 
reading  lists,  and  personal  help  in  use  of 
catalogs  and  indexes.  A  sample  of  the 
blue  prints  from  the  Earl  Thompson 
Company,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  illustrating 
Ivanhoe,  was  exhibited,  demonstrating 
the  possibilities  of  aiding  in  the  reading 
courses  as  outlined  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

Miss  Barker  followed  this  with  an  able 
paper  on  the  "Story  Hour."  She  says 
that  the  primary  object  in  the  story  hour 
is  to  arouse  the  children's  interest  in 
real  literature  and  direct  them  to  the 
best  books,  in  this  way  counteracting  to 
a  certain  degree  the  evil  effects  of  con- 


tinuous reading  of  mediocre  and  poor 
literature.  In  the  small  library  where 
there  is  no  special  librarian  for  the 
children's  room,  she  thinks  one  would 
be  able  to  find  outsiders  interested  in 
the  library  and  understanding  children 
who  would  be  willing  to  help  with  the 
story  telling.  Miss  Barker  advocates 
the  use  of  bulletins  in  connection  with 
the  story  hour.  At  the  close  of  her 
paper  an  active  discussion  on  bulletins 
followed.  Mrs  Whitbeck,  Children's 
librarian  of  the  Berkeley  Public  Library, 
had  kindly  loaned  us  a  great  many  of 
her  splendid  bulletins.  They  had  been 
conveniently  arranged  for  inspection, 
and  during  the  day  were  examined  with 
much  interest  by  the  members.  The 
exhibition  of  these  model  bulletins, 
for  which  Mrs  Whitbeck  is  so  well 
known,  made  us  realize  more  than  ever 
the  need  of  personal  help  for  the  chil- 
dren which  a  special  children's  librarian 
would  be  able  to  give,  but  it  was  decided 
that  until  that  "dream  comes  true"  it  is 
worth  while  to  have  a  children's  corner- 
no  matter  how  small.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  discussion  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Mrs  Whitbeck  for  her  courtesy. 

Altogether  the  meeting  was  a  success. 
It  was  free  from  any  feeling  of  formality 
and  the  most  reserved  felt  free  to  "talk 
shop"  to  her  heart's  content.  The  ex- 
cellent spirit  manifested  by  every  one 
present  proves  beyond  the  shadow  of  a 
doubt  that  the  members  of  the  Third  Dis- 
trict feel  a  sincere  interest  in  advancing 
library  interests.

The 
Redlands  Facts  of  October  2  gives  the 
following  notice: 

"Miss  Antoinette  M.  Humphreys,  libra- 
rian of  the  A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library, 
and  Misses  Ada  P.  Johnson  and  Bertha 
Elliott,  two  of  her  assistants,  are  home 
from  Long  Beach,  where  they  were  in 
attendance  upon  the  second  meeting  of 
the  Fourth  District  California  Library 
Association,  of  which  Miss  Humphreys  is 
president.  They  report  the  meeting  to 
have  been  up  to  the  standard  set  at  the 
first  gathering  of  this  body,  if,  indeed,  it 
was  not,  even  better.  The  attendance 
was  larger,  there  having  been  fifty-eight 
delegates  present,  representing  all  the 
district  from  Santa  Barbara  to  San 
Diego,  with  MissS.  E.  Bedinger  of  Bakers- 
field,  a  representative  from  the  Third 
District,  present  as  a  guest  of  the  asso- 
ciation. The  program  was  carried  out 
as  published,  except  that  the  lack  of 
time  prevented  the  last  two  numbers 
being  given,  which  were  therefore  car- 
ried over  to  the  next  meeting. 

"The  address  of  welcome  was  given 
by  Rev.  Charles  Pease,  president  of  the 
Long  Beach  library  board,  and  pastor 
of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  in 
which  edifice  the  meetings  were  held. 
The  response  was  by  Miss  Humphreys  of 
this  city,  president  of  the  association. 

"The  first  address  on  the  business 
program  was  by  Charles  F.  Lummis, 
librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  city  library, 
who  dwelt  briefly  upon  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  National  Association  at 
Narragansett,  but  urged  the  associa- 
tion to  use  every  effort  to  secure  for 
Los  Angeles  the  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  for  1908.    The  Fourth  Dis- 


trict association  will  begin  a  campaign 
to  secure  this  by  the  presentation  of 
petitions  to  the  National  officers,  by 
personal  letters  and  other  means. 

"Miss  Jeannette  B.  McFadden,  libra- 
rian of  the  Santa  Ana  Library,  spoke 
upon  reference  work  in  the  children's 
room,  illustrating  by  posting  picture 
bulletins.  She  maintained  that  the 
reference  work  for  children  can  only 
be  successful  when  with  it  is  secured 
the  cooperation  of  the  school  teachers. 
The  teachers  should  prepare  for  the 
librarian  an  outline  of  the  work  to  be 
done  for  the  term,  and  present  it  so  that 
the  librarian  may  arrange  and  classify 
the  lists  for  reference,  and  thus  be  able 
to  turn  at  once  to  the  list  of  books  to  be 
consulted. 

"The  next  paper,  by  Miss  Florence 
Thornburg,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Library, 
related  to  the  Library  of  Congress  cards. 
She  described  the  method  of  ordering 
these  cards,  and  of  arranging  and  filing 
them,  with  suggestions  for  the  use  of  the 
smaller  libraries. 

"The  first  of  the  'Workroom  Prob- 
lems,' which  was  probably  the  moat 
helpful  part  of  the  meeting,  was  on  the 
re-sewing  of  books,  by  Miss  S.  B. 
Bedinger  of  Bakersfield.  In  the  course 
of  her  talk  she  took  books  out  of  their 
covers,  and  with  the  equipment  she 
brought,  she  would  re-sew  and  re-bind 
them  to  illustrate  the  methods  described. 

"  Mrs  Amy  Burleigh,  of  the  San  Diego 
Library,  talked  exhaustively  upon  the 
subject  of  binding  materials,  exhibiting 
samples  of  the  work  she  had  done.  She 
is  the  binder  for  the  San  Diego  Library. 

"The  closing  talk  was  on  the  repair- 
ing of  books,  by  Miss  Clara  C.  Field,  of 
the  Orange  Public  Library,  who  de- 
scribed methods  of  replacing  torn  out 
leaves,  repairing  and  reinforcing  torn 
and  weakened  leaves,  the  different  kinds 
of  paste  for  the  various  orders  of  work, 
etc. 

"The  Long  Beach  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce provided  an  excellent  lunch  for 
the  meeting,  which  was  daintily  served 
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by  the  members  of  the  Oak  Leaf  Club. 
There  were  several  members  of  boards  of 
trustees  from  libraries  in  the  district,  and 
they  held  a  conference  during  the  hour 
of  the  forenoon  meeting. 

"  After  the  meeting  the  Chamber  of 


Commerce  took  all  the  members  who 
desired  to  go  for  a  trip  to  San  Pedro 
harbor,  and  a  delightful  trip  in  a  steam 
launch  was  had.  President  Miller  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  accompanied 
them  on  the  trip."

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  en  cyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

Among  the  subjects  for  the  study  of 
which  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau 
has  during  the  past  month  furnished 
material  and  other  assistance  to  various 
persons,  are  the  following:  Injunctions 
restraining  strikers;  methods  of  raising 
funds  for  highway  purposes;  the  veter- 
inary laws  of  various  states;  primary 
election  laws;  taxation  of  forest  lands; 
irrigation  in  Sacramento  valley;  legisla- 
tion concerning  the  Yosemite  valley; 
highway  legislation  in  the  various  states; 
impeachment  of  Judge  Swayne. 

The  value  of  the  State  Library  begins 
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to  be  appreciated  even  outside  of  Cali- 
fornia. Recently  one  of  the  state  officers 
of  Nevada  came  on  purpose  to  study  up 
a  subject  connected  with  his  official 
duties,  for  which  the  library  resources  of 
his  own  state  were  insufficient. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of 
river  regulation  to  the  interior  valleys  of 
California,  a  recent  accession  of  special 
importance  is  a  set  of  bulletins  from  the 
National  Water  Service  of  Hungary. 
That  country  has  had  to  solve  very  much 
the  same  problems  as  California,  for  its 
great  rivers,  the  Danube,  Theisz,"  Ma- 
ros  and  others,  were  in  the  habit  of 
annually  overflowing  great  parts  of  the 
neighboring  low  lands.  These  bulletins 
contain  a  wealth  of  information  on  the 
work  of  drainage  and  irrigation  that  has 
been  going  on  for  years.  There  are 
twelve  of  them,  printed  in  very  good 
style,  on  excellent  paper  and  in  royal 
octavo  size.  They  are  in  the  French 
language,  besides  a  manuscript  report, 
in  German,  on  the  Donau-Theisz  Canal. 
Public  officials  and  others  who  wish  to 
consult  this  series  will,  if  they  so  request, 
be  aided  in  necessary  translations. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  'who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Companv  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 


Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  the  month  of  September  325 
volumes  were  cataloged,  adding  1686 
cards  to  the  catalog.  Both  Miss  Sutliff 
and  Miss  Phelan  were  away  most  of  the 
month. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Pull  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and   early  settlers   are    being 
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secured*  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Catalog. 

The  catalog  of  Californiana  has  been 
increased  by  544  cards. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

During  the  month  of  September  125 
pioneer  cards  have  been  received,  among 
them  a  great  many  of  interest,  and  some 
bearing  names  that  are  familiar  to  all 
Californiana.  Judge  John  Currey  sends 
his  card  and  additional  data.  Although 
the  Judge  is  in  his  ninety-third  year  his 
mind  is  as  clear  as  ever,  and  his  won- 
derful memory  recalls  all  the  important 
events  that  have  transpired  since  the 
days  of  '49.  Judge  William  H.  Beatty 
(Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court), 
Judge  Niles  Searles,  Judge  Augustus  L. 
Rhodes,  Samuel  H.  Willey,  Dr  Benjamin 
Shurtliff,  Jerome  Madden,  Alonzo  E. 
Horton  (the  father  of  San  Diego),  John 
Daggett  and  many  others  of  prominence 
have  responded,  while  the  families  of 
Judge  Isaac  Belcher,  B.  B.  Redding, 
George  D.  Nagle,  Thomas  Flint  Sr.,  and 
others  have  sent  in  cards  for  their  de- 
ceased relatives. 

A  number  of  cards  give  exceedingly 
early  dates  of  arrival.  Thomas  Williams, 
now  an  inmate  of  the  Veterans'  Home, 
states  that  he  arrived  in  1855  and  acted 
as  guide  for  both  Kit  Carson  and  Fre- 
mont. 

Richard  G.  Watkins  came  in  1843,  held 
many  public  offices,  was  a  member  of  the 
Pacific  squadron  under  Admiral  Sloat 
and  assisted  at  the  raising  of  the  Ameri- 
can flag  at  Monterey,  in  1846.  He  also 
participated  in  the  Indian  wars  and  in 
1852  lost  his  leg  in  a  duel,  in  regard  to 
which  he  says:  "I  taught  an  English 
captain  at  ten  paces  to  respect  and  not 
cast  slurs  on  the  American  flag,  and  sent 
him  home  to  'Hold  England,'  with  an 
American  bullet  in  his  carcass,  for  re- 
pairs." 


Two  members  of  the  Bear  Flag  Party, 
Napoleon  B.  Smith  and  Charles  Stewart, 
have  responded.  Jacob  Snyder,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  First  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion, and  Lilburn  W.  Boggs,  ex-Governor 
of  Missouri  and  First  Alcalde  of  Sonoma, 
are  representatives  of  those  who  came 
before  the  conquest,  and  whose  cards 
filled  out  by  relatives  are  on  file.

Donations. 

A  large  collection  of  account  books, 
miners'  records,  old  hotel  registers,  etc. , 
have  been  donated  by  William  B. 
Hamilton,  County  Clerk  of  Sacramento 
county.  The  day  book  kept  by  William 
T.  Coleman  and  Brother,  in  their  store 
at  Old  Dry  Diggings,  1849,  is  a  rare 
curiosity,  as  is  also  "The  Book  of 
Records  for  Miners'  Depot."  Additions 
have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  old 
ballots  and  programs  and  to  the  picture 
department. 

The  work  of  compiling  lists  of  Cali- 
fornia artists  and  composers  has  been 
commenced  and  biographical  cards  will 
soon  be  sent  out. 

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3)  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
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There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  307 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

2713  fiction;  1208  juvenile;  1055  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service . 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
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ment  (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request. 

No  visits  were  made  during  September. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  19,  as 
follows:  Alhambra,  Auburn,  Benicia, 
Biggs,  Boulder  Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore, 
Gilroy,  Lincoln,  Monterey,  Placerville, 
Porterville,  Rocklin,  Salinas,  Sausalito, 
Suisun,  Ukiah,  Willits  and  Willows. 

During  September  one  library  was  es- 
tablished at  Alhambra,  Los  Angeles  co., 
the  ordinance  having  been  passed  Sep- 
tember^ 1906. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Bmbossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 


any  public  library  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees  applica- 
tion blank,  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  187  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  Septem  ber 
6  borrowers  were  added.  Total  accessions 
are  558,  as  follows:  New  York  point 
books,  215;  New  York  point  music,  43; 
Braille  books,  47;  Braille  music,  45; 
Moon  books,  183;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  19;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  month  172  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  56;  Braille, 
29;  Moon,  79;  Boston  line  letter,  7;  appli- 
ances, o;  maps,  1.  The  books  loaned 
were  divided  by  class  as  follows:  ethics 
and  religion,  18;  science,  11;  useful  arts, 
1;  literature,  n;  fiction,  86;  travel,  his- 
tory, and  biography,  23;  primers,  3; 
music,  9;  periodicals,  10. 

During  September  one  borrower 
learned  to  read  Moon. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  18  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  17  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  sent  to  those  re- 
questing it,  in  the  order  requests  are 
received. 

A  new  Circular  and  Finding  List  was 
issued  during  May.

that  event  we  shall  have  much  more 
wall  space  for  bulletins  than  we  have 
in  our  present  children's  corner.

and  instructive.  On  the  lists  with  each 
board  we«give  as  far  as  possible  story 
books  as  well  as  others.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  subjects  illustrated: 
dogs,  horses,  birds,  butterflies,  flowers, 
hunting,  fishing,  Indians;  countries,  such 
as  Mexico,  New  Zealand,  Hawaii,  Samoa; 
historical  subjects,  American  revolution, 
George  Washington  and  colonial  days;

Mrs  E.  B.  Oak  ford  sent  one  picture 
bulletin,  16^x23  inches,  of  red  card- 
board, with  pictures  cut  out  and  pasted 
on,  the  pictures  being  in  shades  of  red 
and  black  and  white.  Mrs  Oakford 
writes  that  they  have  a  scrap  book,  to 
which  they  are  adding  all  the  time  with 
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pictures  of  authors  and  a  list  of  their 
books  which  are  in  the  library.  Two 
are  being  made  especially  for  the  chil- 
dren, one  "for  fun"  and  the  other  like 
the  one  mentioned  above.

Special  Meeting. 

A  special  meeting  of  tire  California 
Library  Association  was  held  at  the  State 
Library,  October  29,  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  some  proposed  changes  in 
the  constitution.  These  changes  will 
be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting  at 
Redlands.  As  the  Association  under  the 
present  plan  holds  only  one  regular 
meeting  a  year,  it  is  thought  best  to 
change  the  provision  in  Section  3  requir- 
ing non-library  workers  to  be  voted  on 
at  a  regular  meeting.  The  second  sen- 
tence of  Section  3  will  read,  according 
to  the  proposed  change:  "  Other  persons 
interested  in  library  or  allied  educational 
work  may  in  the  same  manner  become 
members  on  receiving  the  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  -the  Executive 
Committee,"  instead  of  "Other  persons 
interested  in  library  or  allied  educational 
work  may  in  the  same  manner  become 
members  on  receiving  the  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Association." 

The  desirability  of  combining  the 
offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  has 
long  been  considered.  Under  the  pres- 
ent plan  each  officer  has  charge  of  cor- 
respondence and  records  that  could  be 
more  economically  kept  if  combined.  It 
is  proposed,  therefore,  in  Section  4  to 
change  "  Treasurer"  to  read  *' Secretary- 
Treasurer";  in  Section  5  10  read  "Secre- 
tary-Treasurer" instead  of  "a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer";  in  Section  9  to  read 
"Secretary-Treasurer"  instead  of  "Treas- 
urer";  Section  10  to  read  "The  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  also  keep  a  full  and 
accurate  record  of  all  receipts,"  etc.; 
Section  11  to  read  "An  Executive  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  six 
other  members"  instead  of  "An  Execu- 
tive Committee,  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  and  five  other  members." 

The  Constitution  was  printed  in  full 
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in  June  number  of  News  Notes  of  Cali- 
fornia Libraries, 

Annual  Meeting. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee held  in  Berkeley,  October  12,  it 
was  voted  to  accept  the  invitation 
of  the  A.  K.  Smiley  Library  to  hold 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  in 
Redlands.  The  sessions  will  be  held 
January  3  and  4,  leaving  the  5th  free  for 
visiting  neighboring  libraries.  This  will 
be  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  As- 
socif  tion  to  be  held  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  State,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared 
to  make  it  a  success.  All  library  workers 
in  the  State  are  urged  to  attend,  and  as 
the  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  time  of 
the  heavy  tourist  travel  it  is  hoped  that 
many  from  other  states  may  take  this 
opportunity  to  visit  Redlands.  The  As- 
sociation extends  a  cordial  invitation  to 
all  interested  in  library  work  to  attend 
the  meeting. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  libraries 
in  the  vicinity  of  Redlands  and  Los 
Angeles  the  trip  will  afford  an  unusual 
opportunity  to  all  Californians  from 
other  parts  of  the  State  to  broaden  their 
knowledge  of  library  conditions  in  the 
South  and  to  become  acquainted  with 
their  fellow- workers. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure 
favorable  railroad  rates.  It  is  hoped 
that  full  information  concerning  the 
program,  rates,  etc..  can  be  announced 
in  the  next  number  of  News  Notes  of 
California  Libraries.

In  the  absence  of  the  Sec- 
retary, Mrs  A.  G.  Whitbeck,  Mr  F.  B. 
Graves  recorded  the  proceedings. 

Before  taking  up  the  program  for  the 
evening  four  new  names  were  presented 
for  membership  and  accepted.  Mr  Bel- 
frage,  Treasurer,  stated  that  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  held 
that  afternoon  it  was  decided  that  dues 
for  new  membership  received  after  Octo- 
ber 1,  1906,  should  also  include  the  year 
1907. 

Mr  Rowell  of  the  Executive  Committee 
stated  that  they  had  decided  to  accept 
the  invitation  from  Redlands  to  hold  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  entire  association 
at  that  place  during  the  first  week  in 
January,  1907.

"Proper  insurance  for  libraries,"  by 
Mr  Herbert  Folger  of  the  library  com- 
mittee of  the  Fire  Underwriters'  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Pacific,  followed.  Mr  F.  J. 
Teggart  of  the  Mechanics'-Mercantile 
Library  was  to  have  treated  of  the  same 
subject  from  the  librarian's  standpoint, 
but  was  unable  to  be  present.

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 


State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

From  the  material  relating  to  munici- 
pal government  affairs,  which  has  re- 
cently come  to  the  State  Library  the 
following  publications  are  of  special 
interest: 

Proceedings  of  the  Chicago  '  Charter 
Convention.  Few  bodies  of  this  kind 
have  ever  proceeded  so  deliberately  and 
thoroughly,  and  its  transactions  are 
therefore  of  special  importance  to  those 
interested  in  municipal  matters. 

City  Affairs,  A  little  monthly  maga- 
zine published  by  the  Good  Government 
Association  of  Boston,  Mass. 

Municipal  Affairs.  A  similar  publi- 
cation by  the  Municipal  League  of  Los 
Angeles. 

The  above  publications  are  both  pri- 
marily of  local  concern,  but  desirable 
for  purposes  of  comparison. 

City  of  Chicago  Statistics.  A  semi- 
annual record  in  quarto  size,  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  Munici- 
pal Library,  Room  400,  City  Hall,  Chi- 
cago. 

City  of  Chicago.  13th  Annual  Report 
of  Department  of  Public  Works.  Con- 
tains also  the  annual  message  of  Mayor 
Dunne  for  1905.  The  volume  is  full  of 
interesting  ^information,  profusely  illus- 
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trated,  in  addition  to  the  usual  tables  of 
statistics.  A  unique  feature  is  the  brief 
account  of  the  working  of  the  bureau 
of  information  and  complaint,  which  is 
designed  to  assist  the  public  in  its  deal- 
ings with  the  municipal  government. 

Waste  of  Water  in  New  York,  and  its 
reduction  by  meters  and  inspection.  Re- 
port by  James  H.  Fuertes,  C.E.,  to  the 
Merchants'  Association  of  New  York. 
June,  1906.  An  elaborate  treatise  of  272 
pages,  with  many  diagrams  and  tables, 
including  full  comparisons  with  other 
cities  in  the  United  States  and  foreign 
countries.  Also  an  extensive  bibliog- 
raphy. 

Annual  Reports  of  the  City  of  Los  An- 
geles%  1903.  The  reports  of  the  various 
municipal  departments,  bound  together 
in  one  volume.  There  is  no  general  title- 
page,  no  table  of  contents,  nothing  to 
help  one  find  the  particular  report  he  is 
looking  for,  or  to  indicate  whether  it  is 
there  at  all.  This  is  a  common  fault  of 
municipal  and  even  state  documents. 

Statistics  of  cities  having  a  population 
of  over  jo  ,000,  1904.  Bulletin  50  of  the 
United  States  Census  Bureau.  Con- 
tinuation of  a  series  of  similar  reports 
published  in  former  years,  and  indis- 
pensable to  all  students  of  municipal 
affairs. 

Among  the  subjects  on  which  informa- 
tion was  furnished  to  various  officials 
and  other  persons,  by  the  Legislative 
Reference  Bureau,  during  October,  were 
the  following:  Laws  relating  to  the 
granting  of  pardons;  Resignations  of 
members  of  Congress;  Public  printing 
in  the  various  states;  Some  points  in 
parliamentary  practice;  Election  laws; 
Railway  matters  pending  before  the 
twenty-first  and  twenty-second  legislative 
sessions;  Planting  of  eucalyptus  trees; 
Road-building  laws;  Banking  in  country 
towns. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in   the  State  Library.     Information  on 


any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Far^o 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  fbr  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  ihe  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.    The  use  of  the 
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printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 
During  October  the  department  has 
made  good  progress  with  the  recatalog- 
ing  of  books  listed  in  the  old  card 
catalog.  900  volumes  have  been  finished, 
adding  5449  cards  to  the  new  catalog, 
and  withdrawing  a  large  number  from 
the  old. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Catalog. 

During  October  200  cards  have  been 
added  to  the  Californiana  Catalog. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Among  the  many  valuable  cards 
received  this  month  we  note  several  of 
unusual  interest.  Mrs  Western  Bascome 
sends  data  regarding  her  father,  General 
Stephen  Watts  Kearny.  General 
Kearny  took  a  most  important  part  in 
the  conquest  of  California  in  1846,  and  in 
1847  became  Military  Governor  of  the 
territory.  Mrs  Bascome  will  soon  send 
a  copy  of  the  diary  kept  by  her  father 
during  his  campaign  in  California,  which 
will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great  value  to 
the  historian. 

The  card  of  Judge  James  F.  Breen,  a 
member  of  the  Donner  party,  is  enter- 
taining, while  those  of  General  Albert  M. 
Winn,  founder  of  the  Native  Sons  of  the 
Golden  West,  Robert  J.  Tobin,  C.  O. 
Gerberding  and  James  Millington  recall 
scenes  of  early  endeavor.  A  different 
type  is  represented  by  Caleb  and  William 


Greenwood,  mountaineers,  whose  biog- 
raphies-record many  exciting  adventures. 
Edwards  C.  Williams,  a  descendant  of 
Jonathan  Edwards,  writes:  "I  was  a 
member  of  the  vigilance  committee  that 
hung  some  of  the  rascals  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  would  like  to  assist  in  the 
same  work  just  at  present." 

The  card  bearing  the  earliest  date  of 
arrival  is  that  of  Juan  Bandini.  It  is 
filled  out  by  Helen  Elliott  Bandini. 
Mr  Bandini  arrived  in  18 19.  He  was  for 
several  terms  a  member  of  the  Mexican 
congress,  also  a  member  of  the  legisla- 
tive council,  a  lawyer  and  writer  of  note 
who  took  a  prominent  part  in  all  public 
affairs. 

Names  and  addresses  of  pioneers  and 
early  settlers  will  be  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  Department.

All  readers  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries \  who  have  individual  plates, 
are  requested  to  send  them  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  preservation  in  the  collection. 

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under

the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3)  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 


Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  aent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  314 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

NEWS   NOTES  OP  CALIFORNIA    LIBRARIES. 


During  October  Library  43  was  made  up. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  the  month  was 
1433  aQd  the  circulation  4228,  as  follows: 
2191  fiction;  1036  juvenile;  1001  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
studv.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  tor  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
f  1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service. 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request. 

One  library  organizer  made  no  visits 


during  October.  The  other  '  made  15 
visits  to'  12  towns. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  20,  as 
follows:  Al  ham  bra,  Auburn,  Benicia, 
Biggs,  Boulder  Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore, 
Gilroy.  Lincoln,  Monterey,  Oroville, 
Placerville,  Porterville,  Rocklin,  Sa- 
linas, Sausalito,  Suisun,  Ukiah,  Willits, 
and  Willows. 

During  October  a  library  was  estab- 
lished at  Oroville,  Butte  co.,  the  ordi- 
nance having  been  passed  October  8, 
1906.  There  has  been  a  library  in  Oro- 
ville since  1903,  but  it  was  supported  by 
subscriptions,  not  by  taxation. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees  applica- 
tion blank  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  198  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  October 
11  borrowers  were  added.  Total  acces- 
sions are  559  as  follows:  New  York  point 
books,  215;  New  York  point  music,  43; 
Braille  books,  47;  Braille  music,  45; 
Moon  books,  184;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  19;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  month  192  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  83;  Braille, 
26;  Moon,  78;  Boston  line  letter,  3;  ap- 
pliances 1;  maps,  1.  The  books  loaned 
were  divided  by  class  as  follows:  ethics 
and  religion,  13;  science,  14;  useful  arts, 
2;  literature,  24;  fiction,  79;  travel,  his- 
tory, and  biography,  31;  primers,  9; 
music  2;  periodicals,  18. 

Two  applications  for  traveling  libra- 
ries of  embossed  books  have  been  re- 
ceived, one  from  the  Long  Beach  Public 
Library  and  one  from  the  Pomona  Pub- 
lic   Library.     As  Long   Beach   knew   of 
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only  one  borrower  who  would  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  library,  It  was  decided 
that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  send  a 
collection  of  books  there.  Pomona  had 
three  blind  borrowers  to  use  the  books, 
so  a  collection  of  8  books  and  3  pieces  of 
music  was  sent.  They  were  sent,  not 
l>ecause  it  was  considered  that  such  a 
number  of  borrowers  warrant  the  extra 
expense  of  sending  by  express  instead  of 
direct  to  the  blind  borrower  through  the 
mail  free,  but  as  an  experiment  If  hav- 
ing the  books  in  a  community  will  help 
to  locate  other  blind  persons  who  other- 
wise might  not  know  of  the  opportunity 
to  borrow  embossed  books,  it  will  of 
course  be  worth  the  extra  expense  of 
sending  the  books.  It  was  not  intended, 
however,  to  send  libraries  of  books  for  the 
blind  to  such  small  communities,  and 
the  experiment  will  not  be  repeated  if 
this  one  does  not  show  results. 

During  October  two  borrowers  who 
knew  no  type  before  learned  to  read 
Moon.  Two  others,  one  60  years'  old 
and  the  other  41,  who  knew  Moon  before, 
learned  to  read  New  York  point.  All 
four  learned  without  an  instructor. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  20  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  19  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  sent  to  those  re- 
questing it,  in  the  order  requests  are 
received. 

A  new  Circular  and  Finding  list  was 
issued  during  Ma  v. 

Dr  Robert  C.  Moon  has  called  our 
attention  to  an  error  in  the  October 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries.  On 
page  295  it  was  stated  that  the  half  cost 
of  printing  new  books  in  Moon  type  was 
75  cents  for  each  page  of  900  words.  It 
should  have  stated  goo  letters  instead  of 
goo  words. 

Walter  G.   Holmes,  manager  of  The 


Ziegler  Magazine  for  the  Blinds  sent  us 
the  following  clipping  from  the  Brooklyn 
Eagle,  which  he  states  sets  forth  the 
plan  of  the  magazine  fully: 

"Mrs  William  Ziegler,  widow  of  the 
late  capitalist,  authorized  the  announce- 
ment to-day  that  she'  had  decided  to 
found  a  high-class  magazine  for  the 
blind.  The  benefaction,  which  will  in- 
volve the  expenditure  of  at  least  $20,000 
a  year,  and  possibly  more,  is  strictly,  a 
personal  one.  Mrs  Ziegler  will  defray 
all  the  expenses  incident  to  establishing 
and  publishing  the  magazine  from  her 
share  of  her  husband's  estate.  The 
estate  itself  will  not  contribute  a  dollar. 

"It  is  now  hoped  that  the  first  issue  of 
the  magazine  will  be  published  in  two  or 
three  months.  The  present  intention  is 
to  begin  with  an  issue  of  6000  copies  and 
gradually  increase  the  number  until  there 
shall  be  a  copy  for  every  blind  person  in 
the  country  who  is  able  to  read.  Copies 
of  the  magazine  will  also  be  sent  to 
schools  for  the  blind  and  to  circulating 
libraries. 

"The  idea  is  to  make  the  publication 
a  strictly  charitable  enterprise.  No  ad- 
vertisements will  be  sought  and  it  will 
be  sent  to  subscribers  free.  Walter  G. 
Holmes,  who  for  years  has  been  inter- 
ested in  the  blind,  will  be  the  publisher. 
His  office  is  at  193 1  Broadway,  Manhat- 
tan. When  he  reached  his  office  this 
morning  he  found  an  avalanche  of  con- 
gratulatory letters  from  persons  who  had 
been  confidentially  informed  of  the  bene- 
faction. Many  of  them  said  that  they 
were  able  to  pay  for  the  magazine  and 
asked  to  be  permitted  to  send  subscrip- 
tions. Mr  Holmes,  however,  was  inclined 
to  think  that  no  one  would  be  permitted 
to  pay  for  a  copy. 

"The  magazine  is  to  be  called  The 
Ziegler  Magazine  for  the  Blind.  While 
its  immediate  object  is  to  furnish  a  high- 
class  publication  to  those  who  are  unable 
to  distinguish  night  from  day,  the  ulti- 
mate aim  is  to  erect  in  this  city  a  large 
printing  plant  for  the  blind,  in  which 
books  exclusively  for  the  blind  will  be

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printed  and  in  which  blind  persons,  espe- 
cially women,  will  do  as  much  of  the 
work  as  possible.  Temporary  arrange- 
ments for  the  printing  of  the  first  few 
issues  are  now  making  with  a  printing 
establishment  connected  with  a  local 
institution. 

"It  was  more  or  less  by  chance  that 
the  founding  of  the  magazine  came 
about.  A  year  ago  Mr  Holmes,  who 
formerly  lived  in  the  South,  where  he 
now  has  a  blind  brother,  wrote  a  letter 
to  a  Manhattan  newspaper,  in  which  he 
said  it  was  a  pity  that,  with  so  many 
charitable  gifts  being  daily  made,  no  one 
had  thought  of  endowing  some  circulat- 
ing libraries  for  the  blind.  In  the  letter 
he  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
were  about  70,000  blind  persons  in  the 
United  States,  probably  a  quarter  of 
whom  could  read,  but  the  majority  of 
whom  are  so  poor  as  to  make  it  impossi- 
ble for  them  to  buy  the  high-priced 
literature  published  for  the  blind. 

"  Before  the  death  of  William  Ziegler, 
both  he  and  his  wife  had  been  deeply 
interested  in  the  blind.  Mrs  Ziegler  has 
a  very  near  relative  who  is  afflicted,  and 
this  served  to  bring  their  pitiable  condi- 
tion home  to  her  all  the  stronger.  Fre- 
quently Mr  Ziegler  and  she,  so  their 
friends  say,  spoke  of  how  nice  it  would 
be  to  do  something  practical  for  the  in- 
struction and  pleasure  of  the  afflicted. 

"  When  Mrs  Ziegler  read  the  published 
letter  written  by  Mr  Holmes  she  has- 
tened to  get  into  communication  with 
him.  She  told  him  that  she  was  very 
anxious  to  devote  some  of  her  large  in- 
come to  the  blind,  but  she  did  not  like 
the  circulating  library  idea.  Instead, 
she  suggested  the  founding  of  a  maga- 
zine, which  should  be  sent  free  to  the 
literate  blind  all  over  the  country,  and 
offered  to  pay  the  expenses,  not  only  of 
establishing  such  a  publication,  but  of 
printing  and  distributing  it.  Several 
conferences  followed,  as  a  result  of  which 
Mr  Holmes  went  abroad  last  summer  to 
study  the  situation  in  England  and  Scot- 
land. In  those  countries  much  more  is 
done  for  the  blind  than  here.     In  Edin- 


burgh is  published  the  Mora  Jocunda, 
the  leading  magazine  for  the  blind  in  the 
world. 

444 1  examined  all  the  presses  on  the 
other  side,'  said  Mr  Holmes  to  an  Eagle 
reporter  this  morning,  'and  while  I  have 
not  fully  decided  which  type  is  the  best, 
I  am  in  a  position  to  select  discerningly. 
The  new  magazine  will  be  printed  in  both 
the  American  Braille  and  New  York  point. 
I  believe  that,  of  the  blind  who  can  read 
in  this  country,  about  one  third  use  the 
Braille  system  and  the  remaining  two 
thirds  the  New  York  point.  Conse- 
quently we  will  print  our  copies  one 
third  in  Braille  and  two  thirds  in  the 
New  York.  Durable  but  not  expensive 
paper  will  be  used,  and  it  may  be  inter- 
esting to  know  that  this  paper  will  be 
sold  to  the  magazine  by  a  blind  man. 
That  system  will  obtain  so  far  as  possible. 
At  first  we  shall  have  to  have  the  maga- 
zine printed  outside,  but  as  soon  as  we 
have  our  own  plant  we  will  strive  to  have 
as  many  of  the  employees  as  possible 
blind  persons.  They  can  fold  and  do 
work  of  a  similar  nature  just  as  well  as 
persons  who  can  see.  I  hope  to  have  the 
first  issue  out  in  two  or  three  months.  I 
am  now  collecting  the  names  from  the 
census  of  1900  of  all  the  blind  persons 
then  in  the  country  who  could  read,  and 
as  fast  as  I  can  verify  the  addresses  I  will 
put  those  names  on  the  lists.  I  also  wish 
the  public  would  send  to  me  names  of  lit- 
erate blind  to  facilitate  and  expedite  the 
work.  Arrangements  have  already  been 
made  looking  to  having  the  magazine 
carried  as  second-class  matter  through 
the  mails.  A  prominent  Congressman 
has  promised  me  to  introduce  a  bill  to 
that  effect  this  winter,  and  he  says  it  is  a 
moral  certainty  that  it  will  pass.  Mrs 
Ziegler' s  benefaction  is  one  which  only 
the  blind  themselves  can  appreciate. 
That  they  do  appreciate  it  you  may 
judge  from  that  stack  of  congratulatory 
letters  you  see  lying  on  my  desk.'  " 

The  State  Library  has  sent  to  Mr 
Holmes  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
of  the  blind  of  California  that  it  has 
been   able  to   locate.     Any  names  that 
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are  sent  to  the  Books  for  the  Blind  De- 
partment of  this  library  will  be  sent  on 
to  Mr  Holmes  immediately. 

A  pamphlet  in  ink  print  on  "Massage, 
an  occupation  for  the  blind/'  by  Dr 
L.  Webster  Fox,  has  been  received  from 
Dr  Moon,  and  will  be  loaned  to  any  one 
upon  application.

THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  librarian  of  one  of  the  public 
libraries  about  the  Bay  not  long  since 
was  the  recipient  of  a  letter  from  a 
former  resident  of  the  city  of  ashes  in 
which  reference  was  made  to  the  "late" 
Public  Library  of  San  Francisco.  Al- 
though the  institution  is  suffering  from 
a  temporary  eclipse,  it  is  an  error  to 
number  it  among  the  departed.  The 
process  of  rehabilitation  is  going  steadily 
forward   and  there  can  be  no   question 


that  the  library  will,  in  reasonable 
time,  reassume  an  important  position 
among  the  public  libraries  of  the  West. 
There  is,  however,  no  escape  from  the 
fact  that  the  calamity  of  April  18 
abruptly  ended  the  first  chapter — shall  I 
call  it  the  first  volume  ? — of  the  library's 
history.  The  growth  and  accumulations 
of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  were 
effaced  as  completely  as  though  the 
earth  had  actually  opened  and  swallowed 
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them.  The  fateful  date,  April  i8,  marks 
the  end  of  one  era  and  commencement 
of  another. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has 
been  strongly  identified  with  the  public 
library  interests  of  the  State.  The  law 
permitting  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  tax-supported  libraries  in 
California  had  its  inception  in  the  move- 
ment on  the  part  of  certain  public- 
spirited  citizens  to  provide  for  a  public 
library  in  San  Francisco.  The  meeting 
of  the  American  Library  Association, 
held  here  in  1891,  was  in  response  to  the 
invitation  extended  by  the  trustees  and 
librarian  of  that  library.  Again,  in  1895, 
its  librarian  was  the  prime  mover  in  the 
organization  of  what  has  now  grown  to 
be  the  California  Library  Association. 
In  various  ways  the  methods  and  ex- 
perience of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  have  been  utilized  for  the  benefit 
of  similar  institutions  throughout  the 
State. 

In  its  organization  and  administration 
this  library  has  some  features  which 
differentiate  it  from  others  of  its  class. 
In  the  first  place  its  board  of  trustees  is 
a  self-perpetuating  body  whose  members 
hold  for  life.  The  membership  of  the 
board  has  always  been  of  an  exception- 
ally high  character.  Their  long  tenure 
and  close  attention  to  matters  pertaining 
to  library  affairs  have  given  the  trustees 
an  unusual  grasp  on  administrative 
details.  Although  not  unprogressive, 
they  have  been  conservative,  and  their 
course  has  been  held  true  to  ideals 
deliberately  established  and  steadfastly 
maintained. 

Another  condition  which  undoubtedly 
exerted  considerable  influence  during  its 
formative  period  in  shaping  its  policy 
was  its  relative  isolation.  No  other 
library  west  of  the  Missouri  River  pre- 
sented quite  the  same  problems  for  solu- 
tion. Even  among  the  libraries  on  the 
Coast  there  was  little  community  of 
interest  or  interchange  of  ideas  prior  to 
the  organization  of  the  Library  Associ- 
ation in  1895,  so  each  institution  practi- 
cally worked  out  its  own  salvation.  | 


The  library  has  always  been  fortunate 
[  in  the  composition  of  its  book  com  mi  t- 
|  tee.  Trustees  peculiarly  well  fitted  by 
experience  and  training  to  perform  the 
'  duties  pertaining  to  the  position  have 
been  placed  on  this  committee,  which 
I  for  years  has  undergone  few  changes  in 
I  personnel.  The  library  was  built  up 
under  the  supervision  of  this  committee, 
and  while  the  demands  of  popular  taste 
were  not  disregarded,  ideals  were  never 
sacrificed,  and  at  the  time  of  its  destruc- 
tion it  contained  an  exceptionally  large 
proportion  of  valuable  material.  Par- 
ticular attention  has  always  been  given 
to  the  acquisition  of  books  relating  to 
western  America.  Works  of  this  char- 
acter were  more  readily  obtained  twenty- 
five  years  ago  than  they  are  now.  By 
consistently  taking  advantage  of  all 
opportunities  to  pick  up  desirable  books 
here  and  there,  and  by  the  purchase  of 
•  ertain  private  libraries,  as  for  instance 
the  collection  of  the  late  Thomas  E. 
Slevin,  a  collector  of  Pacific  Coast  travel 
and  history,  the  library  had  amassed  an 
excellent  collection  of  books  of  this  sort. 
In  other  departments  of  literature  special- 
ization was  not  attempted;  the  ideal 
being  to  maintain  a  good  working  col- 
lection, well  rounded  and  containing  the 
best  available  writings  of  every  subject 
properly  within  its  scope.  On  April  18 
there  were  in  the  Main  Library  127,885 
volumes.  All  that  is  now  left  of  the 
collection  is  comprised  in  some  2,500 
books  which  were  in  the  possession  of 
borrowers  at  the  time  of  the  fire  and 
which  have  since  been  returned. 

The  library  was  classified  according  to 
the  decimal  system,  an  early  form  of 
which  had  been  adopted  at  the  begin- 
ning. The  catalog  was  kept  up  on  the 
dictionary  plan,  but  in  the  presentation 
thereof  the  library  unfortunately  went  off 
on  a  tangent,  and  it  was  not  until  1902 
that  it  was  brought  into  line  with  other 
users  of  the  card  system.  Printed  find- 
ing lists  were  issued  in  1880,  1882,  and 
1884  respectively,  while  in  1888  the  first 
part  of  an  exhaustive  catalog  modeled 
after  that  of  Peabody  Institute  was  issued.

It  covered  the  accessions  of  the  years 
1884  to  1888,  and  was  followed  in  189 1  by 
an  elaborate  classified  catalog  of  English 
prose  fiction.  The  two  latter  proved 
very  expensive,  and  since  1891  the  prac- 
tice has  been  to  issue  class  finding  lists. 
The  library's  report  for  1904  contains  a 
complete  list  of  its  published  catalogs. 
Beginning  with  1895  the  library  has  pub- 
lished a  monthly  bulletin  of  accessions, 
together  with  selected  bibliographies  and 
reading  Hits.  This  has  appeared  with 
great  regularity  from  the  start,  but  owing 
to  the  exigencies  of  the  times  it  was  sus- 
pended for  the  five  months  succeeding 
last  April.  Publication  was  resumed 
with  the  October  issue,  however — another 
illustration  of  the  library's  vitality.  In- 
asmuch as  all  the  records  in  the  library, 
such  as  card  catalogs,  accessions  lists,  and 
shelf  lists  were  destroyed,  the  only  guide 
to  the  contents  of  the  collection  now 
consists  of  the  printed  catalogs  and,  the 
Bulletin.     These  cover  the  entire  collec- 


tion, with  the  exception  of  the  accessions 
for  the  years  from  1888  to  1894. 

An  important  part  of  the  system  are 
the  branches  and  stations  which  were 
inaugurated  with  the  Mission  Branch  in 
1888.  This  method  of  placing  books 
within  reach  of  residents  of  all  sections  of 
the  city  has  been  developed  and  extended 
as  rapidly  as  the  means  available  per- 
mitted, and  the  results  have  been  emi- 
nently satisfactory.  The  circulation 
through  these  agencies  gradually  in- 
creased until  their  combined  use  ex- 
ceeded that  of  the  Main  Library.  Thus 
in  1905,  out  of  a  home  circulation  of 
830,225,  there  were  445,801  books  issued 
through  the  branches  and  stations. 
There  were  six  of  the  former  and  eight 
of  the  latter.  Unfortunately  two  of 
each  were  destroyed  by  the  April  confla- 
gration. 

During  the  period  of  its  infancy  the 
use  of  the  library  was  hedged  about  by 
many  restrictions,  but  all  found  unneces-

sary  were  gradually  withdrawn.  Since 
1895  the  open  shelf  system  has  been  op- 
erative in  the  branches,  while  at  the 
Main  the  "select  library"  system  was 
adopted  in  1898.  From  10,000  to  12,000 
volumes  especially  suitable  for  popular 
use  were  placed  on  open  shelves,  and 
the  plan  worked  successfully  from  the 
library's  point  of  view  as  well  as  from 
that  of  the  reader. 

Although  the  deficiency  is  in  a  fair 
way  of  being  supplied,  the  library  has 
never  yet  been  adequately  housed.  Its 
original  home  was  in  Pacific  Hall,  on 
Bush  street,  near  Kearny.  It  was  re- 
moved in  1888  to  the  Larkin-street  wing 
of  the  City  Hall,  and  again  in  1893  to 
the  northeast  wing  of  the  same  building, 
where  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  fire. 
Bonds  have  been  voted  for  a  new  build- 
ing to  cost,  exclusive  of  the  site,  the 
sum  of  $1,000,000.  The  site  has  been 
purchased  and   it  is  expected  that  the 


construction  of  the  building  will  shortly 
be   undertaken.      Through   the   munifi- 
cence of  ex-Mayor  Phelan  and  Andrew 
B.  McCreery  two  buildings  were  erected 
for  the   use   of  branch   libraries.     The 
Phelan    Branch,   on   Fourth   and    Clara 
streets,   suffered   by   the  April  disaster, 
and  the   place   where  it  stood  is   now 
!  marked   only   by   an   unsightly   pile  of 
1  bricks.     The  McCreery  Branch,  on  Six- 
teenth street,    was  damaged  but   little, 
and  at  this  writing  it  is  the  headquarters 
J  for  the  entire  system. 

The  relations  of  the  library  board  with 

I  the  municipal  authorities  have  for  the 

I  most  part  been  most  cordial.     There  is 

a  tradition  that  one  board  of  supervisors 

I  attempted  to  reduce  the  annual  library 

I  appropriation  to  a  point  that  meant  the 

closing  of  some  of  the  branches.     The 

next    session    of    the    supervisors    was 

attended  by  a  large  delegation  of  angry 

citizens  from  the  affected  districts,  and 
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the  proposed  cut  was  not  made.  The 
city  charter,  since  adopted,  gives  the 
library  an  assured  income  of  not  less 
than  one  and  one  half  cents  on  each  $100 
of  valuation.  In  1905  the  fund  from  this 
source  amounted  to  $75,490. 

Shortly  after  the  establishment  of  the 
library  Frederic  Beecher  Perkins  was 
called  to  the  post  of  librarian.  He  came 
with  considerable  experience  in  library 
matters,  particularly  in  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Library,  and  held  the  position  until 
1887,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  John 
Vance  Cheney.  In  1894  Mr  Cheney  be- 
came the  librarian  of  the  Newberry  Li- 
brary of  Chicago,  and  since  that  date 
the  position  has  been  filled  by  George  T. 
Clark.  Mr  Clark  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  California,  where  for  a 
time  he  was  assistant  librarian.  From 
there  he  went  to  the  California  State  Li- 
brary as  deputy  librarian,  whence    he 


came  to  San  Francisco  as  Mr  Cheney's 
successor. 

In  writing  much  of  this  sketch  it  has 
been  necessary  to  use  the  past  tense. 
But  although  the  trunk  has  been  cut  off, 
the  branches  survive,  and  through  them 
the  library  tree  will  again  take  root  and 
make  a  new  and  vigorous  growth.

Trustees'  Section. 

The  membership  roll  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  year  shows  an  increased 
number  of  library  and  trustee  member- 
ships. On  June  8,  1906,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Fourth  District  a  trustees'  section  of 
the  District  was  formed,  with  Mr  H.  E. 
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Harris  of  Whittier  as  President  and  Mrs 
Beatrice  S.  Schwan  of  Pomona  as  Secre- 
tary. The  response  to  the  Association's 
recent  circular  to  trustees  has  been  very 
gratifying,  and  everything  seems  to 
point  to  an  awakening  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  trustees  and  an  increasing 
sense  of  the  importance  of  their  work. 
At  the  annual  meeting  the  illustrative 
exhibits  and  papers  read  will  be  of  in- 
terest to  trustees  as  well  as  to  librarians 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  attendance  of 
trustees  will  be  unusually  large.  Al- 
ready several  from  the  north  as  well  as  j 
from  the  southern  part  of  the  State  have 
planned  to  attend.  A  program  for  the 
trustees'  section  will  be  arranged. 

Rates. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company,  the 
Santa  Fe\  and  the  San  Pedro  and  Salt 
Lake  Railroad  have  made  a  rate  of  one 
lowest  first-class  fare  and  one  third  from 
all  points  in  California,  including  Reno, 
Nevada,  if  fifty  or  more  attend.  Dele- 
gates should  buy  tickets  to  Redlands, 
one  way,  being  careful  to  secure  certifi- 
cates from  ticket  agent  at  that  time. 
Tickets  will  be  on  sale  for  the  going 
trip  ten  days  prior  to  and  during  the 
convention,  and  certificates,  after  having 
been  properly  vis£d  by  the  Secretary, 
will  be  honored  by  the  ticket  agent  at 
Redlands  for  return  tickets  at  one  third 
lowest  first-class  rate,  if  presented 
within  seventy-two  hours  after  the  close 
of  the  convention. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby 
a  stop-over  of  one  day  will  be  allowed  on 
the  return  trip  at  Dolgeville,  that  attend- 
ants may  visit  Pasadena.  If  a  stop-over  in 
Los  Angeles  is  desired,  an  extension  of 
the  tickets  for  not  more  than  seventy- 
two  hours  may  be  had  by  personal  appli- 
cation to  Mr  T.  A.  Graham  at  the  city 
office  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
in  Los  Angeles.  If  further  stop-over 
privileges  are  desired  special  tickets  must 
be  purchased  on  which  stop-overs  will 
be  allowed  on  the  going  trip  only.

The  Casa  Loma  Hotel  will  be  head- 
quarters in  Redlands.

Cheaper  rates 
may  be  secured  at  other  hotels,  if  de- 
sired. The  price  of  the  annual  dinner 
will  be  $1.50  per  plate.

The  response  to  the  Association's  re- 
cent circular  to  the  library  trustees  of 
the  State  in  regard  to  the  annual  meeting 
at  Redlands  has  been  very  gratifying. 
The  librarians  of  the  public  libraries  of 
Sacramento,  Santa  Rosa,  Alameda,  Oak- 
land, Berkeley,  San  Francisco,  San  Luis 
Obispo,  Fresno,  Pomona,  Covina,  San 
Diego,  Santa  Barbara,  San  Bernardino, 
Pasadena,  Hanford,  Glendale,  and  Los 
Angeles,  and  of  the  libraries  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  and  Leland  Stan- 
ford Junior  University  have  been  heard 
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from,  and  are  planning  to  attend  the 
meeting,  in  most  cases  with  expenses  paid 
by  the  libraries.  There  will  probably 
be  a  delegation  of  eight  from  the  State 
Library,  and  many  other  libraries,  es- 
pecially those  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State,  will  be  represented  by  several 
members  of  their  staffs.  Trustees  from 
Chico,  Anaheim,  San  Rafael,  Highland, 
Watson  ville,  San  Bernardino,  Pomona, 
and  Pasadena  have  so  far  signified  their 
intention  of  attending  the  meeting.     The 


trustees  of  the  State  Library  will  be 
present  and  will  hold  their  monthly 
meeting  in  Redlands. 

Altogether  the  prospects  are  bright 
for  having  one  of  the  most  successful 
meetings  in  the  history-  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  all  persons 
expecting  to  attend  the  meeting  should 
notify  the  Secretary  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  Secretary  will  gladly  answer  any 
questions  in  regard  to  the  meeting.

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

Among  recent  Government  publica- 
tions of  special  interest  to  California  is 
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Water  Supply  and  Irrigation  Paper  No. 
181  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey, 
Geology  and  Water  Resources  of  Owen's 
Valley,  California.  It  coutains,  among 
other  things,  a  map  of  the  valley  and 
several  fine  half-tones,  showing  land- 
scape views  in  the  district.  Apply  to 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  Washing- 
ton, IX  C. 

Every  public  library  ought  to  have 
on  file  the  following  pamphlets  re- 
cently issued  by  the  General  Land  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C,  from  which  they 
may  be  obtained  :

Among  pamphlets  recently  received 
are  a  number  on  forestry  from  the  Seccion 
de  Aguas  i  Bosques  of  the  Ministry  of 
Industries  in  Santiago  de  Chile.  It  ap- 
pears from  them  that  this  southern 
country  is  troubled  with  problems  very 
much  like  our  own  in  regard  to  protec- 
tion of  forests  and  watersheds.  In  ad- 
dition, a  letter  from  Senor  Pederico  Al- 
bert, chief  of  the  section,  appeals  to 
foresters  and  others  in  this  country  to 
assist  him  in  replacing  the  large  and 
valuable  collection  of  woods,  tree  seeds 
and  other  forestal  specimens,  which  was 
possessed  by  his  department,  but  de- 
stroyed during  the  recent  earthquake. 

In  addition  to  the  forestal  pamphlets 
just  mentioned  there  is  also  one  on  the 
cultivation  of  the  olive  (in  Spanish), 
which  may  be  of  interest  to  some  or- 
chardists.  It  may  be  had  gratuitously 
by  writing  to  the  office  above  mentioned. 
The  Chilean  government  seems  to  be  as 


liberal  as  our  country  in  the  matter  of 
free  distribution  of  its  publications. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  tfye  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  wajr  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
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the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  headi  ng  and  book  number. 
During  the  month  of  Nove/uber  324 
volumes  were  cataloged,  adding  2448 
cards  to  the  catalog. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
withVeference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Only  a  limited  number  of  cards  have 
been  received  during  the  month,  the 
most  notable  being  that  of  Governor 
Henry  Huntley  Haight. 

Governor  Haight  arrived  in  California 
in  January,  1850,  and  soon  became  identi- 
fied with  the  political  life  of  the  State. 
He  was  elected  Governor  in  1867  by  the 
Democratic  party  and  served  one  term. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Yale  University,  a 
man  of  culture  and  a  lawyer  of  ability, 
continuing  in  practice  until  the  time  of 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  San  Fran- 
cisco September,  1878. 

Another  interesting  card  is  that  of 
Clinton  De  Forest.  Mr  De  Forest  is 
still  living  at  Susanville,  Lassen  County. 
He  came  to  California  in  1843  with  Fre- 
mont, and  relates  many  interesting 
events  of  the  journey.  He  also  hunted 
with  Kit  Carson  near  Bent's  Fort  in  1841. 

Daniel   McLaughlin  of  San  Jose"   ar- 


rived in  1845  and  has  in  his  possession  a 
medal  struck  off  by  an  act  of  Congress 
in  recognition  of  the  part  taken  by  him 
in  the  conquest  of  California. 

Many   other    cards    contain    valuable 
1  historical  facts. 

The  work  could  be  greatly  facilitated 
if  readers  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  would  send  us  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  early  settlers  identified  with 
the  history  of  their  own  localities.

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3J Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  n\ay  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 


The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  319 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

During  November  Library  44  was 
made  up. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  the  month  was 
2139  and  the  circulation  4353,  as  follows: 
2399  fiction;  1064  juvenile;  890  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  (or  less)  books  must  be 

?aid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service, 
his  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
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cause  these  books  are  sent  oat  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those -already  established  and  to. 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annnal  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request. 

One  library  organizer  made  no  visits 
during  November.  The  other  made  6 
visits  to  4  towns  for  the  purpose  ■  of 
assisting  with  library  plans,  assisting 
librarians  in  reorganizing  libraries,  etc. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  20,  as 
follows:  Alhambra,  Auburn,  Benicia, 
Biggs,  Boulder  Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore, 
Gilroy.  Lincoln,  Monterey,  Oroville, 
Placerville,  Porterville,  Rocklin,  Sa- 
linas, Sausalito,  Suisun,  Ukiah,  Willits, 
and  Willows. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees'  applica- 
tion blank  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book   was  loaned  June   13, 


'  1905.  There  are  now  208  blind  borrow- 
I  ers,  scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  November 
10  borrowers  were  added.  Total  acces- 
sions are  565  as  follows:  New  York  point 
t  books,  215;  New  York  point  music,  43; 
I  Braille  books,  52;  Braille  music,  45; 
Moon  books,  185;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  19;  Appliances,  3;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  month  179  books  were  loaned, 
as  follows:  New  York  point,  53;  Braille, 
35;  Moon,  81;  Boston  line  letter,  10;  ap- 
pliances o;  maps,  o.  The  books  loaned 
were  divided  by  class  as  follows:  ethics 
and  religion,  10;  science,  8;  useful  arts, 
o;  literature,  21;  fiction,  75;  travel,  his- 
tory, and  biography,  36;  primers,  5;

Besides  these, 
there  are  19  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  sent  to  those  re- 
questing it,  in  the  order  requests  are 
received.

JOHN  T.   DOYLE. 

As  the  success  of  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library  was  largely  due  to  John  T. 
Doyle's  active  and  intelligent  interest,  it  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  Mr  Doyle 
should  be  given  a  prominent  place  in  this  issue,  the  special  feature  of  which  is  the 
law  libraries  of  California. 

John  T.  Doyle,  the  eminent  attorney,  was  born  in  New  York  in  1819. 
In  the  early  fifties  he  came  to  California  and  at  once  entered  on  the 
practice  of  his  profession.  His  unusual  abilities,  great  force  of  char- 
acter and  unwavering  devotion  to  his  clients*  interests  brought  him  at 
once  to  the  front  and  he  took,  a  leading  position  at  the  Bar.  Until  the 
time  of  his  retirement  from  active  practice — a  few  years  ago — he  was 
one  of  the  great  leaders  of  his  "profession.  His  name  is  prominently 
connected  with  some  of  the  most  important  litigation  in  the  State. 

Mr  Doyle  was  always  a  very  public-spirited  man  and  his  numerous 
professional  and  private  duties  did  not  prevent  him  from  giving  gen- 
erously of  his  time  in  all  matters  wherein  the  public  welfare  was 
concerned. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  San  Francisco  Law  Library.  From 
its  inception  until  the  time  of  his  death  a  few  weeks  ago,  he  was  con- 
nected with  the  institution  in  the  capacity  of  trustee  or  president.  He 
was  always  a  member  of  the  book  committee  and  under  his  wise  min- 
istration, the  Library  grew  along  all  lines  of  legal  literature  until  it 
became  recognized  throughout  the  United  States  as  one  of  the  greatest 
institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Mr  Doyle,  full  of  years  and  honors,  had  been  living  quietly  at  his 
home  in  Menlo  Park,  enjoying  ttie  fruits  of  a  well  governed  and  well- 
ordered  life,  until  a  few  weeks  ago  when  he  was  stricken  with  pneu- 
monia.    He  died  December  23,  1906. 
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LAW  LIBRARIES  OF  CALIFORNIA. 


In  October,  blanks  were  sent  to  all  of  the  public 
libraries  of  California,  and  to  all  known  law 
libraries,  both  public  and  private,  asking  for  in- 
formation about  law  collections.  The  following 
information  has  been  sent  in  response  to  this 
request.  All  places  not  mentioned  in  the  list 
have  either  reported  no  law  books  or  have  sent 
no  information  on  the  subject.  The  libraries  are 
listed  by  towns  in  which  they  are  located,  the 
county  law  libraries,  where  they  exist,  being 
located  always  in  the  county  seat.

ft In  1 89 1  a  law  was  enacted  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  county  law  libraries  Under 
this  law  when  the  first  papers  of  any  civil  action, 
proceeding  or  appeal  are  filed  in  the  superior 
court  of  any  county,  the  party  instituting  the 
proceeding  is  required  to  pay  the  clerk  of  the 
court  $1.00  as  costs,  and  the  money  so  collected  is 
designated  as  the  "  Law  Library  Fund,"  and  is  to 
be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  law  books  and 
periodicals  and  in  the  maintenance  of  a  county 
law  library.  The  management  of  these  libraries 
is  intrusted  to  a  board  of  trustees  of  five  mem- 
bers, constituted  as  follows : 

In  counties  where  there  are  only  three  superior 
judges  they  are  ex-officio  trustees,  as  is  also  the 
president  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  The  board 
of  supervisors  appoints  a  member  of  the  Bar  of 
the  county  as  the  fifth  member  of  the  board.  In  a 
county  where  there  are  more  than  three  superior 
judges  the  judges  of  the  county  elect  three  of 
their  members  to  serve  as  such  trustees,  other- 
wise the  board  is  the  same  as  the  one  described 
above.  In  a  county  where  there  are  less  than 
three  superior  judges,  the'  board  of  supervisors 
appoints  sufficient  members  of  the  Bar  to  make 
up  the  requisite  number  of  trustees. 

The  trustees  have  full  power  to  manage  the

The  libraries  are  free  to  the  judiciary  and 
county  officials,  but  the  trustees  may  impose  such 
dues  as  they  see  fit  for  the  use  of  the  library  br- 
others. 

The  Secretary  of  State  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  send  to  the  county  clerk  of  each 
county  for  the  use  of  the  county  library  a  copy 
of  each  publication  issued  by  the  State,  including 
a  copy  of  the  Supreme  Court  Reports,  and  of  the 
statutes  of  the  state. 

In  1895  the  law  was  amended  by  adding  a  sec- 
tion providing  for  the  discontinuance  of  county 
law  libraries.  The  amendment  provides  that 
whenever  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county 
desires  to  discontinue  the  law  library,  it  shall  by 
ordinance  declare  its  intention,  provide  that  the 
books  in  the  library  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
chambers  of  the  judges  of  the  superior  court, 
and  any  money  in  the  library  fund  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  school  fund.  After  such  an  ordi- 
nance takes  effect  the  county  clerk  ceases  to 
collect  the  fees  provided  for  in  the  original  act . 

The  full  text  of  the  law  and  of  the  amendment 
may  be  found  in  the  Statutes  of  California  for 
1891,  page  430.  and  1895,  page  46.

In  1886  a  number  of 
lawyers  organized  a  corporation;  some 
paid  money  for  shares,  and  others  con- 
tributed books  for  which  shares  were 
issued  at  the  market  value  of  the  books. 
In  this  manner  a  large  and  very  useful 
library  was  established,  and  was  in  active 
and  beneficial  operation  at  the  time  the 
county  took  it  over  from  the  corporation. 
Books  to  the  value  of  about  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  had  been  gathered.  There 
were  fairly  complete  sets  of  state  re- 
ports. The  books  of  this  corporation 
were  the  foundation  of  the  present  public 
law  library.  At  the  time  of  the  transfer, 
the  shareholders  of  the  corporation 
had  issued  to  them  certificates  which 
entitled  them  to  free  use  of  the  library 
for  about  ten  years.  This  period  has 
long  since  expired."

The 
library  was  originally  a  private  corpora- 
tion. By  Chapter  173  of  the  laws  of 
1870,  a  plan  was  provided  by  which  the 
library  became  a  public  institution.  It 
is  managed  by  a  board  of  trustees  com- 
posed of  the  mayor,  the  judges  of  the 
district  (now  superior)  courts  of  the  city 
and  county,  and  seven  members  elected 
by  the  share  holders.  Share  holders  are 
those  who  have  paid  $100  in  gold  coin 
into  the  library  fund.  They,  the  judges, 
and  certain  designated  municipal  officers 
have  free  use  of  the  library,  all  others 
are  liable  to  semiannual  payments  not 
to  exceed  $2.50  a  month,  as  fixed  by  the 
trustees.  Further  funds  are  derived 
from  $1  fees  for  filing  papers  in  civil 
suits.  Rooms  must  be  provided  by  the 
city  and  county.  An  amendment  (Chap- 
ter 53,  laws  of  1880)  restricts  the  number 
of  trustees  to  the  four  judges  of  the 
superior  court  having  the  shortest  term 
to  serve.  Annual  income  about  $12,000, 
received  from  subscriptions,  fees  and 
appropriations  by  City.  Any  one  who  is 
a  member  of  the  Bar  may  become  a  life 
member  on  the  payment  of  $100.  The 
dues  are  $15  a  year.  John  T.  Doyle, 
president  of  the  library  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  December  23,  1906,  was 
actively  associated  with  the  library 
from  the  beginning  and  its  success  was 
largely  due  to  his  active  and  intelligent 
interest  (see  page  3).  Was  located  in 
City  Hall  up  to  April  18,  1906,  and  was 
open  week  days  from  9  a.  m.  to  11  p.  m., 
Sundays  from  10  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

Before  the  library  was  destroyed  last 
April  there  were  about  45,000  vols.,  of 
which  about  4000  were  text  books;  re- 
ports of  all  states  and  territories;  re- 
porter system ;  statutes  of  all  states  and 
territories;    4750  vols,   of  English   and 


other  reports;  3750  vols,  of  periodicals. 
Since  the  fire  about  8000  vols,  have  been 
collected,  of  which  about  500  are  text 
books;  reporter  system;  reports  and 
statutes  of  all  states  ordered,  of  which 
those  of  25  have  been  received.  The 
library  is  temporarily  located  at  Temple 
Sherith  Israel,  California  and  Webster 
streets.  When  the  library  is  again  given 
adequate  quarters  it  will  be  rapidly  re- 
placed.

As  the  extra 
session  of  the  Legislature  held  in  June, 
1906, made  no  extra  appropriation  for  the 
Supreme  Court  Library,  the  fund  is  not 
large  enough  to  replace  immediately 
much  of  what  was  lost.  The  extensive 
and  valuable  collection  of  bound  volumes 
of  records  of  the  court  from  earlier  days 
can  not  be  replaced.  At  present  there 
are  the  Northwestern  and  fragmentary 
portions  of  Northeastern  and  Federal 
and  Southwestern  reporter;  statutes  of 
California  ;  no  English  or  other  foreign 
reports;  American  law  review  and 
Green  bag.  Located  temporarily  at  the 
corner  of  Sutter  and  Franklin  streets. 

Court  op  Appear  Library.  A.  W. 
Johnson,  Clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court, 
First  District,  states  that  there  is  no 
Court  of  Appeal  library  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  Justices  use  the  library  of 
the  Supreme  Court. 

Hastings  College  of  Law  has 
never  had  a  library  of  its  own,  as  it  has 
always  had  the  use  of  the  San  Francisco 
Law  Library. 

Before  the  fire  there  were  fine  law 
libraries  in  the  Parrott  Building,  the 
Spreckels  Building,  the  Crossley  Build- 
ing, the  Mills  Building,  all  of  which 
were  destroyed.

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer.

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

In  a  recent  decision  (Spires  vs.  City  of 
Los  Angeles,  32  California  Decisions,  297) 
the  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  the 
erection  of  a  building  for  library  pur- 
poses comes  fairly  within  the  uses  to 
which  land  dedicated  or  granted  as  a 
public  pleasure  ground  may  be  put. 
;  This  was  a  case  where  the  city  itself 
dedicated  land  which  it  held  in  fee.  The 
question  is  whether  the  same  rule  would 
hold  good  where  land  has  been  donated 
to  a  municipality  for  park  purposes  by 
private  parties;  but  the  reasoning  and 
precedents  on  which  the  decision  is  based 
lead  evidently  to  the  belief  that  in  such 
a  case  the  same  ruling  would  be  made. 
Under  this  decision,  municipalities  con- 
templating the  building  of  libraries  may, 
therefore,  if  they  choose,  erect  them  on 
land  held  for  park  purposes.  The  court 
J  is  particular,  however,  to  warn  them 
I  that  they  must  not,  under  the  guise  of  a 
I  library,  use  such  buildings  for  genera 
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administrative  purposes,  such  as  police 
stations,  engine  houses,  offices,  or,  as  in 
the  case  at  bar,  a  meeting  place  for  the 
Board  of  Education.

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  "to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Company  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  *  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 


Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  t>f  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  the  month  of  December  270 
volumes  were  cataloged,  adding  850 
cards  to  the  catalog. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs.

The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Among  the  cards  received  during  De- 
cember are  many  of  unusual  interest. 
That  of  Eugene  Casserly,  United  States 
senator,  member  of  Constitutional  Con- 
vention and  an  attorney  of  note,  is 
worthy  of  special  mention,  as  is  also  the 
card  of  Dr  Enoch  Homer  Pardee,  father 
of  ex-Govern  or  George  C.  Pardee.  Hon . 
Prank  J.  Sullivan  sends  data  regarding 
his  father,  John  Sullivan.  Mr  Sullivan 
arrived  in  California  in  1844  with  the 
Murphy  party,  and  during  his  long  life 
was  closely  identified  with  all  of  the  best 
interests  of  the  State. 

Among  those  who  came  before  the 
"days  of  gold"  is  Andrew  J.  Hudson. 
He  reached  California  in  1845  and  is  still 
living  in  San  Luis  Obispo  county.  His 
account  of  the  Bear  Flag  episode  is  of 
great  interest. 

Bird  Tucker,  of  Calistoga,  came  in 
1846,  while  the  list  of  "49ers"  contains 
many  names  familiar  to  all  Californians. 
We  note  those  of  William  H.  Morton, 
Dr  Lewis  C.  Gunn,  Frederick  Morton 
and  Col.  Benjamin  F.  Moore.  The  latter 
was  a  member  of  the  first  Constitutional 
Convention,  also  of  the  first  legislature. 

Mrs  L.  A.  Bailey,  a  pioneer  woman, 
who  taught  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  in 
our  public  schools,  sends  much  valuable 
information.

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3Y  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kerjt  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  322 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  the  month  was 
1800  and  the  circulation  5040,  as  follows: 
2709  fiction;  1154  juvenile;  1177  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 
paid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service. 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  are  now  four  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  Flor- 
ence, Italy,  and  Russia  and  Japan. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
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encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries, 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request. 

No  visits  made  by  library  organizers 
during  December. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  20,  as 
follows:  Alhambra,  Auburn,  Benicia, 
Biggs,  Boulder  Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore, 
Gilroy.  Lincoln,  Monterey,  Oroville, 
Placerville,  Porterville,  Rocklin,  Sa- 
linas, Sausalito,  Suisun,  Ukiah,  Willits, 
and  Willows. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  that  can  vouch  for  at 
least  5  borrowers,  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees'  applica- 
tion blank  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  212  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  December 
7  borrowers  were  added.  During  1906,  3 
borrowers  were  lost  by  death.  Total  ac- 
cessions are  569,  as  follows:  New  York 
point  books,  213;  New  York  point  music, 
43;  Braille  books,  52;  Braille  music,  45; 
Moon  books,  186;  Boston  line  letter 
books,  21;  Ink  print  books,  3;  Appli- 
ances, 3;  Maps,  3.  During  the  month  190 
books  were  loaned,  as  follows :  New  York 
point,  69;  Braille,  23;  Moon,  86;  Boston 
line  letter,  10;  Ink  print  books,  1;  Appli- 
ances o;    Maps,   1.     The  books  loaned 


were  divided  by  class  as  follows:  ethics 
and  religion,  11;  science,  15;  useful  arts, 
1;  literature,  25;  fiction,  88;  travel,  his- 
tory, and  biography,  22;  primers,  8; 
music  3;  periodicals,  17. 

During  December  four  borrowers 
learned  to  read  Moon;  two  of  these  knew 
no  type  before;  one  knew  Braille  and 
the  other  knew  New  York  point,  Braille 
and  Boston  line  letter. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  22  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  21  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

During  the  month  three  books  were 
received  as  gifts:  In  ink  print,  Massage, 
an  occupation  for  the  blind,  the  gift  of 
the  author,  Dr  L.  Webster  Fox,  of  Phil- 
adelphia; in  Boston  line  letter,  The 
guide  to  spelling  for  the  blind,  and  Select 
poetry,  the  gifts  of  I.  B.  Worrell,  of 
Pasadena.

The  invitation  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  California  Library  Association  at  Redlands  was  received 
by  Jov  Lichtenstein,  then  President  of  the  Association,  from  Miss  Antoinette  M.  Humphreys, 
librarian  of  the  A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library,  in  a  letter  dated  November  29,  1905.  This  invitation 
was  turned-over  to  Mr  Gillis  when  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Association,  and  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  held  in  Berkeley,  October  12, 1906,  it  was  accepted  for  the  annual  meeting, 
January  3  and  4,  1907.

In  addition  to  the  regular  committees 
required  by  the  constitution,  the  Presi- 
dent has  this  year  appointed  four  others. 
The  committee  on  Conditions  of  Libra- 
rians will  inquire  into  the  salaries,  work- 
ing hours,  vacations,  etc.,  of  the  library 
workers  of  the  State.  By  comparing 
these  conditions  with  those  of  other  town 
and  city  employees,  especially  those 
engaged  in  other  lines  of  educational 
work,  it  will  be  possible  to  arrive  at  a 
conclusion  as  to  whether  librarians  are 
being  adequately  paid  for  their  services. 
A  member  from  each  of  the  four  districts 
has  been  appointed,  with  a  chairman 
representing  the  State  at  large. 
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The  committee  on  Cooperation  among 
Libraries  will  inquire  into  the  opportu- 
nities for  cooperative  work  among  the 
libraries  of  the  State.  There  is  a  general 
chairman  and  four  sub-committees  on 
special  lines  of  work,  each  with  its  own 
chairman.  The  report  of  this  important 
committee  will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

Much  attention  is  now  paid  to  the 
decoration  of  school  rooms  and  libraries 
and  the  educational  value  of  a  fine 
picture  is  realized  as  never  before.  Often 
when  there  is  a  small  fund  available  for 
the  purchase  of  pictures  the  librarian  is 
at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  spend  it  most 
wisely.  The  committee  on  Pictures  for 
Libraries^  each  member  of  which  was 
chosen  because  of  special  knowledge  and 
interest  in  this  subject,  will  be  glad  to 
give  suggestions  as  to  suitable  pictures, 
with  information  as  to  prices.  A  recom- 
mended list  will  be  submitted  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  and  in  the  meantime  each 
member  can  be  consulted  individually. 

Several  members  of  the  Association 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  have  a  pin 
that  might  be  worn  at  the  meetings  and 
elsewhere.  The  committee  on  C.  L.  A. 
Pin  will  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
submit  designs  and  prices  from  which  a 
selection  may  be  made. 

The  committees  on  Relation  between 
Schools  and  Libraries  and  List  of  Books 
for  Children^  which  were  appointed  last 
year  as  joint  committees  of  this  Associ- 
ation and  the  California  State  Teachers' 
Association,  have  been  continued  for 
another  year. 

The  President  of  the  Association  is 
convinced  that  much  of  the  success  of 
an  association  depends  upon  the  faithful- 
ness with  which  its  committee  work  is 
done,  and  he  takes  this  opportunity  to 
thank  all  those  who  gave  him  such 
efficient  aid  last  year,  as  well  as  those 
who  have  expressed  a  willingness  to 
undertake  the  work  for  1907.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA 
LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 

Section  i.  This  organization  shall 
be  called  the  California  Library  Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  libraries,  an»l  bring  them 
into  closer  relations  with  the  public. 

Sec.  3.  Any  trustee,  librarian  or 
other  person  engaged  in  library  admin- 
istration, may  become  a  member  of  the 
Association  by  paying  the  annual  fee. 
Other  persons  interested  in  library  or 
allied  educational  work  may  in  the  same 
manner  become  members,  on  receiving 
the  affirmative  vote  of  the  majority  of 
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the  Executive  Committee.  Persons 
who  have  rendered  important  services 
to  library  interests,  or  to  the  cause  of 
education  in  general,  may,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Committee, 
be  elected  to  honorary  membership  in 
the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  Annual  dues  shall  be  one  dol- 
lar for  individuals  and  five  dollars  for 
libraries  and  other  institutions,  payable 
in  advance  in  January.  Numbers  shall 
be  assigned  to  members  in  the  order  of 
their  joining.  Any  member  owing  more 
than  two  years'  dues  shall,  after  thirty 
days'  written  notice  from  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  be  dropped  from  the  rolls. 
Any  individual  member  may  become  a 
life  member,  exempt  from  dues,  upon 
payment  of  twenty  dollars.  All  funds 
received  from  life  membership  shall  be 
placed  at  interest  and  the  interest  only 
expended.  Library  membership  shall 
entitle  the  trustees  thereof  to  all  privi- 
leges of  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, District  Presidents  (as  appointed 
by  the  President),  and  a  Secretary-Treas- 
urer. In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  office 
except  that  of  President  the  Executive 
Committee  may  designate  some  person 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  same  fro 
tempore. 

Sec.  6.  The  above  officers,  excepting 
District  Presidents,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  last  regular  session  of  the 
annual  meeting,  to  hold  office  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 
Past  Presidents  of  the  Association  shall 
constitute  a  Nominating  Committee.  At 
the  call  of  the  President  they  shall  meet 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  annual 
meeting  and  make  nominations  for  all 
elective  offices.  One  nomination  shall 
be  made  for  each  office,  but  upon  peti- 
tion of  five  members  for  each  name  so 
placed,  additional  names  of  candidates 
must  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot, 
which  shall  be  publicly  posted.  Three 
members  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


Sec.  7.  The  President  shall  preside  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  and  at  such 
other  special  meetings  as  may  be  called. 
He  shall  perform  the  duties  generally 
pertaining  to  his  office.  Re  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting,  make  an  annual  report 
on  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  shall  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  The  Vice-President  shall  act 
as  President  during  absence  or  incapacity 
of  the  latter. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  general  meetings 
and  of  those  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  business 
transacted ;  shall  give  due  notice  of  any 
election,  appointment,  meeting,  or  other 
business  requiring  the  personal  attention 
of  any  member,  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  books,  papers  and  correspondence. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements,  with  date, 
purpose,  and  amount;  shall  collect  dues 
and  pay  bills  authorized  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  shall  make  state- 
ment of  his  accounts  annually  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  Association  may 
require.  He  shall  assign  a  serial  number 
to  each  member,  shall  enter  same  upon 
receipts  for  dues,  and  shall  notify  mem- 
bers of  delinquencies. 

Sec.  11.  The  following  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  soon  after  the  annual  meeting  as 
possible:  An  Executive  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer,  and  six  other 
members,  which  shall  be  a  general 
advisory  committee  to  the  President  and 
the  Association,  and  shall  also  authorize 
expenditures;  a  committee  of  three  on 
Publications;  a  committee  of  three  on 
Resolutions,  to  which  all  resolutions 
shall  be  referred;  a  committee  of  two  on 
Audit,  which  shall  examine  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  report  thereon  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  President  may 
appoint  such  other  special  committees 
as  he  may  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary. 
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SBC.  12.  District  Presidents  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  annual  meeting. 
These  shall  be  selected  with  a  view  to 
covering  the  whole  of  the  State,  and  the 
President  shall  indicate  for  each  a  dis- 
trict which  he  shall  be  expected  to  rep- 
resent. The  District  Presidents  shall 
arrange  for  and  hold  quarterly  meetings 
in  their  respective  districts,  and  shall 
endeavor  to  enlist  the  interest  and  the 
membership  in  the  association  of  all 
the  library  workers  in  their  respective 
districts.  They  shall  render  annual  re- 
ports to  the  President  and  shall  appoint 
Secretaries  to  make  reports  of  their 
meetings. 

Sec.  13.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  shall  take  place  at  such  place 
and  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
President  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  14.  Fifteen  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Sec.  15.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  President,  on  request  of 
ten  or  more  members;  provided^  that  five 
days'  previous  notice  be  duly  given,  and 
that  only  business  specified  in  the  call 
shall  be  transacted.  The  President  and 
the  Executive  Committee  may  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Association  at 
such  times  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.    16.    This    Constitution   may  be  I 
amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  j 
having  been  given  in  writing  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting.     A  majority  vote  of  those 
present  shall  be  required.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 
General  Report. 

By  Miss  Mary  L.  Sutliff,  Secretary. 

The  first  session  of  the  annual  confer- 
ence was  held  in  the  upper  hall  of  the 
Contemporary  Club  at  Redlands,  on  the 
afternoon  of  January  3,  1907,  President 
James  L.  Gillis  presiding. 

Hon.  J.  J.  Suess,  Mayor  of  Redlands, 
extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  vis- 
itors. He  spoke  of  the  pride  that  the 
people  of  Redlands  feel  in  their  city,  in 
their  library  and  in  Mr  Smiley,  the  donor 
of  the  library.  He  closed  by  extending 
to  the  delegates  an  invitation  to  pick 
oranges  from  his  trees  during  the  drive 
on  the  following  day. 

In  responding  to  the  address,  Presi- 
dent Gillis  expressed  the  pleasure  that 
the  members  of  the  Association  felt  in 
meeting  in  so  beautiful  a  city,  and  spoke 
in  warm  appreciation  of  Mr  Smiley  and 
of  Miss  Humphreys,  who  had  done  so 
much  in  the  interests  of  the  meeting. 

The  annual  report  of  the  President 
was  then  read.  This  report  is  given  in 
full  elsewhere  in  this  supplement  to  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  David  M. 
Belfrage,  of  Cooper  Medical  College,  San 
Francisco,  whose  statement  is  given  on 
another  page,  was  then  read. 

The  report  of  the  auditing  committee 
was  not  at  hand,  owing  to  the  detention 
of  Mr  Stovall,  the  chairman,  by  a  de- 
layed train,  and  the  treasurer's  report 
was  referred  to  the  executive  committee 
for  action.  Mr  Stovall  presented  his 
report  on  the  following  day,  and  it  was 
read  at  the  close  of  the  annual  dinner. 

Charles  S.  Greene,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  Relation  between  Schools 
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and  Libraries^  read  the  report  of  his 
committee.    It  is  given  elsewhere. 

The  report  of  A.  C.  Barker,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  List  of  Books  for 
Children^  was  received  too  late  to  be 
read  at  the  meeting.  Mr  Barker  reported 
that  owing  to  the  conditions  of  the  past 
year  it  had  been  impossible  for  the  com- 
mittee to  accomplish  its  work,  and  asked 
that  the  committee  be  continued  for 
another  year. 

The  last  two  committees  are  composed 
of  members  of  the  California  Library 
Association  and  the  California  State 
Teachers'  Association.  At  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Association  at 
Fresno  it  was  voted  that  their  part  of  the 
committees  be  continued  for  another 
year.  The  California  Library  Associa- 
tion voted  that  the  library  members  be 
continued  also. 

The  report  of  F.  B.  Graves,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  Publications,  was 
then  read.  Mr  Graves  recommended 
that  the  Association  publish  a  yearbook, 
on  the  plan  of  the  Handbook  of  the 
American  Library  Association.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  this  supplement  to  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries  is  intended 
to  take  the  place  of  such  a  publication. 

The  vote  on  the  changes  in  the  con- 
stitution which  had  been  submitted  at 
the  special  meeting  held  in  Sacramento, 
October  29,  1906,  was  then  taken.  The 
changes  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Twelve  non-library  members  were 
voted  into  membership  of  the  Associ- 
ation. 

Charles  S.  Greene,  the  only  member 
of  the  nominating  committee  present, 
presented  the  following  ticket:  Presi- 
dent, James  L.  Gillis;  Vice-President, 
Melvin  G.  Dodge;  Secretary-Treasurer, 
Miss  Alice  J.  Haines.  Mr  Gillis  an- 
nounced that  the  meeting  was  open  for 
further  nominations,  but  no  others  were 
made. 

After  some  miscellaneous  announce- 
ments the  meeting  adjourned. 

The  second  session  of  the  conference 
was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  January  4 
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at  1:30  o'clock.  The  first  speaker  was 
A.  K.  Smiley,  donor  of  the  A.  K.  Smiley 
Public  Library  and  one  of  Redlands' 
chief  benefactors.  Mr  Smiley  spoke  of 
the  visits  of  President  McKinley  and 
President  Roosevelt  to  Redlands,  and 
said  that  he  considered  the  visit  of  the 
California  Library  Association  an  honor 
of  equal  importance.  He  told  of  the 
establishment  of  the  Public  Library  by 
himself  and  his  late  brother,  and  paid  a 
high  tribute  to  the  importance  of  library 
work  and  to  the  character  of  library 
workers.  Mr  Smiley  closed  by  sug- 
gesting that  the  librarians  should  be 
made  to  promise  to  come  to  Redlands 
again. 

President  Gillis  said  that  if  they  should 
be  taken  on  a  few  more  drives  they 
could  not  be  driven  away. 

Charles  S.  Greene,  librarian  of  the 
Oakland  Public  Library,  gave  an  informal 
talk  on  his  impressions  of  the  Narragan- 
sett  Pier  meeting  of  the  American  Library 
Association.  The  speaker  emphasized 
the  points  of  difference  between  a  trade 
and  a  profession.  Librarianship  being 
a  true  profession,  members  are  glad  to 
exchange  their  ideas  with  one  another 
and  with  all  who  are  interested.  The 
Narragansett  Pier  meeting  was  contrasted 
with  the  Portland  meeting,  which  was 
smaller,  and  gave  a  better  opportunity 
to  the  western  librarians  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  leading  librarians  of 
the  East.  The  speaker  gave  brief 
accounts  of  some  of  the  great  libraries 
that  were  visited  en  route  to  the  meet- 
ing. 

Mrs  Charles  F.  Schwan,  trustee  of  the 
Pomona  Public  Library,  read  her  paper 
on  the  "Duties  of  a  Trustee."  In 
introducing  Mrs  Schwan,  Mr  Gillis 
spoke  in  warm  appreciation  of  her  will- 
ingness to  help  the  Association  by  accept- 
ing an  invitation  to  read  her  paper  with 
only  two  weeks'  notice  for  preparation. 

The  president  being  called  away,  Vice- 
President  Dodge  took  the  chair,  and 
introduced  Ernest  Bruncken,  chief  of  the 
Sociological  Department  of  the  Califor- 
nia State  Library,  who  read  his  paper  on 


the  "Work  of  the  Legislative  Reference 
Bureau  of  the  California  State  Library." 

Election  of  officers  followed.  As  there 
were  no  further  nominations,  the  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  cast  a  blanket  bal- 
lot for  the  ticket  presented  at  the  first 
session. 

Charles  F.  Lummis,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  Resolutions^  presented  the 
following  resolutions,  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted : 

Whereas,  The  California  Library  Association 
was  invited  to  visit  the  City  of  Riverside,  as 
guests  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  and  the 
City  Library  at  Riverside,  and  was  made  to  feel 
the  bounteous  hospitality  of  the  city  as  repre- 
sented by  its  library  interests; 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  That  the  California 
Library  Association  tender  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees,  librarian  and  assistants  of  the  City  of 
Riverside  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

And  Whereas,  The  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
of  the  A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library,  the  librarian 
and  her  assistants,  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
Contemporary  Club  of  the  City  of  Redlands  made 
the  welcome  of  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion most  cordial  and  their  entertainment  de- 
lightful and  profitable; 

Be  it  Resolved,  tturefore*  That  the  California 
Library  Association  tender  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees  of  the  A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library,  the 
librarian,  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Contem- 
porary Club  of  the  City  of  Redlands  a  unanimous 
vote  of  thanks. 

Be  it  Resolved  Further,  That  the  cordial  thanks 
of  the  Association  be  tendered  the  City  of  Pasa- 
dena and  its  public  library  for  the  hospitality 
pledged  us  to-morrow,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the 
Association  be  tendered  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  public  library  of  Long  Beach  and  of 
Los  Angeles  for  their  invitations,  with  the  sincere 
regret  that  the  breaking  up  of  the  gathering  will 
make  it  impossible  to  enjoy  these  proffered 
courtesies. 

Whkrkas,  The  American  Library  Association 
has  thus  far  held  twenty-eight  annual  conferences, 
all  in  cities  which,  though  widely  separated  in 
miles,  share  the  dominant  climatic  features  of 
the  United  States,  no  conference  has  ever  been 
held  in  that  enormous  area  known  as  the  south- 
west, which  is  the  American  Palestine  or  Egypt, 
the  new-world  type  of  the  arid  lands,  in  which 
originated  the  greatest  religion,  the  greatest 
architecture,  the  greatest  art,  the  greatest  litera- 
ture, and  the  beginnings  of  great  music. 

And  Whereas,  A  conference  in  Los  Angeles 
would  therefore  give  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation an  entirely  new  geographical  experience* 
as  delegates  would  pass  through  what  was  less- 
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than  half  a  century  ago  known  as  "The  Great 
American  Desert"  ;  through  the  oldest  and  most 
romantic  region  of  human  occupancy,  historic  or 
pre-historic,  in  the  United  States ;  through  a  geo- 
logical relief-map  which  has  no  counterpart  in 
the  new  world;  and,  at  the  end,  what  Charles 
Dudley  Warner  called  "  Our  Italy,"  with  its 
unique  wonders  and  charms.  Arrangements 
could  be  made  for  stop-over  visits  to  the  ancient 
pueblo  civilization  of  the  southwest ;  the  petrified 
forests  of  Arizona  ;  the  Grand  Canon  of  the  Colo- 
rado and  many  other  things  not  only  interesting, 
but  absolutely  unlike  the  beautiful  scenes  offered 
by  every  other  region  in  which  the  Association 
has  hitherto  held  its  conferences. 

Be  it  Resolved,  therefore,  That  the  California 
Library  Association  earnestly  requests  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  American  Library  Association  to  fix 
upon  Los  Angeles  as  the  meeting  place  of  the 
thirtieth  annual  conference  to  be  held  in  1908; 
and  hereby  pledges  itself  to  use  every  effort  to 
render  such  gathering  the  most  memorable  and 
useful  in  the  history  of  the  Association. 

The  secretary  announced  that  Mrs 
Alice  G.  Whitbeck,  children's  librarian 
of  the  Berkeley  Public  Library,  would, 
at  the  close  of  the  session,  tell  a  story  to 
the  delegates  specially  interested  in 
children's  work,  in  the  new  wing  of  the 
A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library.  Many  of 
the  librarians  were  glad  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  having  a  concrete  ex- 
ample of  the  method  of  conducting  a 
story  hour. 

At  the  close  of  the  general  session  the 
meeting  of  the  Trustees  Section  was 
held.  Kirke  H.  Field  of  Redlands  acted 
as  chairman  of  the  meeting,  and  Mrs 
Charles  F.  Schwan  of  Pomona  as  secre- 
tary. Mrs  Schwan  has  given  elsewhere 
an  account  of  the  meeting. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Association 
was  held  in  the  dining  room  of  the  Casa 
Lorn  a  Hotel,  on  the  evening  of  January  4. 
The  tastefully  decorated  tables,  the 
attractive  menu  booklets,  the  admirably 
served  dinner  and  the  general  air  of  good 
fellowship  served  to  keep  the  seventy  five 
guests  in  good  humor  until  a  late  hour. 

At  the  close  of  the  dinner  Mr  Gillis 
announced  the  following  appointments 
of  district  presidents:  First  district, 
Miss  Susan  T.  Smith,  Chico  State  Normal 
School  Library;  Second  district,  Mrs 
Alice  G.  Whitbeck,  Berkeley  Public 
Library;  Third  district,  Miss  Margaret 


Dold,  Han  ford  Public  Library;  Fourth 
district,  Mrs  Charles  F.  Schwan,  Trustee 
of  Pomona  Public  Library. 

President  Gillis,  acting  as  toastmaster, 
then  introduced  Mayor  J.  J.  Suess,  the 
first  of  the  after-dinner  speakers.  Mr 
Suess  said  it  had  been  a  pleasure  to 
Redlands  to  entertain  the  librarians, 
who  had  proved  most  appreciative 
guests.  He  suggested  the  desirability 
of  forming  local  history  museums  in 
connection  with  libraries,  especially  in 
the  newer  communities. 

A.  K.  Smiley,  the  next  speaker,  gave 
the  desirable  qualifications  of  a  librarian, 
and  closed  by  saying  that  Redlands  was 
fortunate  in  having  a  librarian  who 
possessed  all  these  qualifications.  The 
applause  that  followed  this  statement 
showed  that  it  was  fully  concurred  in 
by  all  present. 

Irving  B.  Richman,  trustee  of  the 
Public  Library  of  Muscatine,  Iowa,  was 
present  as  the  guest  of  the  Association 
and  spoke  of  the  need  of  economizing 
space  in  the  modern  public  library  and 
the  danger  of  accumulating,  in  the  zeal 
for  forming  local  history  collections, 
almost  worthless  material  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  matter  of  real  value. 

A  plea  for  increased  appropriation  for 
the  State  Library  was  made  by  Charles 
S.  Greene,  librarian  of  the  Oakland  Pub- 
lic Library  and  trustee  of  the  California 
State  Library.  Unless  more  funds  are 
made  available  this  year  the  library  will 
not  only  be  unable  to  extend  its  work, 
but  will  be  obliged  to  withdraw  from 
some  of  the  activities  already  under- 
taken. 

Charles  F.  Lummis,  librarian  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  spoke  of 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
library  meetings.  He  emphasized  the 
value  of  the  personal  contact  with  fel- 
low workers  from  different  parts  of  the 
State,  and  said  that  such  meetings 
helped  solve  the  problem  of  how  to  be 
human  though  librarians. 

Vice-President  Melvin  G.  Dodge,  of 
Stanford  University  Library,  enumerated 
some  of  the  things  that  he  hoped   to 
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carry  away  with  him  from  the  meeting. 
Hearty  applause  greeted  the  remark 
that  the  mere  sight  of  Mr  Smiley  was  a 
privilege  to  be  long  remembered. 

The  last  speaker,  Dr  George  E.  Gates 
of  Pomona  College,  held  that  the  mis- 
sion of  librarians  was  to  disseminate  true 
sentiment  as  opposed  to  sentimentality. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  and  in- 
structive features  of  the  meeting  was 
the  Illustrative  Exhibit  of  Library 
Methods,  which  was  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Mabel  E  Prentiss,  one  of  the 
State  Library  organizers.  Her  account 
of  the  exhibit  is  given  on  another  page. 

The  opportunity  given  by  the  two 
days'  conference  for  social  intercourse 
and  the  exchange  of  views  on  topics  of 
mutual  interest  was  fully  appreciated. 
There  was  much  "shop"  talked  by  little 
groups  on  the  train  or  in  the  hotel,  and 
these  impromptu  conferences  were  in 
some  ways  as  profitable  as  the  formal 
sessions. 

The  library  invasion  of  Redlands  may 
be  said  to  have  begun  with  the  New 
Year.  On  January  2  ^several  library 
workers  might  have  been  seen  in  busy 
conference  with  Miss  Prentiss  discussing 
the  best  places  for  displaying  their  various 
exhibits.  Still  others  were  enjoying  a 
glimpse  of  Redlands  and  the  library  be- 
fore the  beginping  of  the  work  of  the 
session. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3d  the  main 
body  of  delegates,  including  President 
Gillis  and  many  other  visitors  from  the 
north,  were  met  at  the  station  at  Los 
Angeles  by  Miss  Russ  of  Pasadena  and 
Miss  Jacobus  of  Pomona,  who  escorted 
the  party  to  Riverside. 

The  two  hours  spent  at  Riverside 
passed  all  too  quickly.  At  the  Public 
Library  the  visitors  were  welcomed  by 
Miss  Margaret  Kyle,  librarian,  and  H.  L. 
Carnahan  and  George  H.  Doyle  of  the 
board  of  trustees.  After  inspecting  the 
library  building,  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful and  artistic  in  the  State,  the 
delegates  ate  luncheon  at  the  famous 
Glenwood  Hotel  as  the  guests  of  the 
local  Board  of  Trade. 


Arriving  at  Redlands,  the  visitors 
found  carriages  waiting  to  take  them  to 
the  headquarters,  the  Casa  Loma  Hotel, 
for  a  brief  rest  before  the  opening  of  the 
afternoon  session. 

On  the  evening  of  the  3d  a  reception 
was  given  to  the  visiting  librarians  by 
the  ladies  of  the  Contemporary  Club  in 
their  beautiful  clubhouse.  More  than 
two  hundred  guests  were  present,  includ- 
ing, besides  the  guests  of  honor,  the 
club  women  with  their  escorts  and  many 
invited  guests.  In  the  receiving  party 
were  Mrs  Harriet  Shepard,  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  club,  Miss  Antoinette  M. 
Humphreys,  librarian  of  the  A.  K. 
Smiley  Public  Library,  A.  K.  Smiley, 
donor  of  the  library,  and  Charles  Put- 
nam, president  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
Tea,  coffee  and  cake  were  served  by  a 
committee  of  club  women  from  a  daint- 
ily decorated  table  adorned  with  roses 
from  Mr  Smiley's  gardens  at  Smiley 
Heights.  The  club  rooms  were  beauti- 
fully decorated  with  greens,  ivy,  and 
scarlet  geranium  blossoms. 

As  the  guests  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of 
Redlands  the  visitors  enjoyed  on  the 
morning  of  the  4th  an  automobile  trip 
over  the  famous  Sunset  Drive,  Canyon 
Crest  Park  and  Smiley  Heights.  At 
every  turn  in  the  drive  one  was  met  with 
enchanting  views  of  beautiful  homes, 
orange  orchards  yellow  with  fruit,  and 
encircling  mountains  whose  snowy  peaks 
glistened  in  the  sun.  It  was  a  rare  treat 
and  was  thoroughly  appreciated  by  all 
who  were  so  fortunate  as  to  be  privileged 
to  enjoy  it. 

The  Long  Beach  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce sent  to  the  Association  an  invita- 
tion to  visit  Long  Beach  Monday,  January 
7.  It  was  purposed  to  meet  the  visitors 
at  Los  Angeles  in  a  special  car  and  to 
take  a  trolley  ride  of  fifteen  miles  along 
the  surf,  the  ride  to  be  followed  by  a  fish 
dinner.  As  most  of  the  delegates  were 
obliged  to  return  to  their  homes  before 
the  7th  it  was  found  impossible  to  accept 
this  generous  invitation,  but  it  was  de- 
clined with  great  regret.  A  group  of 
four  who  visited  the  Long  Beach  Public 
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Library  unofficially  were  taken  by  Miss 
Ellis  over  part  of  the  trolley  route  and 
were  given  at  Inlet  Inn  a  fish  dinner 
that  made  them  think  with  pity  of  the 
delegates  who  were  so  unfortunate  as  to 
be  obliged  to  decline  Long  Beach  hos- 
pitality. 

The  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce sent,  through  Mr  Lummis,  an  in- 
vitation to  the  Association  to  visit  the 
Public  Library  Sunday  and  to  take  a 
trolley  ride  about  the  city.  This  invita- 
tion, too,  had  to  be  declined,  as  most  of 
the  delegates  were  to  return  home  on 
Saturday.  Mr  Lummis  then  invited  the 
delegates  to  visit  the  library  individually 
and  any  who  could  to  call  at  his  home 
Sunday  afternoon. 

Saturday  morning  saw  an  end  of  the 
fine  weather  with  which  the  Association 
had  been  favored.  Several  of  the  dele- 
gates remained  in  Redlands  to  spend  a 
few  hours  studying  the  library  exhibits 
Others,  including  President  Gillis  and 
about  thirty  others,  left  Redlands  for 
Pasadena  under  the  escort  of  Miss  Russ 
and  Miss  De  Motte  of  the  Public  Library. 
The  hour's  wait  at  Dolgeville  was  enliv- 
ened by  one  of  Mrs  Whitbeck's  stories  for 
children. 

Arriving  at  Pasadena  the  delegates 
were  greeted  by  Miss  Anna  L.  Meeker, 
Capt.  W.  J.  Handy  and  J.  W.  Wood  of 
the  board  of  library  trustees,  and  were 
escorted  to  Kuranaga's  Dragon  tea  room, 
where  a  dainty  and  appetizing  luncheon 
was  served.  After  luncheon  the  visitors 
were  taken  to  the  Public  Library,  where 
Trustee  J.  W.  Wood  made  an  address  of 
welcome,  to  which  President  Gillis  re- 
sponded Mr  Wood  spoke  of  the  pride 
that  the  people  of  Pasadena  feel  in  their 
library,  which  was  built  without  outside 
aid,  in  the  library  staff  and  in  the  quality 
of  the  books  read  by  the  people  of  Pas- 
adena. 

It  had  been  the  purpose  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  give  the  visitors  a  drive  about 
Pasadena,  but  to  the  regret  of  all,  this 
had  to  be  given  up  on  account  of  the 
rain.  After  enjoying  the  hospitality  of 
the  library  for  several  hours  the  guests 


left  for  Los  Angeles,  thence  to  separate 
for  their  various  destinations. 

In  all  its  aspects  the  meeting  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of 
the  Association. 

Trustees'  Section  Meeting.

At  the  meeting  of  the  California  Libra- 
ry Association,  which  convened  in  Red- 
lands,  January  3  and  4,  1907,  there  were 
present  Friday  afternoon  the  following 
trustees:  W.  A.  Nichols,  Dr.  E.  E. 
Major,  Charles  Partridge,  Kirke  H. 
Field,  of  Redlands;  George  H.  Dole, 
Herschel  Carnahan,  Lyman  Evans,  of 
Riverside;  Charles  S.  Greene  and  Joseph 
Steffens,  of  State  Library,  Sacramento; 
Mrs  W.  S.  Fawcett,  Mrs  A.  D.  Clark  and 
M.  T.  Evans,  of  Whittier;  Rev.  Charles 
Pease,  of  Long  Beach;  Vincent  Neale,  of 
San  Rafael;  Dr.  Harry  P.  Collins,  of 
Oakland;  Mrs  M.  E.  Tuttle,  of  Watson- 
ville;  W.  S.  Spencer,  of  Oceanside;  Mrs 
Charles  F.  Schwan,  of  Pomona. 

After  the  close  of  the  program  of  the 
general  session  the  trustees  gathered 
together  for  a  meeting  of  their  own. 
Kirke  H.  Field  of  Redlands  called  the 
meeting  to  order,  and  Mrs  Schwan  of 
Pomona  was  chosen  temporary  secretary. 

In  following  out  the  informal  program 
arranged  by  Mr  Field,  Mr  Evans  of 
Riverside  spoke  briefly  upon  Picture 
Collections  and  Art  Work  in  Public 
Libraries,  emphasizing  the  great  value  of 
education  in  art,  however  slight. 

Rev.  Charles  Pease  of  Long  Beach 
talked  very  interestingly  on  Book  Selec- 
tion and  Book  Buying,  describing  the 
methods  employed  in  the  work  in  Long 
Beach,  where  the  circulation  is  remark- 
ably large  and  the  summer  demand  for 
fiction  especially  heavy. 

Mr  Greene  of  Oakland  discussed  How 
to  Increase  Circulation,  and  Mrs  Schwan 
of  Pomona  made  a  few  remarks  upon 
The  Children's  Room  and  Children's 
Books. 

Miss  Mabel  E.  Prentiss  of  the  Exten- 
sion  Department  of  the  State  Library 
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being  present  was  drawn  into  the  dis- 
cussion, and  answered  many  questions 
put  to  her  by  the  various  trustees. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  per- 
manent organization  of  the  State  Trus- 
tees' Section  was  effected,  with  Vincent 
Neale  of  San  Rafael,  President;  Charles 
S.  Greene  of  the  State  Library,  Vice- 
President,  and  Mrs  Charles  F.  Schwan 
of  Pomona,  Secretary. 

The  section  then  adjourned  to  meet 
again  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Califor- 
nia Library  Association. 

Illustrative  Exhibits. 

By  Miss  Mabel  E.  Prentiss. 

The  series  of  exhibits  illustrating 
library  methods,  which  was  planned 
with  a  view  to  covering  a  greater  number 
of  subjects  than  could  be  included  in  the 
program,  proved  a  great  success.  This 
was  largely  due  to  the  prompt  response 
to  requests  for  material,  and  the  skillful 
work  of  those  who  prepared  the  exhibits. 

The  exhibits  were  about  evenly  divided 
between  the  Contemporary  Club  House, 
where  the  sessions  were  held,  and  the 
new  wing  of  the  library.  In  the  former 
place  were  the  exhibits  of  more  general 
interest,  such  as  the  traveling  library, 
books  for  the  blind  and  bookbinding, 
and  in  the  library  building  those  which 
needed  the  background  of  a  working 
library. 

The  exhibit  of  Pictures  and  Plans  of 
Library  Buildings  was  displayed  in  the 
tea  room  of  the  clubhouse,  where  the 
Trustees'  Section  held  its  sessions.  This 
collection,  made  by  the  State  Library 
during  the  past  year,  included  plans  of 
nearly  all  the  library  buildings  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  was  carefully  examined  by 
trustees  and  librarians  from  places  where 
plans  for  new  buildings  are  under  con- 
sideration. 

In  the  main  room,  where  the  general 
sessions  were  held,  were  placed  two 
other  exhibits  from  the  State  Library — a 
Traveling  Library,  in  charge  of  Mrs 
Lillian  S.  Wells  of  Glendale,  and  the 
Books  for  the  Blind.  These  were  inter- 
esting not  only  to  library  people,  but  to 


many  others  who  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  learn  of  the  work  for 
communities  and  classes  which  are  not 
reached  by  public  libraries. 

A  most  interesting  exhibit  was  dis- 
played in  the  blue  room  adjoining, 
where  the  processes  of  Bookbinding 
were  shown.  Cedric  Chi  vers  of  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.;  Hicks-Judd  Co.  of  San 
Francisco,  and  John  Griesinger  of  Los 
Angeles,  all  showed  special  styles,  de- 
signed to  withstand  the  wear  and  tear 
of  constant  use.  This  exhibit  was  in 
charge  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Fargo,  libra- 
rian of  the  Los  Angeles  Normal  School. 

Nearby  were  two  exhibits  showing 
methods  of  Repairing  Books  when  the 
library's  funds  will  not  permit  the  send- 
ing of  books  to  a  regular  binder.  Mrs 
Henrietta  M.  Faulder,  librarian  of  the 
Covina  Public  Library,  was  in  charge  of 
a  carefully  prepared  exhibit,  showing 
how  to  mend  torn  pages,  loose  leaves, 
broken  hinges,  etc.  The  exhibit  was 
accompanied  by  a  list  of  supplies  and 
names  of  dealers  in  such  supplies. 
Another  side  of  practical  repairing  was 
illustrated  by  the  exhibit  prepared  by 
Miss  Emma  Barker,  assistant  in  the 
Beale  Memorial  Library,  of  Bakersfield. 
This  showed  every  detail  of  the  meth- 
ods used  in  re-sewing  books  and  return- 
ing them  to  the  same  covers.  The 
Beale  Memorial  Library  was  a  pioneer 
in  this  work,  and  librarians  were  eager 
to  study  the  methods  in  use  there. 

The  exhibit  showing  the  various 
Methods  of  Labeling  in  use,  prepared  by 
Ralph  C.  Woodmansee  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  Library,  was  most  com- 
plete. The  whole  was  arranged  in 
poster  style,  and  from  it  one  could  judge 
of  the  relative  value  of  white  ink  and 
gold  ink,  as  compared  with  the  old  style 
disc  of  white  paper  lettered  with  india 
ink.  The  various  pens  and  brushes  suit- 
able for  lettering  were  shown,  and  lists 
given  of  satisfactory  brands  of  inks  for 
the  work. 

One  of  the  most  artistically  mounted 
collections  was  that  prepared  by  F.  B. 
Graves,  librarian  of  the  Alameda  Public 
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Library,  on  Advertising  the  Library.  The 
exhibit  showed  the  many  methods  Cali- 
fornia librarians  use  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  general  public  facts  which  other- 
wise would  be  known  to  the  regular 
patrons  only. 

Another  collection  which  was  to  have 
been  given  space  in  the  clubhouse  was 
the  Local  History  exhibit,  prepared  by 
Miss  N.  M.  Russ,  librarian  of  the  Pasa- 
dena Public  Library.  Unfortunately  the 
box  containing  the  exhibit  went  astray 
between  Pasadena  and  Redlands,  and 
was  not  delivered  until  after  the  sessions 
were  over. 

Among  the  most  valuable  of  the  col- 
lections in  the  library  was  that  on 
Reference  Work,  prepared  by  Miss  Anna 
McC.  Beckley,  principal  of  the  Reference 
Department  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public 
Library.  Miss  Beckley  sent  a  collection 
showing  her  method  of  classifying  and 
cataloging  pictures  and  of  preparing 
extensive  annotated  reading  lists,  as 
well  as  many  other  guides  to  reference 
work. 

Supplementing  this  was  an  exhibit  of 
Documents,  with  suggestions  for  their 
selection  and  practical  use,  arranged  by 
Miss  Mamie  Bennett,  principal  of  the 
Documents  Department  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library.  This  subject, 
so  puzzling  to  many  librarians,  was 
treated  in  such  a  way  that  many  dark 
points  were  made  clear. 

In  the  next  alcove  was  a  large  table, 
completely  covered  with  guides  to  Book 
Selection,  in  charge  of  Miss  Sarah  M. 
Jacobus,  librarian  of  the  Pomona  Public 
Library.  Though  no  attempt  was  made 
to  include  the  more  expensive  biblio- 
graphic aids,  a  wide  range  was  covered 
and  the  needs  of  libraries  of  less  than 
15,000  volumes  were  fully  provided  for. 

The  effective  exhibit  on  Book  Buying, 
arranged  by  L.  W.  Ripley,  librarian  of 
the  Sacramento  Public  Library,  was 
much  studied  in  connection  with  the 
Book  Selection  exhibit.  Mr  Ripley  ar- 
ranged his  material  in  poster  form,  and 
illustrated  every  phase  of  book  buying — 


from  regular  and  special  dealers,  second 
hand,  and  by  importation. 

Work  with  Schools  was  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Margaret  Dold,  libra- 
rian of  the  Han  ford  Public  Library.  This 
collection  showed  the  methods  used  by 
California  libraries  to  assist  teachers, 
and  to  draw  school  boys  and  girls  to  the 
public  library.  A  unique  feature  of  this 
exhibit  was  a  large  frame  on  which  were 
arranged  samples  of  thread  in  the  stages 
of  its  manufacture.  This  was  sent  by 
the  Santa  Cruz  Library,  where  it  is  loaned 
to  the  schools. 

The  only  phase  of  cataloging  which 
was  included  among  the  exhibits  was  the 
Ordering  and  Use  of  Library  of  Congress 
Cards.  This  was  clearly  illustrated  by  a 
series  of  mounted  samples,  with  full 
explanations  prepared  in  poster  form  by 
Mrs  Frances  B.  Linn,  librarian  of  the 
Santa  Barbara  Public  Library. 

A  small  but  suggestive  collection  on 
the  subject  of  Foreign  Books  in  Public 
Libraries  was  prepared  by  John  E.  Good- 
win of  Stanford  University  Library.  It 
included  guides  to  the  selection  of  foreign 
books,  addresses  of  reliable  dealers,  and 
illustrations  of  the  classification,  arrange- 
ment, etc.,  of  a  small  collection  of  foreign 
books  in  the  average  library. 

The  entire  end  of  the  new  wing  was 
given  up  to  Economies  and  Conveniences. 
Miss  Carrie  S.  Waters,  librarian  of  the 
San  Bernardino  Public  Library,  prepared 
a  most  comprehensive  exhibit  of  work- 
room supplies,  with  dealers'  names  and 
prices  so  far  as  they  could  be  secured 
from  the  libraries  which  contributed  the 
materials.  In  addition,  there  was  a  full 
exhibit  of  supplies  from  Gaylord  Bros, 
of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  dealers  in  mending 
and  binding  materials;  a  complete  set  of 
forms  and  blanks,  special  lists,  and  library 
conveniences  and  supplies  from  the  Dem- 
ocrat Printing  Co.,  of  Madison,  Wis., 
and  a  large  exhibit  of  catfinets  and  gen- 
eral library  supplies  sent  by  the  San 
Francisco  branch  of  the  Library  Bureau. 
Near  these  were  placed  the  sets  of  sample 
sets  of  forms  and  blanks  prepared  by  the 
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State  Library,  and  an  exhibit  of  material 
used  by  the  Library  Organizers. 

The  exhibits  relating  to  children's  work 
were  ideally  located  in  the  children's 
room,  where  they  attracted  wide  atten- 
tion. Mrs  Alice  G.  Whitbeck,  children's 
librarian  of  the  Berkeley  Public  Library, 
was  in  charge,  assisted  by  Miss  Marilla 
D.  Blanchard,  children's  librarian  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  who  pre- 
pared the  exhibit  illustrating  Book  Selec- 
tion for  Children,  and  by  Miss  Clara  C. 
Field  of  Orange,  who  had  charge  of  the 
exhibit  of*  Picture  Bulletins.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  latter  Miss  Field  had  pre- 
pared in  poster  form  suggestions  for 
making  picture  bulletins,  with  lists  of 
necessary  supplies  ,  and  dealers  in  pic- 
tures, etc.  In  addition  to  these  two 
topics  of  especial  interest,  Mrs  Whitbeck 
had  a  most  complete  exhibit  covering  all 
the  details  of  the  Administration  of  a 
Children's  Department,  and  had  secured 
from  Underwood  &  Underwood  of  San 
Francisco  a  number  of  their  stereoscopes 
and  views. 

Several  of  the  exhibits  are  now  in  the 
State  Library,  where  they  are  available 
for  district  meetings,  etc.  The  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of  the  Association  will 
gladly  give  any  information  regarding 
the  loaning  of  these  exhibits. 

President's  Report  for  1906,  Em- 
bodying Reports  of  District 
Presidents. 

By  J.  L.  Gillis. 

Twelve  years  ago  a  little  group  of  ten 
men  interested  in  library  work  met  in 
San  Francisco,  and  under  the  leadership 
of  J.  C.  Rowell  formed  an  organization 
which  they  called  the  Library  Associa- 
tion of  Central  California.  Gradually 
new  members  were  added  to  the  group, 
and  three  years  later  the  name  was 
changed  to  Library  Association  of  Cali- 
fornia, a  change  indicative  of  the  broad- 
ened scope  of  the  organization. 

The  Association  grew  steadily  and  be- 
came one  of  the  greatest  factors  of  library 
progress  in  the  State.     With  its  growth 


each  succeeding  president  found  himself 
confronted  by  the  same  problem — how 
best  to  make  the  Association  serve  the 
needs  of  the  whole  State,  with  its  mag- 
nificent distances  and  widely  scattered 
libraries.  During  the  last  few  years, 
and  more  especially  during  the  term  of 
office  of  Joy  Lichtenstein,  my  predeces- 
sor, attempts  were  made  to  meet  local 
nee  \s  by  holding  meetings  at  various 
points  outside  of  the  Bay  cities — Sacra- 
mento, Santa  Rosa,  Santa  Cruz  and 
Bakersfield.  These  meetings  were  very 
successful  and  aroused  much  enthusiasm, 
but  even  so  it  was  found  that  the  dis- 
tances were  too  great  to  admit  of  cover- 
ing the  field  successfully  from  a  single 
center. 

It  was  this  condition  of  affairs  that  led 
to  the  change  of  constitution  adopted 
last  March,  providing  for  the  division  of 
the  State  into  working  districts,  each 
district  being  left  free  to  solve  its  local 
problems  in  its  own  way,  while  the  cen- 
tral organization  was  maintained.  This 
solution  of  the  difficulty  would  seem  to  . 
commend  itself  to  all  admirers  of  Amer- 
ican forms  of  government. 

The  number  of  districts  is  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  President,  and  it  was 
thought  best  to  start  with  four,  the 
boundaries  of  each  being  determined  by 
the  means  of  transportation. 

The  first  district,  composed  of  the 
northern  counties,  has  labored  under 
peculiar  disadvantages  during  the  year, 
the  President  having  been  overburdened 
with  duties  connected  with  the  remodel- 
ing of  his  library  building.  A  profitable 
meeting  was  held  in  Sacramento,  October 
29,  the  morning  session  in  the  new 
children's  room  of  the  Public  Library 
and  the  afternoon  session  in  the  tempo- 
rary quarters  of  the  State  Library.  At 
this  meeting  the  number  of  representa- 
tives from  the  smaller  libraries  was 
particularly  gratifying. 

The  second  district,  comprising  the 
counties  around  the  Bay  and  along  the 
northern  coast,  was  the  greatest  sufferer 
from  the  " great  calamity"  of  April  18 
and  has  of  course  been  hampered  in  all 
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lines  of  library  work.  Notwithstanding 
this,  two  meetings  were  held,  one  at  the 
Library  of  the  University  of  California 
in  July,  and  one  in  October  at  the  Ala- 
meda Public  Library.  At  the  first  meet- 
ing the  pupils  of  the  Summer  School  of 
Library  Methods  were  present  as  guests. 

The  third  district  embraces  all  the 
counties  between  Tuolumne  and  Kern, 
and  contains  only  eighteen  libraries,  none 
of  them  large  and  only  eight  of  them 
supported  by  taxation.  But  though 
small  in  numbers,  interest  and  zeal  were 
not  lacking  and  the  two  meetings  held 
at  Fresno  and  at  Hanford  were  practical 
and  helpful.  The  President  writes : 
"The  interest  taken  in  the  meetings 
shows  the  success  of  the  district  plan  in 
this  district." 

The  fourth  district,  composed  of  all 
the  counties  south  of  the  Tehachapi,  has 
distinguished  itself  by  its  activity  in  the 
work  of  the  Association.  At  the  meet- 
ing held  in  Santa  Ana  in  June  there 
were  45  library  workers  present,  includ- 
ing 13  trustees,  who  organized  a  trus- 
tees' section.  At  the  second  meeting, 
in  Long  Beach  in  September,  there  was 
an  attendance  of  62,  including  16  trus- 
tees. Concerning  the  work  of  the  dis- 
trict the  president  writes:  "In  all  our 
endeavor  toward  mutual  benefit  the 
greatest  gain  has  come  through  the  per- 
sonal note  struck.  Plenty  of  time  has 
been  given  for  the  workers  to  exchange 
ideas  and  methods,  and  each  time  we 
have  closed  a  session  those  present  have 
begun  looking  forward  to  the  next  one.n 

In  addition  to  the  district  meetings 
there  have  been  two  special  meetings  of 
the  Association.  The  first  was  held  in 
San  Francisco,  March  23,  for  the  purpose 
of  adopting  the  new  constitution  which 
had  been  submitted  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. The  second  was  held  in  Sacra- 
mento, October  29,  in  connection  with 
the  meeting  of  the  first  district.  A  few 
further  changes  in  the  constitution  were 
then  proposed,  which  will  be  voted  on 
later  in  this  meeting. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  held 
four  meetings  during  the  year,  in  San 


Francisco,  Oakland,  Berkeley  and  Red- 
lands. 

To  sum  up:  During  the  eight  months 
since  the  adoption  of  the  new  constitu- 
tion there  have  been  held  two  special 
meetings  and,  in  spite  of  some  local 
discouragements,  seven  district  meetings 
in  widely  scattered  parts  of  the  State — 
a  much  greater  number  than  would  have 
been  possible  under  the  old  plan.  This, 
the  first  meeting  of  the  whole  Associa- 
tion ever  held  south  of  Tehachapi, 
brings  to  a  close  the  activities  of  the 
year. 

News  Notes  of  California  Libraries, 
issued  by  the  California  State  Library, 
has  given  space  in  each  number  for 
Association  news  and  has  been  sent 
free  to  each  member.  The  June  issue 
was  devoted  especially  to  the  Associa- 
tion, and  included  its  history,  consti- 
tution, list  of  members,  etc. 

From  the  ten  initial  members  in  1895 
the  membership  of  the  Association  has 
grown  to  228  individual  members  and 
9  libraries,  representing  45  trustees.  Of 
these,  87  were  added  during  the  past 
year,  68  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 
The  greatest  number  of  new  members 
came  from  the  fourth  district,  which 
sent  28  new  individual  members  and 
4  libraries.* 

The  finances  of  the  Association  are 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  as  will  appear 
from  the  Treasurer's  report.  The  Treas- 
urer has  been  a  model  of  faithfulness 
in  rendering  weekly  reports  to  the 
President,  so  that  it  has  been  possible 
at  any  time  to  ascertain  the  exact  con- 
dition of  the  treasury. 

The  Secretary  has  been  assisted 
throughout  the  year  by  Miss  Alice 
Haines  of  the  State  Library,  who  has 
had  entire  charge  of  the  work  during 
the  absence  of  the  Secretary  from  the 
library. 

During  the  existence  of  the  Associa- 
tion much  has  been  accomplished,  but 
we  feel  that  only  a  beginning  has  been 

•Since  the  President's  report  was  read,  the 
membership  has  increased  to  246,  which  includes 
12  libraries,  representing  60  trustees. 
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made.  We  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  there  will  not  be  a  library  in  the 
State,  no  matter  how  small,  that  will 
not  feel  the  direct  influence  of  the 
Association,  not  a  librarian  or  library 
trustee  who  will  not  be  glad  to  be 
enrolled  in  its  ranks.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Relation 
Between  Schools  and  Libraries. 

By  Charles  S.  Greene,  Chairman. 

The  year  1906  has  been  so  unusual  a 
one  that  it  has  been  unfavorable  both  to 
the  finding  of  time  to  conduct  researches 
carefully  and  to  studying  the  field,  nor- 
mal growth  being  checked  and  many 
emergency  conditions  prevailing.  Our 
report  therefore  can  be  only  tentative 
and  preliminary,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  subject  be  recommitted  to  a 
group  of  new  workers,  to  be  selected  by 
the  incoming  administrations  of  your 
respective  associations. 

As  to  the  importance  of  the  subject- 
matter  we  have  found  no  two  opinions. 
On  all  sides  it  is  admitted  that  if  a  pupil 
leaves  school  with  an  earnest  love  for 
good  reading,  an  intelligent  taste  in  its 
selection,  and  a  fixed  library  habit,  one 
of  the  most  important  ends  of  education 
has  been  attained.  Furthermore,  it  is 
thoroughly  agreed  that  much  more  can 
be  accomplished  than  is  done  at  present, 


by  carefully  thought-out  cooperation 
between  the  school  and  the  library;  for, 
as  Melvil  Dewey  says,  the  library  can 
furnish  the  books  but  the  school  must 
furnish  the  readers. 

There  seems,  too,  to  be  but  little  di- 
vergence of  opinion  as  to  the  ideal  to  be 
attained :  A  well-selected  group  of  books 
in  every  school  room  in  the  State  and 
somebody  at  hand  with  knowledge  and 
enthusiasm  to  lead  the  children  to  use 
the  books  in  the  best  way. 

That  this  ideal  is  a  far  off  event  to 
which  we  must  move  slowly  and  patient- 
ly seems  to  be  sadly  true.  To  put  fifty 
books  in  each  school  room  in  the  State 
of  California, — fresh,  readable  books, — 
would  require  an  initial  outlay  of  some 
thing  like  half  a  million  do'lars,  and 
perhaps  a  hundred  thousand  annually 
thereafter  to  maintain.  Further,  to  send 
a  traveling  librarian  to  each  of  the  ten 
thousand  such  school  rooms  would  cost 
some  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  a 
year  more.  That  this  will  be  done  in  time 
is  possible;  that  any  such  sums  of  money 
for  this  purpose  can  be  had  in  the  near 
future  is  extremely  improbable. 

It  becomes  a  question,  then,  of  using 
to  the  utmost  advantage  the  slender 
means  at  hand,  and  to  do  this  no  system 
that  can  be  improved  should  be  allowed 
to  continue. 

We  are  not  obliged  to  grope  entirely 
in  the  dark  in  this  matter.*  Other 
states  have  given  the  subject  much 
attention,  and  some  of  them  have  evolved 
systems  that  work  well  in  their  condi- 
tions. Carefully  adapted  to  our  needs, 
some  of  them  might  well  be  trans- 
plan  ted .  The  State  of  New  York  had  for 
many  years  a  system  of  school  libraries 
much  like  that  at  present  in  use  in  Cali- 
fornia. Large  sums  of  money  had  been 
spent  annually  for  many  years  for  these 
libraries.  It  occurred  to  somebody  that 
it  would  be  well  to  take  account  of 
stock  and  see  what  the  State  had  to  show

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for  all  this  money.  The  result  of  that 
investigation  was  so  startling  that  an  en- 
tirely new  plan  was  adopted.  The  prin- 
ciple of  traveling  school  libraries,  handled 
at  first  by  the  State  Library  and  later  by 
an  independent  body,  has  been  found  to 
be  a  great  improvement.  Books,  both 
as  to  contents  and  as  to  edition,  are 
selected  by  the  most  competent  persons 
to  be  found,  and  bought  wholesale  in  the 
most  economical  way.  They  are  sent  to 
schools  much  as  our  traveling  libraries 
are  sent  out  to  communities  by  the  State 
Library.  The  interest  in  the  arrival  of 
fifty  fresh  books  several  times  a  year  is 
very  keen,  and  furnishes  the  young 
people  with  a  great  incentive  to  reading. 

Your  committee  is  not  of  the  opinion 
that  this  system  should  this  very  year  be 
suddenly  transferred  to  our  State,  but  it 
is  inclined  to  think  that  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  so  change  the  law  that — 

(i)  Any  county  board  that  so  chose 
could  adopt  the  system  wholly  or  in  part 
by  making  arrangements  with  the  State 
Library  or  any  established  public  library 
within  the  county  to 'handle  its  school 
library  books  on  the  traveling  library 
plan. 

(2)  That  any  city  school  board  that  so 
chose  could  arrange  with  the  public 
library  of  the  city  to  handle  its  school 
library  books  on  terms  arranged  with 
the  library  trustees. 

(3)  That  the  section  requiring  school 
library  books  to  be  kept  in  school  houses 
should  be  modified  by  adding  "or  in 
a  public  library  building." 

Examples  of  this  work  as  already  done 
are  to  be  found  in  the  portion  of  this  re- 
port written  by  Miss  Mary  L.  Jones. 

(4)  A  further  change  in  the  law  is  de- 
sirable permitting  any  district  to  pur- 
chase books  for  the  school  library  from 
a  list  to  be  made  out  by  the  State  Library 
and  approved  by  the  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction.  The  county 
lists  are  many  of  them  excellent,  but 
some  of  them  fail  to  contain  books  that 
a  wide  awake  teacher  may  exceedingly 
desire.  The  general  list  should  be  re- 
vised annually  and  should  be  carefully 


filled  out  as  to  editions  and  prices.  It 
should  also  be  annotated  fully  so  that  a 
teacher  might  know  something  definite 
as  to  the  contents  of  the  books  and  the 
ages  to  which  they  are  adapted.  In  this 
way  a  county  list  made  up  too  largely  on 
the  recommendations  of  the  persuasive 
agent  with  his  "world's  greatest  aggre- 
gation of  literary  mastodons,"  or  influ- 
enced too  deeply  by  an  earnest  but  nar- 
row-minded advocate  of  this  or  that  fad 
in  education,  would  be  supplemented  by 
a  carefully  considered  selection  of  good 
literature. 

The  recommendations  in  the  supple- 
mentary reports  of  Miss  Huntington  and 
Miss  Maher,  of  the  Committee,  are  wor- 
thy of  careful  attention. 

Miss  Huntington's  suggestion  as  to 
county  institutes  is  a  valuable  one.  It 
seems  to  offer  the  best  chance  to  reach 
the  teachers.  The%  Library  Association, 
we  are  confident,  would  gladly  help  here 
by  furnishing  speakers  from  the  library 
point  of  view,  and  exhibiting  sample 
libraries  of  well-selected  books  for 
schools  and  the  simplest  methods  of 
handling  and  recording  circulation.  Con- 
versely, at  the  district  meetings  of  the 
Library  Association  it  might  be  well  to 
have  school  needs  presented  by  some 
prominent  teacher. 

After  all,  the  most  necessary  thing  to 
do  is  to  find  out  what  may  be  done 
under  present  conditions  and  systems. 
And  cooperation  is  more  than  a  system. 
It  is  an  attitude  or  habit  of  mind,  and 
teachers  must  learn  to  look  on  libra- 
rians, not  as  those  desiring  to  burden 
them  with  additional  and  unwelcome 
labor,  but  as  coadjutors  in  one  of  their 
most  important  duties.  And  librarians, 
too,  must  learn  that  if  they  must  go 
more  than  half  way  to  meet  the  teacher, 
it  is  because  the  teacher  is  carrying  the 
heavier  load,  and  that  any  assistance  the 
library  can  give  the  school  is  not  only 
good  policy  from  the  library  point  of 
view,  but  a  large  part  of  the  sacred  duty 
resting  upon  them  in  their  obligations 
to  the  great  public,  the  masters  of  us 
all. 
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The  School   and  the  Library;    Two  Good 

Examples. 

By  Miss  Mary  L.  Jones,  Pasadena. 

In  southern  California  two  particularly- 
successful  solutions  of  the  problem  of 
cooperation  between  the  public  schools 
and  the  public  libraries  have  been  in 
operation  for  some  years  past.  Pomona 
and  Los  Angeles  represent  two  types  of 
schools  as  well  as  libraries,  and  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  in  the  former  town 
presents  a  plan  to  be  recommended  to 
the  smaller  communities,  while  that 
which  has  been  followed  in  Los  Angeles 
for  over  twelve  years  is  more  especially 
adapted  to  a  city. 

In  Pomona  the  school  library  is  made 
up  largely  of  reference  books,  and  the 
burden  of  the  work  rests  upon  the  public 
library.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
librarian  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  each  teacher 
compiles  a  list  of  books,  perhaps  fifty  in 
number,  suited  to  the  pupils  of  her 
grade.  From  this  list  the  pupil  makes  his 
selection,  or  it  may  be  selects  a  book 
not  originally  upon  the  list,  but  which  is 
passed  upon  separately.  These  books 
are  drawn  usually  from  the  library  on 
the  individual  card  of  the  pupil,  are 
taken  to  the  school  room  and  there  take 
the  place  of  the  old-time  reader  in  the 
school  work.  In  place  of  all  the  pupils 
reading  the  same  "piece"  at  the  same 
time,  each  one  has  a  different  book  and 
receives  individual  assistance  in  the 
reading  of  this  book.  Reading  is  inter- 
preted as  something  more  than  a  quasi- 
elocutionary  effort,  though  reading  aloud 
is  one  of  the  features  of  the  school  work. 
Reading  a  book  as  a  whole  is  insisted 
upon ;  reading  it  with  a  comprehension 
of  the  entire  subject  or  the  whole  story. 
Resume's  and  abstracts  are  made  by  the 
pupil  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher, 
and  the  pupil  is  made  to  feel  that  he  is 
an  individual  and  not  one  of  a  "  class.' ' 
The  library  is  frequently  taxed  to  fur- 
nish the  books  suitable  for  this  work, 
but  the  returns  are  so  great  that  it  is 
considered  more  than  worth  while.  Many 
children  average  one  book  a  week.    This 


book  is  not  hastily  skimmed  over,  but 
is  read,  digested  and  made  the  child's 
own.  All  classes  of  literature  are  drawn 
upon,  and  the  teacher  has  the  privilege 
of  molding  the  child's  literary  taste,  and 
of  developing  his  critical  powers.  The 
work  is  commenced  in  the  lowest  grades 
and  is  continued  through  the  entire 
course. 

This  plan  of  cooperation  involves  no 
official  connection  between  the  school 
and  the  library  other  than  the  consulta- 
tion between  teacher  and  librarian.  The 
school  simply  creates  a  demand,  which 
devolves  upon  the  library  to  supply. 
The  library  habit  is  early  created  in  the 
pupil,  as  is  also  the  habit  of  book  own- 
ership, for  it  is  incredible  that  such  con- 
stant reading  and  handling  of  books 
should  not  stimulate  a  desire  in  the  child 
to  own  a  library  of  his  very  own.  The 
superintendent  of  schools  and  the  libra- 
rian alike  pronounce  the  plan  a  success. 

The  Los  Angeles  plan  went  into  effect 
in  1892  and  continued  in  operation  up  to 
the  autumn  of  the  present  year.  When 
this  system  of  cooperation  was  first 
established,  the  school  library  numbered 
something  like  a  thousand  volumes, 
scattered  over  the  town  in  the  various 
school  buildings.  Under  the  terms  of 
the  agreement  between  the  boards  of 
the  two  institutions,  these  books  were 
collected  and  deposited  at  the  public 
library.  Year  by  year  the  number  was 
increased  till  it  reached  something  like 
twenty  thousand  volumes.  The  yearly 
purchases '  were  made  from  the  regular 
school  library  fund  (School  Law  of  Cal- 
ifornia, Sees.  1714-15),  the  amount  avail- 
able increasing  with  the  population  of 
the  city.  Occasionally  portions  of  this 
fund  were  set  aside  for  the  purchase  of 
reference  books,  which  remained  in  the 
school  room  permanently;  but  as  a  rule, 
such  books  were  bought  from  other 
funds  and  the  entire  school  fund  was 
devoted  to  library  books. 

The  selection  of  these  books  was  orig- 
inally limited  to  a  published  list  of  books 
approved  by  the  county  board.  Of  late 
years  the  county  superintendent  ruled 
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that  such  approval  was  not  necessary, 
and  the  order  was  placed  by  the  board 
of  education  directly.  The  list  was»made 
with  great  care  by  the  principal  of  the 
school  department — an  employee  of  the 
public  library — who  was  in  constant 
touch  with  the  teachers.  Under  the  law 
purchases  could  be  made  for  the  first 
nine  grades  only.  The  high  school  li- 
brary never  was  included  in  this  plan. 

With  insufficient  funds  and  with  count- 
less demands,  the  selection  of  books  was 
a  most  difficult  matter.  At  one  time 
the  clamor  for  supplementary  readers 
was  so  great  that  one  year  the  entire 
appropriation  was  thus  expended.  The 
reaction  immediately  set  in  and  teach- 
ers soon  found  that  the  general  books 
were,  after  all,  of  the  greater  impor- 
tance. While  in  number  of  volumes  this 
class  may  have  aggregated  three-fifths 
the  entire  number,  in  dollars  expended 
they  never  covered  more  than  one- 
fourth. 

The  books  thus  purchased  were  of 
course  marked  as  the  law  required  with 
public  school  library  stamps.  In  addi- 
tion they  bore  the  regular  public  library 
stamps  and  labels,  so  that  the  casual 
user  of  the  books  saw  no  difference 
between  them  and  the  books  of  the 
regular  library. 

The  books  were  accessioned  separ- 
ately and  from  this  record  statistics  of 
additions  and  classification  could  be 
obtained.  The  cataloging  and  shelf-list- 
ing were  carried  on  with  the  regular 
routine  of  the  library — the  character  of 
the  accessions  number  indicating  to 
which  body  they  belonged.  A  different 
colored  book-card  indicated  in  the  charg- 
ing tray  thit  the  book  was  a  school 
library  copy. 

In  the  case  of  nearly  all  the  most- 
used  titles  copies  were  bought  from  both 
funds;  that  is,  copy  3  of  Fiske's  Critical 
Period  of  American  History  might  have 
been  a  library  book,  copy  4  a  school 
library  volume,  copy  5  a  regular  library 
copy  again,  etc. 

The  books  were  shelved  with  their 
classes.     As  the  majority  of  the  books 


were  purchased  for  children,  most  of 
them  were  to  be  found  in  the  room  de- 
voted to  juvenile  books. 

For  the  purpose  of  distribution,  the 
city  was  divided  into  four  districts,  each 
changing  its  books  during  one  week  of 
each  month.  The  teachers  made  their 
selection  on  Saturday,  the  books  were 
delivered  the  first  of  the  following  week 
and  the  books  of  the  previous  month 
brought  back.  Each  teacher  was  allowed 
twenty  books  at  a  time,  which  could  be 
retained  one  month.  Under  certain 
conditions  these  could  be  renewed  for 
another  month.  But  if  a  book  was 
required  by  the  general  library  it  could  be 
recalled  in  a  fortnight,  that  is  if  it  were 
a  library  and  not  a  school  book.  Teach- 
ers made  their  selections  from  the 
shelves  with  no  concern  as  to  whether 
the  books  they  were  selecting  were 
library  or  school  copies.  And  statistics 
kept  through  a  period  of  years  showed 
that  more  than  the  number  of  books 
owned  by  the  schools  were  usually  in 
the  hands  of  the  teachers. 

The  character  of  books  drawn  was  as 
varied  as  that  of  the  books  purchased. 
As  a  rule  they  followed  pretty  closely  the 
school  work,  and  while  teachers  were 
allowed  the  utmost  freedom  in  the  selec- 
tion of  bpoks  'which  they  drew,  they 
were  necessarily  limited  by  the  books  at 
command.  It  was  the  policy  of  the 
library  to  purchase  as  many  duplicates 
as  was  possible  of  a  known  good  book 
rather  than  to  risk  fewer  copies  and 
second-class  books. 

Just  what  use  was  made  of  the  books 
depended  upon  the  teacher.  Certain 
statistics  were  preserved  showing  the  use 
made  of  different  books,  but  this  was  not 
carried  to  a  burdensome  extent.  Some 
teachers  simply  reloaned  the  books  to 
the  pupils  for  home  use;  others  limited 
them  to  strict  school-room  work.  Once 
in  a  while  a  building  would  have  a  spare 
room  which  could  be  fitted  up  as  a 
library.  The  children  took  such  pride 
in  this  that  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped 
the  library  will  become  a  necessary 
feature  of  school  buildings  in  the  future. 
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As  will  be  seen,  the  plan  outlined  was 
simply  a  merger  of  common  interests 
which  placed  the  book  where  it  accom- 
plished the  greatest  possible  good  at  the 
least  possible  cost,  and  such  cost  fell 
where  it  could  be  best  cared  for.  The 
plan  increased  the  working  stock  of  the 
library  one  fifth,  while  the  administra- 
tion of  the  library  fell  to  trained  libra- 
rians and  the  distribution  to  trained 
attendants.  Looked  at  from  the  library 
point  of  view  it  was  claimed  that  the 
work  belonged  to  the  library  and  that 
the  school  assisted  to  the  extent  of  so 
many  hundred  volumes  a  year  and  the 
library  was  so  much  the  richer.  Looked 
at  from  the  standpoint  of  the  schools, 
it  was  claimed  that  the  work  belonged 
to  the  schools,  and  that  they  had  the 
advantage  of  experts  in  the  selection, 
administration  and  distribution  of  the 
library.  Which  side  profited  most  de- 
pends upon  the  point  of  view. 

The  Library  and  the  Country  Schools. 

By  Miss  Stella  Huntington,  Librarian  San 
Francisco  Normal  School. 

The  sub-committee  ou  the  question, 
"What  help  can  the  libraries  give  the 
county  schools?"  has  divided  the  sub- 
ject into  five  suggestions  from  the  libra- 
rians' point  of  view: 

First:  One  of  our  leading  librarians 
has  suggested  that  some  training  in 
library  tcience  should  be  given  to  stu- 
dents in  every  normal  school  and  college 
where  pedagogics  is  taught.  Quite  true, 
and  yet  the  librarian  on  the  sub-com- 
mittee, having  had  some  experience  in 
a  normal  library,  is  obliged  to  ask, 
"  Where  are  we  to  find  the  time  for 
teaching  library  science  in  our  already 
overcrowded  normal  course?",  except 
that  with  a  good  cormal  library,  well 
administered,  the  students  are  uncon- 
sciously learning  library  methods  they 
will  find  useful  in  their  own  schoolrooms 
later  on. 

Second  :  California  could  well  imitate 
the  example  of  some  of  her  Eastern  sisters 
and  have  a  "library  hour  "  at  the  county 


institutes.  A  room  should  be  set  apart 
for  the  use  of  the  teachers,  with  books 
borrowed  from  some  neighboring  library 
and  open  all  day  for  such  teachers  as 
wish  to  examine  and  read  the  books; 
with  a  talk  each  day  by  some  one  who 
knows  books,  a  discussion  of  which 
books  are  best  suited  to  which  grade, 
comparative  value  of  different  books 
along  the  same  lines  as  supplementary 
reading,  etc.  A  small  model  library 
could  also  be  shown  here,  with  good  and 
simple  charging  system,  and  cataloged 
to  show  how  to  get  the  most  good  out  of 
a  small  library  by  careful  cataloging. 
The  teacher  could  learn  how  to  use  a 
a  card  catalog  and  so  be  able  to  prove  its 
usefulness  to  her  pupils. 

Third:  The  traveling  libraries,  sent 
out  by  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento, 
should  be  known  to  every  teacher  in  the 
State,  and  the  district  schools  far  away 
from  all  other  libraries  could  be  greatly 
helped  by  the  traveling  libraries.  This 
subject  seems  to  fall  naturally  into  the 
hands  of  the  county  superintendents. 
If  as  they  make  their  rounds  they  could 
call  the  attention  of  the  teachers  in  iso- 
lated districts  to  the  traveling  libraries, 
carefully  explaining  how  easy  it  is  to 
get  new  books,  much  interest  could  be 
awakened  and  much  good  would  follow. 

Fourth:  A  state  book  list  could  be 
prepared  jointly  by  the  schools  and  the 
libraries  of  the  State;  this  should  be  not 
a  mere  list  of  authors  and  titles,  but  an 
annotated  list,  telling  enough  of  each 
book  to  enable  the  country  teacher  to 
order  intelligently  and  to  fit  the  needs 
of  her  pupils,  even  if  she  has  not  seen 
the  books.  This  list  should  be  supple- 
mented by  a  yearly  bulletin  of  the  new- 
books,  so  that  the  country  teacher  could 
be  always  "up  to  date"  on  the  question 
of  books.  There  are  many  good  lists 
gotten  out  by  libraries  in  the  East  to  aid 
the  schools,  and  it  might  be  possible  to 
obtain  permission  to  copy  some  one  of 
these  lists,  adding  our  California  books 
to  it,  and  thus  save  a  great  deal  of  work. 
Wisconsin  and  Iowa  both  have  lists  of 
books  for  schools  prepared  by  the  state. 
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Fifth:  Would  not  the  country  schools 
receive  more  for  their  money  if  all  the 
school  library  money  of  the  State  was 
put  into  one  general  "State  school 
library  fund,"  with  headquarters  at  the 
State  Library  in  Sacramento  and  the 
books  sent  out  from  there  as  traveling 
libraries?  The  idea  being  that  if  a 
teacher  was  teaching  the  geography  of 
the  United  States  she  would  send  for  a 
generous  supply  of  books  on  the  United 
States  and  when  she  finished  that  sub- 
ject and  took  up  Asia,  insead  of  letting 
the  books  she  had  lie  idle  until  the  next 
year  when  she  worked  around  again  to 
the  United  States  with  another  class, 
she  would  return  them  all  to  Sacramento 
and  order  a  new  supply  on  Asia;  those 
she  sent  back,  in  the  meantime,  going 
out  to  some  teacher  in  need  of  them. 

There  seem  to  be  many  advantages  in 
this  plan,  one  of  the  most  important 
being  that  all  the  books  are  in  a  general 
storehouse  and  are  bought  much  more 
cheaply  than  they  could  be  by  the  indi- 
vidual country  schools,  because  of  the 
so  much  larger  quantities. 

Then  a  country  school  having  $50  a 
year  or  less  to  spend  for  the  libiary 
could  not  have  more  than  one  hundred 
books,  at  the  very  outside,  in  that  time. 
If  they  got  the  books  from  the  State  they 
could  change  them  every  month  if  desired 
and  so  have  easily  six  times  as  many. 

This  State  storehouse  should  contain 
books  in  history,  travels,  biography,  lit- 
erature, fiction,  etc.,  as  well  as  supple- 
mentary reading,  and  so  be  a  library  for 
the  community  in  the  out- of- the- world 
districts,  as  well  as  for  the  school. 

One  of  the  complaints  from  country 
teachers  is,  "The  children  say  they  have 
read  all  the  books  in  the  library,  and 
with  the  few  new  ones  I  can  get  this  year 
I  can  not  keep  up  their  interest  in 
books."  This  interest  would  be  greatly 
helped,  to  say  the  least,  if  the  children 
understood  that  as  soon  as  one  set  of 
books  had  been  read  they  could  have 
another. 

Of  course,  a  few  reference  books  would 
remain  permanently  iu  each  school. 


The  Relation  of  Libraries  to  Public  Schools, 
from  the  Teacher's  Standpoint. 

By     Miss    Minnie     Maher,    Supervisor     San

From  my  own  experience  and  obser- 
vation in  the  schools  of  California,  as 
well  as  from  reports  by  those  in  a  posi- 
tion to  know,  I  am  forced  to  state  that 
while  considerable  has  been  done  in  the 
direction  of  making  our  schools  and  li- 
braries mutually  helpful  in  some  of  our 
cities,  practically  nothing  has  been  ac- 
complished in  many  of  our  country  dis- 
tricts. 

Remoteness  from  libraries  is  the  chief 
reason  for  this  condition  of  affairs, 
and  although  this  is  being  overcome  in 
a  few  instances  by  traveling  libraries,  a 
large  percentage  of  our  schools  derive 
no  benefit  therefrom.  This  condition 
arises  primarily  from  a  lack  of  proper 
interest  on  the  part  of  school  officials 
and  teachers  in  many  of  our  counties. 

It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  in  a  large 
number  of  our  schools,  even  those  within 
urban  boundaries,  the  text  is  deemed  all 
sufficient  and  few  if  any  supplementary 
books  are  introduced.  Is  it  any  wonder, 
then,  that  the  atmosphere  in  such  places 
is  one  of  mental  poverty  ?  As  long  as 
county  boards  continue  to  grant  certifi- 
cates to  persons  lacking  higher  education 
and  that  broader  knowledge  derived 
from  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  our 
best  literature  this  state  of  affairs  will 
exist,  for  the  guiding  principle  in  leading 
our  children  out  of  the  land  of  text-book 
bondage  must  be  the  teacher.  She  it  is 
who  must  furnish  the  enthusiasm  and 
inspiration  necessary  to  lead  pupils  into 
the  promised  laud — the  world  of  best 
books. 

By  best  books  I  mean  to  include  mainly 
those  interesting  to  children,  and  I  re- 
gard the  capacity  to  enjoy  such  books 
one  of  the  highest  tests  of  a  teacher's 
ability  to  teach.  If  our  schools  can  suc- 
ceed in  sending  out  pupils  with  the  habit 
of  reading  well-selected  books  on  his- 
tory, travel,  literature  and  science  firmly 
established,  the  problem  of  the  right  use 
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of  leisure,  a  vexed  one  in  these  days  of 
"short  hours,"  will  in  a  large  measure 
be  wisely  solved. 

But  how  is  the -already  overburdened 
teacher  to  accomplish  this  task?  Not 
through  the  meager  libraries  provided 
by  their  districts,  surely,  for  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  these  are  inadequate  and 
not  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  children. 
Obviously  then,  the  work  of  bringing  a 
sufficient  number  of  books  into  the 
schools  and  of  helping  the  teacher  to 
inspire  her  pupils,  must  be  done  by  the 
traveling  library.  To  make  the  work 
effective  county  superintendents  must 
take  the  initiative  by  cooperating  with 
the  State  Library  and  making  the  effort 
necessary  to  have  the  books  brought  to  the 
various  schools  under  their  supervision. 

If  these  libraries  are  to  be  of  real 
value  there  should  accompany  them  per- 
sons who  have  tact  and  enthusiasm  and 
who  are  versed  in  library  science.  It 
should  be  their  business  to  instruct  and 
inspire  the  teachers,  remaining  in  each 
school  sufficiently  long  to  get  the 
machinery  well  started.  Much  enthusi- 
asm might  be  aroused  among  teachers  at 
county  institutes,  and  many  hours  so 
often  devoted  to  profitless  discussion  of 
time-worn  topics  might  better  be  given 
to  reports  on  what  is  being  accomplished 
in  schools  availing  themselves  of  the 
library. 

To  increase  the  efficiency  of  these 
libraries  many  more  books  must  be 
added,  and  here  the  county  superin 
tendent  may  lend  a  hand  by  inducing 
the  various  school  boards  in  his  district 
to  permit  their  small  library  fund  to  be 
expended  either  wholly  or  in  part  by  the 
State  Library,  and  thus  increase  the 
number  of  available  books  for  each 
school. 

In  addition,  the  teacher  should  keep  a 
record  of  books  read  by  each  pupil,  giv- 
ing the  author's  name  and  title,  also  in- 
cluding the  age  of  the  pupil,  this  record 
to  be  preserved  and  used  as  data  in  de-  ' 
termining  the  kind  of  books  most  used 
by  the  children,  and  also  as  a  guide  in 
later  demands. 


It  has  been  said  that  the  highest  duty 
of  a  teacher  is  to  lead  a  child  into  his  in- 
heritance, and  this  can  best  be  attained, 
I  take  it,  by  bringing  him  into  contact 
with  the  best  in  books  and  leading  him 
to  love  and  appreciate  it. 

Let  it  not  be  said  of  us  California 
teachers,  as  a  writer  once  put  it,  that 
"Our  children  have  asked  for  bread  and 
we  have  given  them  a  stone."

The  Duties  of  a  Trustee. 

By  Mrs  Charles  P.  Schwan. 

The  ideal  trustee  is  a  man  of  culture, 
with  a  love  for  books,  sound  judgment, 
tact  and  public  spirit,  but  the  trustee 
possessed  of  all  these  qualifications  is 
rare.  Most  of  us  are  ordinary  human 
beings,  lacking  one  or  more  of  the 
ideal  characteristics  and  appointed  to 
our  positions  for  a  variety  of  reasons, 
among  which  the  political  one  should 
never  appear.-  Politics  should  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  management 
and  conduct  of  either  our  libraries  or 
our  schools,  but  the  millennium  is  not 
yet. 

Some  degree  of  culture  and  some  love 
of  books  are  essentials  to  the  proper 
appreciation  of  the  literary  and  educa- 
tional value  of  a  library  to  its  community; 
but  profound  scholarship  is  not  necessary 
and  is  indeed  sometimes  a  drawback, 
since  a  profound  scholar  is  apt  to  slight 
the  material  side  of  his  work  and  be 
impatient  of  its  business  needs  and  the 
many  things  that  are  requisite  to  the 
cultivation  and  development  of  public 
taste. 

A  man  who  has  made  a  success  of  his 
own  business  will  seek  to  do  as  much  for 
the  library  he  serves  and,  the  habit  of 
success  being  a  most  compelling  one, 
will  undoubtedly  insure  it  material  pros- 
perity and  see  that  it  receives  a  good 
material  return  for  its  expenditures. 

Tact  is  needful  in  representing  the 
library  before  the  public,  in  dealing  with 
the  library  employees,  and  in  presenting 
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the  needs  of  the  library  in  a  convincing 
and  agreeable  manner  to  the  municipal 
authorities  who  govern  the  appropria- 
tions for  public  works. 

Public  spirit  in  the  broadest  sense  is 
really  a  necessity  in  a  library  trustee. 
He  does  not  hold  his  position  for  any 
personal  aggrandizement.  His  own  aim 
and  thought  should  be  to  increase  the 
usefulness  of  the  library.  He  should 
earnestly  desire  to  create  an  enthusiastic 
sense  of  appreciation  and  ownership  of 
the  institution  in  the  community.  The 
narrow-minded  man  has  no  place  on  a 
library  board,  since  a  trustee  is  not  there 
as  the  personal  champion  of  any  clique 
or  ism,  either  political,  religious  or  social, 
but  as  the  representative  of  the  whole 
people  who  maintain  by  general  taxation 
the  institution  which  he  serves. 

The  library  trustee  should  be  willing 
to  give  freely  of  his  time  and  energy  to 
further  library  interests.  The  man  who 
has  neither  the  time  nor  the  inclination  to 
attend  the  board  meetings  should  either 
resign  or  fail  of  reappointment  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term .  His  fellow  mem- 
bers on  the  board  may  be  able  to  carry 
the  business  of  the  library  to  a  successful 
conclusion,  but  his  dead  weight  makes 
the  burden  greater  than  it  has  any  right 
to  be,  and  he  should  get  out  of  the  way 
for  some  one  who  will  push  forward,  not 
pull  back. 

He  should  be  a  reasonable  man,  stand- 
ing firmly  for  right  principle,  but  willing 
to  sacrifice  his  own  opinions  in  matters 
of  judgment,  and  willing  to  admit  that 
those  who  have  made  a  special  study  of 
problems  are  better  qualified  to  decide 
,  wisely  upon  them  than  he  is. 

He  should  visit  the  library  often  enough 
to  become  familiar  with  the  work  being 
done,  the  use  the  public  makes  of  it, 
and  the  position  as  an  institution  it  oc- 
cupies in  the  public  mind,  but  he  should 
never  interfere  in  the  details  of  internal 
management. 

This  brings  me  to  the  most  important 
thing  a  board  of  library  trustees  has  en- 
trusted to  it  —  that  of  selecting  the 
librarian,  since  the  librarian  is  so  largely 


the  library  when  all  is  said.  A  fine 
building  and  well-lined  shelves  are  very 
desirable,  of  course,  but  with  an  incom- 
petent and  untrained  head  of  affairs  will 
be  of  less  value  to  a  community  than  a 
smaller  number  of  books  in  a  rented  hall 
and  a  skilled  and  helpful  man  or  woman 
to  act  as  guide,  philosopher  and  friend, 
not  alone  to  the  student  who  seeks  recre- 
ation and  intellectual  delight  without 
urging,  but  to  those  who  through  igno- 
rance do  not  appreciate  how  much  they 
are  losing  by  making  no  use  of  the  feast 
spread  for  their  delectation  and  who 
must  be  interested  and  developed  with 
unobtrusive  and  kindly  persuasion. 

A  broad  and  intelligent  policy  toward 
the  public  must  be  decided  upon  by  the 
trustees  of  a  library,  but  without  trained 
ability  to  carry  out  this  policy  the  insti- 
tution will  fail.  The  trustees  are  the 
law-making  body,  and  the  librarian  their 
executive.  Therefore,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  trustees  should  decide  exactly 
the  result  they  desire  achieved,  choose 
wisely  their  administrative  officer,  and 
then  leave  the  details  entirely  in  his 
hands.  The  meddlesome  trustee  is  a 
greater  nuisance  than  the  careless  one, 
since  his  tendency  is  to  disarrange  and 
impede,  and  the  careless  man.  while  he 
is  not  of  much  use,  still  does  no  active 
harm.  About  the  hardest  duty  that  can 
ever  fall  to  a  board  of  trustees  is  the 
dismissal  of  an  incompetent  librarian  or 
assistant. 

A  question  upon  which  there  has  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  great  discussion 
and  diversity  of  opinion  is  as  to  who 
shall  choose  the  books.  The  board  of 
library  trustees  will  surely  not  desire  to 
leave  this  matter  entirely  to  the  libra- 
rian, but  a  librarian  not  competent  to 
select  a  proper  list  of  books  is  not  a  good 
one  and  should  follow  the  negligent 
trustee  into  obscurity.  The  ideal  con- 
dition would  seem  to  exist  where  the 
librarian  decides  upon  the  books,  assisted 
by  the  advice  of  the  book  committee. 

One  of  the  minor  and  sometimes  neg- 
lected duties  of  the  library  trustee  is  to 
familiarize  himself  with  the  provision  of 
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the  state  law  under  which  he  is  appoint- 
ed, and  the  rights  and  duties  imposed 
upon  him  by  law. 

Economy  is  always  a  duty,  particular- 
ly in  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys, 
but  a  liberal  economy  is  the  wisest  econ- 
omy. Niggardliness  is  never  a  virtue. 
The  skilled  labor  of  librarians  and  their 
assistants  is  worthy  of  the  best  wage 
possible  to  be  given;  comfortable  fur- 
nishings, catalogs,  library  journals  and 
money  spent  in  rebinding  give  adequate 
return  in  the  renewed  life  of  books  and 
the  improved  appearance  of  book  shelves. 

Just  in  here  comes  the  very  important 
duty  of  library  boards  in  bending  every 
energy  toward  educating  their  City 
Fathers  in  greater  liberality  to  the 
library  appropriations.  The  most  silver- 
tongued  member  of  each  board  should 
be  selected  to  approach  the  members  of 
his  council  as  individuals  and  as  a  col- 
lective body,  and  expound  the  virtues  and 
advantages  and  the  needs  of  the  library. 
Certainly  the  library  is  coming  to  reach 
and  benefit  nearly  as  many  as  the  public 
schools;  perhaps  in  a  different  way,  but 
the  benefit  is  there  and  is  certainly  desir- 
able. Should  we  not  seek  to  have  the 
benefits  more  adequately  recognized  in  a 
financial  way  ? 

One  more  duty  appeals  to  me  as  de- 
manding recognition,  and  that  is  the 
duty  of  each  trustee  to  promote  harmony 
in  his  board  meetings  and  a  sense  of 
warm  and  cordial  unity  with  the  library 
staff.  There  is  no  need  for  absolute 
agreement  upon  all  points,  since  variety 
is  the  spice  of  life,  but  let  the  disagree- 
ments be  harmonious;  let  there  be  a 
feeling  of  mutual  trust  and  appreciation 
between  board  and  staff,  and  the  library 
dear  to  both  will  grow  and  grow  to  such 
a  thing  of  beauty  and  of  use  that  all  men 
will  recognize  and  rejoice  in  it. 

The  Legislative  Reference  Bureau. 

By  Krnest  Bruncken,  of  the  California  State 
Library. 

Practically  every  state  in  the  Union 
has  its  state  library,  and  all  these  insti- 
tutions were  founded  with  the  intention 


that  they  should  be  the  working  collec- 
tions of  books  for  all  the  branches  of 
the  government.  It  turned  out,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  majority  of  cases  a 
single  department,  the  law  library,  was 
for  a  long  time  the  only  one  to  receive 
fairly  adequate  support  and  become  a 
useful  instrument  of  government.  No 
doubt  this  happened  largely  because 
such  a  library  is  indispensable  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  each  state  (which  in- 
deed often  superintends  its  management) 
and  to  members  of  the  bar.  But  apart 
from  the  collection  of  law  books,  the 
majority  of  state  libraries  failed  signally 
in  performing  their  intended  functions. 
With  absurdly  small  pecuniary  means, 
without  expert  management,  often  the 
plaything  of  the  lowest  sort  of  party 
politics,  many  of  them,  until  within  & 
few  years,  dragged  on  a  miserable  and 
useless  existence.  Some,  it  must  be 
feared,  have  not  risen  above  that  level 
even  yet.  There  were  a  few  which  from 
the  beginning  performed  their  duty  at 
least  to  the  extent  of  making  a  valuable 
collection  of  books.  A  little  later,  when 
the  prevailing  notions  of  library  work 
had  become  revolutionized,  two  or  three 
of  these  institutions  rose  to  the  occasion 
and  became  the  center  of  a  great  variety 
of  activities.  The  State  Library  of  New 
York  is  perhaps  the  most  conspicuous 
case  of  this  kind.  But  even  then  the 
very  object  for  which  state  libraries  were 
originally  established  was  pretty  nearly 
forgotten.  For  the  legislator  and  the 
administrative  official,  the  state  library 
was  merely  a  mass  of  miscellaneous 
books,  well  or  ill  selected,  poorly  or 
properly  arranged  and  cataloged,  as  the 
case  might  be,  but  of  which  he  could 
make  very  1  ittle  effective  use.  Of  course, 
even  the  most  old-fashioned  librarian,  in 
the  days  when  he  was  hardly  expected 
to  be  more  than  a  custodian,  if  he  was 
fairly  competent  to  hold  his  office,  would 
give  to  the  bewildered  inquirer  some 
casual  help  to  find  a  way  through  the 
maze  of  printed  pages.  But  it  is  only 
within  less  than  a  decade  that  the  orig- 
inal purpose  of  state  libraries  has  been. 
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seriously  considered  again,  and  that  at- 
tempts have  been  made  to  accomplish  it 
in  a  systematic  and  efficient  manner. 
To  this  resurrection  is  due  the  under- 
taking of  legislative  reference  work. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  first  step  in 
that  direction  was  made  when,  in  1891, 
the  State  Library  of  New  York,  under 
the  direction  of  Melvil  Dewey,  began 
the  publication  of  its  bulletins  of  state 
legislation.  Under  the  successive  edi- 
torship of  W.  B.  Shaw,  E.  Dana  Durand, 
and  finally  Dr.  Robert  H.  Whitten,  this 
series  has  become  an  indispensable  tool 
and  is  well  known  to  every  librarian.  In 
1892  the  New  York  State  Library  notified 
members  of  the  legislature  that  material 
relating  to  any  special  topic  of  legisla- 
tion in  which  they  might  be  interested 
would  be  "  collected  promptly  and  made 
available  to  them  with  the  least  expendi- 
ture of  their  time.'*  Ever  since,  that 
library  has  done  excellent  work  in  this 
direction,  principally  by  the  compila- 
tion of  handy  reading  lists.  The  Library 
of  Congress  also  has  done  much  of  the 
same  sort.  Many  of  the  lists  so  com- 
piled have  been  published  and  thus  made 
useful  to  wider  circles. 

The  legislative  reference  bureau  as 
we  know  it  to-day  did  not  come  into 
being,  however,  until  it  happened  that 
the  library  of  the  Wisconsin  Historical 
Society  at  Madison  moved  from  the  cap- 
itol  into  its  new  building  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  town.  Then,  it  is  said,  it 
struck  Mr  F.  A.  Hutchins,  who  was  at 
that  time  secretary  of  the  State  Library 
Commission,  that  the  legislature  should 
have  at  least  a  small  reference  collection 
close  at  hand,  and  that  his  commission 
ought  to  supply  this  want.  It  must  be 
understood  that  what  is  known  as  the 
Wisconsin  State  Library  is  purely  a  col- 
lection of  law  books.  At  any  rate,  the 
Library  Commission  established  the  first 
legislative  reference  bureau  and  put  at 
its  head  Charles  McCarthy,  Ph.D.,  who 
has  made  his  office  into  something  far 
greater  than  had  originally  been  con- 
templated and  become  widely  known  as 


the  chief  exponent  of  a  new  policy,  des- 
tined perhaps  to  play  a  part  of  increas- 
ing importance  in  the  legislative  and 
administrative  life  of  this  country. 

The  Wisconsin  bureau  was  established 
in  1901.  At  first  its  total  expenditure 
was  but  $1500  a  year.  It  was  soon  recog- 
nized officially  by  the  legislature  and 
its  appropriation  augmented  to  $4500, 
while  this  year  an  appropriation  of  $10,- 
000  is  contemplated.  The  head  of  this 
bureau  has  now,  during  the  session  of 
the  legislature,  a  staff  of  about  a  dozen 
assistants  of  various  grades.  It  is  an 
established  part  of  the  governmental 
machinery  of  Wisconsin.  Everybody 
there  is  wondering  how  they  ever  got 
along  without  it. 

So  far,  no  other  state  has  by  express 
legislation  established  a  similar  depart- 
ment, although  efforts  in  that  direction 
were  made  in  Maryland,  in  Ohio,  in 
Washington  and  elsewhere.  But  two 
years  ago  the  State  Library  of  California, 
without  waiting  for  the  legislature,  be- 
gan to  do  such  work.  Within  a  year, 
the  State  Library  of  Indiana,  with  C.  B. 
Lester,  and  the  State  Historical  Society 
of  Nebraska,  with  E.  A.  Sheldon  in 
charge,  have  initiated  the  system.  In 
Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho,  North 
Dakota,  Kansas,  Ohio,  Minnesota,  Illi- 
nois, in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and 
probably  elsewhere,  a  movement  in 
the  same  direction  is  on  foot,  and  it 
looks  as  if  within  a  few  years  every 
important  state  and  many  of  the  larger 
cities  would  have  legislative  reference 
bureaus.  While  these  departments 
may  take  different  forms,  according 
to  local  circumstances,  in  most  cases 
they  will  naturally  grow  out  of  the  pres- 
ent activities  of  state  or  city  libraries. 
The  movement  is  beginning  to  attract 
considerable  public  attention,  as  is  shown 
by  the  increasing  number  of  articles 
about  it  in  the  papers  and  magazines 
and  the  frequent  inquiries  from  various 
sources.  The  consensus  of  opinion 
seems  to  be  that  the  legislative  refer- 
ence bureau  is  one  of  the  many  agencies 
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which  for  a. number  of  years  have  made 
for  a  readjustment  of  our  public  life  on 
a  higher  level. 

The  remainder  of  this  paper  will  be 
devoted  to  considering  two  questions: 
first,  Why  is  there  a  special  need  of 
some  such  agency  as  legislative  reference 
bureaus  in  the  United  States;  and  sec- 
ondly. What  are  the  methods  of  opera- 
tion of  such  a  bureau,  particularly  in  our 
own  State  of  California  ? 

Probably  there  is  no  legislative  body 
in  any  country  in  the  world  but  has  some 
sort  of  library  for  the  use  of  its  members 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  A  few 
parliamentary  libraries  are  among  the 
most  valuable  collections  of  books  in  the 
world,  as  notably  the  library  of  the  Ger- 
man Reichstag,  with  its  rare  wealth  in  the 
field  of  comparative  jurisprudence.  But 
a  legislative  reference  bureau  aims  to  be 
something  more  than  a  library,  mo  re  even 
than  a  library  properly  cataloged,  amply 
indexed,  and  rendered  easily  accessible. 
If  its  functions  are  fully  developed,  it 
must  be  au  indispensable  part  of  the  law- 
making and  administrative  machinery  of 
the  commonwealth.  In  order  to  show 
why  there  is  a  special  and  peculiar  need 
for  this  in  the  United  States,  a  brief 
glance  will  be  necessary  at  the  manner 
in  which  laws  are  enacted  in  this  country 
as  compared  with  others. 

Until  within  little  more  than  a  gener- 
ation, the  legislative  and  administrative' 
problems  presented  to  the  governmental 
authorities  of  the  United  States  were  rel- 
atively simple.  Social  and  economic  con- 
ditions had  little  complexity.  A  simple 
framework  of  government,  a  few  simple 
statutes  sufficed,  and  could  easily  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  common  sense  of  the 
average  citizen  in  the  brief  time  he 
could  spare  from  his  private  pursuits. 
The  greatest  task  before  the  American 
people  during  the  first  century  of  its 
national  existence,  the  wresting  of  a 
continent  from  the  wilderness,  was 
accomplished  not  by  government,  but  by 
the  individual  citizens  in  their  private 
capacities.  Such  difficult  questions  of  a 
political  nature  as  there  were  lay  in  the 


realm  of  constitutional  law :  The  rescue 
of  the  federal  constitution  from  the  fet- 
ters of  strict  construction,  the  readjust- 
ment of  the  fundamental  law  after 
the  tremendous  shock  of  the  civil  war. 
For  the  solution  of  such  problems  we 
had  an  incomparable  body  of  experts  in 
the  early  American  bar.  Some  of  the 
greatest  constructive  statesmen  of  all 
times,  with  John  Marshall  at  their  head, 
have  pleaded  at  the  bar  or  sat  on  the 
bench  of  American  courts  of  justice. 

But  the  conditions  of  to  day  are  radi- 
cally different.  Instead  of  the  almost 
pastoral  simplicity  of  the  old  public  life 
has  come  a  complexity  rivaling  that  of 
the  oldest  states  in  Europe.  Backwoods 
communities  have  grown  into  powerful 
commonwealths,  often,  like  our  own  Cali- 
fornia, comprising  districts  in  the  most 
varied  stages  of  development,  from  met- 
ropolitan over-civilization  to  the  most 
primitive  beginnings,  and  consequently 
with  tremendous  differences  in  interests, 
habits,  views  and  inclinations.  Over- 
grown fortunes  are  contrasted  with  depths 
of  poverty  never  dreamt  of  in  the  olden 
days.  Private  interests,  greedy,  selfish 
and  anti-social,  are  bidding  insolent  de- 
fiance to  all  efforts  for  the  common  wel- 
fare. Under  these  conditions,  the  simple 
governmental  methods  that  were  once 
sufficient  can  not  help  but  prove  inade- 
quate. But  they  are  still  the  only  meth- 
ods we  can  employ.  The  complexity  of 
our  conditions  cries  for  legislation  by 
experts,  and  we  still  rely  upon  legislation 
by  amateurs. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  legislative  ref- 
erence bureau  to  help  in  remedying  this 
evil,  and  to  bring  expert  knowledge  and 
skill  within  the  reach  of  those  charged 
with  the  business  of  legislation. 

In  all  other  countries,  provision  is 
made  for  this  purpose.  In  the  states  of 
this  country  alone  we  have  acted  on  the 
theory  that  legislation  is  such  a  simple 
matter  as  to  require  no  knowledge  or 
skill  which  every  full-grown,  sane  citi- 
zen does  not  possess.  Leaving  out  of  the 
reckoning  the  ancient  civilizations,  as 
far   back  as   the    early    period    of   the 
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Germanic  peoples,  when  the  affairs  of 
the  state  were  settled  in  public  meeting 
of  the  freemen,  the  intervention  of  expert 
advice  was  required,  though  in  a  rudi- 
mentary   form.     At    least,   among    the 
Priesians,  where  these  primitive  institu- 
tions survived  longest,  we  have  "asegas" 
or  "law-sayers,"  who  not  only  knew  the 
law  as  it  stood,  but  also  seem  to  have 
drawn  up  the  new  "keuren"  or  laws, 
which  were  assented  to  by  the  assembly. 
During  the   early  mediaeval   times,  the 
clergy,  many  of  them  learned  in  the  law, 
and  familiar,  through  the  work  of  the 
religious  houses,  with  numerous  branches 
of  industry,  furnished  an  admirable  body 
of  expert  advisers  to .  rulers  of   every 
degree.     When  the  absolute  monarchies 
arose  on  the  ruins  of  feudalism,  the  law- 
making power    almost    everywhere    in 
Europe  fell  into  the  hands  of  kings  and 
similar    potentates     but    the    decrees, 
edicts  and   orders  in   council   that  ap- 
peared  over    their    s  gnatures  were    in 
reality  made  by  men  specially  trained 
for     the     business    of    legislation,     as 
"jurists"  and  "cameralists."     Then,  if 
ever,  there  was  legislation  by  experts, 
and  it  may  be  staled,  in  passing,  that  at , 
its  best  the  legislation  so  brought  about 
was  of   a  quality   unrivaled.      For  ex- I 
ample,  it  would  be  difficult  to  match  such  I 
great    laws    as   the   Ordonnance  de   la 
Marine  under  Louis  XIV  of  France,  which 
has  'become  the  foundation  of  modern 
international  marine  jurisprudence ;   or 
the  edicts. by  which  Stein  and  his  associ- 
ates regenerated  the  Prussian  state  after  ! 
the  catastrophe  of  Jena.     For  good  and  . 
sufficient  reasons,  however,  nobody  re- 
grets the  disappearance  of  the  absolute 
monarchies.     In  practically  all  the  rep- 
resentative  governments  that  have  taken 
their  places,  the  theory  has  prevailed  in 
imitation  of  their  prototype,  the  parlia- 
ment of  England,  that  every  member  of  i 
a  legislative  body  has.  an  equal  right  to 
propose  legislation.     But  in  practice  it ' 
is  only  in  the  United  States  that  the  bulk- 1 
of  the  business  coming  before  the  legis-  , 
lature  actually  consists  of  bills  and  reso- 
lutions first    introduced    bv  individual ' 


members.  Everywhere  else,  the  intro- 
duction, still  more  the  adoption,  of  a 
bill  coming  from  a  private  member  is  a 
rare  exception.  Thus,  in  Great  Britain 
practically  all  bills,  except  those  called 
technically  "private"  and  relating  to 
the  affairs  of  individuals  or  particular 
localities,  are  introduced  by  the  Cabinet, 
which  is  in  effect  a  committee  of  the  par- 
liamentary majority.  Quite  similar  is 
the  process  of  legislation  in  France.  In 
Germany,  parliament  has  even  less  to  do 
with  the  initiation  of  proposed  laws,  for 
nearly  all  bills  are  proposed  by  the  gov- 
ernment, which  stands  quite  outside  of 
and  independent  from  parliament.  The 
governments,  however,  which  thus  stand 
charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  bills 
to  be  submitted  to  the  legislative  bodies, 
have  of  course  at  their  disposal  the 
whole  corps  of  experts  in  their  civil 
services,  including  a  number  of  specially 
trained  draughtsmen.  Besides,  they 
may  call  upon  all  the  expert  advice  to 
be  found  outside  of  the  government 
service.  They  can  take  all  the  time 
needed  to  thoroughly  digest  each  matter. 
Consequently  the  bills  introduced  into 
Parliament,  into  the  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties or  the  Reichstag  are  almost  always 
well  thought  out  and  very  near  to  per- 
fection from  the  technical  standpoint. 

How  different  in  the  United  States ! 
Here  every  member  does,  not  in  theory 
only  but  in  practice,  propose  new  legis- 
lation. Every  one  usually  feels  it  his 
duty  not  to  lag  behind  his  colleagues  in 
the  number  of  bills  introduced.  The 
personnel  of  American  legislative  bodies 
compares  favorably,  in  character  and 
intelligence,  with  that  in  any  other 
country.  But  few  of  the  members  know 
very  much  of  the  matters  with  which 
they  are  called  upon  to  deal.  They  are 
not  a  body  of  experts  in  anything,  not 
even  in  political  manipulation.  They 
ought  not  to  be  a  body  of  experts,  for 
then  they  would  cease  to  be  representa- 
tive. The  more  varied  the  membership 
is  with  regard  to  occupation,  training 
and  intelligence,  the  more  truly  does  it 
represent    the    people.      If    expertness 
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were  wanted  in  the  legislative  assembly 
itself,  the  Bar  Association  would  probably 
serve  the  purpose,  and  we  might  save 
ourselves  the  expense  and  trouble  of 
elections. 

The  bills  which  are  thus  thrown  into 
the  legislative  hopper  are  of  every 
imaginable  degree  of  fitness,  from  really 
well-conceived  and  skillfully  executed 
pieces  of  legislative  workmanship  to  the 
most  absurd  screeds,  ridiculous  as  to 
subject-matter  and  ignorant  as  to  form. 
The  greater  part  is  intelligent  as  far  as 
the  object  in  view  is  concerned,  but  often 
seriously  deficient  in  form.  Frequently 
such  bills  are  quite  needlessly  obnox- 
ious to  one  or  more  constitutional  pro- 
visions^ that  an  ingenious  lawyer  might 
drive  not  merely  the  proverbial  coach  and 
four  through  them,  but  a  whole  express 
train.  Still  more  often  they  are  drawn 
without  regard  to  other  existing  laws,  so 
that  they  create  the  utmost  uncertainty 
and  confusion.  The  statute  law  is  like  a 
delicate  piece  of  machinery  with  all  its 
parts  closely  interdependent.  Change 
in  one  part  usually  requires  correspond- 
ing changes  in  many  other  places,  if  the 
machinery  is  to  run  smoothly.  A  long 
chapter  might  be  written  on  the  faults  of 
bills  in  this  direction,  and  unfortunately 
not  only  the  bills,  but  also  of  the  finished 
acts  which  have  passed  througlfthe  whole 
process  of  committee  reports,  consecu- 
tive readings,  and  gubernatorial  scrutiny, 
without  elimination  of  their  faults.  This 
is  no  reflection  on  the  intelligence  or  con- 
scientiousness of  members.  These  are 
difficulties  which  only  a  lawyer,  and  a 
lawyer  specially  trained  in  this  field,  can 
be  relied  on  to  detect.  Clearly,  expert 
draughtsmen  are  needed  by  American 
legislatures. 

So  much  as  to  matters  of  form.  But 
quite  as  difficult  is  the  task  of  the  Amer- 
ican legislator  in  the  matter  of  sub- 
stance. As  everybody  knows,  the  Amer- 
ican practice  is  to  refer  every  bill  to  a 
committee.  The  legislature  itself  can 
not  even  vote  on  the  passage  of  a  meas- 
ure until  the  committee  has  reported  on 
it.     Each   member    is    therefore   called 


upon  to  form  a  judgment  on  all  the  bills 
coming  before  his  committee.  Rarely 
does  he  personally  know  very  much 
regarding  the  matters  with  which  these 
bills  deal.  He  must  rely  upon  some  one 
to  tell  him  about  it,  or  he  must  study 
the  subject  up  himself,  presumably  at  the 
cost  of  much  time  and  effort,  at  the 
moment  when  he  is  already  a  very  busy 
man.  Most  frequently  he  takes  the  for- 
mer alternative,  but  not  always  is  there 
somebody  on  hand  to  tell  him  all  about 
it.  Many  a  meritorious  measure  dies  in 
committee,  simply  because  it  is  nobody's 
business  to  give  the  necessary  informa- 
tion. If  the  bill  attracts  a  good  deal  of 
attention,  there  are  usually  a  number  of 
people  anxious  to  argue  for  and  against 
it.  Then  the  tendency  is  for  the  com- 
mittee practically  to  abdicate  its  proper 
function  and  assume  a  quasi-judicial  atti- 
tude. They  listen  to  the  argument  and 
decide  the  fate  of  the  bill,  not  according 
to  its  own  merits,  but  like  the  jury  in  a 
law  suit  according  as  one  side  or  the 
other  has  made  the  more  plausible  argu- 
ment. Here  is  where  the  opportunity 
comes  for  the  special  interests,  which 
have  favors  to  ask  that  may  or  may  not 
be  compatible  with  the  public  welfare. 
These  interests  send  skillful  attorneys 
and  lobbyists  to  plead  their  case;  no- 
body appears  on  the  other  side,  and  too 
often  the  better  cause  appears  the  worse 
for  want  of  proper  presentation .  Of  this 
kind  of  expert  advice  there  is  no  lack  in 
any  American  legislature. 

To  trace  in  further  detail  the  ways  in 
which  our  system  makes  intelligent  and 
effective  legislation  difficult  would  spin 
this  paper  out  to  quite  unreasonable 
length.  On  all  sides  the  fact  is  admitted 
that  the  quality  of  American  statute  law, 
as  it  is  ground  out  in  ever-increasing 
quantity  by  nearly  half  a  hundred  leg- 
islative mills,  is  poor.  The  lack  of 
participation  by  experts  in  the  work, 
such  as  is  provided  in  other  countries, 
is  not  the  only  cause  of  the  evil.  But  it 
is  one  very  important  cause,  and  to  help 
in  eliminating  it  is  the  function  of  a 
legislative  reference  bureau. 
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Of  course,  the  reference  bureau,  no 
matter  how  large,  able  and  highly  trained 
a  staff  it  might  possess,  could  not  itself 
give  the  expert  counsel  needed,  except 
perhaps  in  the  matter  of  giving  to  bills 
their  proper  technical  form.  If  any  offi- 
cer of  such  a  bureau  were  bumptious 
enough  in  his  own  person  to  pose  as  an 
expert  on  all  the  multifarious  business 
coming  before  a  legislature,  he  would 
deservedly  be  laughed  at  from  California 
to  Maine.  It  is  not  at  all  the  function 
of  the  bureau  to  give  advice.  It  merely 
proposes  to  enable  each  legislator  who 
wishes  to  do  so  to  obtain  such  expert 
advice  as  has  been  laid  down  in  writing, 
and  such  information  as  may  throw  light 
on  the  subject,  as  thoroughly,  quickly 
and  conveniently  as  circumstances  may 
permit. 

It  would  be  strange  if  so  patent  a  fact 
as  the  need  of  expert  aid  in  legislation 
had  not  brought  about  efforts  to  supply 
what  was  lacking.  Among  the  devices 
of  this  kind  which  are  well-known  and 
important  factors  in  American  public  life 
is  the  legislative  commission,  charged 
with  the  investigation  of  important  sub- 
jects and  the  formulating  of  legislation 
regarding  them.  Such  commissions 
usually  work  during  the  legislative  recess 
and  are  given  the  time  and  the  means, 
pecuniary  and  legal,  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary information  and  the  expert  points  of 
view.  At  the  coming  session  the  reports 
of  no  less  than  four  such  commissions 
will  be  laid  before  the  Legislature  of  Cal- 
ifornia. Another  device  for  bringing 
together  the  legislator  and  the  expert 
begins  at  the  other  end:  Instead  of  a 
legislative  committee  sending  for  wit- 
nesses and  advisors,  citizens  join  together 
in  a  civic  association,  have  somebody 
whom  they  deem  competent  draw  bills 
on  such  subjects  as  they  are  interested  in, 
and  submit  these  to  the  legislative  body 
through  some  friendly  member.  Some- 
times the  result  of  this  method  is  most 
excellent.  I  may  mention  as  an  instance 
the  work  of  the  California  Water  and 
Forest  Association .  But  we  m  ust  remem- 
ber that  the  foolish  as  well  as  the  wise 


may  associate  themselves  and  acquire 
the  added  power  which  springs  there- 
from. It  is  unnecessary  to  go  into  details 
regarding  so  familiar  a  device  of  improv- 
ing the  quality  of  legislation.  Probably  • 
no  one  at  all  interested  in  public  affairs 
but  can  boast  of  belonging  to  one  or 
more  such  associations. 

Perhaps  most  well-drawn  bills  going 
before  legislatures  deal  with  subjects  in 
which  some  body  of  men  has  an  inter- 
est, may  be  an  unselfish,  more  often  a 
selfish  one,  an  interest  great  enough  to 
make  them  go  to  the  expense  of  retain- 
ing experts  and  lawyers  properly  to 
formulate  their  wishes. 

With  such  and  all  similar  methods  the 
legislative  reference  bureau  does  not 
enter  into  rivalry.  On  the  contrary,  it 
desires  to  aid  and  supplement  them.  It 
wishes  to  help  legislation  in  all  its 
stages  to  be  better  instructed,  more  fully 
versed  in  everything  connected  with  its 
subject  matter.  Under  the  democratic 
forms  of  our  public  life,  the  preparing 
of  a  bill  is  far  from  being  the  initial  step 
in  legislation.  At  least,  in  all  matters 
of  great  importance,  a  previous  stage  of 
suggestion,  discussion,  often  of  popular 
agitation  has  first  been  passed  through. 
At  all  events,  every  legislative  proposal 
must  first  have  originated  in  the  mind  of 
an  individual,  whether  a  member  of  the 
legislature  or  an  outsider.  To  all  con- 
cerned in  the  process  the  legislative 
reference  bureau  offers  its  services. 

Before  entering  upon  a  discussion  of 
the  methods  by  which  this  purpose  may 
be  accomplished,  it  may  be  wise  to  stop 
a  moment  and  answer  the  possible  ob- 
jection :  Admitting  that  more  systematic 
utilization  of  expert  knowledge  is  needed 
in  American  legislation,  why  invent  a 
new  plan  for  getting  it?  Why  not  adopt 
the  means  proven  successful  elsewhere, 
and  restrict  the  actual  initiation  of  legis- 
lation to  a  chosen  few  of  experience  and 
knowledge,  instead  of  allowing  each  in- 
dividual member  to  carry  grist  to  the 
lawmaking  mill?  A  sufficient  answer 
would  probably  be  that  a  change  to  the 
English  plan  is  far  too  radical  a  step  to

find  the  approval  of  the  American  peo- 
ple, most  conservative  of  nations  as  it  is 
in  its  political  habits.  But  furthermore: 
the  English  plan  has  its  own  draw- 
backs. Long  and  loud  are  the  com- 
plaints heard  in  Great  Britain  about  the 
impossibility  of  getting  laws  passed,  no 
matter  how  badly  needed,  in  which  the 
government  of  the  day  cannot  see  a 
partisan  advantage.  Conversely,  every 
bill  introduced  by  the  government  be- 
comes at  once  the  target  of  partisan 
assaults  by  the  opposition.  The  merits 
are  lost  sight  of,  and  the  measure  be- 
comes merely  a  pawn  in  the  parlia- 
mentary game  of  chess.  In  France,  the 
same  thing  is  seen  in  an  exaggerated 
form.  In  Germany  and  the  German 
states,  the  promptness  and  quality  of 
legislation  are  probably  better  than  in 
any  other  large  country.  But  it  is  kept 
from  the  faults  of  Great  Britain  and 
France  only  by  the  fact  that  the  strongly 
monarchical  constitutions  of  Germany 
do  not  make  governments  dependent  on 
the  shitting  majorities  of  parliament. 
The  monarchical  feature,  of  course,  we 
neither  would  nor  could  imitate  in  Amer- 
ica. However,  if  there  is  a  point  of  ex- 
cellence in  our  legislative  methods,  it  is 
that  the  passage  or  rejection  of  bills  is 
rarely  affected  by  partisan  politics.  Only 
in  a  few  cases  where  a  measure  has  been 
an  issue  in  the  preceding  campaign,  or 
where  some  partisan  scheme  is  in  ques- 
tion, is  it  likely  that  partisan  lines  are 
drawn  regarding  it.  Even  in  Congress, 
where  this  is  done  much  oftener  than  in 
state  legislatures,  the  ordinary  legisla- 
tion (which  is  apt  to  be  of  much  greater 
importance  than  the  political  measures) 
is  hardly  ever  passed  by  a  party  vote. 

It  is  clear,  then,  that  we  cannot  look 
abroad  for  the  solution  of  our  problem 
of  bringing  expert  knowledge  within  the 
grasp  of  the  legislator.  In  this  as  in 
other  things,  America  must  work  out 
her  own  salvation,  observing  and  learn- 
ing from  the  experience  of  all  others, 
slavishly  imitating  none. 

Assuming  now,  that  the  need  of  such 
an  institution   as   the   legislative   refer- 


ence bureau  has  been  amply  proven,  the 
task  remains  of  showing  the  methods  by 
which  it  may  attempt  to  do  its  work,  and 
especially  those  which  have  been  adopted 
by  the  institution  in  California. 

Argument  is  hardly  necessary  to  justify 
the  organic  connection  of  the  legislative 
reference  bureau  with  the  state  library, 
an  institution  originally  designed,  as  al- 
ready stated  above,  to  do  the  very  work 
to  which  it  has  now  returned.  A  library, 
a  large  library,  is  manifestly  a  funda- 
mental necessity  for  the  bureau's  work. 
This  library  must  be  made  quickly  and 
accurately  available.  Thus  the  work  of 
the  California  bureau,  which  constitutes 
an  integral  part  of  the  Sociological  De- 
partment of  the  State  Library,  naturally 
falls  into  two  branches :  building  up  the 
collections  of  the  parent  institution  in 
the  branches  relating  to  public  affairs, 
and  opening  them  up  by  indexing  and 
the  personal  activity  of  the  reference 
librarians.  In  both  branches  of  the  work, 
regard  must  be  had  to  the  various  classes 
of  people  concerned  in  the  long  and 
intricate  process  of  crystallizing  a  polit- 
ical idea  into  an  actual  statute.  Each 
class  has  its  peculiar  needs,  but  each 
must  be  served  with  equal  faithfulness  if 
the  state  library  is  to  live  up  to  its  ideals. 

At  the  beginning  comes  the  thinker, 
the  scientific  investigator,  who  collects 
and  arranges  social  facts,  formulates 
political  theories.  His  library  needs  are 
the  greatest  of  all;  he  requires  books 
new  and  old,  covering  a  vast  range  of 
learning,  far  wider  than  what  the  classi- 
fier puts  under  the  head  of  "sociology." 
But  he  knows  his  books,  knows  the  bib- 
liography of  his  special  field,  presumably 
far  better  than  any  librarian  could.  Here 
all  the  state  library  has  to  do  is  to 
furnish  the  books.  I  should  say,  then  : 
If  this  state,  through  the  State  Library, 
desires  legislative  reference  work  done  as 
it  should  be  done,  it  must  first  build  up 
a  great  collection  of  books  relating  to 
public  affairs  in  the  widest  sense.  This 
duty  is  particularly  great  in  California, 
because  here  we  are  remote  from  large 
libraries.    An  investigator  in  New  York, 
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if  he  does  not  find  what  he  wants  at 
home,  is  within  a  few  hours'  travel  from 
the  library  treasures  of  Boston,  of  Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore  and  Washington. 
The  Californian  has  no  resources  outside 
of  the  few  libraries  of  his  own  common- 
wealth, and  no  matter  how  patriotic  a 
son  of  his  state  he  may  be  no  scholar 
can  fail  to  be  painfully  conscious  how 
slender  the  means  of  serious  study  still 
are  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  In  conjunction 
and  intelligent  co-operation  with  our 
two  universities,  the  State  Library  should 
gradually  remove  this  reproach,  and  can 
do  so  if  the  Legislature  can  be  brought 
to  realize  the  need  and  give  the  neces- 
sary financial  support. 

After  the  theoretical  student  come  the 
many  sorts  of  people  who  are  interested 
in  public  affairs,  and  in  one  way  or 
another  help  in  making  that  public 
opinion  which  finally  causes  the  drawing 
up  of  a  bill:  newspapermen,  members 
of  civic  associations  and  intelligent 
people  generally,  who  wish  to  inform 
themselves  on  such  subjects.  These  are 
not  served  by  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
literature  that  is  indispe usable  to  the 
scholar,  while  a  considerable  body  of 
popular  writing  is  precisely  what  they 
require.  This  class  has  greater  need 
of  the  reference  librarian  than  the  first 
named,  to  guide  them  to  the  things  they 
are  looking  for.  They  are  as  much  en- 
titled to  the  services  of  the  state  library 
as  any  other  class,  and  their  indirect  in- 
fluence on  legislation  is  a  factor  in  the 
process  that  may  not  always  be  on  the 
surface,  but  cannot  possibly  be  over- 
estimated 

Finally,  however,  comes  that  class 
who  are  directly  engaged  in  the  ultimate 
phases  of  the  legislative  work,  and 
whose  special  need  has  called  forth  the 
legislative  reference  bureau,  as  distin- 
guished from  general  reference  work  in 
a  library:  members  of  the  legislature, 
and  those  who  appear  before  legislative 
committees  to  argue  for  or  against  pro- 
posed measures. 

The  need  which  this  class  has  for 
books  and  other  printed  matter  is  of  an 


entirely  different  sort  from  that  of  either 
the  special  student  or  the  general  reader. 
With  them  there  can  be  no  question  of 
leisurely  study,  no  reading  of  good 
books  from  cover  to  cover,  nor  patient 
search  for  original  authorities.  They 
are  working  under  high  pressure,  and 
that  library  is  the  best  for  them  which 
enables  them  to  find  in  the  quickest  and 
surest  manner  any  given  fact,  any  re- 
quired authority,  wherewith  to  answer 
questions  as  they  turn  up  in  argument 
or  debate,  from  minute  to  minute.  The 
more  concise  the  argument,  the  simpler 
the  form  in  which  the  facts  are  stated, 
the  better  the  material  for  this  class 
of  readers.  Moreover,  the  information 
wanted  is  the  very  latest :  last  week's 
statistics  are  better  than  those  of  last 
year,  and  yesterday's '  information  is 
better  still. 

To  meet  these  special  needs  is  the  busi- 
ness of  the  legislative  reference  bureau. 
Therefore  it  will  gather,  in  addition  to 
the  bo6ks  of  the  main  library,  which 
form  the  solid  background  of  its  work, 
all  the  pamphlets,  broadsides,  fly-sheets 
and  scraps  of  paper  relating  to  public 
affairs,  which  it  can  buy,  beg,  coax, 
wheedle,  and,  I  had  almost  said,  steal; 
it  will  make  copious  newspaper  clip- 
pings; it  will  tear  up  old  magazines,  if 
it  can  get  hold  of  them,  for  the  few  val- 
uable articles  or  scraps  of  information 
they  may  contain;  it  will  even  commit 
the  unpardonable  sin,  in  the  eyes  of  the 
bibliophile,  and  cut  pages  out  of  a  book 
(provided  it  is  a  duplicate).  About  all 
the  spoil  so  gathered  it  will  make  an 
elaborate  set  of  index  cards.  But  let  not 
the  veteran  cataloger  look  into  the  draw- 
ers containing  these,  lest  her  soul  be 
grieved.  For  she  will  find  all  her  scien- 
tific rules  of  classification,  all  her  artis- 
tic styles  of  entry  disregarded.  Any- 
thing is  permissible  in  the  index  that 
will  in  the  quickest  way  hunt  down  the 
given  fact,  answer  a  given  question. 
The  quickest  way  being  evidently  to  have 
the  answer  right  there  on  the  card,  this 
plan  is  adopted  wherever  feasible.  Thus 
the  index   becomes   really  much    more 
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than  an  index.  It  might  more  properly 
be  called  a  set  of  notes,  such  as  a  stu- 
dent would  prepare  for  his  own  use. 
Only  it  aims  to  cover  the  whole  vast  field 
of  contemporaneous  public  life.  Be- 
tween the  same  guide  cards  may  jostle 
each  other  a  card  referring  to  the  book 
where  the  subject  is  most  fully  treated; 
others  referring  to  two  or  three  maga- 
zine articles;  another,  containing  a  short 
newspaper  clipping,  and  another  with 
some  such  note  as:  "Laws  on  subject — 
see  Ohio,  Mass.,  N.  J.,  Wis.,  Kansas"; 
still  another  with  a  quotation  from  a 
speech  of  some  noted  man,  or  possibly 
the  address  of  some  person  supposed  to 
know  more  about  the  subject  than  any- 
body else,  put  in  because  of  a  hope  that 
at  the  proper  time  an  artful  letter  may 
coax  a  valuable  disquisition  from  him. 
All  these  notes  have,  of  course,  been  ac- 
cumulated before  the  legislative  session 
begins,  when  they  are  to  be  brought  into 
play.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  no  limit 
to  the  extent  of  this  work.  It  is  merely 
a  question  of  the  size  of  the  staff  em- 
ployed in  preparing  the  notes.  The 
more  voluminous  these  are,  the  quicker 
and  more  effective  will  be  the  service 
rendered  by  the  bureau. 

One  feature  of  particular  importance 
in  the  work  is  to  obtain  from  other  states 
bills  pending  there  while  the  same  sub- 
ject is  under  discussion  at  home,  and  to 
obtain  quick  information  regarding  ac- 
tion taken  in  any  of  the  forty  or  more 
legislative  bodies  usually  sitting  simul- 
taneously in  the  different  states.  This 
has  heretofore  been  particularly  difficult, 
but  when  most  states  shall  have  legisla- 
tive reference  bureaus  in  working  order, 
it  will  be  easy. 

The  drawing  of  bills  by  the  legislative 
reference  librarian  is  not  necessarily 
an  integral  part  of  his  duty,  but  wherever 
the  system  has  been  introduced,  so  far, 
members  have  come  to  him  with  the  re- 
quest that  he  do  so.  This  has  been  the 
experience  in  California.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  in  the  future  each  state  may 
employ  an  official  draughtsman,  such  as 
is  employed   in   Great   Britain  to  draw 


government  bills.  But  until  then,  this 
work  seems  to  fall  naturally  to  the  legis- 
lative reference  librarian. 

This  somewhat  fragmentary  outline  of 
the  functions  of  a  legislative  reference 
bureau  would  be  incomplete  without  lay- 
ing stress  on  the  evident  necessity  that 
the  work  must  be  absolutely  impartial. 
The  friends  and  opponents  of  each  pend- 
ing measure  must  be  able  to  obtain  infor- 
mation with  equal  facility  and  accuracy, 
and  moreover,  they  must  feel  that  they 
can  do  so.  Between  the  librarian  and 
those  who  avail  themselves  of  his  serv- 
ices there  will  naturally  exist  a  relation 
of  confidence  akin  to  that  of  attorney 
and  client.  The  librarian  will  undoubt- 
edly have  opinions,  and  possibly  strong 
opinions,  on  many  pending  measures. 
But  he  must  never  obtrude  them,  and 
above  all  he  must  avoid  like  a  pestilence 
the  bare  appearance  of  lobbying  for  or 
against  any  bill.  -  It  is  unfortunate  that 
a  widely  read  weekly  paper,  in  a  recent 
article  on  the  most  distinguished  of  pres- 
ent legislative  reference  librarians,  had 
the  bad  taste  to  dub  him  a  "  lobbyist  for 
the  people. '  *  It  puts  an  altogether  erro- 
neous aspect  on  the  work. 

The  name  commonly  given  to  this  new 
institution  implies  that  its  functions  are 
peculiarly  connected  with  the  legislature 
of  the  state,  and  there,  no  doubt,  is  its 
first  and  foremost  field  of  usefulness. 
But  it  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  its  work 
must  stop  there.  The  various  local  leg- 
islative bodies,  boards  of  trustees,  town 
and  city  councils,  county  supervisors, 
are  as  much  in  need  of  whatsoever  assist- 
ance the  legislative  reference  bureau 
may  be  able  to  render  as  the  legislature, 
if  not  sometimes  a  little  more  so.  The 
State  Library  has  a  very  simple  ma- 
chinery for  extending  its  Legislative 
Bureau  as  well  as  all  other  branches  of 
its  service  to  every  part  of  the  state,  no 
matter  how  remote.  A  letter  of  inquiry 
regarding  matters  of  local  administra- 
tion, ordinances  and  the  like,  will  bring 
prompt  response.  If  required,  books 
and  pamphlets  containing  information 
on  the  subject  of  the  inquiry  will  be  sent 
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to  the  local  library  for  the  use  of  the  in- 
quirer; or  the  inquiry  may  be  made  to 
the  local  librarian,  who  will  forward  it  to 
the  State  Library.  The  latter  has  already 
a  fair  collection  of  city  ordinances,  char- 
ters, and  books  relating  to  municipal 
government,  and  will  increase  and  round 
out  its  collection  as  rapidly  as  circum- 
stances will  permit.  In  time,  the  larger 
cities  will  probably  have  legislative 
reference  bureaus  of  their  own,  such  as 
Baltimore  has  just  instituted.  But  to 
the  ordinary  municipality  the  state  li- 
brary will  render  even  more  efficient 
service  in  the  future  than  now. 

It  is  time  to  bring  this  paper  to  a  close. 
If  the  purpose  of  outlining  the  necessity 
for  a  legislative  refeience  bureau,  and 
the  methods  of  its  procedure  has  been 
accomplished  to  a  reasonable  degree, 
there  remains  only  the  hope  that  those  for 
whom  the  bureau  seeks  to  labor,  whether 
at  the  state  capital  or  scattered  through 
the  various  municipalities  of  the  com- 
monwealth, may  avail  themselves  of  its 
services  to  its  fullest  capacity.

Book  Repairing. 

By  Miss  Clara  Field,  of  Orange. 
Read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Fourth  District  of 
the  California  Library  Association,  held  at  Long 
Beach,  September  28,  1906. 

Many  evils  are  more  easily  remedied  if 
we  can  first  discover  the  causes.  There- 
fore, if  we  know  why  our  books  wear 
out  perhaps  we  may  be  able  to  check  the 
amount  of  wear  in  some  instances. 

Four  reasons  occur  to  me  for  the  rapid 
decay  of  the  books  in  our  public  libra- 
ries: the  inferior  quality  of  the  paper 
used  in  so  many  of  the  modern  books, 
dishonest  binding  (I  am  sure  I  use  the 
word  advisedly),  careless  handling,  and 
the  fourth,  the  only  legitimate  reason, 
natural  wear  and  tear. 

Now  to  take  some  of  the  causes  in  de- 
tail to  determine  if  there  are  correspond- 
ing remedies.  Of  the  quality  of  the 
paper  all  I  can  say  is,  if  you  know  the 
quality  to   be   poor  avoid   buying  that 


I  particular  edition,  provided  the  book  is 
I  to  be  had  in  other  editions.  Poor  bind- 
I  ing  presents  another  problem.  But  there 
is  at  least  one  economical  thing  which 
you  can  do.  For  those  books  which  are 
both  popular  and  which  are  well  worth 
I  having  always  in  your  collection,  send 
I  to  Cedric  Chivers,  1242  Fulton  street, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  have  him  bind 
I  these  books  for  you  from  the  sheets.  It 
•  will  cost  more— ordinarily  one  third 
more — than  at  your  regular  dealers;  that 
is,  there  would  be  no  discount  at  Chiv- 
ers' as  at  your  dealers,  but  the  extra  ex- 
penditure will  well  repay.  As  a  partial 
preventive  against  careless  handling,  let 
the  good  condition  of  your  books  make 
their  own  plea  for  careful  handling.  If 
we  who  have  the  care  of  the  books  abuse 
them,  let  them  stand  at  angles  upon  the 
shelves,  let  them  go  with  ragged  backs 
and  ragged  edges  and  much  soiled  cov- 
ers, how,  then,  can  we  expect  the  bor- 
rowers to  show  them  respect?  And  to 
my  mind  it  is  quite  as  bad  if  our  mend- 
ing is  of  such  a  quality  that  it  says  as 
plainly  as  though  printed  that  we  regard 
repairing  as  a  disagreeable  duty  to  be  got 
through  with  as  quickly  and  easily  as 
possible.  If  we  take  onr  books  when 
they  begin  to  need  mending,  the  task  on 
a  single  book  will  never  become  irk- 
some. On  rainy  days  wrap  the  book.  It 
is  not  necessary  to  have  regular  wrap- 
ping paper  for  this— never  mind  if  news- 
paper parcels  are  plebian.  Also  wrap 
the  books  for  those  persons  who  seem 
to  have  a  predilection  for  putting  the 
books  on  the  floor  of  the  buggy,  there  to 
let  them  grind  in  the  dust  on  their  way 
into  town.  If  charges  for  injuries  to 
books  could  be  rigidly  imposed  as  charges 
for  overdue  books,  it  would  be  an  excel- 
lent thing.  In  issuing  books  to  children 
see  that  their  hands  are  clean,  and  when 
new  books  are  given  out  remark  upon 
the  fresh  bright  cover.  If  the  child  re- 
turns the  book  in  as  good  condition  as 
he  takes  it  praise  him  a  little.  It  will 
probably  go  a  long  way  in  the  care  he 
will  take  of  other  books.  Some  libra- 
ries have  tried  varnishing  their  lighter- 
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colored  covers  with  white  shellac,  and  a 
few  are  now  intending  to  treat  all  their 
new  books  by  this  process. 

Some  don'ts  occur  to  me  which  I  be- 
lieve to  be  quite  important.  First  don't 
use  glue  on  any  book  which  you  may 
later  send  to  the  bindery.  It  has  all  to 
be  removed  before  the  binder  can  resew, 
and  in  removing  the  paper  is  so  rough- 
ened and  weakened  that  he  is  unable  to 
do  a  satisfactory  piece  of  work.  Don't 
use  gasoline  for  cleaning;  the  odor  is 
sufficient  reason.  And  please  don't 
cover  your  new,  attractive  books  with 
manila  or  any  other  paper  covers.  Per- 
sonally I  can  not  help  considering  such 
an  act  an  insult  to  the  borrowing  public. 

There  are  certain  supplies  which  you 
must  have  for  mending.  Obviously  there 
must  be  a  paste  brush.  A  long-handled 
brush,  costing  10  cents  some  six  years 
ago,  is  still  in  active  service  with  us. 
Keep  your  brushes  soft,  and  the  best  way 
is  to  let  them  soak  in  alcohol  rather  than 
water,  as  the  water  is  apt  to  loosen 
the  bristles.  Home-made  flour  paste, 
with  a  small  quantity  of  alum  dis- 
solved in  water  stirred  into  it,  is  far 
cheaper  than  regular  library  paste.  Ours 
is  usually  made  fresh  at  least  once 
a  week.  Book-muslin  you  will  cer- 
tainly need,  and  you  will  find  it  a  saving 
of  time  if  you  cut  part  of  it  in  long  strips 
about  an  inch  wide,  leaving  the  re- 
mainder of  the  piece  to  cut  wider  pieces 
from  when  you  need  them.  By  using  a 
ruler  (a  yard  stick  is  better,  however) 
and  pencil  you  will  get  straight  edges, 
which  will  mean  much  in  the  neatness  of 
your  work.  White  paper  cambric  cut  in 
the  same  way  in  strips  about  three- fourths 
of  an  inch  wide  also  has  many  uses. 

As  the  inside  of  the  book  usually  pre- 
sents itself  for  repairs  first,  I  will  speak 
of  it  first.  After  popular  books  have 
circulated  not  so  very  many  times  there 
is  noticeable  a  slight  looseness  in  the 
back.  By  running  the  paste  brush  down 
between  the  cover  and  the  back  of  the 
book,  then  placing  the  book  under  a 
weight  until  dry,  you  check  the  loose- 
ness and  the  book  will  probably  go  some 


time  longer  without  further  mending. 
When  covers  become  loosened  from  the 
back  the  neatest  method  of  strengthen- 
ing is  as  follows :  First  remove  anything 
which  you  have  pasted  inside  the  covers, 
such  as  pockets  or  book  plates.  Next 
carefully  slit  the  edge  of  the  cover  near- 
est the  back  of  the  book.  Take  a  strip 
of  book  muslin  and  paste  a  generous 
edge  to  the  back  of  the  book.  When  it 
becomes  thoroughly  dry  cover  the  other 
side  of  the  muslin  strip  with  paste  and 
with  a  thin-bladed  knife,  or  similar  tool, 
force  the  strip  into  the  slit.  Let  it  dry. 
Certainly  if  the  book  has  been  worth 
this  nice  work  it  is  also  worth  new  cover 
facing  and  fly-leaf.  Then  it  is  as  strong 
and  neat  as  ever.  As  to  paper  for  new 
fly-leaves,  you  will  be  able  to  obtain,  I 
think,  what  you  need  at  almost  any 
printing  house.  Often  paper  which  is 
only  waste  there  will  be  very  useful  to 
i  you.  In  older,  shabbier  books  if  the 
•  first  section  is  tight  but  the  cover  loose 
a  strip  of  paper  cambric  pasted  to  the 
'  cover  and  first  fly-leaf  will  strengthen 
the  book  considerably  and  will  perhaps 
be  as  good  work  as  the  volume  will  war- 
rant. Books  which  are  in  otherwise 
good  condition  but  which  have  loosened 
sections  should  have  the  sections  re- 
sewed.  For  books  badly  worn  a  much 
quicker  method  is  to  paste  a  narrow 
strip  of  thin  linen  paper  on  either  side 
of  the  section,  leaving  sufficient  margin 
on  each  strip  to  attach  to  the  next  leaf. 
A  loosened  leaf  may  be  either  tipped 
with  paste  and  carefully  crowded  back 
into  place,  or  it  may  have  a  narrow 
strip  of  paper  pasted  to  it  to  form  a 
hinge.  A  satisfactory  paper  to  use  for 
this  purpose  and  much  other  mending  is 
that  used  in  manifolding.  Per  ream  this 
costs  from  60  cents  to  $1.70,  according 
to  the  size  and  quality  of  the  sheet,  and 
can  be  obtained  in  any  quantity  from 
the  Smith  Premier  Typewriter  Co..  133 
South  Broadway,  Los  Angeles.  A  local 
printer  could  cut  it  into  the  desired 
width  of  strips  at  the  cost  of  a  few  extra 
cents ;  three-fourths  of  an  inch  seems  to 
be  a  good  width. 
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Multum  in  parvo  finds  much  favor 
among  librarians  for  loose  sections.  The 
address  is  Multum  in  Parvo  Binder  Co., 
624  Arch  street,  Philadelphia.  In  this 
binder,  however,  the  strain  comes  on 
the  thread,  while  in  that  manufactured 
by  the  Gaylord  Bros.  (Syracuse,  N.  Y.) 
the  strain  is  on  the  cloth. 

For  a  torn  page  paste  a  narrow  strip 
of  onion  paper  over  the  tear  and  care- 
fully trim  any  projecting  edges.  Onion 
paper,  in  sheets  17  by  22  inches,  comes 
at  35  cents  a  quire.  For  nicer  work  tip 
both  edges  of  the  rent  with  paste,  place, 
tissue  paper  on  both  sides,  place  under 
weight  and  when  thoroughly  dry  care- 
fully tear  away  the  superfluous  tissue 
paper. 

The  use  of  an  emerald  eraser  will  fre- 
quently make  the  inside  of  your  book 
look  better,  removing,  as  it  does,  both 
finger  and  auy  pencil  marks  there  may 
be.  Two  applications  of  diluted  oxalic 
acid,  applied  with  a  camel's  hair  pencil 
with  the  use  of  blotting  paper,  is  said  to 
remove  all  traces  of  ink  stains.  Pow- 
dered pipe-cl»y  laid  each  side  of  a  grease 
spot  and  then  pressed  with  an  iron  only 
sufficiently  hot  not  to  scorch  the  paper 
will  remove  the  grease.  The  simple 
trimming  of  a  projecting  soiled  or  ragged 
edge  will  often  make  an  astonishing 
amount  of  difference  in  the  looks  of  a 
book. 

Many  experiments  have  been  tried  in 
cleaning  the  covers  of  books.  Alcohol 
will  freshen  a  cover  which  is  not  badly 
soiled,  and  ammonia  much  diluted  will 
remove  a  great  deal  of  dirt,  and  also  the 
color,  unless  you  are  very  careful.  Both 
alcohol  and  ammonia  are  best  applied 
with  a  brush,  and  it  is  advisable,  I  un- 
derstand, to  varnish  those  cleaned  with 
the  ammonia.  In  common  with  many 
others  I  found  that  a  soft  rag,  ivory 
soap  and  water  give  amazingly  good 
results. 

Now  the  restoring  of  covers.  Perhaps 
after  cleaning  the  cover  nothing  but  a 
thin  coat  of  shellac  will  be  necessary  for 
the  book  to  regain  its  former  appearance. 
I  understand  grain  alcohol  is  better  to 


thin  the  shellac  with  than  wood  alcohol. 
A  rather  wide  flat  brush,  to  be  had  at 
any  hardware  store,  is  good  to  put  it  on 
with.  Try  to  get  one  which  has  the 
bristles  set  in  cement.  Before  varnish- 
ing a  little  retouching  of  the  lettering 
may  be  necessary,  and  if  there  are  any 
frayed  edges  or  corners  carefully  trim. 
Sometimes  the  back  of  the  book  may  be 
torn  but  the  covers  in  good  condition. 
For  ordinary  work  I  believe  paper  cam- 
bric is  quite  strong  enough.  Match  the 
covers  if  possible,  but  a  piece  a  few 
shades  lighter  or  darker  will  give  a  not 
unpleasing  appearance.  You  will  get 
better  results  generally  if  you  first  cut  a 
piece  of  rather  heavy  paper  slightly 
longer  than  the  height  of  the  book  and 
wide  enough  to  permit  the  edges  to  lap 
into  the  covers  about  three-eighths  of  an 
inch.  Next  cut  a  piece  of  cambric  an 
inch  longer  and  an  inch  wider  than  the 
paper.  Paste  the  two  together;  leaving 
equal  margins  on  all  sides.  Turn  both 
ends  of  the  cloth  over  the  paper  and 
paste  securely.  The  cambric  stretches 
when  it  is  wet ;  therefore,  if  the  edges 
at  the  sides  become  uneven  trim  them 
and  then  paste  the  whole  to  the  back  of 
the  book. 

The  reason  for  allowing  the  cambric 
to  project  beyond  the  paper  is  that  the 
cloth  sticks  much  more  readily  to  the 
covers  than  does  the  paper.  When  the 
back  is^  thoroughly  dry  letter  it  neatly, 
and  when  the  lettering  is  dry  apply  shel- 
lac to  the  back  and  to  the  covers  if  they 
have  never  been  done.  For  nicer  work 
use  silk  adhesive  cloth  in  place  of  the 
cambric,  and  by  carefully  cutting  with  a 
a  sharp  knife  you  can  slip  the  edges 
under  the  cloth  of  the  cover. 

White  ink  is  good  for  marking  the 
backs  of  the  cambric  covered  books, 
and  gold  ink  for  nicer  work.  The  white 
we  use  is  made  by  Gaylord  Bros.,  and 
the  gold  comes  from  De  Voe  &  Co., 
corner  of  Fulton  and  Williams  streets, 
New  York.  Both  inks  must  be  well 
shaken  each  time  before  using,  and  both 
can  be  applied  with  a  stub  pen.  Either 
wash   or   wipe   your   pens   immediately 
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after  using,  and  if  the  gold  ink  becomes 
too  thick  thin  with  water. 

If  the  entire  cover  is  so  shabby  that 
the  book  must  be  re-covered,  it  is  not 
often  the  case  that  the  inside  of  the  book 
is  in  such  immaculate  condition  as  to 
warrant  any  expensive  material  for  the 
cover.  Paper  cambric  is  cheap  and  very 
.durable  and  you  can  find  it  in  a  number 
of  pretty,  dark  colors.  Cut  three  pieces 
of  the  cambric,  one  for  the  back  and 
the  other  two  for  each  of  the  covers, 
allowing  margins  on  all  sides  for  turning 
in.  Cover  the  back,  using  the  strip  of 
paper  as  was  described.  When  ready 
to  do  the  covers,  turn  in  the  edge  of 
the  cambric  which  is  to  go  nearest  the 
back,  and  paste.  Cover  the  original 
cover  of  the  book  with-  paste,  then  put 
on  the  cambric,  smoothing  out  the 
wrinkles  with  the  palms  of  the  hands. 
Before  turning  the  edges  over  the  board 
cover,  cut  away  the  superfluous  squares  of 
cloth  at  the  corners.  Be  very  careful,  or 
you  may  cut  too  much.  Turn  the  edges 
over  and  paste  down,  taking  particular 
care  at  the  corners,  for  this  is  where  the 
cover  wears  shabby  so  quickly.  If  the 
book  has  two  or  more  fly-leaves,  very  often 
you  can  save  much  time  and  still  have 
your  work  look  well,  if  you  turn  the  first 
leaf  back  and  paste  down  the  cover 
facing.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  cut  a  new 
facing  and  fly-leaf  from  a  single  piece  of 
paper.  When  the  cover  is  dryH  shellac 
the  whole;  and  when  that  is  dry  do  the 
lettering.  It  is  advisable  to  give  the 
lettering  an  extra  coat  after  it  is  thor- 
oughly dry. 

The  problem  of  mending  is  a  compara- 
tively simple  one  for  the  librarian  whose 
books  are  all  fresh  and  new,  but  for  the 
librarian  in  a  library  where  there  is  only 
one  person  to  do  all  the  work,  where 
funds  are  limited  and  the  books  old  and 
worn  by  years  of  service,  it  is  hard  to 
know  where  to  begin,  and  harder  yet  to 
find  time  after  she  has  begun.  There 
are,  however,  a  few  suggestions  which 
may  help  a  little : 

Burn  the  very  dirty  books;  their  moral 
effect  is  bad. 


Discard  such  books  as  are  so  worn 
and  shabby  that  neither  you  nor  the 
binder  is  able  to  restore  to  decent  ap- 
pearance. 

Take  out  of  circulation  those  books 
which  require  a  considerable  amount  of 
mending.  Then,  when  spare  time  comes, 
mend  first  those  for  which  there  is  the 
most  demand.  Even  by  this  method 
your  books  will  probably  not  be  off  the 
shelves  so  long  as  those  volumes  which 
you  send  to  the  bindery. 

If  you  can  work  always  toward  the 
.ideal  of  well-cared-for  books,  you  will  be 
sure  to  gain  lasting  and  far-reaching 
results. 

Insurance  for  Libraries.

Read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Second  District  of 
the  California  Library  Association,  held  in 
Alameda  Public  Library,  October  12,  1906. 

A  fire  insurance  policy  is  a  contract 
between  two  parties.  One  warrants  the 
truth  of  representations  and  the  perform- 
ance of  obligations;  and  the  other  agrees 
to  indemnify  for  all  direct  loss  or  damage 
by  fire  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
insurance  to  the  property  described  in 
the  contract  while  located  and  contained 
as  described  therein  and  not  elsewhere. 
The  contract  is  written  by  the  insurer, 
and  will  always  be  most  strictly  con- 
strued against  the  company  for  this  rea- 
son; but  it  should  be  examined  by  the 
insured,  who  must  rely  upon  it  in  event 
of  loss  for  the  indemnity  desired. 

Policy  forms  vary,  but  they  are  largely 
based  upon  what  is  known  as  the  New 
York  standard  form,  originated  in  that 
state  by  a  committee  of  fire  underwriters 
and  adopted  by  the  legislature  over 
twenty  years  ago.  The  courts  all  over 
the  land  have  construed  its  various  con- 
ditions until  their  meaning  is  quite  well 
settled. 

The  printed  conditions  of  the  contract 
are  very  largely  devised  and  worded  for 
the  protection  of  the  company  against 
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fraudulent  and  excessive  loss  claims  that 
have  grown  out  of  experience  in  such 
cases  during  many  years;  in  the  case  of  t 
ordinary  loss  claims,  the  bulk  of  these 
printed  conditions  have  no  bearing,  and, 
while  frequently  they  might  be  availed 
of  in  practice,  they  are  often  ignored 
where  an  unintentional  error  on  the  part 
of  the  insured  is  discovered  after  the 
loss.  The  only  printed  conditions  which 
appear  to  be  important  for  consideration 
on  this  occasion  are  the  following: 

(a)  The  company  will   not  be  liable 
beyond  the  actual  cash  value  of  the  prop- 
erty described  at  the  time  a  loss  occurs,  , 
and  proper  deduction  for  depreciation,  ! 
however  caused,  must  be  made  in  esti-  i 
mating  such  loss,  which  in  no  event  can 
exceed    the    cost  of  replacing   the    de- 
stroyed or  damaged  property. 

(6)  The  loss  is  payable  sixty  days  after 
satisfactory  proof  of  its  amount  has  been 
prepared  and  filed  with  the  company, 
but  such  time  is  waived  under  ordinary 
conditions. 

(r)  Written  consent  by  a  company 
must  be  given  under  its  contract,  for 
insurance  by  any  other  company,  whether 
taken  out  at  the  same  time  or  subse- 
quently. 

(d)  If  the  property  be  removed  to 
another  location,  the  insurance  would 
not  follow  it  without  notice  to  the  com- 
pany and  written  change  in  the  contract 
to  agree  therewith. 

(*)  The  contracts  of  all  companies 
prohibit  the  keeping  or  using  on  the 
premises  of  explosives,  inflammable  oils 
other  than  kerosene  of  the  U.  S.  stand- 
ard, etc. 

(/)  The  company  will  not  be  liable 
for  loss  upon  certain  excepted  classes  of 
property,  unless  they  are  specifically 
mentioned  and  assured  in  the  contract. 
Among  these  classes  may  be  mentioned 
curiosities,  drawings,  manuscripts,  pic- 
tures, scientific  apparatus,  and  sculpture. 

{g)  The  remaining  conditions  of  the 
policy  deal  largely  with  the  course  of 
procedure  in  event  of  a  fire  loss,  and  it 
may  be  generally  stated  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  insured  in  case  of  loss  or 


damage  to  deal  with  the  property  pre- 
cisely the  same  as  if  no  insurance  existed. 
In  other  words,  to  take  all  proper  steps 
to  save  as  much  property  as  possible  and 
upon  the  extinguishing  of  the  fire  to 
avoid  further  damage  by  separating  the 
damaged  and  undamaged  articles  and 
taking  prompt  action  to  care  for  the 
remains. 

The  form  of  the  written  portion  of  the 
policy  should  be  intelligently  drawn  so 
as  to  cover  the  entire  property  to  be  in- 
sured. If  the  building  is  insured,  the 
description  should  include  the  additions, 
if  any,  and  should  specially  describe  any 
separate  building  belonging  to  or  form- 
ing part  of  the  library  property;  and 
it  should  include  lighting  and  heating 
plants  or  appurtenances.  Insurance  on 
contents  should  be  made  to  include  not 
only  books  proper,  but  library  furniture 
and  fixtures,  pictures,  unbound  pam- 
phlets, works  of  art,  if  any,  etc. ;  and  if 
property  other  than  books  is  of  unusual 
value,  it  would  be  well  to  agree  upon  a 
limit  of  claim  in  event  of  loss,  so  as  to 
avoid  controversy. 

The  term  of  a  policy  upon  library  or 
contents  is  usually  one  year  for  private 
libraries,  and  three  years  for  public  li- 
braries. 

The  rate  upon  all  property  is  based 
upon  (I)  the  individual  risk  and  (2)  ex- 
posures, if  any.  The  risk  itself  is  rated 
in  accordance  with  its  construction  and 
occupancy.  The  construction  may  be 
fireproof,  fire-resisting,  ordinary  brick 
and  joist,  or  frame.  The  roofs  are  of 
different  character.  The  height  has 
some  bearing,  and  various  other  features 
of  construction  lead  to  charges  or  deduc- 
tions. The  exposure  charge  is  deter- 
mined entirely  by  the  apparent  danger 
to  the  library  from  surrounding  risks, 
the  charges  therefor  being  based  upon 
the  actual  experience  of  companies  upon 
the  various  classes  of  hazard  and  not 
upon  the  opinions  of  agents  as  to  the 
particular  exposure  involved. 

In  procuring  insurance  a  librarian 
would  do  well  to  select  not  only  a  re- 
sponsible  company,    but  a    responsible 


no 
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agent ;  either  is  good,  but  both  make  a 
desirable  combination.  Agents  should 
visit  libraries  or  other  properties  upon 
which  they  grant  insurance ;  and  while 
this  is  often  neglected,  the  knowledge  of 
an  agent  would  be  of  considerable  value 
in  some  instances  in  event  of  fire  losses. 

The  only  other  form  of  insurance 
which  would  appear  to  interest  a  libra- 
rian is  that  upon  plate  glass,  which 
is  granted  by  certain  companies  when 
desired  and  which  includes  loss  by 
breakage  as  well  as  by  fire. 

The  proportion  of  insurance  to  value 
usually  granted  is  about  three  fourths. 
It  is  suggested  that  care  should  be  taken 


to  prepare  an  inventory  or  catalog  and 
record  the  value  of  contents  of  the  li- 
brary from  year  to  year  in  such  form 
that  an  intelligent  statement  can  be  pre- 
sented in  event  of  loss,  to  show  its  true 
amount  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
pany. Losses  upon  large  merchandise 
stocks  are  readily  settled  in  most  in- 
stances, because  intelligent  sets  of  books 
are  kept,  and  preserved  in  safes,  with  an 
annual  inventory  showing  in  detail  mer- 
chandise on  hand  at  the  date  of  such 
inventory.  It  seems  to  be  equally  im- 
portant, in  dealing  with  trust  properties, 
that  such  records  should  be  kept,  includ- 
ing the  cost  of  rebinding,  etc.

It  was  on  December  7,  1872,  at  a  pub- 
lic mass  meeting  of  leading  citizens  such 
as  Governor  Downey  and  General  Stone- 
man,  that  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Li- 
brary was  founded  as  the  Los  Angeles 
Library  Association.     Funds  to  support

the  library  were  raised  by  subscriptions, 
benefit  balls,  entertainments  and  by  a 
membership  fee  of  $5  per  year.  The 
library  was  located  in  four  dingy  little 
rooms  in  the  Downey  Block  (now  razed 
to  make  room  for  the  new  Federal 
building),  and  J.  C.  Littlefield  was  libra- 
rian. 

In  1874  through  the  efforts  of  the  same 
public-spirited  citizens,  an  enabling  act 
was  passed  by  the  Legislature  for  a  pub- 
lic library  in  Los  Angeles.  This  act  was 
several  times  modified  and  in  1878  the

first  board  of  library  regents  Was  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor. 

In  1879,  Patrick  Connolly  succeeded 
Mr  Littlefield  as  librarian,  and  eighteen 
months  later  was  in  turn  succeeded  by 
Miss  Mary  E.  Foy.  Miss  Foy  was  a 
graduate  of  the  first  class  of  the  Los 
Angeles  High  School,  and  although  a 
mere  girl,  she  is  said  to  have  given  char- 
acter to  the  institution  while  she  was 
librarian.  After  three  years  and  a  half, 
in  January,  1884,  Jessie  A.  Gavitt  became 
librarian,  and  five  years  later,  in  Janu- 
ary, 1889,  was  followed  by  Lydia  A. 
Prescott,  who  held  the  position  until 
April  of  that  year.  The  library  had 
been  growing  continuously,  but  in  many

ways  perhaps  the  most  striking  steps 
forward  were  made  in  the  next  few  years. 
It  was  in  1889  that  a  new  city  charter 
was  adopted,  a  board  of  library  directors 
was  for  the  first  time  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  a  fair  appropriation  was  made 
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by  the  city  for  the  library,  $10,000  hav- 
ing been  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  books.  The  membership  fee  which 
had  been  $5  was  reduced  to  $4  Miss 
Tessa  L.  Kelso  was  made  librarian  and 


of  Miss  Adelaide  R.  Ha&se,  who  at  that 
time  began  her  work  with  public  docu- 
ments for  which  she  is  now  famous. 
Miss  Hasse  is  now  with  the  New  York

the  books  were  removed  from  the 
Downey  Block  to  the  City  Hall.  There 
were  at  that  time  6356  books  and  132 
members.  In  1891  the  membership  fee 
of  $4  was  abolished  and  the  library  made 
free. 

Miss  Kelso  made  the  most  of  her  op- 
portunity. During  the  six  years  of  her 
incumbency,  the  6000  volumes  grew  to 
42,000,  the  annual  circulation  from  12,000 
to  329,000,  and  the  132  members  to  20,- 
000,  the  card  catalog  was  started,  the 
first  annual  report  was  printed,  the 
library  training  class  was  started,  the  in- 
ternal civil  service  was  established,  music 
was  circulated,  a  reference  collection 
with  3206  volumes  was  opened,  a  monthly 
bulletin  was  published,  the  first  branch 
library  was  established,  bibliographies 
and  reading  lists  were  made,  a  Southern 
California  Library  Club  was  established, 
a  collection  of  local  history  was  sug- 
gested, school  libraries  were  turned  over 
to  the  public  library,  and  the  use  of  Cen- 
tral Park  for  a  library  building  was  first 
urged.  Miss  Kelso's  term  as  librarian 
was  also  noteworthy  for  the  development

In  May,  1900,  Miss  Mary  L.  Jones  was 
made  librarian,  and  served  a  little  over 
five  years,  until  June,  1905.  During  this 
time  the  departments  of  Accounts  (now 
Finance)  and  Bindery  were  established, 
the  training  class  was  first  increased  from 
6  to  8  and  afterwards  to  14,  non-fiction 
cards  were  issued,  a  beginning  of  the 
special  collection  of  Spanish  Americana 
was  made,  Library  of  Congress  cards 
were  subscribed   for  and   salaries  were 


city  election  it  was  voted  to  locate  the 
public  library  in  Central  Park. 

Many  enthusiastic  library  workers  de- 
veloped during  the  time  that  Miss  Jones 
was  librarian,  and  as  director  of  the 
Summer  School  of  Library  Methods, 
held  at  Berkeley  last  summer  and  to  be 
held  there  again  this  year,  she  continues 
to  inspire  those  interested  in  library 
work. 

In  June,  1905,  Charles  P.  Lummis  was 
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made  librarian.  He  is  doing  everything 
possible  to  help  the  library  to  grow  to 
meet,  and  to  anticipate,  the  needs  of  the 
rapidly  growing  city.  The  departments 
of  Western  history  material,  Study  and 
research,  Documents,  General  literature, 
and  Branches  have  been  established.  The 


Library  Directors  secured  a  three  years* 
lease  for  $900  per  month.  It  is  a  fire- 
proof building  with  four  times  the  floor 
space  of  the  old  quarters,  and  with  the 
best  of  conveniences  in  the  way  of  light, 
air,  safety  and  service.

Library  senate  is  one  of  the  recent  inno- 
vations which  has  been  found  to  be 
especially  successful.  The  salaries  of 
employees  have  been  raised  and  a  post- 
graduate course  of  lectures  for  the  benefit 
of  members  of  the  staff  has  been  installed. 
After  considering  the  matter  thoroughly, 
the  Library  Directors  and  the  City  Board 
of  Education  agreed  to  have  the  school 
books,  which  had  been  in  the  custody  of 
the  library,  returned  to  the  schools,  and 
the  16,272  books  were  transferred. 

In  November,  1905,  the  City  Council 
called  upon  the  library  to  give  up  its 
quarters  in  the  City  Hall  or  pay  $600  per 
month.  At  that  time  the  Homer  Laughlin 
Annex  was  nearing  completion  and  the 


moved  to  the  new  quarters,  the  library 
being  open  all  the  time  except  the  one 
department  in  transit. 

In  July,  1905,  a  lodging-house  keeper 
had  brought  a  suit  enjoining  the  city 
from  locating  the  library  building  in 
Central  Park.  The  following  September 
the  court  of  first  instance  decided  against 
the  city.  The  city  attorney's  office  de- 
cided to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  in  October,  1906,  the  Supreme  Court 
reversed  the  decision  of  the  lower  court 
and  upheld  the  popular  verdict.  Up  to 
the  present,  it  has  not  been  decided  how 
to  raise  the  funds  for  the  library  building. 

The  following  gives  a  slight  outline  of 
the  work  done  in  each  department.

Reference  Department.  Created  March  23.  189S, 
The  department  contains  18,195  books  and  8041 
pictures.  Special  attention  is  given  to  annotated 
lists  and  bibliographies,  which  are  typewritten 
in  manifold  for  other  libraries  and  for  students 
requesting  them.  The  pictures  are  filed  ia 
specially  constructed  cases,  and  according  to  a 
classification  originated  in  this  library.  This 
classification  consists  of  certain  Dewey  and  Cot- 
ter features.  All  pictures  are  filed  by  schools  and 
under  schools  by  artists.    An  annotated  catalog 
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is  in  preparation ;  the  notes  characterizing  the 
schools,  artists  and  pictures  being  taken  from 
authoritative  sources. 

The  reference  library  contains  a  collection  of 
books  bearing  on  the  Southwest,  many  of  which 
are  very  rare  and  of  great  historical  value.  A 
glass  case  for  exhibiting  frequently  changed  dis- 
plays of  these  books  is  a  recent  feature,  and  has 
attracted  unusual  interest. 

A  lecture  course  has  been  instituted  of  two 
lectures  a  week,  California  history  and  art  his- 
tory. Special  outlines  for  reading  on  California 
history  have  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the 
class  members.  These  classes  consist  of  thirty- 
two  and  thirty-nine  members  respectively. 
Members  of  th:  reference  staff  may  be  called 
upon  to  lecture  on  subjects  allied  with  the 
department's  work.  "  How  to  use  the  library," 
"California  history,"  "Art  books,"  and  "How 
to  prepare  missionary  programs,"  were  sub- 
jects requested  the  past  year.

Special  subject  reading-lists,  lists  of  new 
books,  etc.,  are  kept  posted. 

The  duplicate  fiction  list  system  has  been 
adopted  as  a  means  toward  solving  the  ever- 
vexing  problem  of  the  supply  of  and  demand  for 
late  popular  fiction.  This  system  has  proved 
very  successful  in  several  of  the  large  libraries, 
notably  St.  Louis,  where  the  reports  show  the 
books  have  more  than  paid  for  themselves.  The 
books  in  this  collection  are  to  be  obtained  only 
by  the  payment  of  five  cents  and  to  be  kept 
seven  days.  Should  a  book  not  be  in  when 
called  for,  a  copy  is  sent  for  and  processed  imme- 
diately. A  fixed  limit,  depending  upon  the 
book,  may  be  set  to  regulate  copies  to  be  pur- 
chased to  a  reasonable  number.  The  maximum 
is  50.  When  the  demand  for  a  book  ceases,  and 
there  is  a  large  surplus  of  copies  on  hand,  the 
plan  of  the  St.  Louis  library  will  probably  be 
adopted,  the  books  being  sold  at  a  public  sale  in 
the  library,  and,  if  sold,  stamped,  "Sold  by  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library."

The  department  has  something  over  22,900 
volumes  and  an  average  yearly  circulation  of 
301,000  volumes.  Shelves  are  not  open  to  the 
public,  but  an  endeavor  is  made  to  keep  an 
attractive  collection  of  about  150  books  on  an 
open  stack.  The  latest  fiction  is  not  put  there— 
that  being  called  for  by  list  only .  An  attempt  is 
made  in  this  way  to  divert  the  attention  to  other 
attractive  books  of  good  standing.  Quite  a  large 
percentage  of  the  books  circulate  from  this  col- 
lection ,  and  it  has  proved  quite  a  successful  com- 
promise to  the  open  shelves. 


Finance  Department.  Created  December  18, 1900. 

Full  account  is  kept  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures. For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1906,  the  total  receipts  were  $66,769.33,  of  which 
$63,314.34  was  from  taxes.  The  total  expendi- 
tures for  the  same  year  were  $65,828.37,  of  which 
$38,717.72  was  for  salaries.  For  the  fiscal  year 
1906-7,  the  allowance  from  taxes  will  Be  $81,194.28 
and  the  monthly  salary  roll  is  $3,861.00.

Work  includes  preparing  books  before  and 
after  binding,  keeping  records  of  reference  mag- 
azines, books  sent  to  bindery,  etc.,  collating 
reference  books,  magazines  and  newspapers, 
mending  and  discarding  books.

Western  History  Material  Department.  Created 
September,  1905. 
In  this  department  all  articles  of  interest  on  the 
West  are  clipped  from  the  local  newspapers,  the 
best  written  article  on  any  subject  being  the  one 
selected  unless  the  accounts  differ  materially,  in 
which  case  all  accounts  are  saved.  These  arti- 
cles are  condensed,  classified  and  pasted  chrono- 
logically into  scrapbooks.  The  scrapbooks  are 
classified  into  more  than  one  hundred  headings, 
and  these  are  again  divided  by  locality ;  that  is, 
Los  Angeles  and  Southern  California,  California 
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and  Pacific  Coast,  General  Western.  Each  vol- 
ume will  be  indexed  and  all  will  be  included  in 
the  dictionary  card-catalog. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  department  in 
October,  1905,  the  local  papers  from  January, 
1905,  to  June,  1906,  have  been  clipped;  and  the 
books,  notably  those  on  the  Owens  River,  Irriga- 
tion, City  Administration,  Realty,  Building,  and 
Art,  have  been  in  constant  use. 

Circulars  have  been  sent  to  every  minister  in 
the  city  asking  for  all  available  material  on  his 
church  history.  In  the  past  the  library  has 
found  it  impossible  to  supply  material  on  this 
subject. 

Requests  for  biographical  data  and  photographs 
are  being  sent  to  all  prominent  citizens  of  the 
Southwest;  333  have  responded. 

Programs,  notices  and  all  publications  of 
interest  to  the  locality  are  filed.

Study  anil  Research.    Created  October,  1905. 

The  department  continues  to  grow  in  the  requi- 
sitions made  upon  it.  It  fills  requirements  of  a 
most  varied  sort,  and  to  many  patrons  has  proved 
to  be  a  ready-at-hand  method  of  gaining  infor- 
mation. There  is  no  subject  in  "  law,  politics 
and  religion,"  which  is  outside  the  range  of  ques- 
tions daily  presented  to  the  department,  and  not 
only  the  public  but  the  general  staff  find  the  de- 
partment of  service  in  the  many  questions  whose 
answers  are  not  readily  found  in  books. 

The  department  keeps  up  the  reading  adver- 
tisements of  books,  new  and  old,  and  the  evalua- 
tion of  books  is  also  a  part  of  its  duties.  A  recent 
order  of  the  librarian  calls  for  the  listing  of  lead- 
ing articles  in  the  various  periodicals  and  journals 
taken  by  the  library.  These  periodicals  number 
321,  and  from  207  of  these  the  director  has  listed 
947  articles.  These  have  been  posted  in  the  Gen- 
eral Literature  Reference  Room,  duplicates  given 
to  the  librarian  and  kept  as  a  part  of  the  library- 
work. 

To  this  department  is  also  assigned  the  prin- 
cipal work  of  recommending  books  for  purchase, 
the  same  to  be  approved  by  the  Book  Committee. 
Much  of  the  miscellaneous  correspondence  is 
also  turned  over  to  the  department. 

The  constant  purpose  and  effort  is  to  carry  out 
the  progressive  views  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  the  librarian,  who  aim  to  make  the  library 
second  to  none  in  efficient  service  to  the  public 
and  especially  to  the  men  and  women  who  care 
to  know.

United  States  Depository.  Congressional  set 
nearly  complete  from  29th  Congress.  Files  of 
publications  of  Executive  Departments  in  fair 
condition.  Library  of  Congress  cards  used  for 
cataloging. 

Journals  of  the  Legislature  and  other  publica- 
tions of  the  State  of  California  form  a  part  of 
this  department;  also  publications  of  other  states, 
although  this  collection  is  at  present  far  from 
complete.  Literature  of  the  State  experiment 
stations  is  made  a  special  feature. 

All  pamphlet  material  is  kept  in  pamphlet 


boxes  until  it  can  be  made  into  volumes  and 
bound  in  permanent  form. 

Work  of  this  department  occupies  the  whole 
time  of  the  principal  and  one  assistant,  and  con- 
sists of  general  reference  work;  searches  and 
debates;  bibliographies  on  special  subjects: 
checking  documents  received;  entering  docu- 
ments in  shelf  lists;  cataloging;  making  up 
volumes  to  bind;  checking  and  writing  for  docu- 
ments wanted  to  complete  files.

library  Senate.    Organized  September,  1906. 

This  organization  is  composed,  ex  officio,  of 
the  heads  of  departments  and  their  permanent 
assistants,  and  its  purpose  is  to  meet  the  librarian 
regularly  twice  a  month  for  the  discussion  of 
library  matters.  More  than*  half  the  staff,  how- 
ever, does  not  enjoy  official  position  and  the 
elective  feature  is  that  this  body  of  general 
attendants  has  elected  three  of  their  number,  by 
ballot,  to  represent  them  as  attendant  delegates 
in  the  Library  Senate,  which  is  completely  organ- 
ized, with  its  constitution,  president,  clerk, 
recorder  and  the  following  standing  committees: 
Executive;  Senate  rules  and  regulations;  Lectures 
and  post-graduate  courses*  Library  discipline; 
Library  policies;  Foreign  relations;  Training 
class;  Branch  libraries  and  stations;  Attendants, 
schedule  and  routine;  Care  of  building;  Publica- 
tions; Statistics  and  reports;  Forms  and  supplies. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  activities  covered,  how- 
wide  a  scope  is  given,  and  already  animated 
arguments  have  taken  place,  and  the  accumulated 
experience  of  many  years'  service  has  been  pre- 
sented and  brought  to  bear  upon  the  problems 
which  continually  arise  to  be  solved  or  adjusted. 
The  object  is  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the 
library  by  free  discussion  of  all  methods  now  in 
use,  of  theories  which  may  be  advanced  or 
original  ideas  suggested.  It  is  hoped  thus  to 
avert  isolation  and  exclusivenesa— the  danger  of 
special  work— and  to  give  opportunity  for  indi- 
vidual opinion  and  initiative.  It  is  also  expected 
that  with  such  encouragement  to  free  speech, 
mere  gossip  will  give  place  to  thoughtful  con- 
sideration of  ways  and  means,  and  many  needs 
may  be  met  and  difficulties  overcome. 

The  chauges  which  result  from  these  consulta- 
tions, when  put  into  effect,  by  the  sanction  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  are  all  posted  in  a  book 
especially  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  whole 
staff  is  thus  officially  informed  of  the  progress  of 
the  library  and  invited  to  take  active  part  in  pro- 
moting the  general  good.

Californiana,  both  historical 
and  literary,  being  made  with  the  Belcher 
fund  of  $100  per  year;  Lucretiana,  Pin- 
darica  and  Classical  philology,  all  being 
made  with  the  Sather  fund  of  $800  per 
year;  Physiology,  biology,  being  made 
with  the  Crocker  fund  which  amounts  to 
$5500  thus  far. 

Claremont. 

Pomona  College  Library.  Califor- 
niana,  which  was  started  with  a  gift  of 
13  volumes  from  the  class  of  1906;  the 
new  Carnegie  building  will  have  a  "New 
England  room,"  and  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  obtain  books  and  pictures  illus- 
trative of  New  England. 

Hollywood. 

Free  Public  Library.  Children's 
stories  are  being  cutout  of  old  magazines, 
etc.,  and  put  in  home  bindings. 

Los  Angeles. 

Public  Library.  Spanish  Americana, 
started  four  years  ago,  and  now  number- 
ing about  1200  volumes,  in  charge  of  Miss 
Anna  M.  Beckley,  value  thus  far  about 
(15,000;  autographs  on  special  library 
sheets,  signed  sketches  by  artists,  char- 
acter pages  by  other  celebrities,  started 
September,  1906,  in  charge  of  librarian; 
scrapbooks  of  clippings  covering  western 
history  material,  started  October,  1905, 
in  charge  of  Miss  Stella  C.  Beckley. 


California  Society  Sons  of  the 
Revolution  Library.  Entire  library 
is  special  on  United  States  history,  geog- 
raphy, geology,  archaeology,  ethnology, 
biography,  topography,  and  particularly 
regarding  the  time  of  the  Revolution.

Margaret  Carnegie  Library. 
Plans  for  a  collection  of  Californiana, 
only  a  small  start  having  been  made 
as  yet.

Lick  Observatory  Library.  Entire 
library  is  a  special  collection,  theoret- 
ical and  practical  astronomy.  Practically 
complete  so  far  as  needs  of  working 
astronomy  are  concerned,  but  it  lacks 
many  works  of  historical  interest  and 
the  early  volumes  of  some  important 
periodicals. 

Napa. 

Goodman  Free  Public  Library. 
Handsome  sets  of  classics,  such  as 
Ruskin,  Poe,  Voltaire,  etc.,  the  fund  for 
which  was  left  to  the  library  by  Mr 
Laugh  1  in.  These  are  placed  in  a  memo- 
rial corner.  One  case  of  stuffed  birds, 
which  is  to  be  the  nucleus  of  a  museum. 

National  City. 

Free  Public  Library.  Plans  for  a 
collection  of  material  regarding  their 
own  locality,  everything  relating  to  the 
town,  and  as  much  as  possible  for  the 
county  and  state.  Very  little  being  done, 
on  account  of  small  income. 

Pasadena. 

Public  Library.  Californiana,  started 
in  1899  with  establishment  of  strangers' 
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or  California  Reading  Table.  Collection 
now  numbers  325  volumes,  and  includes 
also  folios  of  representative  California 
newspapers,  dating  from  1851-1869, 
manuscript  letters  of  California  pio- 
neers, file  of  Hutchings  magazine,  The 
pioneer \  Illustrated  press  >  first  California 
song  book,  first  book  printed  in  English, 
first  juvenile  story  book,  first  newspaper, 
etc.  A  feature  of  the  California  table  is 
the  picture  rack  containing  photos  of  the 
California  missions.  It  is  the  policy  of 
the  present  administration  to  acquire 
everything  possible  pertaining  especially 
to  pioneer  times. 

Pomona. 

Public  Library.  Local  history,  be- 
gun in  1906,  in  charge  of  the  librarian, 
Miss  Jacobus.  Plan  to  have  a  Shake- 
speare collection  in  the  future. 

Sacramento. 

State  Library.  Law  Departtnent. 
Comparative  legislation  collection,  which 
aims  not  only  to  have  the  laws  of  all  the 
states,  but  of  other  countries  also. 

Sociological  Department.  Pamphlets 
referring  to  legislation  and  public  affairs 
in  general;  newspaper  clippings  of  a 
similar  character. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 
Reading  lists  published  by  state  and 
public  libraries  and  library  commissions 
of  the  United  States.  Started  in  June, 
1906.  Over  500  lists,  representing  the 
publications  of  about  50  libraries. 
Mounted  on  manila  sheets  and  arranged 
alphabetically  according  to  subject  in 
pamphlet  binders.  A  card  index  has 
been  made  giving  title  of  list,  name  of 
library,  date  of  publication.  Cross  ref- 
erences serve  as  guide  to  lists  containing 
references  on  several  subjects.  Started 
to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  department, 
to  aid  the  small  library  in  securing  lists 
of  good  material  on  special  subjects, 
helping  them  in  the  selection  and  pur- 
chase of  books  and  serving  as  a  guide 
in  the  borrowing  of  books  from  other 
libraries. 


California  Historical  Department. 
Californiana,  consisting  of  books  on 
California,  books  by  California  authors, 
California  magazines  and  newspapers, 
state  reports,  manuscripts,  autograph 
letters,  account  books,  diaries,  pictures; 
author,  artist,  musician  and  pioneer  bio- 
graphical cards,  etc.  There  are  about 
7000  volumes.  A  dictionary  catalog  is 
being  made.     Also  a  newspaper  index. 

Extension  Department.  Blue -print 
floor  plans  of  library  buildings  in  Cali- 
fornia, in  most  cases  gifts  of  the  archi- 
tect; Exterior  and  interior  views  of 
library  buildings,  including  photographs, 
illustrations  clipped  from  newspapers, 
magazines,  etc.;  Publications  of  Califor- 
nia libraries,  reports,  bulletins,  etc., 
given  by  the  libraries;  Publications  of 
library  commissions,  state,  public,  col- 
lege and  other  libraries  of  the  United 
States,  given  by  the  libraries,  or  received 
through  exchange  (includes  reports,  bul- 
letins, reading  lists,  etc.);  Library  econ- 
omy: books,  pamphlets,  clippings,  etc., 
on  all  subjects  of  interest  to  library 
workers;  Newspaper  clippings  on  libra- 
ries, especially  California  libraries, 
mounted  on  sheets  for  future  binding 
(started  January,  1905);  Data  on  Califor- 
nia private  libraries,  past  and  present, 
collected  on  special  folders  (started 
October,  1906);  California  book-plates, 
including  all  book-plates  designed  by 
Californians,  and  all  plates  designed  for 
residents  of  California,  with  photo- 
graphs and  biographical  sketches  of 
designers;  plans  for  other  California 
collections,  all  of  which  will  in  time  be 
made  into  the  form  of  traveling  exhibits 
to  be  loaned  on  application  to  public 
libraries;  Articles  of  interest  to  the 
blind,  in  ink  print,  from  current  maga- 
zines, to  be  loaned  to  blind  borrowers, 
just  as  embossed  books  are  loaned  to 
them.    Collection  just  being  started.

Free  Public  Library.  Early  Italian 
art.  Plan  to  make  additions  to  the  pres- 
ent small  collection  of  music. 
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San  Jose. 

Free  Public  Library.  Californiana, 
started  about  1902.  No  special  fund. 
Contains  about  312  vols.,  besides  15  boxes 
of  pamphlets. 

University  of  the  Pacific  Li- 
brary. Californiana,  140  vols.  No 
special  fund.  Gifts  by  authors,  with  au- 
tographs, 28  vols. 

Stanford  University. 

Leland  Stanford  Junior  Univer- 
sity Library.  Hopkins  Railway  collec- 
tion, begun  in  1891  by  the  gift  of  2000 
volumes  and  pamphlets;  all  bills  for 
the  increase  of  this  collection  from  1891- 
1906  paid  by  Timothy  Hopkins;  total 
cost,  many  thousand  dollars;  Pacific 
Coast  history,  started  in  1901  with  $200 
given  by  Charles  G.  Lathrop;  $100  has 
been  added  each  year  by  Mr  Lathrop; 
Australasia,  started  by  a  gift  of  1053 
books  and  1095  pamphlets  from  Thomas 
Welton  Stanford;  extensive  additions 
have  been  made  each  year;  The  Stanford 
collection,  started  in  1902,  aims  to  in- 
clude all  articles  and  publications  Issued 
by  the  faculty,  alumni  and  students  of 
the  University,  also  any  other  material 
relating  to  the  University,  such  as  post- 
ers, programs,  tickets,  etc. 

Among  other  special  collections  that 
are  a  part  of  the  Stanford  University 
Library,  are:  The  Conrad  collection  of 
many  hundred  volumes,  maps  and  draw- 
ings of  matter  relating  to  Dutch  high- 


ways and  waterways,  purchased  July, 
1903;  The  Harkness  collection,  300  books 
and  periodicals  on  fungi,  purchased 
1895;  The  Richardson  collection,  600 
volumes  relating  to  chemistry,  purchased 
1903;  The  Hildebrand  collection,  works

The  following  explanation  of  the 
method  of  this  circulating  library  has 
been  received: 

The  members  of  the  library  are  divided  into 
groups  so  that  not  more  than  thirty  persona  are 
in  a  group.  There  is  a  carrier  boy  for  each 
group.  A  paper  is  given  to  the  first  person  one 
evening  and  left  twenty-four  hours.  The  next 
evening  the  carrier  boy  calls  for  that  paper  and 
takes  it  to  the  second  person,  leaving  a  new 
paper  with  number  one.  The  third  evening  the 
first  paper  goes  to  number  three,  the  second 
paper  is  taken  to  number  two,  and  a  new  paper 
is  started  in  at  number  one.  And  so  on  every 
evening.  No  person  has  a  paper  more  than 
twenty-four  hours,  excepting  over  Sunday,  and 
each  of  the  members  finds  himself  each  evening 
with  a  paper  which  he  has  not  had  before.  Each 
paper  goes  to  each  house  in  one  group  before 
stopping.  The  papers  become  too  badly  worn 
if  more  than  thirty  persons  are  in  one  group. 

Also  in  a  similar  manner  a  magarine  or  book- 
let is  started  on  the  rounds  every  Monday  even- 
ing and  left  at  each  house  seven  days.  These 
are  moved  forward  on  their  course  every  Monday 
evening,  each  one  going  to  each  house  in  the 
group  before  stopping;  then,  if  not  too  badly 
worn,  given  to  another  carrier  to  go  through  the 
next  circuit. 
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Thirdly,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  a 
bound  volume  is  started  on  the  rounds.  Each 
volume  is  left  one  month  and  then  changed, 
just  as  are  the  papers  and  booklets.  Each  one 
goes  to  each  house  in  the  group  before  stop- 
ping. It  can  then  be  given  to  the  first  person  in 
the  next  group,  as  well-bound  books  can  go  to  a 
large  number  of  persons  without  wearing  out. 
If  a  new  member  is  received  who  lives  within 
the  established  circle,  an  extra  paper  and  extra 
books  must  be  started  in  with  him,- and  this 
paper  and  these  books  will  not  have  been  given 
to  those  coming  ahead  of  him  on  the  list,  nor  is 
it  practical  to  try  to  get  them  back  to  the  first 
ones  in  the  group. 

With  regard  to  papers  and  magazines— they 
should  be  late  numbers,  as  old  papers  become 
very  ancient  by  the  time  they  reach  the  end  of  a 
group.

LIBRARY  LEGISLATION  PASSED  DURING  THE 
LAST   SESSION. 


Little  legislation  of  general  interest, 
concerning  library  affairs,  was  passed  at 
the  late  session.  The  monthly  income 
of  the  State  Library  out  of  the  fees  re- 
ceived by  the  Secretary  of  State  was 
raised  from  (3000  to  $3500,  by  chapter 
281.  More  adequate  provision  to  supply 
the  State  Library  with  State  documents 
for  exchange  purposes  was  made  by 
chapter  488.  The  Preston  School  of  In- 
dustry and  the  Whittier  State  School 
were  each  given  $500  for  the  purchase  of 
books  (chapters  122  and  149).  A  sum  of 
$25,000  was  appropriated  for  the  library 
of  the  Supreme  and  Appellate  Courts  at 
San  Francisco  (chapter  138),  and  $18,000 
for  the  library  of  the  Appellate  Court, 
second  or  Los  Angeles  district  (chapter 
137). 

County  law  libraries  will  have  their 


funds  more  than  doubled  by  chapter 
65,  which  imposes  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
now  payable  on  filing  a  complaint  in  the 
Superior  Court  likewise  on  all  defend- 
ants, intervenors,  etc.,  on  their  first 
appearance  in  court. 

The  sections  of  the  Political  Code 
relating  to  school  libraries  are  amended 
in  essential  particulars.  By  section  1715, 
as  amended,  school  libraries  may  now 
be  kept  in  public  libraries,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  school  and  library  author- 
ities. The  amendment  to  section  17 16 
does  away  with  the  fee  heretofore  pay- 
able by  non-pupils  who  desired  to  use 
books  in  a  school  library,  and  substitutes 
therefor  a  simple  guarantee.  It  also 
provides  that  **  librarians  shall  see  that 
the  books  of  the  library  are  properly 
cataloged,  indexed  and  classified." 
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Alameda. 

The  city  of  Alameda,  in  its  new  char- 
ter, makes  no  material  changes  in  its 
library  arrangements. 

Long*  Beach. 

The  new  freeholders'  charter  of  Long 
Beach  provides  for  a  board  of  library 
commissioners  of  four  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  two  years, 
with  himself  as  the  fifth  member  and 
presiding  officer.  The  City  Council 
must,  at  the  request  of  the  library  com- 
missioners, levy  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  twenty  cents  per  hundred 
dollars  as  a  library  tax,  unless  the  main- 
tenance of  the  library  is  otherwise  pro- 
vided for.  An  unusual  provision  is  to 
the  effect  that  if  the  conditions  of  a  gift 
prevent  the  payment  of  money  into  the 
city  treasury,  the  board  shall  provide  for 
the  administration  of  such  funds. 

Riverside. 

The  new  freeholders'  charter  of  River- 
side attempts  to  erect  its  board  of  public 
library  directors  into  a  corporation, 
which  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts, 
etc.,  etc.  The  library  provisions  in  the 
Riverside  charter  are  very  lengthy,  and 
have  several  other  unusual  features. 
Among  other  things,  it  is  provided  that 
the    "directors"    (trustees)  shall  be  at 


least  twenty-five  years  of  age  and  resi- 
dents of  the  city  for  not  less  than  three 
years.  Both  men  and  women  shall  be 
eligible.  All  appointments  by  the  board 
"shall  be  made  without  regard  to  politi- 
cal belief  but  solely  with  regard  to  fit- 
ness." Another  provision  is,  that  the 
board  "shall  have  power  to  require  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  other  State  offi- 
cials to  furnish  the  library  with  copies 
of  any  or  all  reports,  laws  and  other 
publications,"  etc. 

Santa  Cruz. 

In  the  new  freeholders'  charter  of 
Santa  Cruz,  Article  13  provides  that  the 
Public  Library  shall  be  controlled  and 
managed  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  general  state  law. 

Santa  Monica. 

Santa  Monica  also  has  a  new  free- 
holders' charter,  in  which  the  library  is 
intrusted  to  a  board  of  five  trustees, 
appointed  for  two  years  by  the  Mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City 
Council.  The  minimum  tax  for  library 
purposes  is  fixed  at  $3000.  There  is  a 
provision  making  the  board  "a  special 
trustee"  for  the  city  with  regard  to  gifts 
that  may  be  made  to  "The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Santa  Monica  Public 
Library,"  and  permits  the  city  to  con- 
vey property  to  this  board  in  trust  for 
itself.

In  addition  to  the  regular  committees 
required  by  the  constitution,  the  Presi- 
dent has  this  year  appointed  four  others. 
The  committee  on  Conditions  of  Libra- 
rians will  inquire  into  the  salaries,  work- 
ing hours,  vacations,  etc.,  of  the  library 
workers  of  the  State.  By  comparing 
these  conditions  with  those  of  other  town 
and  city  employees,  especially  those  en- 
gaged in  other  lines  of  educational  work* 
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it  will  be  possible  to  arrive  at  a  conclu- 
sion as  to  whether  librarians  are  being 
adequately  paid  for  their  services.  A 
member  from  each  of  the  four  districts 
has  been  appointed,  with  a  chairman 
representing  the  State  at  large. 

The  committee  on  Cooperation  among 
Libraries  will  inquire  into  the  oppor- 
tunities for  cooperative  work  among  the 
libraries  of  the  State.  There  is  a  general 
chairman  and  four  sub-committees  on 
special  lines  of  work,  each  with  its  own 
chairman.  The  report  of  this  important 
committee  will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

Much  attention  is  now  paid  to  the 
decoration  of  school  rooms  and  libraries 
and  the  educational  value  of  a  fine 
picture  is  realized  as  never  before.  Often 
when  there  is  a  small  fund  available  for 
the  purchase  of  pictures  the  librarian  is 
at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  spend  it  most 
wisely.  The  committee  on  Pictures  for 
Libraries \  each  member  of  which  was 
chosen  because  of  special  knowledge  and 
interest  in  this  subject,  will  be  glad  to 
give  suggestions  as  to  suitable  pictures, 
with  information  as  to  prices.  A  recom- 
mended list  will  be  submitted  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  and  in  the  meantime  each 
member  can  be  consulted  individually. 
Miss  Beckley,  chairman  of  this  commit- 
tee, expects  to  spend  some  months  in 
Europe  this  year.  This  will  give  her  a 
splendid  opportunity  to  learn  much  of 
practical  value  to  the  committee  about 
the  selection  and  purchase  of  pictures 
for  libraries. 

Several  members  of  the  Association 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  have  a  pin 
that  might  be  worn  at  the  meetings  and 
elsewhere.  The  committee  on  C.  L.  A. 
Pin  will  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
submit  designs  and  prices  from  which  a 
selection  may  be  made. 

The  committees  on  Relation  between 
Schools  and  Libraries  and  List  of  Books 
for  Children^  which  were  appointed  last 
year  as  joint  committees  of  this  Associ- 
ation and  the  California  State  Teachers' 
Association,  have  been  continued  for 
another  year. 


The  President  of  the  Association  is 
convinced  that  much  of  the  success  of 
an  association  depends  upon  the  faithful- 
ness with  which  its  committee  work  is 
done,  and  he  takes  this  opportunity  to 
thank  all  those  who  gave  him  such 
efficient  aid  last  year,  as  well  as  those 
who  have  expressed  a  willingness  to 
undertake  the  work  for  1907.

First  District  Meeting. 

The  First  District  of  the  California 
Library  Association  held  its  first  meet- 
ing for  1907  on  Saturday,  March  2,  in  the 
Chico  Public  Library. 

At  the  opening  of  the  session  Miss 
Susan  T.  Smith  of  Chico,  as  President  of 
the  Association,  stated  in  a  few  words 
the  purpose  of  the  convention.  She 
then  introduced  Dr  C.  C.  Van  Liew  of 
the  Chico  Normal  School,  who  deliv- 
ered an  address  of  welcome.  He  spoke 
of  the  valuable  work  done  by  the  libra- 
ries, and  emphasized  the  importance  of 
conventions  of  librarians  as  a  means  for 
the  exchange  of  practical  ideas. 

Mrs  A.  F.  Jones  of  Oroville  then  read 
a  paper  detailing  the  duties  of  the 
library  trustee,  bringing  out  the  points 
that  the  library's  interests  should  be  the 
trustee's  interests,  that  there  should  be 
perfect  harmony  between  members  of 
the  board  and  between  the  board  and 
the  librarian.  She  also  spoke  of  making 
the  library  attractive,  and  above  all 
things  to  provide  for  the  juvenile  depart- 
ment. Some  of  the  libraries  have  estab- 
lished the  story  hour.  As  many  more 
are  anxious  to  know  of  the  manner  is 
which  the  work  is  conducted,  Mrs  Clara 
McQuade  of  the  Chico  Normal  School 
was  asked  to  illustrate  the  work  by  tell-

ing  four  stories.  She  seated  herself  be- 
fore the  convention,  and  told,  just  as 
she  would  to  children,  the  following 
stories:  "Billy  Longhead,"  "Speckled 
Top/'  "The  Sad  Little  Princess,"  and  a 
story  from  "Brer  Rabbit." 

This  brought  to  a  close  the  morning 
session,  and  all  adjourned  to  the  home  of 
Mr  and  Mrs  Finnell,  where  a  lunch,  pre- 
pared by  the  young  ladies  of  St.  Mary's 
Guild  of  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church, 
was  enjoyed. 

The  convention  in  the  afternoon  was 
opened  by  Miss  Mabel  E.  Prentiss  of 
the  State  Library.  Her  topic  was  ' '  Book 
selection."  She  dealt  with  the  practical 
side  of  book  selection,  describing  a  num- 
ber of  guides,  published  by  librarians  of 
experience,  both  for  general  reading  and 
special  subjects.  She  suggested  coopera- 
tion between  libraries  of  the  same  local- 
ity, to  avoid  duplicating  the  purchase  of 
expensive  reference  books,  illustrating 
her  point  by  naming  Sloane's  Napoleon 
as  a  valuable  but  expensive  reference 
work,  which,  if  owned  by  the  Red  Bluff 
Public  Library,  could  be  loaned  to  Chico, 
Oroville,  Redding,  etc.  She  mentioned 
a  law  which  provides  for  such  inter- 
library  loans.  Further  cooperation  was 
illustrated  by  citing  Kern  and  Bakers- 
field,  which  develop  special  subjects  ap- 
propriate to  the  locality  of  the  library — 
Bakersfield  emphasizing  petroleum  and 
allied  products,  and  Kern,  mechanics. 

W.  F.  Purnell,  a  book-dealer  from  Sac- 
ramento, let  his  hearers  into  the  secrete 
of  the  trade,  emphasizing  the  fact  that 
librarians  not  only  have  the  right  to 
know  but  should  know  what  the  dealer 
pays  for  his  books.  He  stated  that  there 
should  be  more  confidence  between  libra- 
rian and  book-dealer,  the  latter  with  his 
years  of  experience  being  better  able  to 
advise  as  to  best  editions,  etc. 

Miss  Lotta  M.  Sprague  of  the  Red 
Bluff  Library  made  the  hit  of  the  day. 
Her  paper  was  a  clever,  humorous  ac- 
count of  her  experience  as  an  untrained 
librarian,  and  was  read  with  a  charm  of 
manner  which  was  irresistible. 

A  very  informal  discussion  then  fol- 


lowed, in  which  many  of  the  delegates 
took  part.  While  discussing  the  order- 
ing of  books,  Mr  Purnell  advised  the  use 
of  an  order  card,  such  as  was  exhibited 
by  L.  W.  Ripley. 

It  was  advised  when  making  bulletins 
to  have  the  work  look  neat  and  to  avoid 
the  "scrappy"  appearance. 

Miss  Smith  announced  that  there  is  to 
be  a  course  in  Library  Methods  at  the 
University  of  California  Summer  School. 
She  advised  library  boards  to  send  their 
librarians  to  Berkeley  for  this  course  if 
they  could  possibly  do  so. 

Exhibits. 

Many  attractive  and  instructive  exhib- 
its upon  different  lines  of  library  work 
were  displayed. 

F.  B.  Graves  of  the  Alameda  Public 
Library  loaned  one  on  "Advertising  the 
library,"  and  Miss  Laura  Sawyers  of 
the  Chico  Public  Library  had  one  on  the 
same  subject.  An  exhibit  of  aids  in  the 
purchase  of  books,  prepared  by  L.  W. 
Ripley  of  the  Sacramento  Public  Library, 
was  loaned  by  the  State  Library.  Miss 
Anna  Creaner  of  the  Stockton  Public 
Library  contributed  booklets  and  bulle- 
tins prepared  especially  for  this  meeting. 
One,  a  Calendar  of  Noted  Birthdays, 
deserves  special  mention.  All  her  work 
showed  much  care  and  thought. 

Mrs  A.  G.  Whitbeck,  Children's  Libra- 
rian of  the  Berkeley  Public  Library,  sent 
a  number  of  her  best  bulletins  and  fold- 
ers. She  emphasizes  the  use  of  any 
picture  or  poster  that  may  cultivate  a 
taste  for  the  artistic,  the  beautiful  and 
the  instructive. 

Miss  Margaret  Smith  of  Biggs  pre- 
sented a  very  excellent  display  on  the 
repair  of  books.  She  gave  a  practical 
illustration  of  the  use  of  the  sewing 
frame,  and  the  manner  of  treating  books 
in  the  different  stages  of  repair. 

R.  C.  Woodmansee  of  the  University  of 
California  Library  sent  a  carefully  pre- 
pared exhibit  to  illustrate  book  labeling*

Seeond  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  Second  District  of 
the  California  Library  Association  was 
held  in  the  Children's  Room  of  the 
Berkeley  Public  Library  on  Thursday 
evening,  March  7,  1907.  There  were 
thirty-three  present,  several  of  whom 
were  visitors. 

Mr  Griesinger  of  Los  Angeles  gave  an 
interesting  talk  on  a  new  method  of  re- 
binding  which  he  has  originated.  Each 
separate  leaf  is  hinged  to  a  muslin  strip 
and  the  strips  fastened  together  with 
staples,  as  is  done  with  pamphlets. 
Then  the  cover  is  put  on  in  the  ordinary 
way.  This  method  guarantees  the  abso- 
lutely flat  opening  of  the  book.  Mr 
Griesinger  says  that  no  book  is  too  bad 
to  be  rebound.  The  sheets  are  pasted 
on  the  muslin  and  put  together  by  ma- 
chinery, and  the  process  is  rapid  and 
inexpensive. 

An  informal  discussion  followed  Mr 
Griesinger' s  talk.  In  answer  to  a  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  he  would  consider 
starting  a  branch  of  his  bindery  in  the 
neighborhood  of  San  Francisco,  Mr 
Griesinger  stated  that  the  proposition 
would  pay  if  he  could  have  a  guarantee 
of  800  books  a  month.  It  was  the  opin- 
ion of  the  meeting  that,  considering 
the  merits  of  the  process,  this  number 
would  be  possible. 

Mr  Clark  then  spoke  of  the  binding 
done  by  Chi  vers,  an  English  firm  which 


has  recently  opened  a  branch  in  New 
York.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
began  seven  or  eight  years  ago  to  order, 
through  the  London  agent,  English  re- 
placements in  the  Chivers  binding.  The 
books  are  strongly  bound  but  not  par- 
ticularly beautiful.  The  only  trouble  is 
they  never  wear  out.  If  there  were  a 
bath  to  go  with  them,  they  could  be 
laundered  once  in  a  while.  The  advan- 
tage of  the  Chivers  book  is  that  it  does 
not  have  to  be  removed  from  circulation 
for  rebinding  in  the  height  of  its  popu- 
larity, but  that  is  offset  by  the  renewed 
appearance  of  the  ordinary  book  after  it 
comes  from  the  bindery.  The  length  of 
life  of  the  two  books  in  the  end  is  about 
the  same,  and  there  is  very  little  differ- 
ence in  the  total  cost. 

Mr  Rowell  recommended  binding  sep- 
arately valuable  pamphlets  for  which 
there  are  Library  of  Congress  cards,  the 
much  used  ones  in  boards,  those  less 
used  in  manila  covers. 

Miss  Prentiss  spoke  of  the  method  of 
preserving  clippings  in  use  in  the  Library 
of  the  Chico  Normal  School.  The  ma- 
terial is  classified,  bound  together  with 
hardware  paper  and  fastened  with  eyelets. 
Mr  Graves  told  of  the  binding  done  by 
Mr  Lawrence  of  Fair  Oaks,  Sacramento 
county.  The  books  are  hand-sewed,  with 
a  muslin  guard  inside  the  front  and  back 
sections,  and  the  covers  can  be  washed 
with  a  damp  cloth.  This  binding  is  rea- 
sonable in  price  and  very  lasting. 

.Mr  Graves  announced  the  application 
for  membership  in  the  California  Library 
Association  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Ala- 
meda Public  Library,  and  Mr  Layman 
presented  the  name  of  Miss  H.  G. 
Sheldon,  Instructor  in  Cataloging,  Sum- 
mer School  of  Library  Methods,  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr  Griesinger, 
the  meeting  adjourned.

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

The  annual  report  of  the  California 
Debris  Commission,  which  regulates 
hydraulic  mining,  was  recently  issned 
and  may  be  had  by  writing  to  the  War 
Department,  Bureau  of  Engineers,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  It  will  be  desirable  espe- 
cially for  libraries  in  the  mining  districts.

geology  and  water  resources  of  Owens 
Valley,  California. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  the 
many  comprehensive  plans  for  the  bean- 
tification  of  cities  is  that  proposed  by 
the  Civic  League  of  St.  Louis.  It  is 
embodied  in  a  beautifully  illustrated 
pamphlet  of  114  large  octavo  pages,  with 
maps  and  plates.  The  illustrations  in- 
clude handsome  pictures  of  streets  in  a 
number  of  foreign  cities.  The  book  may 
be  had  on  application  to  Mr  Mayo  Fes- 
ler,  Secretary  Civic  League,  Security 
Building,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
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Another  interesting  specimen  of  the 
growing  literature  on  public  parks  U  the 
second  annual  report  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Metropolitan  Park  Commissioners.

Charles  M.  Robinson,  the  well-known 
writer  on  municipal  art,  has  prepared  a 
report  on  civic  improvement  in  Oakland, 
Calif.  The  report  has  been  printed  as  a 
pamphlet  by  the  Oakland  Enquirer. 

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission has  recently  issued  a  revised 
manual  of  examinations,  which  should 
be  in  every  public  library.  Can  be  had 
gratuitously. 

Bulletin  2  of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner 
of  Education  gives  a  synopsis  of  the 
report  of  a  German  commission  that  vis- 
ited this  country  some  time  ago  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  industrial  education. 
As  this  question  is  considerably  to  the 
fore  in  California  just  now,  every  library 
should  have  this  pamphlet. 

An  interesting  pamphlet,  especially 
for  California  libraries,  is  Senate  Docu- 
ment 212,  59th  Congress,  2d  session,  con- 
taining the  President's  message  relating 
to  Salton  Sink,  together  with  accom- 
panying papers,  charts  and  half-tone 
illustrations.

It  should  be 
in  every  library.     Price,  25  cents. 

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  Statetraveling  library,  or  reg- 


istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Com  pan  v  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pays 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being:  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It- 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  the  months  of  January,  Feb- 
ruary and  March,  713  volumes  were 
cataloged,  adding  3691  cards  to  the 
catalog. 
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California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 


Catalog. 

About  1000  cards  have  been  added 
to  the  Californiana  catalog  since  the  first 
of  the  year. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Many  notable  names  are  found  on  the 
cards  received  since  our  last  report, 
among  them  being  those  of  two  Gover- 
nors of  the  State,  Peter  Hardeman  Bur- 
nett and  Romualdo  Pacheco.  The  former 
arrived  in  California  November,  1848, 
and  was  the  first  Governor  of  the  State. 
He  also  served  as  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  was  closely  identified  with 
all  political  affairs  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  1895. 

Romualdo  Pacheco  was  a  native  son 
and  held  many  public  offices — Assembly- 
man, Senator,  Judge,  State  'Treasurer, 
Lieutenant-Governor,  Governor,  Con- 
gressman, and  United  States  Minister  to 
Central  America. 

The  card  of  Caius  Tacitus  Ryland  is  of 
much  interest.  Mr  Ryland  served  as 
Private  Secretary  to  Governor  Burnett, 
also  in  the  legislature,  and  was  one  of 
the  promoters  of  the  first  railroads  con- 
structed. As  Trustee  of  the  Normal 
School  and  as  Regent  of  the  University 
of  California  he  had  much  to  do  with 
our  educational  life. 

Two  members  of  the  Donner  Party, 
Mrs  Nancy  Graves  Williamson,  still  liv- 
ing, and  Mrs  Lovina  Graves  Cyrus,  are 
worthy  of  mention. 


Such  names  as  Dr  O.  M.  Wozencraft, 
George  B.  Tingley,  General  James  C 
Zabriski,  Judge  David  Belden,  Judge 
James  Stebbins,  General  Ralph  W. 
Kirkham,  James  Henry  Lawrence, 
Charles  W.  Gleason  and  William  M. 
Hinton  recall  the  most  stirring  historical 
events,  while  the  large  number  who 
arrived  before  the  days  of  gold  and  dur- 
ing the  exciting  times  of  forty-nine  are 
too  numerous  to  mention  in  the  limited 
space  at  command. 

We  again  ask  that  names  and  addresses 
of  pioneers  and  early  settlers  be  sent  to 
the  Department  so  that  biographical 
data  may  be  secured.

Several  thousand  cards  have  been 
added  to  the  newspaper  index,  and  the 
work  is  progressing  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Donations. 

Many  books,  pamphlets  and  manu- 
scripts have  been  received.  A  large 
number  of  the  books  are  autograph 
copies,  and  have  come  to  us  as  the  direct 
result  of  the  friendly  relations  estab- 
lished through  the  sending  out  of  author 
cards. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  gifts  is 
the  "Constitution  des  Deutschen  Vereins 
in  Trinity  County."  It  is  all  pen  work, 
finely  done  by  Rudolph  Boch.  The 
society  was  formed  in  Weaverville  in 
1856.     Mr  P.  M.  Paulsen  is  the  donor. 

A  framed  charter  of  "The  State 
Council  of  Freedom's  Defenders"  is 
unique  and  has  an  interesting  history. 
It  was  presented  by  John  C.  Hussey. 

Only  one  early  ballot  has  been  sent  in. 
We  especially  request  donations  for  this 
collection. 

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3J Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling;  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.     There  are  now  339 
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communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
libraries  returned  during  January,  Feb- 
ruary and  March  was  5643  and  the  circu- 
lation 15,359,  as  follows:  8508  fiction; 
3730  juvenile;  3121  miscellaneous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 

? aid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service, 
his  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club   library  may   be  kept  three 


months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  are  now  three  study  club  libra- 
ries in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  and 
Florence,  Italy. 


Publie  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
the  two  organizers  did  organizing  only 
a  part  of  the  time.  41  visits  were  made 
to  37  towns,  most  of  the  visits  being  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  libraries  that  were 
already  established. 

All  district  meetings  of  the  California 
Library  Association  were  attended  by 
one  of  the  organizers. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  20,  as 
follows:  Alhambra,  Auburn,  .

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Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  that  can  vouch  for  at 
least  5  borrowers,  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees'  applica- 
tion blank  will  be  sent  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  in- 
stitution distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  222  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  January, 
February  and  March  10  borrowers  were 
added.  Total  accessions  are  603,  as  fol- 
lows: New  York  point  books,  223;  New 
York  point  music,  43;  Braille  books,  60; 
Braille  music,  46;  Moon  books,  189; 
Boston  line  letter  books,  21;  Ink  print 
books,  3;  Appliances,  15;  Maps,  3.  Dur- 
ing the  quarter  692  books  were  loaned,  as 
follows:  New  York  point,  282;  Braille, 
109;  Moon,  232;  Boston  line  letter,  54; 
Ink  print  books,  1;  Appliances  14;  Maps, 
o.  The  books  loaned  were  divided  by 
class  as  follows:  ethics  and  religion,  73; 
science,  49;  useful  arts,  2;  literature,  68; 
fiction,  268;  travel,  history,  and  biogra- 
phy, 79;  primers,  21;  music,  17;  period- 
icals, 115. 

During  January,  February  and  March 
3  borrowers  learned  to  read  Moon;  two 
of  these  knew  no  type  before;  one  knew 
Boston  line  letter.  One  borrower,  who 
knew  no  type  before,  learned  New  York 
point.  One,  who  knew  Moon,  learned 
New  York  point. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  25  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  23  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
type*. 

The  Moon  books  listed  in  the  January 
issue  have   not  yet  been  received,  but 
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are  on  the  way.  Embossed  paper  was 
also  ordered  and  will  be  received  with 
the  books. 

Writing  cards  and  embossed  paper 
will  be  loaned  as  samples  to  any  one 
desiring  to  see  them  before  ordering 
from  the  firms  that  supply  them. 

Back  numbers  of  magazines  have  been 
donated  by  C.  N.  Miller  of  San  Luis 
Obispo,  W.  A.  Miller  of  Los  Angeles 
and  Elizabeth  O.  Logan  of  Sacramento. 
We  now  have  on  file  the  Christian 
record  in  Braille  complete  from  1902-6 
inclusive ;  in  New  York  point  complete 
for  1904-6  except  December,  1906. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  sent  to  those 
requesting  it. 

The  Matilda  Ziegler  magazine,  in 
Braille  and  in  New  York  point,  is  on 
file  in  this  division  and  will  be  loaned 
on  application. 

The  Publishers*  weekly  of  March  9, 1907,  gives 
the  following  items  about  the  Matilda  Ziegler 
magazine  for  the  blind.  The  first  number  came 
out  on  March  5.  More  than  7000  copies  were 
printed.  The  magazine  is  14  inches  long,  12 
inches  wide  and  nearly  a  inches  thick.  It  con- 
tains ninety-six  pages  and  is  issued  in  New  York 
point  and  Braille.  The  publisher's  announce- 
ment says  that  the  magazine  is  to  have  short 
stories,  a  continued  story,  the  news  of  the  month 
condensed,  a  department  of  poetry,  and  one  of 
letters  from  successful  blind  people  telling  of 
their  work.  There  is  to  be  a  page  devoted  to 
games  in  which  the  blind  can  engage.  A  page 
will  be  devoted  to  humorous  paragraphs,  and 
later  a  music  column  is  to  be  added.  If  enough 
of  the  readers  can  read  music,  a  musical  compo- 
sition is  to  be  printed,  which  will  be  the  work  of 
some  blind  composer. 

In  the  first  number  are  letters  from  President 
Roosevelt  and  ex- President  Cleveland,  telling  of 
their  interest  iu  the  blind  magazine,  a  letter  from 
Helen  Keller,  an  account  of  Mr  Ziegler's  efforts 
to  reach  the  North  Pole  and  a  long  account  of 
Anthony  Fiala's  expedition. 

An  interesting  feature  is  an  article  giving 
some  simple  physical  exercises.  The  story,

First  and  Third  Districts  Meeting. 

The  joint  meeting  of  the  First  and 
Third  Districts  of  the  California  Library 
Association  convened  at  the  Stockton 
Free  Public  Library  May  31.  There  were 
two  sessions,  continuing  from  ten  to 
twelve  in  the  forenoon  and  from  two  to 
four  in  the  afternoon. 

Miss  Susan  T.  Smith,  president  of  the 
First  District,  presided  and  called  the 
meeting  to  order.  In  the  absence  of  the 
secretaries  of  both  districts,  Miss  Ida 
E.  Condit  of  the  Stockton  Free  Public 
Library  was  appointed  secretary  pro  tern. 

Fred  M.  West,  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Stockton  Free  Public 
Library,  delivered  the  address  of  welcome 
in  a  few  well-chosen  words,  which  was 
followed  by  Wm.  P.  Kimball  on  "Some 
advance  problems  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
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tury  library."  In  part,  Mr  Kimball  said 
that  from  the  increasing  number  of  gifts 
to  public  libraries  in  this  State  it  was 
safe  to  prophesy  great  liberality  from 
givers  in  the  near  future,  provided  that 
library  trustees  and  all  library  workers 
would  let  the  people  see  the  increasing 
needs  of  the  libraries.  One  of  the  most 
important  duties  of  a  public  library  was 
stated  to  be  the  helping  of  the  chief 
industries  of  its  own  city,  inasmuch  as 
the  library  should  immediately  purchase 
and  circulate  the  best  technical  books 
and  thereby  aid  the  prosperity  of  the 
leading  business  pursuits  of  the  home 
region.  The  speaker  strongly  contended 
that  public  libraries,  especially  in  cities 
of  medium  and  large  size,  should  be 
widely  advertised,  advocating  the  idea 
that  strong  friends  should  be  made  with 
the  newspapers.  Brief  allusions  were 
made  to  the  importance  of  the  story  hour 
for  the  children,  art  work  with  schools, 
cooperation  with  women's  clubs,  and 
efforts  to  present  the  library  cause  at  the 
teachers*  institutes.  Mr  Kimball  earn- 
estly advocated  the  creation  of  county 
libraries.  Without  making  the  slightest 
change  in  the  organization  of  the  city 
libraries,  he  favored  the  widest  possible 
use  of  the  library  at  the  county  seat  by 
all  the  people  of  the  county. 

Miss  Hattie  M.  Mann  of  the  Stockton 
Free  Public  Library  then  read  her  paper, 
entitled  "Library  of  Congress  cards,  how 
to  order  and  use  them."  The  treatment 
of  the  subject,  while  technical  to  some 
degree,  gave  in  a  concise  manner  much 
valuable  information  in  regard  to  the 
ordering  and  use  of  Library  of  Congress 
cards.  Miss  Mann  showed  how  the 
Library  of  Congress  cards  could  be 
adapted  for  use  in  cataloging  by  means 
of  a  series  of  mounted  samples. 

J.  E.  Coover,  principal  of  the  Sonora 
High  School,  was  next  called  upon  for 
his  paper,  entitled  "The  school  library 
catalog.' *  Mr  Coover  ably  discussed  the 
feasibility  of  a  card  catalog  for  the  school 
library,  maintaining  the  utility  of  the 
card  catalog,  as  it  serves  to  put  the  teacher 


and  pupil  into  intelligent  possession  of 
the  material  in  the  library. 

Adjournment  was  then  in  order  and  the 
delegates  were  escorted  to  luncheon. 

The  afternoon  session  was  called  to 
order  at  two  o'clock.  Miss  Beatrice  J. 
Barker  of  the  University  of  California 
Library  read  a  most  excellent  paper, 
entitled  "  The  technical  catalog  and  its 
application  to  the  small  library.'*  She 
maintained  that  an  accurate  and  elastic 
index  to  books  on  the  library  shelf  was 
indispensable  to  the  greatest  efficiency. 
The  smaller  the  number  of  books  at  the 
disposal  of  the  public,  the  greater  the 
need  for  a  means  of  getting  at  the  hidden 
chapters,  since  they  must  do  full  service 
in  place  of  the  entire  books  which  will 
be  found  on  the  shelves  of  larger  libraries. 
Miss  Barker  emphasized  the  fact  that 
the  cataloger  should  keep  in  mind  her 
local  public  and  develop  the  catalog  as 
she  would  her  accessions,  along  lines 
most  needed.  She  gave  her  hearers 
much  valuable  information  and  aid  in 
the  construction  of  a  catalog. 

A  very  interesting  paper  on  "Special 
catalogs'*  was  then  read  by  Lauren  W. 
Ripley  of  the  Sacramento  Public  Library, 
explaining  the  methods  of  cataloging  in 
vogue  in  that  library.  To  prevent  over- 
loading the  general  catalog,  as  well  as 
because  the  books  are  shelved  in  separate 
rooms,  the  library  has  a  number  of 
special  card  catalogs,  to  wit,  a  fiction 
catalog,  one  of  the  reference  books,  and 
one  for  the  children's  room,  a  music 
catalog,  a  contents-index,  and  a  catalog 
of  unbound  magazines  and  periodical 
stock.  All  of  which  were  thoroughly 
explained  by  Mr  Ripley,  who  also  had 
sample  cards  illustrating  his  methods. 

The  president  read  a  communication 
from  Mrs  A.  G.  Whitbeck  of  the  Berke- 
ley Public  Library,  expressing  her  regrets 
for  her  non-attendance  and  explaining  in 
part  her  juvenile  catalog.  She  said  that 
she  did  not  like  Library  of  Congress 
cards  for  a  children's  room,  as  they  were 
entirely  too  full  and  confusing,  preferring 
to    make    her    own    cards.     She   advo- 
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cated  red  subject  headings,  especially 
in  the  children's  catalog.  Mounted 
sample  cards  illustrated  Mrs  Whitbeck's 
methods. 

W.  F.  Clowdsley,  Librarian  of  the 
Stockton  Free  Public  Library,  gave  a 
brief  history  of  the  library,  paying  due 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  the-many  bene- 
factors of  the  institution. 

A  question  box  was  in  charge  of  Miss 
Sutliff  of  the  State  Library.  The  many 
puzzling  questions  therein  afforded  much 
discussion. 

A  communication  from  Mr  Gil  lis, 
State  Librarian,  was  read,  regretting 
that  he  could  not  be  present. 

An  invitation  from  Woodland  for  the 
next  meeting  of  the  First  District  was 
accepted. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned,  and  the  guests 
were  treated  to  an  automobile  ride 
throughout  the  city. 

In  the  evening  a  banquet  was  served  to 
the  visiting  delegates.

The  program  of  the  twenty-eighth  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  American  Library 
Association,  held  at  Asheville,  N.  C, 
May  23-29,  wa9  well  calculated  to  be 
helpful  to  librarians  in  all  branches  of 
the  work.  The  main  themes  for  the 
general  sessions  were  the  Southern  li- 
brary movement  and  the  use  of  books, 
the  latter  introduced  by  President  An- 
drews's address  and  followed  by  papers 
by  authorities  in  each  class  of  literature. 
Prof.  W.  P.  Trent's  scholarly  paper 
on  Southern  library  history  and  the 
series  of  papers  on  the  use  of  books 
will  be  read  with  pleasure  and  profit 
by  all. 

For  those  connected  with  small  li- 
braries, the  papers  presented  before  the 
League  of  Library  Commissions  will 
probably  be  of  the  greatest  interest,  as 
they  deal  largely  with  the  subjects  and 
problems  pertaining  to  small  libraries. 
Henry  E.  Legler's  paper  on  "Certain 
phases  of  library  extension  M  and  Miss 
M.  E.  Ahern's  on  "Some  unsolved  ques- 
tions in  library  extension  "  brought  out 
animated  discussion  of  the  new  methods 
suggested. 

The  papers  and  discussions  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Librarians'  Section  will  also  be 
found  of  especial  interest,  the  most  note- 
worthy being  Miss  Mary  W.  Plummer's 
paper  on  "Poetry  for  children." 

The  report  of  the  Catalogue  Section 
will  appeal  to  those  who  are  struggling 
with  the  problem  of  cataloging.  Miss 
Julia  T.  Rankin's  paper  on  "Printed 
cards  from  the  Library  of  Congress" 
gives  a  practical  statement  of  the  way  to 
order  Library  of  Congress  cards  and  how 
to  use  them.  Librarians  will  also  find 
niany  good  suggestions  in  the  discussion 


devoted  to  the  cataloging  and  recata- 
loging  of  small  libraries. 

The  reports  of  many  of  the  committees 
contain  most  excellent  suggestions,  and 
are  fully  as  valuable  as  many  of  the 
written  papers.  Among  those  of  especial 
interest  and  value  are  the  following: 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Library 
Architecture,  including  George  T.  Clark's 
"Lessops  as  to  construction  and  equip- 
ment from  the  San  Francisco  fire;" 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Library 
Administration;  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Documents,  including 
the  address  of  William  L.  Post,  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Documents,  and 
Samuel  H.  Ranck's  paper  on  "Local 
and  municipal  documents." 

The  Proceedings  will  contain  some- 
thing of  interest  and  profit  for  every 
member  of  the  profession,  and  will  well 
repay  a  careful  inspection  and  perusal. 

This  year  a  change  has  been  made  in 
the  manner  of  printing  and  distributing 
the  Proceedings.  Formerly  they  were 
issued  as  a  number  of  the  Library  J our- 
na/y  and  also  separately.  Hereafter,

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
tree  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appel  late  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

The  State  Library  has  recently  acquired 
a  set  of  the  British  Parliamentary  Papers 
for  1904,  and  will  hereafter  receive  them 
annually.  This  set  is  the  English 
equivalent  of  the  United  States  public 
documents,  and  of  the  utmost  value  to 
all  students  of  public  affairs.  So  far  as 
known,  it  is  the  only  set  on  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

The  proceedings  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Controllers  and  Accounting 
Officers  constitutes  a  pamphlet  of  115 
pages,  brim  full  of  practical  discussions 
regarding  municipal  bookkeeping.  It 
should  be  in  every  city  library  and 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  city 
officials.

Among  the  multitude  of  pamphlet  pub- 
lications regarding  municipal  affairs, 
and  particularly  the  "city  beautiful" 
movement,  one  of  the  most  interesting  is 
1 •  The  awakening  of  Harrisburg."  It  was 
originally  printed  as  pamphlet  No.  8  of 
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the  National  Municipal  League,  in  1903, 
but  has  been  brought  to  date  by  its  author, 
J.  Horace  McFarland,  and  embellished 
with  illustrations,  showing  the  remark- 
able change  the  Pennsylvania  town  has 
undergone,  and  graphically  describing 
the  methods  employed.  The  pamphlet 
can  be  had  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Municipal  League  in  Harrisburg,  Penn., 
by  sending  ten  cents  in  postage.

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Com  pan  v  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pavs 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
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partment  until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be 'done  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  re  cataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  riven 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  the  months  of  April,  May  and 
June,  1887  volumes  were  cataloged, 
adding  6628  cards  to  the  catalog. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 


with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Catalog. 

Owing  to  the  few  books  purchased 
during  the  last  three  months,  only  250 
cards  have  been  added  to  the  Californiana 
catalog. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Among  the  cards  received  is  one  that 
recalls  one  of  the  most  important  move- 
ments ever  inaugurated  in  San  Francisco 
or  in  the  State.  It  is  that  of  James 
King  of  William,  the  killing  of  whom  was 
the  immediate  cause  of  the  formation  of 
the  famous  Vigilance  Committee  of  1856. 
The  biographical  card  was  filled  out  by 
his  son,  Charles  James  King.  Much  more 
information  is  promised  which  we  hope 
will  throw  a  side-light  upon  the  tragic 
death  of  the  editor  of  the  Bulletin  and 
the  subsequent  events  that  did  so  much 
to  restore  law  and  order. 

Chauncey  Taylor  Canfield  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  expedition  to  come  to 
California  overland  via  Texas  and 
Arizona.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
Colonel  Savage's  battalion  in  the  war 
with  the  Yosemite  Indians  in  1850. 

Judge  Delos  Lake  held  many  judicial 
positions  and  is  well  remembered  by  all 
old  Californians.  Although  a  democrat 
he  acted  with  the  unionists  during  the 
civil  war. 

Daniel  Gelwicks  was  a  noted  political 
editor.  His  paper,  The  Mountain  Demo- 
crat',  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  contains 
much  of  interest  to  all  students  of  politi- 
cal history.  He  at  one  time  held  the 
office  of  State  Printer. 

Another  card  bears  the  name,  Jnan 
Ygnacio  Cantua,  a  native  Californian. 
He  was  one  of  General  Castro's  soldiers 
and  fought  in  the  battle  of  Natividad  at 
the  time  of  the  conquest.  He  married 
Dolores  Mareno,  a  niece  of  General 
j  Castro,  and  for  many  years  assisted  his 
father  in  sustaining  his  position  as  one 
of  the  grandees  by  dispensing  lavish 
hospitality.

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
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traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(i)  Traveling  Libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3)  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  357 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows:  Alameda  5,  Al-

4940  juvenile;  41 71  miscellaneous. 


Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
study.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 

?aid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service, 
'his  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  is  now  only  one  study  club 
library  in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  the 
others  having  all  been  returned. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request.  • 

During  April,  May  and  June,  the  two 
organizers  did  organizing  only  a  part 
of  the  time.     47  visits  were  made  to  38 
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the  purpose  of  aiding  libraries  that  were 
already  established. 

From  May  20  to  June  28,  Miss  Prentiss 
attended  the  annual  Conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association  at  Ashe- 
ville,  and  on  her  way  home  stopped  at 
Washington,  Albany,  New  York  City, 
Buffalo,  Chicago,  Madison,  Indianapolis, 
Iowa  City,  Des  Moines,  Lincoln,  Neb., 
and  Salt  Lake  City,  visiting  libraries, 
library  commissions,  library  schools,  and 
summer  schools  of  library  methods. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  21,  as 
follows:  Alhambra,  Auburn,  Benicia, 
Biggs,  Boulder  Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore, 
Gflroy,  Lincoln,  Lodi,  Monterey,  Oro- 
ville,  Placerville,  Porterville,  Rocklin, 
Salinas,  Sausalito,  Suisun,  Ukiah,Willits, 
and  Willows. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  that  can  vouch  for  at 
least  5  borrowers,  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees'  applica- 
tion blank  will  be  sent  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  in- 
stitution distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  239  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  April, 
May  and  June  17  borrowers  were  added. 
Total  accessions  are  644,  as  follows: 
New  York  point  books,  226;  New  York 
point  music,  43;  Braille  books,  75;  Braille 
music,  46;  Moon  books,  210;  Boston  line 
letter  books,  21;  Ink  print  books,  3; 
Appliances,  17;  Maps,  3.  During  the 
quarter  851  books  were  loaned,  as  follows: 
New  York  point,  328;  Braille,  120;  Moon, 
373;  Boston  line  letter,  19;  Ink  print 
books,  o;  Appliances  7;  Maps,  4.  The 
books  loaned  were  divided  by  class  as 
follows:  ethics  and  religion,  73;  science, 
41;  useful  arts,  3;  literature,  86;  fiction, 


441;  travel,  history,  and  biography,  93; 
primers,  20;  music,  19;  periodicals,  75. 

During  April,  May  and  June  7  borrowers 
learned  to  read  Moon;  five  of  these  knew 
no  type  before;  two  knew  New  York 
point;  one  of  these  latter  learned  Braille 
also.  One  borrower,  who  knew  Moon, 
learned  New  York  point. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  30  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  26  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

The  Moon  books  listed  in  the  January 
issue  have  been  received.

G.  A.  Stapp  of  Madera,  E.  V.  Robinson 
of  Hynes  and  Mrs  M.  J.  Lord  of  Grass 
Valley. 

The  Moon  magazine  is  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  sent  to  those 
requesting  it. 

The  Matilda  Ziegler  magazine,  in 
Braille  and  in  New  York  point,  is  on 
file  in  this  division  and  will  be  loaned 
on  application. 

A  traveling  library  of  embossed  books 
for  the  blind  was  sent  to  the  Beale 
Memorial  Library,  Bakersfield,on  July  1. 

Kedlands  has  received  as  a  gift  a  few 
embossed  books  in  Boston  line  letter  and 
the  Moon  type,  and  so  has  the  nucleus  of 
a  library  for  the  blind. 

Santa  Monica  is  planning  to  subscribe 
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for  periodicals  in  embossed  types.  The 
Matilda  Ziegler  magazine  in  both  Braille 
and  New  York  point  is  already  being 
received  regularly. 

State  Publications  Received  During 
April,  May  and  June.* 

Many  of  the  administrative  depart- 
ments of  the  State  are  from  time  to  time 
publishing  reports,  bulletins,  etc.,  many 
of  which  are  of  considerable  interest. 
Copies  can  usually  be  obtained  free  by 
writing  to  the  department  issuing  them.

My  dear  Mr  Rowell:  I  herewith 
present  a  report  on  the  third  session  of 
the  Summer  School  of  Library  Methods 
which  has  just  been  completed.  Ac- 
companying this  report  is  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  subjects  presented  to 
the  students,  with  a  list  of  the  lectures 
and  instructors,  together  with  a  list  of 
the  students  in  attendance. 

Twenty-four  students  registered  for 
the  work,  and  all  but  two  were  from 
this  State.  Eighteen  of  the  students 
had  had  previous  experience  in  library 
work,  nearly  all  had  had  at  least  high 
school  preparation,  while  two  were 
college  graduates.  Varied  as  they  were, 
the  average  of  the  educational  qualifica- 
tions of  the  Library  School  students  com- 
pared most  favorably  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  an  equal  number  of  the  teachers 
in  attendance  at  the  Summer  School. 

That  these  librarians  are  working  for 
a  very  moderate  return  financially,  and 
that  the  libraries  employing  them  are 
far  from  adequately  supported,  is  shown 
from  the  following  tabulation  of  facts 
volunteered  by  a  portion  of  the  women 
attending  the  school :

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When  it  is  considered  that  twenty- 
four  women,  no  one  of  whom  receives 
more  than  fifty  dollars  a  month,  are 
willing  to  devote  their  entire  vacations 
and  surrender  their  salaries  in  addition 
for  from  three  to  six  weeks,  as  the  va- 
cations vary,  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing their  efficiency  in  library  work,  the 
demand  for  a  course  in  library  methods 
seems  unquestionably  a  legitimate  one. 
Furthermore,  these  students,  at  work 
from  the  moment  the  library  is  open  at 
nine  in  the  morning,  till  it  closes  at  ten 
in  the  evening,  prove  that  the  work  is 
no  perfunctory  course  pursued  to  pass 
the  time  during  an  enforced   vacation, 


practically  in  a  separate   course  of  six 
lessons. 

One  feature  of  the  work  which  proved 
most  helpful  was  the  continuous  resi- 
dence and  assistance  of  Miss  Prentiss 
and  Miss  Kumli  for  two  weeks  each. 
Their  time  as  State  organizers  was  de- 
voted to  the  school  by  the  State  Library. 
In  addition  to  the  lectures  that  each 
delivered  to  the  school,  they  both  de- 
voted the  entire  day  during  their 
respective  fortnights  of  residence  to 
consultation  with  the  students.  One  of 
the  most  helpful  features  of  their  work 
is  the  fact  that  by  virtue  of  their  position 
they  will  have  the  opportunity  of  con- 


but  that  it  is  an  earnest  carrying  out  of  I  tinuing  their  help  to  the  librarians  of 


plans  .which  it  may  have  taken  years  of 
sacrifice  on  their  part  to  have  made  pos- 
sible. Their  industry,  zeal  and  enthusi- 
asm can  not  be  too  highly  commended. 

In  general  character  the  course  was 
much  the  same  as  that  given  last  year. 
It  has  been  necessary  for  the  instructors 
to  bear  in  mind  the  unequal  preparation 
of  the  students  both  as  to  general  edu- 
cational qualifications  and  as  to  profes- 
sional experience.  It  has  been  our  aim 
to  provide  a  full  course  for  the  best 
prepared,  and  to  let  each  student  carry 
as  much  of  the  whole  as  her  ability  and 
inclination  dictated. 

It  was  not  possible  to  present  an  elect- 
ive course  in  any  definite  way,  but  to  a 
certain  extent  the  students  were  per- 
mitted to  specialize.  For  instance,  one 
student  employed  in  a  college  library 
omitted  the  course  in  children's  work, 
and  devoted  her  time  to  the  courses 
bearing  on  her  present  work.  This,  of 
course,  did  not  debar  her  from  securing 
her  certificate. 

Certain  modifications  were  made  in 
the  course  as  presented  last  year.  Ref- 
erence work  was  granted  more  attention, 
ten  lectures  being  given  upon  this  sub- 
ject in  place  of  six.  Public  documents 
were  handled  in  three  lectures  with  prob- 
lems, in  place  of  the  one  given  last 
year.  Subject  headings  in  dictionary 
cataloging  were  taught  somewhat  more 


the  State  who  were  present  at  the 
Summer  School,  while  the  help  given 
by  the  instructors  and  lecturers  must  of 
necessity  stop  with  the  close  of  the 
school. 

Miss  Prentiss  repeated  her  course  of 
last  year,  taking  up  the  problems  of  build- 
ing, fitting,  and  equipping  libraries. 
Having  just  returned  from  the  national 
conference  of  the  American  Library 
Association  and  a  tour  of  the  principal 
libraries  of  the  East,  she  was  able  to 
present  many  new  ideas  and  methods  of 
work. 

The  lectures  given  by  Miss  Kumli  cov- 
ered quite  a  different  field.  She  devoted 
her  attention  to  the  practical  methods 
of  organizing  and  reorganizing  small 
libraries.  With  her  assistance  the 
students  were  enabled  to  make  into  a 
harmonious  body  of  library  practice  the 
various  departments  of  library  activities 
which  were  presented  by  as  many  dif- 
ferent instructors.  Coming  at  the  close 
of  the  course  Miss  Kumli  was  able  also 
to  assist  many  of  the  students  in  charge 
of  libraries  of  their  own  to  a  successful 
solution  of  their  individual  problems. 

The  work  of  the  librarian  with  the 
children  was  given  greater  recognition 
this  year,  six  lectures  being  given  by 
Mrs  Whitbeck  in  place  of  the  three 
given  by  her  last  year.  These,  as  before, 
were  delivered  in  the  attractive  reading 
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room  of  the  Berkeley  Public  Library,  a 
courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  librarian, 
Mr  Moore,  which  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated. The  intense  interest  displayed 
in  these  lectures  justified  the  increased 
amount  of  time  spent  upon  the  subject. 
The  miscellaneous  lectures' covered  a 
wide  range  of  subjects.  Mr  Greene,  in 
three  lectures  on  Library  Legislation, 
reviewed  the  history  of  the  subject  in 
general,  and  of  library  legislation  in 
California  in  particular.  He  opened  up 
vistas  of  possibilities  in  an  outline  of 
projected  legislation  for  the  future,  a 
subject  which  Mr  Kimball  most  happily 
supplemented  in  an  address  on  County 
Libraries.  Mr  Bruncken  gave  a  most 
helpful  exposition  of  the  present  State 
law  of  California,  and  Mr  Gillis  set 
forth  the  work  of  the  State  Library,  with 
its  various  departments — likewise  that 
of  the  California  Library  Association — 
in  a  manner  which  surely  widened  the 
library  horizon  of  every  one  present. 
Early  in  the  course  Miss  Garoutte  gave  a 
most  stimulating  talk  on  State  and 
local  historical  material.  Miss  Smith's 
lecture  in  regard  to  the  school  work  of 
the  State  supplemented  those  of  Mrs 
Whitbeck  in  the  department  of  work 
with  children. 

Mr  Clark,  from  his  wide  experience, 
gave  Some  Phases  of  Library  Work  a 
most  inviting  aspect.  Miss  Williams  of 
the  Barlow  Medical  Library  of  Los  An- 
geles presented  the  problems  which  arise 
in  a  library  upon  a  special  subject,  and 
also  gave  a  brief  talk  upon  the  library 
course  of  the  Pratt  Institute. 

The  interest  displayed  on  this  occa- 
sion and  again  when  Miss  Steffa,  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  New  York  State  Library 
School,  told  of  her  Alma  Mater,  showed 
plainly  that  some  of  the  students  of  the 
Summer  School  were  not  intending  to 
remain  content  with  a  six  weeks'  course. 
Mr  Smith  also  set  forth  the  advantages 
of  the  library  course  in  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

Mr  Layman  repeated  his  lecture  of 
last  year  on  binding,  and  conducted  the 


class  through  the  bindery  of  the  Hicks- 
Judd  Co.  of  San  Francisco.  Supple- 
menting this  lecture  Miss  Barker,  one  of 
the  students,  gave  a  demonstration  of 
the  use  of  the  sewing  bench  in  a  library, 
which  proved  interesting  and  instructive. 
Miss  Haskell,  in  a  single  lecture  of  a 
most  practical  character,  advised  the 
employment  of  the  typewriter  in  the  li- 
brary, and  pointed  out  some  of  the  vari- 
ous uses  to  which  it  could  be  put 

Miss  Granger  in  a  very  interesting  lec- 
ture told  of  her  Index  to  Poetry  and 
Recitations.  As  a  recognition  of  her 
great  service  to  libraries  in  general,  the 
librarians  from  about  the  Bay  were  invited 
to  meet  Miss  Granger.  The  Art  Gallery 
where  the  school  was  held  being  too 
small,  Hearst  Hall  was  secured  for  this 
occasion,  and  an  audience  of  about  sixty 
was  present. 

Besides  the  inspection  of  the  bindery 
referred  to  above,  the  school  visited  the 
offices  and  storeroom  of  the  Library 
Bureau  in  the  city,  also  the  public  libra- 
ries of  Oakland,  Alameda  and  Berkeley. 
The  courtesy  extended  to  the  students 
by  the  librarian  and  staff  of  each  of 
these  libraries  was  greatly  appreciated. 
Here  for  the  first  time  many  of  the  stu- 
dents saw  in  actual  operation  the  sys- 
tems which  tney  had  been  studying 
throughout  their  course. 

A  day  spent  at  Mills  College  again 
combined  pleasure  with  profit.  Besides 
the  inspection  of  the  beautiful  new  li- 
brary building,  the  freedom  of  the  college 
grounds  and  a  luncheon  in  the  garden 
marked  the  day  as  one  of  the  most 
enjoyable  of  the  entire  session. 

The  meeting  of  the  Second  District  at 
Palo  Alto  and  Stanford  University  was 
most  thoughtfully  planned  with  respect 
to  the  Summer  School,  and  it  was  a 
matter  of  regret  that  not  more  of  the 
students  were  able  to  attend. 

The  lectures  in  the  course  which  were 
given  by  the  librarian  were  so  delightful 
in  subject-matter  and  in  the  manner  of 
presentation  as  to  be  very  entertaining 
as  well  as  instructive.     The  one  on  The 
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History  of  Printing  was  accompanied  by 
a  display  of  some  of  the  rare  treasures  of 
the  library  which  illustrated  the  subject. 
A  second  lecture  on  Book  Plates  was 
illustrated  by  an  exhibition  drawn  from 
the  fine  collection  in  the  possession  of  the 
library.  This  exhibition  lasted  through- 
out the  entire  session,  several  different 
groups  of  plates  being  displayed.  A 
third  lecture  upon  Book  Illustration 
Illustrated  drew  still  further  upon  the 
treasures  of  the  library,  and  proved  a 
revelation  to  many  of  the  students  who 
have  had  few  opportunities  for  seeing 
the  rarer  and  more  beautiful  products  of 
the  bookmaker's  -art. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  librarian 
and  the  staff  the  school  was  entertained  by 
an  excursion  about  the  bay  in  the  steamer 
''General  McDowell,"  a  privilege  which 
was  most  enthusiastically  enjoyed. 

The  hospitality  shown  the  school  by 
the  librarian  and  the  staff  was  cordial  in 
the  extreme,  and  the  spirit  of  comrade- 
ship and  hearty  cooperation  which  per- 
vaded the  library  contributed  not  a  little 
to  the  success  of  the  summer's  work. 

After  all,  the  success  of  a  work  of  this 
kind  depends  very  largely  upon  the  per- 
sonality of  its  promoters,  and  in  carrying 
on  the  course,  I  feel  deeply  indebted  to 
the  lecturers  who  so  heartily  responded 
to  our  requests  for  help,  and  to  the  in- 
structors who  labored  untiringly  in  the 
interests  of  the  school,  giving  far  more 
time  to  the  assistance  of  the  students 
than  their  formal  allotment  of  hours. 

A  grateful  acknowledgment  is  also 
made  to  the  State  Library,  its  librarian 
and  staff,  for  the  assistance  of  many 
kinds  which  they  contributed,  and  which 
did  much  to  strengthen  the  course  and 
make  it  profitable  to  the  students. 

Speaking  alike  for  students  and  fac- 
ulty, I  thank  you  for  the  cordial  assist- 
ance and  ready  support  which  made 
possible  the  School  of  Library  Methods 
this  summer.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee held  September  21  it  was  voted 
that  fees  from  new  members  received 
after  October  1,  1907,  should  be  credited 
for  the  whole  of  the  year  1908  as  well  as 
for  the  remaining  months  of  1907. 

Annual  Meeting. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  accepted 
the  invitation  of  the  trustees  of  the  San 
Jose"  Public  Library,  and  will  hold  the 
next  annual  meeting  in  San  Jos£,  Febru- 
ary, 1908.  The  exact  date  will  be  given 
later. 

The  plans  for  the  meeting  are  being 
made  with  the  sole  object  of  making  it 
of  vital  interest  to  all  the  libraries  in  the 
State,  large  and  small  alike.  To  this 
end  suggestions  concerning  the  program 
will  be  welcomed. 

It  is  proposed  to  hold  a  library  insti- 
tute devoted  to  a  course  of  instruction  in 
the  elements  of  library  science  for  three 
days  preceding  the  regular  sessions. 
This  institute  will  be  conducted  by  the 
Library  Organizers  of  the  State  Library, 
Miss  Kumli  and  Miss  Prentiss.  The 
subjects  suggested  for  consideration  ate 
"  Cataloging  with  Library  of  Congress 
printed  cards,"  "How  to  get  the  most 
out  of  books,11  "Classifying  for  a  small 
library,"  "Librarians'  reports  and  busi- 
ness methods,"  and  "Book  repairing." 
The  work  will  be  arranged  especially  for 
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librarians  in  small  libraries  who  find  it 
impossible  to  attend  the  Summer  School 
of  Library  Methods  at  Berkeley.  If 
desired,  special  instruction  will  be  given 
to  librarians  having  individual  problems. 
The  President  will  be  glad  to  receive 
suggestions  as  to  subjects  to  be  taken  up. 

The  regular  sessions  of  the  annual 
meeting  will  follow  the  institute  and 
will  cover  about  a  day  and  a  half.  Be- 
sides the  regular  program  there  will 
be  the  illustrative  exhibit  of  library 
methods  which  proved  so  successful  a 
feature  at  the  last  annual  meeting  at 
Redlands. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  libraries 
have  joined  the  Association,  bringing 
the  library  membership  up  to  18,  repre- 
senting 90  trustees.  A  separate  meeting 
of  the  trustees  section  will  be  held,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  large 
.attendance  of  trustees  not  only  at  this 
but  at  all  the  sessions  of  the  annual 
meeting.  One  of  the  most  encouraging 
signs  of  library  progress  in  the  State  is 
the  increased  interest  taken  by  library 
trustees  in  their  work.

The  Second  District  of  the  California 
library  Association  held  a  meeting  at 
Palo  Alto  on  July  6,  1907.  There  were 
two  sessions,  the  first  being  held  in  the 
library  at  Stanford  University,  and  the 
second  in  the  parlors  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  at  Palo  Alto. 

A  visit  was  made  first  to  the  Stanford 
University  bookstore,  "a  bookstore 
which  looks  like  a  library, "  where  Mr 


Hyde,  its  manager,  showed  the  fittings 
and  explained  the  methods  of  filing  and 
keeping  records.  Then,  after  a  rapid 
survey  of  the  University  quadrangle, 
the  morning  session  was  called  to  order 
by  Mrs  A.  G.  Whitbeck,  president.  Mr 
Dodge  of  Stanford  University  Library 
gave  a  brief  address  of  welcome.  Mr 
W.  F.  Hyde's  talk  on  "  Bookselling  by 
a  bookseller1*  was  very  much  enjoyed. 
He  brought  out  the  interesting  fact  that 
there  are  two  or  possibly  three  times  as 
many  books  sold  by  subscription  as 
through  retail  bookstores.  Nearly  all 
law  books,  medical  books,  encyclopedias 
and  many  reference  works  are  thus  sold, 
for  the  reason  that  the  publishers  would 
be  bankrupt  if  they  depended  on  regular 
booksellers.  Mr  Hyde  told  of  the  prep- 
aration given  in  Europe  for  the  book- 
seller's profession,  which  in  one  particular 
case  covered  a  period  of  eight  years. 
He  spoke  also  of  the  discounts  given  to 
libraries  and  to  the  trade  and  of  other 
pertinent  matters.  His  talk  provoked 
an  interesting  discussion. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr  C.  S.  Greene, 
Mr  Bamford  of  the  Oakland  Free  Library  - 
gave  a  talk  on  "The  acquisition  of  pic- 
tures and  other  works  of  art,"  enumer- 
ating the  underlying  principles  and 
speaking  of  the  system  in  use  in  Oak- 
land of  receiving  loans  of  good  pictures 
for  definite  periods.  He  mentioned  also 
the  influence  of  flowers  in  a  library. 
This  was  supplemented  by  Mrs  Whit- 
beck, who  told  of  her  work  in  connection 
with  the  children's  room  and  gave  sug- 
gestions of  value  to  the  small  library. 
This  was  followed  by  a  discussion. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  to  which  the 
public  was  invited,  Professor  Rolfe  of 
Stanford  University  gave  a  most  delight- 
ful lecture  on  Robert  Louis  Stevenson. 
Then  followed  a  visit  to  the  Public  Li- 
brary, where  light  refreshment  was  served 
before  the  visitors  left  to  take  the  train. 

There  was  a  fair  attendance,  but  not  so 
large  as  was  hoped  for,  owing  no  doubt 
to  the  fact  that  it  was  vacation  time.  •

Third  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  Third  District  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
at  Selma,  October  4,  1907.  There  were 
present,  from  Fresno,  Miss  Jean  Baird, 
librarian;  Hanford,  Miss  Margaret  Dold, 
librarian;  Kern,  Miss  Anna  Craig,  li- 
brarian; Laton,  Mrs  Lua  Babcock, 
librarian;  Porterville,  Miss  Bertha  Uhl, 
librarian;  Selma,  Mrs  M.  A.  Freeland, 
librarian,  Julian  W.  Hudson,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  John  W.  Aikin, 


secretary,  Mrs  Anna  Matthews,  treas- 
urer, and  Mrs  M.  B.  Pel  ton;  Tulare, 
Mrs  E.  B.  Oakford,  librarian. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  District  President,  Miss  Dold,  at  11 
o'clock.  Mr  J.  W.  Hudson  gave  the 
address  of  welcome,  to  which  Miss  Dold 
responded. 

Mrs  Babcock  gave  a  talk  on  "What 
shall  we  do  with  our  library  books  when 
they  are  too  worn  to  circulate  ?"  She 
said  that  they  had  many  books,  that 
were  too  badly  worn  to  circulate,  but 
that  in  most  cases  binding  would  cost 
more  than  replacing  with  new  copies. 
Miss  Baird  thought  that  usually  it  was 
cheaper  to  buy  new  books,  but  Miss 
Dold  said  that  frequently  the  worn  books 
could  be  repaired  by  the  librarian  or  a 
skillful  assistant  by  sewing  and  re-casing, 
and  that  she  had  found  that  method  a 
great  saving  over  sending  them  to  a 
bindery.  Mrs  Oakford  stated  that  in 
Tulare  they  are  fortunate  in  having  a 
friend  who  has  a  good  device  for  sewing 
books,  and  that  he  repairs  a  large  num- 
ber of  their  books  at  small  cost. 

The  next  topic  for  discussion  was 
"Shall  we  take  more  pride  in  a  large 
circulation  or  in  the  quality  of  the  read- 
ing?" Miss  Dold  suggested  publishing 
lists  of  books  in  local  papers  as  a  means 
of  interesting  people  in  the  library.  Mrs 
Oakford  thought  that  people  read  too 
much  fiction  and  neglect  solid  reading. 
Miss  Baird  said  that  teachers  are  aiding 
by  suggesting  good  books  to  the  chil- 
dren. 

Under  "Everyday  problems  in  library 
work"  Miss  Dold  discussed  the  plan  of 
giving  teachers  the  privilege  of  drawing 
a  number  of  books  at  a  time  for  class- 
room use  and  of  allowing  patrons  to  have 
several  books  for  vacation  reading,  sub- 
ject to  recall  at  any  time.  Other  prob- 
lems considered  were  the  preservation 
of  current  magazines,  the  circulation  of 
reference  books  and  the  substitution  of 
the  term  "charge"  for  "fine"  as  used  for 
over-due  books. 

A  bountiful  luncheon  was  provided  by 
the  ladies  of  Selma. 
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In  the  afternoon  the  Trustees  section 
was  called  to  order  by  Trustee  Julian 
W.  Hudson  of  Selma.  Mrs  Pelton  and 
Mrs  Matthews  explained  the  prepared 
blanks  for  "demands  for  payment"  as 
used  in  Selma.

Mr  Macon  felt  well  repaid  for  attending. 
Julian  W.  Hudson,

Fourth  District  Meeting. 

The  midsummer  meeting  of  the  Fourth 
District  of  the  California  Library  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  Friday,  August  23, 
1907,  at  San  Diego. 

The  Woman's  Club  House,  which  was 
kindly  loaned  for  the  occasion,  was 
charmingly  decorated  with  ferns  and 
carnations.  The  delegates  were  pre- 
sented on  arrival  with  a  handsome  spray 
of  the  same  choice  flowers,  "with  the 
Greetings  of  the  San  Diego  Floral  Asso- 
ciation," and  were  further  decorated 
with  a  dainty  badge  of  pale  green  satin, 
bearing  the  inscription  "The  ever  wel- 
come company  of  books,"  with  the  date 
of  the  meeting.  Another  souvenir  given 
to  the  visitors,  and  a  very  happy  idea, 
was  an  envelope  containing  samples  of 
the  principal  blanks  in  use  at  the  San 
Diego  Public  Library. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  District  President,  Mrs  Charles  F. 
Schwan,  at  3  o'clock.  Mr  Sam  Ferry 
Smith,  president  of  the  board  of  library 
trustees  of  San  Diego,  gave  the  address 
of  welcome,  to  which  Mrs  Schwan  re- 
sponded. Mrs  L.  Iy.  Rowan  of  San 
Diego  contributed  two  vocal  solos,  which 
were  warmly  appreciated.  The  princi- 
pal address  of  the  meeting  was  made  by 
T.  S.  Knoles,  head  of  the  Department  of 
History  in  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  his  subject  being  "What  do 
we  mean  by  culture  ?" 

Miss  Marilla  D.  Blanchard  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library  gave  a  paper  on 
"What  do   our  boys  and  girls  read?" 


This  was  followed  by  Miss  Jane  L.  Shep- 
ard's  paper,  read  in  the  writer's  absence 
by  Miss  A.  M.  Humphreys  of  Redlands, 
on  "How  shall  we  guide  their  reading  ?" 
Both  these  papers  were  supplemented  by 
excellent  lists  of  books,  suitable  in  the 
first  case  for  high  school  students,  and  in 
the  secbnd  for  children  in  the  grammar 
grades.  A  very  interesting  talk  on  *  *  How 
teachers  can  help  the  librarian  "  was  then 
given  by  Miss  Sarah  M.  Jacobus  of 
Pomona.  Discussion  of  the  three  papers 
followed. 

The  roll-call  showed  thirty-six  libra- 
rians and  trustees  present.  Eighteen 
libraries  were  represented.  In  addition 
there  were  some  thirty  visitors. 

An  invitation  from  Miss  Nellie  M. 
Russ  on  behalf  of  the  library  board  of 
Pasadena  for  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Fourth  District  during  the  week 
beginning  November  10,  at  which 
time  the  League  of  California  Munici- 
palities will  be  in  session,  was  cordially 
accepted. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to 
Mrs  Rowan  for  the  music,  to  the  San 
Diego  Cfub  for  the  use  of  the  hall,  to  the 
San  Diego  Floral  Association  for  the 
floral  decorations,  to  Mrs  H.  P.  Davison, 
librarian  of  the  San  Diego  Public 
Library,  for  the  incalculable  assistance 
she  had  rendered  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  meeting,  and  to  the  trustees  and 
other  friends  of  the  library  for  the  hos- 
pitality enjoyed  by  their  guests. 

Immediately  after  adjournment  the 
librarians  and  trustees  visited  the  public 
library,  after  which  they  repaired  to 
Sargent's  Grill,  where  they  were  enter- 
tained with  a  sumptuous  supper.  This 
day  of  good  things  was  brought  to  a 
close  by  an  evening  visit  to  Coronado 
Tent  City,  free  transportation  being 
granted  the  guests  by  the  San  Diego 
Street  Car  Company,  through  the  good 
offices  of  Mrs  Davison.

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text- books-,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow 
books,  and  private  individuals  are  ac- 
corded the  same  privilege  upon  presen- 
tation of  an  order  signed  by  a  Supreme, 
Appellate  or  Superior  Judge.  Books  may 
be  kept  two  weeks,  and  will  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  length  of  time.  All 
books  are  subject  to  recall,  if  required 
by  a  State  officer. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, aims  to  furnish  information  on  all 
'  subjects  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both 
State  and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others 
interested. 

The  city  of  Merced  has  lost  its  chance 
of  obtaining  a  public  library  building 
out  of  the  estate  of  the  late  George  H. 
Fancher.  The  District  Court  of  Appeal 
(Fancher  vs.  Fancher,  5  App.  Decis., 
114)  holds  that  the  erection  of  such  a 
building  is  not  a  compliance  with  the 
provision  of  the  will  of  the  deceased,  by 
which  he  "set  apart  .  .  .  for  my  funeral 
expenses  and  proper  interment  of  my 
remains  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
monument  to  my  memory"  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The 
executors  thought  that  $25,000  was  a 
large  sum  of  money  to  spend  on  a  hearse 
and  headstone.  So  they  proposed  to 
buy  a  granite  shaft  for  $2000,  and  devote 
the  rest  to  a  library.  The  superior  court 
said  they  might  do  so,  for  the  library 
would  be  a '"suitable  monument,"  but 


the  appellate  court  holds  that  that  was 
not  what  the  late  Mr  Fancher  intended. 

The  Forest  Service  has  issued  a  hand- 
somely bound  pamphlet  on  "  The  use  of 
the  national  forests."  It  is  beautifully 
illustrated,  and  gives  information  calcu- 
lated to  dispel  the  misconceptions 'still 
lingering  here  and  there  in  the  public 
mind,  and  sometimes  intentionally 
fostered  by  "grafters."  Every  library 
ought  to  write  for  a  copy  to  "The 
Forester,  Washington,  D.  C."  Why 
would  it  not  be  well  to  have  a  supply  of 
them  on  hand  for  distribution,  "where 
they  will  do  the  most  good  "  ?  No  doubt 
the  government  authorities  will  be  glad 
to  cooperate  in  such  a  scheme. 

The  libraries  also  might  very  well 
make  themselves  distributing  agencies 
for  the  little  pamphlet  containing  the 
forest  and  fire  laws  of  California.  It  can 
be.  obtained,  in  any  quantity  desired, 
from  the  State  Forester,  Sacramento. 

The  same  official  has  published  an 
unusually  handsome,  illustrated  pam- 
phlet on  the  California  Redwood  Park 
in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains.  This  also 
should  be  on  display  in  every  public 
library. 

The  Bureau  of  Fisheries  at  Washing- 
ton publishes  an  interesting  bulletin  on 
"Notes  on  Lake  Tahoe,  its  trout  and 
trout  fishing." 

A  useful  compilation  is  Bulletin  28, 
Biological  Survey,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  entitled  "Game  commis- 
sions and  wardens;  their  appointment, 
powers  and  duties, "  by  R.  W.  Williams,  Jr. 
It  furnishes  the  statutory  provisions  of 
all  the  states,  together  with  much  other 
information  in  this  field. 

"Progress  of  forestry  in  1906, ••  by 
Quincy  R.  Craft,  is  an  interesting  reprint 
from  the  appendix  to  the  year-book,  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Besides 
much  other  information,  it  contains  a 
useful  directory  of  forest  officers,  asso- 
ciations and  schools. 

The  Tri-coitnties  Reforestation  Com- 
mittee (L.  A.  Finch,  Riverside,  cor- 
responding secretary)  publishes  and 
distributes  a  handsome  pamphlet,  show- 
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ing  by  text  and  illustrations  the  influence 
of  forests  on  the  run-off  of  water  in  the 
mountains  of  southern  California. 

The  following  recent  publications  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  may 
be  recommended  for  small  libraries.

Reference  and  Loan  Department. 

The  Reference  and  Loan  Department 
aims  to  give  the  people  of  the  State 
access  to  the  valuable  material  contained 
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in  the  State  Library.  Information  on 
any  subject  will  be  furnished  upon  writ- 
ing to  the  Library,  stating  as  concisely 
as  possible  just  what  is  wanted.  Books 
will  be  loaned  to  any  resident  of  the 
State  who  applies  through  a  local 
library,  an  educational  institution,  a 
State  traveling  library,  a  registered  study 
club,  or  a  Superior  Judge.  In  towns 
where  there  is  no  library,  educational 
institution,  State  traveling  library,  or  reg- 
istered study  club,  special  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Wells-Fargo 
Com  pan  v  by  which  their  agent  will 
vouch  for  the  identity  of  the  person 
applying  for  books.  The  borrower  pavs 
express  charges  both  ways,  and  the 
books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  from  the 
date  they  leave  the  State  Library.  Appli- 
cation blanks  and  circulars  containing 
full  information  will  be  sent  on  request. 

The  alterations  now  being  made  in  the 
Capitol  have  necessitated  the  packing 
and  storing  of  nearly  all  the  books  in  the 
Library  and  closing  it  to  the  public.  It 
will  therefore  be  impossible  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Reference  and  Loan  De- 
partment until  the  work  of  construction 
in  the  Library  is  sufficiently  completed 
to  permit  the  replacing  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves. 

During  the  time  the  Library  is  closed, 
much  work  will  be  done  in.  the  way  of 
building  up  the  Department  and  putting 
it  in  a  condition  where  it  will  be  of 
greater  service  to  the  public  than  ever 
before.  The  latest  and  best  reference 
works  will  be  purchased  and  bibliog- 
raphies on  special  subjects  procured. 
There  is  a  constant  demand  for  books  on 
art  by  art  students  and  clubs  not  only  in 
Sacramento,  but  throughout  the  State, 
and  special  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
section  for  the  future  use  of  such  students. 

The  work  of  recataloging  now  in  prog- 
ress will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
the  Department  in  bringing  out  much 
valuable  material  by  means  of  analytical 
references. 

Notice  to  borrowers  will  be  given 
through  the  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  and  by  circular  letter  when  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  resumed. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions 
of  new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of 
much  material  needing  a  fuller  treatment 
than  it  has  heretofore  received.  The 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress are  used  for  all  new  copyrighted 
books  and  for  the  recataloging  as  far  as 
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they  can  be  obtained.  The  use  of  the 
printed  cards  results  in  a  great  saving  of 
time,  although  they  have  to  go  through 
the  typewriter  for  the  addition  of  the 
subject  or  title  heading  and  book  number. 

During  the  months  of  July,  August 
and  September,  798  volumes  were  cata- 
loged, adding  3544  cards  to  the  catalog. 

The  comparatively  small  number  of 
books  cataloged  during  these  three 
months  is  due  in  part  to  vacations  and 
in  part  to  Miss  Phelan's  resignation, 
which  took  effect  September  1. 

California  Historical  Department. 

The  California  Historical  Department 
aims  to  have  a  thoroughly  good  collec- 
tion of  books  on  the  history  and  descrip- 
tion, resources  and  industries  of  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  works  of  California 
authors  in  all  departments  of  literature. 
These  are  made  accessible  by  means  of 
a  card  catalog.  Full  names  and  bio- 
graphical sketches  of  California  authors, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains over  3000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Catalog. 

The  California  catalog  has  been  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  300  cards. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Mrs  Crestinajacoba  Escobar  de  Larios, 
the  oldest  member  of  the  Native  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Golden  West,  has  sent  in  her 
card.  She  was  born  in  Monterey,  July 
24,  1830,  and  is  the  mother  of  twenty- 
five  children.  Her  father,  Marcelino 
Escobar,  was  one  of  the  early  Alcaldes 
of  Monterey.  He  owned  the  Huerta  Del 
Rey  and  San  Jose"  ranchos  and  was  one 
of  the  wealthiest  men  in  the  State.  The 
famous  Passion  Play  was  first  introduced 
by  him  into  California. 

A  name  familiar  to  all  Californians  is 
that  of  John  Boggs.  Few  men  have 
been  so  closely  connected  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  State  as  he,  and  few  have 
filled  high  and  responsible  positions  in 
public  and  private  life  with  greater 
honor  to  themselves.     Mr  Boggs  was  a 


pioneer  of  '49.  He  died  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, January  30,  1899. 

Two  cards  bearing  early  dates  of 
arrival  are  those  of  Lieutenant  William 
Henry  Thompson,  1846,  and  John  Cal- 
vert Davis,  1839.  The  former  commanded 
a  battery  kt  the  battle  of  Los  Angeles, 
under  Commodore  Stockton,  while  Mr 
Davis  held  the  office  of  "Town  Treas- 
urer "  of  San  Francisco  in  1846. 

James  B.  Huie  arrived  at  Redding 
ranch  September,  1849,  an<i  later  was 
chairman  of  the  first  Vigilance  Com- 
mittee formed' in  San  Francisco. 

Other  names  of  interest  are  those  of 
Hugh  McCormick,  Eugene  Lies,  Dr 
G.  J.  Bucknall,  and  Judge  William  C. 
Wallace.

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in 
December  of  that  year  by  sending  out 
traveling  libraries  to  communities 
without  library  facilities.  The  Depart- 
ment now  has  four  separate  divisions: 
(1)  Traveling  libraries;  (2)  Study  Club 
Libraries;  (3Y  Public  Libraries;  (4)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling  Libraries  Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained 
an  additional  three  months.  Circular 
and  application  blank  are  sent  on 
request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  355 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  State  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for 
the  177  libraries  returned  during  July, 
August  and  September  was  5871  and 
the  circulation  16,011,  as  follows:  8601 
fiction;  4076  juvenile;  3334  miscella- 
neous. 

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic 
studv.  There  are  no  registration  fees, 
but  for  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of 
$1.50  for  each  25  for  less)  books  must  be 

?aid  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service, 
his  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular 
and  registration-application  blank  will 
be  sent  on  request. 

It  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time  to 
fill  requests  for  study  club  libraries,  be- 
cause these  books  are  sent  out  from  the 
main  collection,  which  is  not  accessible 
at  present. 

There  is  now  only  one  study  club 
library  in  use  covering  Shakespeare,  the 
others  having  all  been  returned. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than 
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can  be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  travel- 
ing library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library 
of  its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library  or- 
ganizers have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  State  in  regard  to 
library  methods,  library  buildings,  etc. 

The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  State  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Sample  sets  of  blanks  and  forms  for 
the  use  of  libraries  have  been  made  up 
and  a  set  will  be  mailed  to  any  library 
upon  request. 

During  July,  August  and  September 
the  two  organizers  did  organizing  only  a 
part  of  the  time.  19  visits  were  made  to  16 
towns,  many  of  the  visits  being  made  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  libraries  that  were 
already  established. 

During  July  both  of  the  organizers 
were  instructors  in  the  Summer  School 
of  Library  Methods  held  in  Berkeley, 
and  during  a  large  part  of  August  they 
took  their  vacations. 

During  the  last  few  months  the  ordi- 
nance establishing  a  free  public  library 
has  been  passed  in  five  more  towns: 
Jackson,  Amador  co.;  Glendale,  Los 
Angeles  co.;  Lompoc  and  Santa  Maria, 
Santa  Barbara  co.;  Modesto,  Stanislaus 
co. 

The  total  number  of  libraries  estab- 
lished since  November,  1905,  is  26,  as 
follows:  Alhambra,  Auburn,  Benicia, 
Biggs,  Boulder  Creek,  Dixon,  Elsinore, 
Gilroy.  Glendale,  Jackson,  Lincoln,  Lodi, 
Lompoc,  Modesto,  Monterey,  Oroville, 
Placerville,  Porterville,  Rocklin,  Salinas, 
Santa  Maria,  Sausalito,  Suisun,  Ukiah, 
Willits,  and  Willows. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Division. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  that  can  vouch  for  at 


least  5  borrowers,  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Cir- 
cular and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip 
postal,  or  with  Library  trustees'  applica- 
tion blank  will  be  sent  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  in- 
stitution distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  255  blind  borrow- 
ers, scattered  all  the  way  from  Siskiyou 
county  to  San  Diego.  During  July, 
August  and  September  16  borrowers  were 
added.  Total  accessions  are  691,  as  fol- 
lows: New  York  point  books,  250;  New 
York  point  music,  43;  Braille  books,  92; 
Braille  music,  46;  Moon  books,  2x3;  Bos- 
ton line  letter  books,  24;  Ink  print  books, 
3;  Appliances,  17;  Maps,  3.  During  the 
quarter  967  books  were  loaned,  as  follows: 
New  York  point,  334;  Braille,  211;  Moon, 
394;  Boston  line  letter,  21;  Ink  print 
books,  o;  Appliances  5;  Maps,  2.  The 
books  loaned  were  divided  by  class  as 
follows:  ethics  and  religion,  68;  science, 
38;  useful  arts,  7;  literature,  89;  fiction, 
478;  travel,  history,  and  biography,  127; 
primers,  22;  music,  16;  periodicals,  122. 

During  July,  August  and  September  2 
borrowers  learned  to  read  Moon;  one  of 
these  knew  no  type  before;  one  knew 
New  York  point.  One  borrower,  who 
knew  Braille,  learned  New  York  point. 

Since  the  Department  began  loaning 
books,  31  borrowers,  whose  ages  range 
from  38  to  91  years  and  who  could  not 
read  any  type  before,  have  learned  to 
read  either  Moon  type,  New  York  point, 
both  of  these,  or  Braille.  Besides  these, 
there  are  28  who  knew  some  type  and 
have  learned  to  read  one  or  two  other 
types. 

During  July  the  Xavier  Free  Publica- 
tion Society  of  New  York  donated  the 
following  books  in  New  York  point: 
The  cross  and  the  crown  and  The  seasons 
of  the  soul,  2  vols.,  by  Richard  F.  Clarke; 
The  cabinet  maker  of  Lavaur,  by  W. 
Lasserre. 

Back  numbers  of  magazines  were 
donated  by  Wm.  A.  Miller  of  Los 
Angeles  and  Mrs  M.  J.  Lord  of  Grass 
Valley. 
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The  Moon  magazine  in  Moon  type  and 
the  Matilda  Ziegler  magazine  in  Braille 
and  in  New  York  point  are  being  received 
monthly  and  will  be  loaned  on  applica- 
tion..
